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INTRODUCTION 


Volume  VI  of  this  series  carried  the  records  of  the  General  Assembly 
through  the  special  session  of  January  1789;  the  present  volume  opens 
with  the  regular  session  of  the  following  May.  Between  those  two  meet- 
ings in  Connecticut  the  first  Congress  under  the  new  Federal  Constitu- 
tion had  assembled  in  New  York  and  George  Washington  had  been 
inaugurated  President  of  the  United  States.  At  the  final  session  recorded 
in  this  volume,  that  of  October  1792,  the  General  Assembly  named  Presi- 
dential Electors  who,  with  their  colleagues  in  the  other  States,  unanimously 
chose  Washington  to  succeed  himself.  Before  the  session  of  the  Assembly 
in  May  1793,  which  will  open  the  next  volume  of  this  series,  the  second 
inauguration  took  place.  Thus  the  present  volume  coincides  almost 
exactly  with  Washington’s  first  administration  as  President  of  the  United 
States. 

Although  the  Congress  and  the  President  were  busy  enough  during 
these  years  in  launching  the  new  government,  in  shaping  its  policies,  and 
in  framing  basic  legislation,  surprisingly  little  of  that  activity  led  to  im- 
portant business  in  the  Connecticut  Assembly.  Already  in  January  1789, 
in  anticipation  of  the  institution  of  the  new  government,  the  legislature 
had  repealed  the  law  levying  a duty  on  imports,  since  the  new  Constitu- 
tion had  denied  to  the  individual  States  the  enjoyment  of  that  source  of 
income.*  No  further  state  legislation  was  needed  immediately  to  bring 
Connecticut  into  line  with  the  new  situation.  It  was  not  until  the  final 
session  of  this  period,  in  October  1792,  that  the  State  found  it  necessary 
to  modify  one  of  its  major  laws  to  conform  to  federal  legislation.  Then, 
because  Congress,  acting  under  its  Constitutional  authority  “to  provide 
for  organizing,  arming,  and  disciplining  the  militia,”  had  recently  passed 
an  act  “establishing  an  uniform  militia  throughout  the  United  States,” 
Connecticut  adopted  a new  law  in  harmony  with  the  Congressional  enact- 
ment (p.  476).  In  a few  other  matters  the  Assembly’s  activities  reflected 
the  participation  of  the  State  in  the  larger  political  structure  of  the  nation. 
The  legislature,  as  was  its  right,  chose  Senators  and  Presidential  Electors 
and  oversaw  the  election  of  Representatives  (pp.  178-79,  250,  495-96)  ; 
it  made  provision  for  the  increase  of  Representatives  from  five  to  the 
seven  permitted  to  the  State  in  consequence  of  the  census  of  1790  (p.  377)  ; 
and  it  discussed,  but  failed  to  pass,  a proposal  of  one  of  its  members  that 
the  State  be  divided  into  Congressional  districts  instead  of  electing  all 
its  Representatives  by  State- wide  vote  (p.  246  note) . The  Assembly  also 
voted  to  cede  to  the  United  States  the  lighthouse  at  New  London,  since 
Congress  had  passed  an  act  in  1789  assuming  federal  responsibility  for 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  all  such  aids  to  navigation  (p.  122). 

On  one  matter  of  first-rate  importance  connected  with  the  political  sys- 
tem of  the  new  nation  the  official  records  of  the  Connecticut  legislative 
body  are  impressively  silent.  There  is  no  mention  in  the  pages  that  follow

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of  the  submission  to  the  States  for  ratification  of  a set  of  proposed  Amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution.  It  will  be  readily  recalled  that  in  ratifying  the 
Constitution  a number  of  the  States  proposed  limiting  or  clarifying  amend- 
ments. Out  of  the  welter  of  suggestions  submitted  by  the  States  or  intro- 
duced into  Congress  by  individual  members,  twelve  articles  passed  both 
houses  and  were  sent  to  the  States  in  the  fall  of  1789.*  The  first  of  these 
proposed  a fixed  system  for  determining  the  apportionment  of  representa- 
tion in  the  House  of  Representatives ; the  second  would  have  limited  the 
power  of  Congress  to  alter  the  compensation  of  its  members.  Neither 
of  these  suggested  amendments  ever  received  the  approval  of  the  neces- 
sary three-fourths  of  the  State  legislatures.  The  remaining  ten  proposed 
articles  were  ratified  and  became  a part  of  the  Constitution.  They  are 
now  known  as  the  Bill  of  Rights  and  as  such  have  an  honored  place  in  the 
record  of  American  constitutional  freedom.  But  in  their  adoption  as  part 
of  the  Fundamental  Law  of  the  United  States,  Connecticut,  unfortu- 
nately, can  claim  no  share. 

Governor  Huntington  received  the  official  text  of  the  twelve  proposed 
amendments  and  submitted  the  document  to  the  General  Assembly  for 
consideration  at  the  October  session,  1789.t  The  lower  house  agreed 
to  approve  all  except  the  second  of  the  proposed  articles,  but  the  Council 
voted  to  postpone  action  until  the  following  session.  In  May  1790  the 
Representatives  again  passed  a bill  in  favor  of  Articles  HI-XH  of  the 
proposals.  To  this  measure  the  Council  formally  dissented  but  passed 
a bill  of  its  own  ratifying  all  twelve  amendments.  The  lower  house  in 
turn  rejected  this  measure.  In  October  1790  the  House  took  up  the 
question  once  more  but  this  time  rejected  all  twelve  proposals  and  con- 
curred with  the  Council  in  a vote  to  postpone  further  action  until  May 
1791.  There  is  no  evidence  that  either  house  discussed  the  matter  again. 
When  Virginia  acted  favorably  on  Articles  HI-XH  in  December  1791, 
thereby  completing  the  necessary  number  of  ratifications,  the  issue  was 
closed.  Further  action  by  Connecticut  would  have  been  superfluous. 

It  is  a curious  fact  that,  although  each  house  of  the  Connecticut  legis- 
lative body  at  one  time  or  another  went  on  record  in  favor  of  at  least 
ten  of  the  proposed  amendments,  they  never  got  together  to  ratify  any  of 
them.  The  probable  explanation  is  that  the  conservative  leaders  of  the 
State  could  not  summon  enough  enthusiasm  to  work  effectively  for  the 
amendments.  Some  Connecticut  representatives  in  Congress,  notabl)r

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Roger  Sherman,  actively  opposed  a number  of  the  proposals.*  He,  to- 
gether with  Benjamin  Huntington  and  Jeremiah  Wadsworth,  seems  to 
have  objected  to  any  measures  which  would  have  formally  restricted  the 
Congress  or  the  State  legislatures  in  the  exercise  of  authority.  Probably 
the  attitude  of  these  men  reflected  in  some  degree  the  views  of  their  asso- 
ciates among  the  ruling  class  back  home.  The  political  leaders  of  the 
State  had  supported  the  original  Constitution  and  apparently  had  not 
been  bothered  by  some  of  the  doubts  and  misgivings  which  had  disturbed 
more  liberal-minded  citizens  in  other  States.  The  men  of  Connecticut 
seemed  willing  to  let  well  enough  alone. 

The  General  Assembly,  however,  proved  quick  to  take  action  when 
there  was  actual  Federal  interference  with  its  own  prerogatives,  as  an 
incident  in  the  session  of  May  1792  clearly  shows  (pp.  396-97).  A cer- 
tain Josiah  Huntington,  who  had  business  with  the  legislature  but  who 
feared  imprisonment  for  debt,  asked  for  and  received  immunity  from 
arrest,  as  many  others  in  like  situations  did,  until  his  petition  should  be 
acted  upon.  In  spite  of  his  certificate  of  protection,  a deputy  United  States 
marshall  seized  him  on  a writ  of  execution  from  a Federal  court  and,  in 
the  absence  of  any  Federal  house  of  detention,  handed  him  over  to  the 
keeper  of  the  Hartford  county  jail  for  custody.  When  the  Assembly 
heard  of  this  defiance  of  its  authority  it  issued  a writ  of  habeas  corpus 
ordering  the  prisoner  to  be  brought  before  it.  Upon  learning  why  Hunt- 
ington was  detained,  the  legislature  ordered  his  immediate  release.  The 
General  Assembly  would  recognize  no  other  jurisdiction  in  a matter  where 
its  own  authority  was  involved. 

During  these  years  the  Assembly  gave  attention  to  two  other  topics 
involving  the  interests  and  activities  of  its  citizens  beyond  the  territorial 
boundaries  of  the  State.  One  matter  dated  back  in  origin  to  events  dur- 
ing the  Revolution ; the  other  was  the  outgrowth  of  a new  religious  awak- 
ening that  was  just  beginning  to  take  place.  Although  Connecticut  was 
the  scene  of  relatively  little  fighting  and  of  no  major  campaigns  in  the  war, 
several  of  its  towns,  especially  some  of  those  on  or  near  the  coast,  had 
suffered  from  destructive  British  raids.  People  who  had  lost  their  houses 
or  other  property  in  these  attacks  had  long  been  asking  for  some  sort  of 
compensation,  and  the  Assembly  felt  the  obligation  to  do  something  for 
them.  The  State  had  no  money  it  could  pay  out  in  cash  awards,  but  it 
did  have  one  available  resource:  large  quantities  of  unoccupied  lands  in 
that  part  of  the  Northwest  Territory  to  which  it  had  not  surrendered  title 
when  it  ceded  its  other  western  claims  to  Congress  in  1786.  An  obvious 
solution  of  the  problem,  therefore,  was  to  grant  the  victims  of  British 
depredations  or  their  heirs  the  right  to  a share  of  land  in  the  Western 
Reserve,  to  each  one  in  proportion  to  his  losses  at  enemy  hands.  The 
Assembly  set  up  a committee  in  December  1790  to  establish  the  monetary 
value  of  each  claimant’s  uncompensated  loss,  and  in  May  1792  voted 
to  grant  the  “sufferers”  as  a group  half  a million  acres  in  what  are  now 
Erie  and  Huron  counties  in  Ohio.  The  long  list  of  some  1870  names.

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each  followed  by  the  amount  of  loss  sustained,  which  totaled  about 
£160,000,  was  entered  on  the  Assembly  records  (pp.  449-71).  It  serves 
not  only  as  a valuable  source  of  information  on  one  aspect  of  Connecti- 
cut’s Revolutionary  history,  but  also  as  a reminder  to  those  who  have 
witnessed  the  two  great  wars  of  the  twentieth  century  that  even  in  the 
simpler,  less  “total”  warfare  of  the  eighteenth,  it  was  often  the  non- 
combatant  civilian  who  suffered  most  from  the  destructive  impact  of  the 
conflict. 

At  the  same  time  that  some  citizens  of  the  State  were  looking  to  the 
frontier  as  the  place  from  which  the  Assembly  would  find  means  of  making 
good  their  war  losses,  others  were  thinking  of  it  as  an  area  which  needed 
their  help.  The  countless  settlers  who  were  pouring  westward  into  the 
back  country  of  New  York,  the  Lake  Region,  and  the  Ohio  Valley,  and 
northward  into  Vermont — and  among  whom  were  numbered  many  sons 
and  daughters  of  Connecticut — were  establishing  themselves  in  places 
almost  completely  devoid  of  churches  and  ministers  of  the  Gospel.  As  the 
religious  movement  began  to  get  under  way  which  is  often  called  the 
“Second  Great  Awakening,”  some  of  the  religious  leaders  of  Connecti- 
cut came  to  a realization  of  their  obligation  to  the  unchurched  pioneers 
of  the  West  and  North.  Some  sporadic  efforts  to  send  itinerants  on  preach- 
ing tours  had  already  occurred  from  time  to  time,  but  the  war  and  the 
following  years  of  readjustment  had  not  been  conducive  to  the  enterprise. 
At  last  in  1792  the  General  Association  of  the  Congregational  Church 
became  formal  sponsors  of  a program  and  asked  the  Assembly  for  help. 
The  answer  came  in  the  form  of  an  act  directing  all  the  churches  of 
the  State  to  take  up  contributions  for  missionary  activity  on  the  frontier 
(p.  488).  From  this  beginning  grew  in  a few  years  the  Missionary 
Society  of  Connecticut,  one  of  the  pioneer  groups  in  that  great  movement 
of  evangelical  activity  which  was  destined  in  time  to  send  missionaries 
not  only  to  the  unchurched  regions  of  the  American  frontier,  but  beyond 
the  borders  of  the  nation  itself  to  all  the  odd  corners  of  the  earth. 

While  the  Congregational  leaders  of  Connecticut  were  thus  concerning 
themselves  with  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  frontier,  they  were  far  from 
giving  complete  satisfaction  in  their  domination  of  the  religious  life  of 
their  own  State.  For  over  half  a century  the  uniformity  of  the  churches 
under  the  Saybrook  Platform  had  been  increasingly  undermined,  first 
by  the  “intrusion”  of  the  Anglican  or  Episcopalian  Church,  then  by  the 
secession  of  “New  Light”  Independents  during  and  after  the  Great 
Awakening,  and  more  recently  by  the  appearance  of  other  denominations, 
especially  the  Baptists.  The  Established  Church  was  forced  to  make  con- 
cessions, but  it  did  so  with  extreme  reluctance.  Without  abandoning  the 
theory  that  every  taxable  inhabitant  had  a duty  to  support  organized 
religion,  the  orthodox  Congregationalists,  who  dominated  the  Assembly, 
did  permit  those  who  adhered  to  other  churches  to  transfer  their  support, 
under  careful  regulation,  to  the  organizations  of  their  preference. 

The  crux  of  the  question  during  the  period  covered  by  this  volume 
was  the  manner  in  which  that  preference  was  to  be  officially  determined, 
for  in  this  apparently  small  detail  lay  the  decision  as  to  how  easily  the 
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individual  could  escape  from  his  legal  obligation  to  the  orthodox  church. 
For  some  years  the  law  ha,d  permitted  an  officer  of  a dissenting  church 
to  sign  certificates  for  members  of  his  congregation  which,  when  filed 
with  the  clerk  of  the  established  Society,  permitted  them  to  give  their 
support  to  the  dissenting  church.  In  May  1791,  however,  the  Assembly 
passed  an  act  requiring  that  such  certificates  be  signed  by  local  justices 
of  the  peace,  who,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  were  members  of  the  estab- 
lished church  (p.  256).  If  they  refused  such  signature  the  dissenter 
had  no  recourse.  A great  hue  and  cry  went  up,  protest  meetings  took 
place,  and  the  dissenters  prepared  to  do  battle.  Apparently  recognizing 
that  they  had  gone  too  far  for  those  loose  and  liberal  times,  the  con- 
servatives retreated  and  in  the  following  session,  after  a notable  fight  in 
the  Assembly,  repealed  the  act  and  permitted  each  professed  dissenter  to 
sign  his  own  certificate  (p.  311).  While  this  improved  the  position  of 
the  individual  it  was  not  wholly  satisfactory  to  the  dissenting  churches, 
since  it  was  all  too  easy  for  a man  to  sign  a certificate  l)ut  then  fail  to  give 
adequate  support  to  the  church  of  his  profession  and  thus  evade  his  basic 
obligation.  It  seems  obvious  today  that  the  only  sound  solution  would 
have  been  to  put  the  support  of  religion  on  a wholly  voluntary  basis,  re- 
gardless of  denomination,  but  for  this  drastic  and  truly  revolutionary 
step  those  who  controlled  the  destinies  of  Connecticut  would  not  be  ready 
for  more  than  a quarter  of  a century. 

In  some  other  respects  the  Assembly  was  more  liberal  in  its  policies 
than  its  ultra-conservative  leadership  might  have  led  one  to  expect.  The 
tendency  was  particularly  noticeable  with  reference  to  the  “settlement 
laws,”  which  had  to  do  with  the  migration  of  persons  from  town  to  town 
and  the  fixing  of  responsibility  for  the  support  of  non-inhabitants  who 
became  paupers.  Under  the  laws  as  they  stood  at  the  close  of  the  Revo- 
lution it  was  difficult  for  individuals  to  move  about  freely  or  to  come  into 
the  State  unless  they  were  well  off  financially,  since  neither  the  town  nor 
the  State  wanted  to  assume  liability  for  their  support  in  case  of  destitu- 
tion. Two  amendments  to  the  law  were  made,  one  in  October  1789,  the 
other  in  May  1792,  the  net  effect  of  which  was  to  increase  greatly  the 
mobility  of  the  individual  and  to  limit  the  right  of  a community  to  send 
an  unwanted  stranger  back  to  his  town  of  origin  (pp.  66,  378).  An- 
other forward-looking  act  of  the  Assembly  was  the  incorporation,  in 
May  1792,  of  the  Connecticut  Medical  Society,  a measure  which  not 
only  gave  the  physicians  of  the  State  the  right  to  organize  as  a corporate 
body,  but  also  in  effect  recognized  that  they  had  become  a truly  pro- 
fessional group  with  standards  to  establish  and  maintain  and  professional 
learning  to  exchange  (p.  381 ).  In  somewhat  the  same  category  was  the 
conclusion,  reached  at  the  same  session,  that  the  State  must  assume  some 
responsibility  for  the  support  of  Yale  College,  if  that  institution,  which 
had  fallen  into  serious  financial  difficulties,  was  to  regain  its  proper  place 
in  the  educational  life  of  the  State  and  the  nation  as  a whole.  The  problem 
was  not  an  easy  one  to  settle  since,  naturally  enough,  the  Assembly  was 
unwilling  to  give  the  college  effective  help  without  gaining  at  least  some 
measure  of  control,  while  the  college,  under  strict  ministerial  leadership, 
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did  not  want  to  sell  its  birthright  of  independence  if  it  could  help  it.  At 
last,  the  wise  and  patient  efforts  of  such  men  as  President  Ezra  Stiles  and 
James  Hillhouse,  Congressman  and  treasurer  of  the  college,  bore  fruit 
in  an  arrangement  which  gave  the  New  Haven  institution  the  necessary 
financial  help  and  gave  the  State  some,  but  not  too  much,  representation 
on  the  governing  body  of  the  college  (p.  392).  Thus,  in  regard  to  three 
such  different  matters  as  freedom  of  residence,  the  recognition  and  en- 
couragement of  the  medical  profession,  and  the  support  of  the  college, 
Connecticut  was  slowly  giving  up  the  patterns  of  the  past  and  moving 
towards  a freer,  more  liberal  future. 

The  many  references  in  this  volume  to  lotteries  sanctioned  by  the  State 
suggests  that  Connecticut,  in  common  with  her  sister  states,  took  a very 
different  attitude  on  this  question  of  public  policy  in  the  late  eighteenth 
century  from  that  which  officially  prevails  in  the  mid-twentieth.  Again 
and  again  the  legislature  granted  permission  to  local  bodies  or  to  groups 
of  citizens  to  raise  money  by  means  of  lotteries.  In  purpose  these  projects 
ranged  from  such  matters  of  public  benefit  as  the  building  of  a highway 
bridge  to  such  essentially  private  concerns  as  the  financing  of  a new  factory. 
It  would  almost  seem  as  if  the  standard  recourse  of  any  one  seeking  to 
raise  funds  was  to  ask  permission  to  hold  a lottery  and  as  if  the  legislature 
had  no  hesitation  in  granting  these  requests.  In  fact,  however,  Connecti- 
cut had  not  gone  quite  so  lottery-wild  as  the  record  seems  to  suggest. 
Perhaps  the  act  of  May  1791  forbidding  the  traffic  within  Connecticut 
in  lottery  tickets  issued  in  any  other  state  (p.  257)  was  enacted  chiefly 
as  a means  of  protecting  home  industry,  but  it  also  does  suggest  some 
attempt  to  curb  the  free  expression  of  the  gambling  spirit.  What  is  more 
important  is  the  evidence  of  the  Journal  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
which  shows  that  the  Assembly  rejected  just  about  as  many  requests  for 
lotteries  as  it  granted.  Only  selected  applicants,  representing  what  seemed 
to  the  authorities  the  most  worthy  and  deserving  enterprises,  received 
official  sanction  for  their  proposals.  And  as  the  newspapers  and  other 
sources  make  clear,  many  of  these  ultimately  proved  unsuccessful.  An 
application  to  the  legislature  for  a lottery  was  by  no  means  certain  to  win 
approval,  or,  if  granted,  to  produce  the  hoped-for  income. 

In  the  economic  life  of  the  State  the  most  important  development  of 
these  years  was  the  establishment  of  Connecticut's  first  banks.  At  the 
beginning  of  1792  there  were  only  five  incorporated  banks  in  the  country, 
the  most  recent  of  which  was  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  created  by 
act  of  Congress  the  year  before.  The  month  of  February  1792  saw  meet- 
ings in  three  Connecticut  cities,  Hartford,  New  London,  and  New  Haven, 
at  which  interested  and  influential  citizens  laid  plans  for  the  foundation 
of  banks  in  their  own  communities.  The  Hartford  and  New  London 
groups  received  their  charters  from  the  Assembly  in  the  following  May 
(pp.  384,  388)  and  opened  for  business  soon  after.  The  New  Haven  Bank 
was  incorporated  in  October  of  the  same  year  (p.  491)  but  did  not  begin 
regular  operations  until  early  in  1796.  It  is  satisfying  to  add  that  all  three 
banks  have  continued  in  existence  ever  since.  They  are  now,  of  course, 
among  the  most  venerable  institutions  of  their  kind  in  the  nation. 
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If  the  estabishment  of  banks  may  be  taken  as  a sign  of  the  strengthening  of 
Connecticut’s  financial  basis  and  the  increasing  maturity  of  its  commercial 
life,  there  are,  on  the  other  hand,  some  evidences  that  all  was  not  well  with 
the  economic  condition  of  many  individual  inhabitants  during  these  years. 
It  has  been  the  almost  unanimous  statement  of  American  historians  deal- 
ing with  this  period  that  the  years  immediately  following  the  Revolution 
were  years  of  economic  depression  and  financial  distress,  but  that  about 
the  time  the  new  Constitution  was  being  drafted  and  adopted  (that  is 
about  1787-89)  business  picked  up  remarkably  and  the  new  government 
came  into  being  almost  simultaneously  with  a return  of  general  pros- 
perity. In  the  light  of  this  thesis  some  of  the  records  which  follow  offer 
rather  puzzling  reading.  Even  a somewhat  cursory  turning  of  the  pages 
of  this  volume  will  bring  to  notice  the  very  large  number  of  items  in- 
volving debtors  who,  unable  to  meet  their  obligations,  had  either  been 
thrown  into  prison  under  the  harsh  laws  which  still  existed,  or  who 
feared  arrest,  or  who  frankly  declared  themselves  insolvent.  It  was  com- 
mon practice  for  hard-pressed  men  who  wished  to  bring  petitions  to  the 
Assembly  to  ask  for  and  receive  protection  from  arrest  until  they  could 
transact  their  business ; every  Assembly  session  made  many  such  grants 
of  immunity.  It  was  also  necessary,  in  the  absence  of  any  general  bank- 
ruptcy act,  for  an  individual  who  knew  he  could  not  meet  his  obligations 
to  apply  to  the  State  legislature  for  a special  act  of  insolvency.  Under  it 
he  surrendered  his  assets  to  trustees  or  commissioners  for  equitable  dis- 
tribution among  his  creditors  and  thereby  gained  permanent  exemption 
from  arrest  for  debts  contracted  before  the  effective  date  specified  in 
the  act. 

While  the  numbers  of  protections  from  arrest  for  debt  and  special  in- 
solvencies are  not  a perfect  barometer  of  business  conditions,  one  might 
expect  that  both  would  tend  to  go  up  or  down  in  rough  accordance  with 
the  general  state  of  business.  If  the  economic  life  of  Connecticut  was  on 
the  mend  from  about  1787  on,  one  would  look  to  see  a decrease  in  the 
number  of  debtors’  cases  coming  before  the  Assembly.  What  actually 
happened  is  shown  in  the  following  table  drawn  from  the  official  records 
and  covering  a ten-year  period  from  the  close  of  hostilities  in  the  Revolu- 
tion to  the  final  session  of  the  Assembly  recorded  in  this  volume :

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It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  figures  that,  while  the  number  of  pro- 
tections decreased  somewhat  during  the  last  two  years,  the  number  of 
insolvencies  rose  sharply,  and  that  the  total  number  of  persons  in  finan- 
cial difficulties  serious  enough  to  require  the  intervention  of  the  Assembly 
grew  almost  steadily  larger  during  the  ten-year  period.  It  may  be  con- 
tended that  in  no  case  are  the  figures  large  enough  to  be  significant.  It 
must  be  remembered,  however,  that  Connecticut  was  a small  community — 
its  total  population  in  1790  was  only  238,000 — and  it  was  still  operating 
in  a simple  agrarian  and  commercial  economy.*  Furthermore,  the  indi- 
vidual cases  which  appear  on  the  record  certainly  did  not  include  every 
one  who  was  heavily  in  debt.  Clearly,  the  petitions  which  came  before 
the  Assembly  were  chiefly  those  of  men  and  women  who  felt  they  had 
something  to  gain  by  asking  for  special  attention.  Meanwhile  there  must 
have  been  many  others  who  realized  they  had  no  case  which  would 
appeal  to  the  legislators  and  who  consequently  languished  in  debtor’s 
prison  or  kept  themselves  carefully  within  doors  to  escape  the  officer 
of  the  court  and  his  writ  of  execution,  hoping  that  somehow,  given  time, 
they  could  straighten  out  their  affairs.  That  twenty-five  or  thirty  men 
did  go  before  the  Assembly  in  any  one  year  probably  means  that  there 
were  several  times  that  number  who  escaped  having  their  personal  diffi- 
culties perpetuated  in  the  records. 

These  figures  are  not  put  forward  to  show  that  the  usual  statement 
about  the  economy  recovery  of  the  nation  from  the  effects  of  the  war  is 
basically  unsound.  They  do  seem  to  suggest,  however — and  there  are  a 
few  contemporary  newspaper  comments  to  the  same  effect — that  in  Con- 
necticut, at  least,  recovery  was  neither  as  rapid  nor  as  complete  as  it  may 
have  been  elsewhere  in  the  nation,  and  that  the  economic  dislocations 
caused  by  the  war  and  by  the  heavy  post-war  emigration  from  the  State 
to  the  new  frontiers  may  have  meant  that  the  real  impact  of  the  depression 
was  not  fully  felt  by  some  portions  of  the  community  until  others  were 
enjoying  the  return  of  prosperity.  The  subject  seems  worthy  of  further 
investigation. 

The  records  of  the  Assembly  printed  in  this  volume  consist  of  pages 
147-525  of  volume  IV  and  pages  1-52  of  volume  V of  the  manuscript 

Information  on  the  geographical  distribution  of  these  cases  may  be  of  interest. 
The  records  give  the  towns  of  residence  of  104  of  the  individuals  involved  in  all 
these  cases  (omitting  all  duplications  of  names  in  the  lists  for  different  years). 
The  distribution  by  counties  is  as  follows:  Hartford,  30;  New  London,  25;  New 
Haven,  19;  Litchfield,  14;  Middlesex,  5;  Windham,  5;  Fairfield,  3;  Tolland,  3. 
Individual  cities  and  towns  with  five  or  more  cases  each  were:  Hartford,  11;  New 
Haven,  8;  Norwich,  8;  Glastonbury,  7 ; New  London,  6;  Wethersfield,  6;  Windham, 
5 (the  only  ones  from  the  county  of  the  same  name).  It  was  natural  that  the  more 
populous  commercial  centers  should  furnish  the  largest  numbers  of  persons  in  financial 
difficulties  and  that  the  thinly  settled  rural  areas  should  produce  relatively  few. 
Yet  the  important  port  town  of  Middletown  with  three  cases,  had  the  same  number 
of  men  in  trouble  as  did  the  country  town  of  Litchfield,  and  the  relatively  non-com- 
mercial seacoast  community  of  Branford.  In  general,  it  seems  safe  to  say  that  com- 
mercial and  shipping  activities  were  by  no  means  the  sole  cause  of  heavy  financial 
involvement,  and  that  such  difficulties  occurred  fairly  evenly  throughout  the  State  in 
relation  to  population  and  general  economic  activity. 
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State  Records  of  Connecticut.  The  division  comes  between  the  sessions 
of  May  and  October,  1792.  There  are  also  printed  as  Appendix  A pages 
34-79  of  the  manuscript  “Books  of  Records  of  the  Resolves  & other  Doings 
of  the  Governor  & Council  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  begun  in  May 
Session  A.D.  1785,”  covering  the  meetings  of  the  Governor  and  Council 
during  the  years  with  which  this  volume  is  concerned.  The  original  manu- 
scripts of  both  sets  of  records  are  located  in  the  Connecticut  State  Library 
at  Hartford.  Publication  of  this  volume  has  been  made  possible  by  an 
appropriation  included  in  the  budget  of  the  State  Library. 

In  preparing  these  records  for  publication  the  editor  has  followed 
the  precedent  established  in  Volume  VI  of  searching  the  files  of  the  con- 
temporary Connecticut  newspapers  for  information  which  might  shed 
light  upon  the  proceedings  of  the  General  Assembly.  Unfortunately,  by 
1789  the  newspapers  had  abandoned  the  practice,  begun  in  October  1786 
and  continued  sporadically  through  the  next  few  sessions,  of  printing 
reports  of  important  debates  in  the  Assembly.  They  did,  however,  report 
from  time  to  time  on  business  done,  on  disputes  which  took  place,  and 
on  the  legislative  history  of  measures  in  which  they  or  some  of  their  corre- 
spondents were  interested.  In  the  absence  of  any  official  reports  of  de- 
bates, the  present  editor  has  undertaken  to  supply  footnotes  summariz- 
ing such  information  as  the  newspapers  give  or  indicating  where  it  may 
be  found.  The  papers  used  were  the  Connecticut  Courant  (Hartford), 
the  Connecticut  Gazette  (New  London),  the  Connecticut  Journal  (New 
Haven),  the  Litchfield  Monitor,  and  the  American  Mercury  (Hartford) 
In  addition  the  manuscript  Journal  of  the  House  of  Representatives  has 
been  examined  and  significant  information  contained  therein  has  been 
incorporated  in  the  notes.  It  has  seemed  particularly  important  to  indicate 
from  this  source  at  the  beginning  of  each  session  the  more  significant  bills 
and  other  proposals  which  failed  of  passage.  For  the  period  here  cov- 
ered this  journal  appears  in  four  bound  volumes.  Three,  covering  respec- 
tively the  sessions  of  1789  and  part  of  May  1790,  those  of  1790,  and  those 
of  1792  are  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  in  Hartford. 
A volume  containing  the  journal  for  the  sessions  of  1791,  together  with 
some  other  material,  is  in  the  State  Library.  There  is  no  journal  of  the 
Governor  and  Council  sitting  as  the  upper  house  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Further  supplementary  material  on  the  transactions  of  the  Legislature 
is  to  be  found  in  the  bills,  petitions,  memorials,  reports  of  committees,  and 
other  papers  which  came  before  it  during  its  sessions.  Those  which  are 
preserved  are  deposited  in  the  Connecticut  Archives  in  the  State  Library.

* None  of  the  Connecticut  newspapers  carry  detailed  reports  of  debates  of  this 
session,  although  some  print  notes  commenting  on  the  small  amount  of  important 
business  done.  The  manuscript  Journal  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shows  that 
one  or  both  branches  of  the  General  Assembly  considered,  without  final  affirmative 
action,  several  questions  which  came  up  again  in  later  sessions.  Among  these  pro- 
posals were:  a bill  repealing  that  part  of  the  act  for  appointing  Superior  Court 
judges  which  provided  that  these  officials  should  be  appointed  during  the  pleasure 
of  the  Asssembly  (see  below,  p.  104  note)  ; bills  altering  or  repealing  the  excise  laws 
(see  below,  pp.  70,  114)  ; and  a bill  changing  the  rules  regarding  the  support  of 
ill  and  indigent  non-residents  in  the  towns  (see  below,  pp.  66-69,  378).

* A letter  in  the  Connecticut  Coiirant,  March  30,  1789,  republished  in  the  Con- 
necticut Journal,  April  8,  signed  “Lycurgus,”  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  of  those 
ncminated  as  Assistants  one  had  died  and  five  had  been  elected  to  Congress.  If 
these  were  ruled  out  the  freemen  would  have  no  choice  among  nominees.  But  since 
no  law  forbade  men  from  sitting  in  Congress  and  in  the  State  Council  simultaneously, 
the  writer  urged  the  freemen  to  vote  freely  for  men  of  their  choice,  even  though 
previously  elected  to  Congress.  In  the  election  now  reported  Benjamin  Huntington 
was  the  only  member  of  Congress  to  be  chosen  also  as  an  Assistant. 
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By  the  Votes  of  the  Freemen,  no  Person  is  Chosen  Treasurer.*

This  Assembly  do  appoint,  the  Honble,  Oliver  Elsworth  Esqr  a Justice 
of  Peace  for  the  County  of  Hartford  the  Year  ensuing. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  the  Honble,  Jonathan  Sturgis  Esqr  a Justice 
of  Peace  for  the  County  of  Fairfield  the  Year  ensuing. 


An  Act,  in  addition  to  an  Act,  entitled  an  Act  laying  a Duty  in  certain  Cases.* 

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  Assembly,  that  sundry  of  the  Officers 
who  are  by  said  Act  made  Receivers  of  said  Duties  have  not  rendered 
their  Accounts,  and  made  payment  to  the  Treasurer  according  to  the 
intent  of  said  Act  to  remedy  which. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  all  the  Officers 
who  are  by  said  Act  made  Receivers  of  said  Duties,  shall  render  their 
Accounts  agreeable  to  said  Act  and  make  payment  of  the  Sums  that  shall 
thereby  appear  to  be  due,  on  or  before  the  said  20th  Day  of  May  annually, 
or  in  Default  thereof  shall  be  incapable  of  holding  or  exercising  the  Office 
by  means  whereof  they  become  receivers  of  such  Duties  for  and  during 
the  Term  of  One  Year  from  and  after  his  making  Default  of  Payment  as 
aforesaid. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  that  when  and  so  often  as  any  such  Officer 
shall  be  removed  by  Death  or  otherwise,  or  shall  be  omitted  in  any  appoint- 
ment on  Account  of  his  not  having  made  such  payment  it  shall  be  the 
Duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  call  such  Officer  or  his  Executors  or  Adminis- 
trators to  account  for  such  Duties  as  may  be  or  remain  in  their  Hands, 
or  in  the  Hands  of  such  Deceased  at  the  Time  of  his  Death,  and  the  Cost 
if  any  that  shall  arise  by  means  thereof  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  or 
the  Executor  or  Administrator  who  shall  neglect  to  make  such  return  or 
Payment. 

Be  it  further  Enacted  that  if  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior,  Court  or  any 
of  the  Clerks  of  the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  or  of  the  City  Courts  shall 
neglect  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  Act,  it  shall  be  the  Duty 
of  the  Treasurer  forthwith  to  Certify  the  same  to  the  Judge  of  the  Court 
to  which  the  Clerk  so  neglecting  belongs.

and  Coalers.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  that  for  the  future 
the  Oath  provided  by  Law  for  the  releif  of  Poor  Prisoners  imprisoned 
for  Debt,  shall  not  in  any  Case  be  administered  to  any  such  Debtor,  until 
the  Creditors  of  such  Prisoners  if  an  Inhabitant  in  this  State,  otherwise  the 
Attorney  of  such  Creditor  be  duely  notified  to  appear,  and  shew  reason 
if  any  be  why  such  Oath  should  not  be  administered,  at  least  four  Days 
inclusive  before  the  Day  when  the  same  is  to  be  administred,  any  Law 
Usage  or  Custom  to  the  Contrary  notwithstanding. 

Be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid.  That  when  any  such 
Debtor  shall  make  application  to  take  such  Oath,  and  be  refused,  the  Debtor 
shall  not  at  any  Times  afterv/ards  be  allowed  to  make  application  there- 
for, unless  the  same  shall  be  made  to  the  Judge  of  the  County  Court  and 
one  Justice  of  Peace,  or  two  Justices  Quorum  Unus  giveing  due  Notice 
as  aforesaid  who  are  hereby  Authorized  to  hear  and  determine  the  same. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid.  That  whenever 
such  Oath  shall  be  administered  by  any  single  Justice  upon  the  first  appli- 
cation the  Creditor  shall  have  Liberty  to  apply  if  he  see  Cause  to  the 
Judge  of  the  County  Court,  and  one  Justice  of  the  Peace  or  two  Justices 
Quorum  Unus  to  review  said  Cause,  and  if  upon  a full  hearing  thereof  the 
Creditor  shall  make  it  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  tryers,  that  the 
Debtor  is  not  by  Law  intitled  to  the  benefit  of  such  Oath,  they  shall  have 
Power  to  Order  the  support  to  Cease,  and  such  Debtor  shall  thencefor- 
ward be  holden  in  Prison  in  the  same  manner  as  though  said  Oath  had 
never  been  administered. 


An  Act  in  further  addition  to  an  Act,  entitled  An  Act  for  the  direction  of  Listers 

in  their  Office  and  duty.! 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same.  That  the  Lists  which 
the  Listers  are  to  Lodge  with  the  Town  Clerks  respectively,  shall  contain 
the  Names  of  each  Person  who  shall  give  in  or  stand  Charged  with  any 
List  arranged  in  Alphebetical  Order,  each  Society  by  itself  with  a Copy 
or  Transcript  of  each  Article  whereof  his  List  is  composed  together  with 
the  Amount  or  Sum  Total  thereof  annexed,  upon  the  same  Penalty  for 
neglect  as  is  provided  in  said  Act,  any  Law  Usage  or  Custom  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding;  And  such  Listers  in  addition  to  what  they  are 
already  Intitled  by  Law  to  receive,  shall  have  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the 
Town  to  which  they  belong,  after  the  Rate  of  two  shillings  & sixpence

An  Act  in  alteration  of,  and  addition  to,  a Statute  Law  of  this  State  entitled  an 
Act  for  Constituting  and  regulating  Courts  and  appointing  the  Times  and 
Places  for  holding  the  same. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  oj  the  same,  That  the  Towns  of. 
Hebron  Coventry  and  Bolton,  shall  hereafter  be  a distinct  District  for 
a Court  of  Probate  by  the  name  of  the  District  of  Hebron,  any  Law  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 

Provided  that  all  probate  Matters  in  either  Town  abovementioned  al- 
ready begun  shall  proceed  and  be  finished  in  the  same  manner  as  though 
this  Act  had  never  passed. 


An  Act  repealing  part  of  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  forming  regulating  and 
conducting  the  Military  force  of  this  State.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  that  so  much  of  said 
Act  as  requires  the  calling  out  personal  appearence  or  viewing  Arms  of 
every  discription  of  Men  mentioned  therein,  except  those  who  actually 
constitute  the  Trainband,  and  are  required  to  exercise  and  do  duty  on 
common  Training  Days  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 


An  Act  in  alteration  of  a Statute  Law  of  this  State  entitled  an  Act  for  appointing 
County  Surveyors  in  the  several  Counties  and  for  directing  and  regulating 
them  in  the  execution  of  their  Office.f 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  & Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  that  the  several  County 
Courts  or  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  in  this  State,  shall  in  future  appoint 
the  Surveyors  of  Lands,  which  may  hereafter  become  necessary  in  their 
respective  Counties ; and  that  all  Surveyors  which  shall  be  appointed  by 
said  Courts  as  prescribed  in  this  Act,  shall  be  under  the  same  Regulations 
and  enjoy  the  same  Powers  and  Priveleges  and  the  same  Penalties  shall 
be  incurred  by  any  Persons  resisting  them  in  the  Execution  of  their  Office 
that  are  prescribed  by  the  Statute  which  is  altered  by  this  Act. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  and  alteration  of  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  collecting 
and  paying  Rates  of  Taxes.  J 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  & Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  that  in  future  the

Collector  of  State  Taxes  untill  the  expiration  of  four  Months  after  the 
same  shall  become  due,  any  Law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Be  it  Further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  That  the  Treasurer 
shall  at  the  request  of  the  Select  Men  of  any  Town  in  this  State  issue  an 
Execution  directed  to  the  Sheriff  of  that  County  and  his  Deputy  in  the 
Name  of  the  Select  Men  of  such  Town,  against  any  Collector  of  State

Treasurer  shall  Issue  Execution  against  the  Persons  and  Estate  of  the 
Select  Men  and  the  rest  of  the  Inhabitants  of  such  Town  for  the  Sum 
then  due. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  from  and  after  the  28th  Day  of  Instant 
May  no  Person  or  Persons,  shall  transport  out  of  this  State  by  Water, 
or  Ship  on  Board  any  Vessell  Boat  or  Water  Craft  for  transportation  as 
aforesaid  any  Wheat  Rye  Indian  Corn  or  any  Wheat  or  Rye  Flour  or 
Indian  Meal  upon  Pain  of  incurring  the  forfeiture  of  double  the  value 
of  any  of  the  Articles  Shiped  or  transported  as  aforesaid  to  be  recovered 
by  Bill  Plaint  or  Information  in  any  Court  proper  to  try  the  same  One 
half  to  him  or  them  who  shall  prosecute  the  same  to  effect  if  prosecuted 
by  a Common  informer,  and  the  other  half  to  the  Public  Treasury  of 
this  State,  but  if  prosecuted  by  any  Public  informing  Officer,  then  the 
whole  forfeiture  shall  belong  to  said  Public  Treasury. 

Always  Provided  that  nothing  herein  Contained  shall  extend  to  hinder 
any  Person  or  Persons  from  Shipping  on  Board  any  Vessell  or  Vessels  in 
the  Ports  of  this  State  any  of  the  Articles  aforesaid  necessary  for  Stores 
for  the  Men  or  Stock  on  board  of  such  Vessel  or  Vessels,  Bills  of 
which  Stores  being  allowed  by  an  Assistant  or  Justice  of  the 
Peace  regard  being  had  to  the  number  of  Men  the  Stock  on  Board  and 
the  length  of  the  Voyage  intended,  nor  shall  this  Resolve  be  Construed 
to  prevent  the  exportation  of  any  Flour  made  or  manufactured  in  this 
State  from  Grain  Imported  from  any  Place  out  of  this  State,  And  this 
Resolve  shall  continue  in  force  until  the  first  Day  of  August  next,  and  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  is  desired  to  Issue  his  Proclamation  accordingly, 
And  the  Secretary  is  hereby  directed  to  furnish  his  Excellency  the  Gover- 
nor with  an  Attested  Copy  of  this  Resolve  immediately.* 

Whereas  by  a Resolve  of  the  General  Assembly  passed  in  January  last,t 
his  Excellency  the  Governor  was  authorized  to  fill  any  Vacancy,  which

Treaty  in  the  Recess  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  to  direct  the  Comp- 
troller to  draw  an  Order  on  the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  the  Commissioners 
for  the  Sum  of  three  hundred  Pounds  Lawfull  Money  which  Sum  is  found 
to  be  inadequate  to  the  Purposes  intended. 

Wherefore  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Comptroller  be  and  he 
is  hereby  directed  on  application  made  by  a Majority  of  the  Commissioners 
which  are  or  may  be  appointed  on  the  Part  of  this  State  to  attend  any

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Committee  appointed  to  make  Sale 
of  the  Lands  belonging  to  this  State  lying  West  of  the  State  of  Pensyl- 
vania,* be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  make  enquiry  whether  any 
Treaty  is  expected  to  be  made,  or  the  Natives  are  to  be  Collected  for  the 
Purpose  of  making  a Treaty  with  the  Congress  of  America,  or  any  particu- 
lar State  and  upon  receiving  information  of  any  proposed  Treaty,  to  give 
the  earliest  information  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor  that  proper  Meas- 
ures may  be  taken  to  extinguish  the  Claims  of  the  Natives  to  the  Western 
Lands  belonging  to  this  State. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Committee  appointed  by  this  As- 
sembly to  review  and  make  up  the  fourfolds  and  single  Additions  be  and 
they  are  hereby  Impowered  and  directed  to  Correct  any  Mistakes  which 
were  made  by  the  Committee  in  October  or  January  Last,  and  to  Correct 
any  Mistakes  in  the  Lists  made  by  the  Listers,  and  that  they  deduct  from 
the  List  of  any  Town  in  this  State  such  Abatements  as  shall  appear  to  have 
been  legally  made  and  Certified  by  the  Listers  or  others  according  to  Law. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  did  at  their  Sessions  holden  at  New  Haven  in 
October  1785  granted  Liberty  and  Licence  to  Samuel  Bishop  Esqr  and 
others  to  manufacture  or  Coin  Coppers  under  the  Authority  of  this  State 
during  the  Pleasure  of  this  Assembly  not  exceeding  five  Years. f 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  all  further  Proceedings  by  Virtue  of  or 
under  said  Grant  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  suspended  from  and  after 
the  20th  Day  of  June  1789  untill  the  rising  of  the  General  Assembly  to 
be  holden  at  New  Haven  on  the  second  Thursday  of  October  next,  and 
that  the  Proprietors  to  and  all  Persons  interested  under  said  Grant  be 
Notified  to  appear  before  said  General  Assembly  and  shew  Reason  if  any

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  there  be  laid  on  the  Polls  and  rateable 
Estate  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  State  on  the  List  of  the  Year  1788,  a Tax 
of  two  Pence  on  the  Pound  to  be  Collected  and  paid  into  the  Treasury 
of  this  State  by  the  first  Day  of  January  next,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby 
directed  to  Issue  his  Warrants  for  the  same  accordingly  And  that  said 
Tax  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  support  of  Civil 
Government. 

Whereas  it  appears  by  the  Report  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Public 
Accounts  to  this  Assembly  that  the  Taxes  appropriated  for  the  Payment 
of  Certificates  for  Interest  on  the  Liquidated  Debt  of  this  State,  and  the 
Army  Notes  which  became  payable  before  the  Year  1785  exceed  the 
amount  of  said  Notes  and  Certificates  now  in  Circulation,  and  that  it 
would  be  beneficial  to  this  State  to  issue  new  Notes  for  those  which  now 
remain  in  the  Hands  of  the  Public  Creditors  therefore. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Proprietors  of  any  Liquidated  Notes 
or  Securities  due  from  this  State  which  are  on  Interest,  may  on  or  before 
the  first  Day  of  November  next  lodge  the  same  with  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State  who  is  hereby  directed  to  make  out  a compleat  Register  thereof, 
and  to  Issue  a new  Note  or  Notes  therefor,  deducting  therefrom  the 
Amount  and  proportion  of  five  Pounds  from  each  hundred  Pounds  of  the 
Notes,  which  may  be  Lodged  with  him  in  pursuance  of  the  Provisions  of 
this  Act. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  new  Notes  which 
may  be  issued  in  pursuance  of  the  Provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  bear  Date 
the  first  Day  of  February  1789,  and  shall  be  of  the  same  Tenor  with  those 
Notes  heretofore  Given,  and  made  payable  one  Year  after  the  late  War 
except  that  no  Time  shall  be  Limited  for  the  Payment  of  said  Notes,  and 
that  they  shall  be  expressed  to  be  issued  in  pursuance  of  and  Agreeably 
to  the  directions  of  this  Act, 

And  it  is  further  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  said  Treasurer  shall 
make  out  a Certificate  in  favour  of  each  Person  from  whom  he  may  receive 
any  Notes  in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  in  which  Certificate  shall  be  expressed, 
the  number  and  whole  Amount  of  the  several  kinds  of  Notes  which  he  may 
receive  as  also  the  number  and  amount  of  the  Notes  which  he  may  Issue 
therefor,  and  the  Ballances  which  may  remain  due,  which  Certificates 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Public  Accounts,  to  be  by 
him  Registered  in  his  Office  as  a Charge  against  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State,  and  said  Comptroller  shall  thereupon  Issue  Certificates  for  the 
Ballances  which  shall  be  due  being  five  pr  Cent  on  the  amount  of  the 
Notes  which  may  be  Lodged  with  the  Treasurer  in  pursuance  of  this 
Act,  which  Certificates  so  Issued  by  said  Comptroller  shall  be  receivable 
on  all  Taxes  and  for  all  Debts  due  to  this  State  which  are  by  Law  now 
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payable  in  Certificates  for  Interest  on  the  Debt  of  this  State  or  Army 
Notes  payable  before  the  Year  1785, 

Provided  that  no  Note  shall  be  Issued  for  a less  Sum  than  the  Ballance 
due  on  such  Note  as  shall  be  presented  after  the  deduction  of  five  pr 
Cent  as  aforesaid. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State  shall  not  Issue  any  Execution  against  the  Collectors  of  the  Tax  of 
sixpence  on  the  Pound  which  became  payable  on  the  first  Day  of  February 
last  or  the  Select  Men  or  Inhabitants  of  any  Town  untill  the  first  Day 
of  November  next  unless  he  shall  be  requested  thereto  in  particular  In- 
stances by  the  Select  Men  of  the  Towns  in  which  such  Collectors  dwell. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  did  at  their  Sessions  in  January  last  pass  a 
Resolve  laying  a Tax  of  eight  pence  on  the  Pound  payable  on  the  first  Day 
of  February  1790  in  any  Liquidated  Securities  of  this  State  due  and 
Payable  and  in  Bills  of  Credit  of  this  State  emitted  in  the  Year  1780,  And 
in  Order  to  facilitate  the  Collection  of  said  Tax  the  Owners  of  any  of  said 
Securities  shall  have  Liberty  to  deposit  them  or  any  of  them  at  the  Comp- 
trollers Office,  and  thereupon  the  Comptroller  is  hereby  Authorized  and 
directed  to  make  out  to  such  Owner  such  number  of  Certificates  as  he  shall 
Choose  to  the  Amount  of  such  Security  so  deposited  or  any  proportion 
thereof,  Provided  that  no  Certificate  shall  be  Issued  for  a less  Sum  than 
twenty  shillings  which  Certificates  were  to  be  according  to  a form  therein 
Cited,  which  Certificates  shall  be  received  in  Payment  of  said  Tax  And 
the  Comptroller  is  directed  to  draw  an  Order  on  the  Treasurer  in  favour 
of  such  Owner  for  the  remaining  Ballance  of  such  Security  (if  any  be,) 
therein  describing  the  Security  so  deposited,  who  is  directed  to  Issue  a 
new  Note  of  like  Tenor  and  on  Interest  for  said  Ballance  bearing  date  in 
every  such  Case  on  the  1st  Day  of  February  1790,  to  practise  upon  which 
said  Provision  is  found  to  be  improper  and  inconvenient,*  therefore 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  following  Provisions  be  substi- 
tuted in  the  Lieu  and  stead  of  said  Provision  of  said  Resolve  viz  that 
said  Securities  therein  directed  to  be  deposited  in  the  Comptrollers  Office

Circumstances,  and  to  determine  whether  it  be  expedient  to  make  any 
alterations  or  lay  out  any  new  Road  the  better  to  accomodate  the  Travelling 
from  Hartford  to  Norwich,  and  Report  make  of  what  they  shall  find 
with  their  Opinion  thereon  to  this  or  some  future  Assembly 

Provided  that  any  Towns  or  Individuals  do  at  their  own  Cost  call  out 
said  Committee  without  any  expence  to  this  State. 

Provided  also  that  said  Committee  give  Notice  to  the  several  Towns 
through  which  said  Road  may  pass  where  they  shall  Judge  any  alterations 
may  be  expedient  that  they  may  be  present  if  they  see  Cause  at  the  Time 
said  Committee  shall  make  said  examination. f

Whereas  Doctr  Benjamin  Dyer  advanced  for  the  State  of  Connecticut 
several  Years  before  the  Year  1783  in  Drugs  and  Medicine  to  the  amount 
of  Forty  Pounds  in  lawfull  Silver  Money  on  Account  of  which  on  Decem- 
ber 4th  1783  he  obtained  an  Order  on  the  Treasurer  from  the  Pay  Table 
Office  for  the  aforesaid  Sum  payable  out  of  of  the  Tax  of  one  shilling  on 
the  Pound  Granted  in  January  1783,  and  on  which  Orders  the  Treasurer 
was  directed  to  give  his  Notes  on  Interest  the  aforesaid  Order  not  being 
presented  to  the  Treasurer  for  that  purpose  till  March  6th  1785,  when 
the  Treasurer  then  being  in  the  hurry  of  Business  only  made  his  entry 
on  said  Order  for  his  Memorandum  when  the  Note  afterwards  to  be 
drawn  should  bear  date  and  the  interest  Commence  which  thus  laid  till 
he  had  resigned  his  Office  and  a new  Treasurer  appointed  and  on  appli- 
cation to  him  he  supposes  himself  not  warranted  to  give  a Note  to  draw 
Interest  from  the  Time  of  the  former  Treasurers  entry  and  Memorandum 
aforesaid,  whereby  the  said  Dyer  is  deprived  of  more  than  four  Years  in- 
terest Justly  due  to  him. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby 
Authorized  and  directed  to  give  his  Note  to  the  said  Dyer  drawing  Interest 
from  the  aforesaid  6th  of  March  1785  and  Certificates  for  the  Interest 
accordingly. 

Upon  the  Motion  of  Elisha  Bigelow  of  Hartford  in  Hartford  County 
Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  has  a Petition  depending  before  this 
Assembly  in  the  Tryal  of  which  his  Personal  attendance  is  necessary  and 
that  his  Circumstances  are  such  that  he  cannot  attend  without  Hazard  of 
being  arrested. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  Protection  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
granted  to  the  said  Bigelow  from  all  Arrests  in  any  Civil  Suits  during  the 
Present  Sessions  and  all  Officers  are  to  take  Notice  thereof  and  Govern 
themselves  accordingly. 

Upon  the  Motion  of  James  Steel  of  Hartford  in  the  County  of  Hartford 
Shewing  that  he  has  a Petition  depending  before  this  Assembly  in  the 
Tryal  of  which  his  Personal  Attendance  is  necessary,  and  that  his  Circum- 
stances are  such  that  he  cannot  attend  without  Hazard  of  being  arrested. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  protection  from  all  Arrests  in  any 
Civil  Suits  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  Granted  to  the  said  James  Steel  in 
comeing  to  attending  upon  & returning  from  this  Assembly  during  the 
Present  Sessions,  and  all  Officers  are  directed  to  govern  themselves  ac- 
cordingly. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Bartholomew  Driggs  of  Bristol  Shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  he  was  Cashiered  of  his  Military  Command  as  Lieutenant 
and  rendered  incapable  of  holding  any  further  military  Comission  under 
this  State  by  An  Act  of  this  Assembly  passed  in  October  1786,*  and  that

in  the  15th  Regiment  of  Militia  in  the  aforesaid  State  Praying  to  be  heard 
thereon.  Whereupon  a Committee  was  appointed  to  consider  and  Report 
upon  said  Memorial  which  Committee  having  made  their  Report  upon 
said  Memorial  which  Report  is  accepted. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  His  Excellency  the  Governor  be  re- 
quested to  Commissionate  the  said  Bartholomew  Driggs  a Captain  of  the 
12th  Company  in  the  15th  Regiment  of  Militia  in  this  State  the  said 
Resolve  passed  in  October  1786,  Cashiering  him  notwithstanding. 

On  the  Memorial  of  Patience  Clay  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  her 
Son  John  Allen  Clay  was  a Soldier  in  the  Continental  Army  that  there 
is  due  to  him  a Ballance  for  depreciation  of  his  Wages  from  this  State, 
that  her  said  Son  went  to  Sea  on  or  about  the  first  Day  of  January  1786, 
and  has  not  since  been  heard  of,  that  she  had  applied  to  the  Comptroller 
sundry  Times  for  said  depreciation  but  could  not  obtain  the  same  on 
account  of  the  uncertainty  of  the  Fate  of  her  said  Son,  that  the  Comptroller 
is  now  satisfied  and  would  Issue  to  the  Memorialist  the  Notes  due  to  her 
said  Son  but  that,  the  Time  by  Law  Limited  has  expired  Praying  that  the 
Comptroller  may  be  Authorized  to  Issue  said  Notes  in  the  same  manner 
as  if  the  Time  by  Law  Limited  had  not  expired  as  per  Memorial  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Comptroller  be  and  he  is  hereby 
Authorized  and  directed  on  the  proper  Vouchers  being  produced  to  him 
as  is  usual  in  such  Cases  to  Issue  to  the  said  Patience  the  Notes  which 
are  due  to  the  said  John  Allen  the  said  Limitation  notwithstanding  Pro- 
vided application  be  made  and  such  Vouchers  produced  on  or  before  the 
first  Day  of  July  next. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Pomp  Mendo,  a Negro  Man  of  Hebron  in  the 
County  of  Toland,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  was  born  a Slave 
for  Life,  that  he  was  purchased  by  one  Hezekiah  Edgerton  late  of  Nor- 
wich Deceasd  when  about  fifteen  Years  of  Age,  and  that  he  lived  with 
the  said  Edgerton  until  he  was  thirty  four  Years  of  Age,  during  which 
Time  he  by  his  economy  and  extreordinary  Industry  he  had  lawfully  ac- 
quired i68,  LMoney  And  the  said  Edgerton  being  willing  that  he  the 
Petitioner  should  have  his  Freedom  for  the  Sum  aforesaid  in  Case  that 
he  would  procure  some  Person  to  take  a Bill  of  Sale  of  him  and  save  the 
said  Edgerton  and  his  Estate  harmless  from  all  Costs  and  expence  for  his 
support,  and  that  in  consideration  thereof.  One  Ozeas  Hawkins  of  Coven- 
try took  a Bill  of  Sale  of  the  Petitioner  for  the  sole  purpose  of  Liberating 
him  from  Slavery,  and  the  Petitioner  paid  unto  the  said  Edgerton  the  Sum 
of  £68,  Lawfull  Money  which  he  had  acquired  as  aforesaid,  and  then  soon 
after  the  said  Hawkins  for  the  consideration  of  five  Shillings  lawfull 
Money  gave  a Bill  of  Sale  of  the  Petitioner  to  the  Revd  Samuel  Peters 
late  of  Hebron  now  of  the  City  of  London  who  received  said  Bill  of 
Sale  for  the  sole  purpose  of  Liberating  the  Petitioner  which  the  said 
Peters  soon  after  proposed  to  liberate  Your  Petitioner  in  Case  he  could 
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obtain  Liberty  from  said  Town  of  Hebron  for  that  purpose,  which  said 
Town  of  Hebron  refused  to  do,  and  that  the  Petitioner  hath  never  yet 
been  legally  emancipated  and  set  at  Liberty,  and  although  he  hath  Pro- 
vided for  himself,  and  transacted  Business  as  a free  Person  ever  since 
but  is  now  under  great  disadvantage  respecting  the  Collecting  his  Wages 
Praying  that  he  may  be  emancipated  and  set  at  Liberty  and  declared  free 
and  fully  entitled  to  the  Benefits  of  a free  Person  ever  since  the  Time  that 
said  Peters  of¥ered  to  manumit  the  Petitioner  as  aforesaid  as  per  Petition 
on  File  &c. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Petitioner  be  and  he  is  hereby 
emancipated  and  set  free  from  the  said  Peters,  as  fully  as  though  the  said 
Peters  had  actually  manumitted  the  Petitioner  at  the  Time  when  he 
made  application  to  said  Town  of  Hebron  to  do  the  same. 

Provided  nevertheless  that  nothing  in  this  Resolve  shall  be  Construed 
to  exonerate  or  discharge  the  Estate  of  said  Peters  from  any  Liability  to 
support  said  Pomp  in  Case  he  should  come  to  want. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Charles  Chauncey  Esqr  of  New  Haven  in  New 
Haven  County,  representing  to  this  Assembly  that  in  the  Month  of  March 
1784,  he  agreed  with  Naphtale  Hartmyer  of  the  City  of  London  in  the 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  to  purchase  of  him  a Lott  of  Land  in  said 
New  Haven  adjoining  the  Green  or  Market  Place,  containing  an  Acre  and 
an  half  with  the  dwelling  House  and  other  Buildings  thereon  standing  the 
said  House  commonly  called  the  Coffee  House,  and  to  pay  him  therefor 
the  Sum  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  Pounds  Sterling  Money  of  Great 
Britain,  and  said  Hartmyer  by  Letter  Dated  the  4th  Day  of  March  1784, 
informed  said  Petitioner  that  he  had  Impowered  Benjamin  S.  Judah  of 
the  City  and  State  of  New  York  to  give  and  execute  to  said  Petitioner 
a Deed  of  the  Premisses  for  said  Sum,  and  said  Judah  by  Letter  dated 
the  12th  June  1784,  informed  said  Petitioner,  that  he  was  fully  Impowered 
by  said  Hartmyer  to  execute  said  Deed,  and  thereupon  said  Petitioner 
on  the  12th  Day  of  July  1784  paid  to  said  Judah  the  Sum  of  £258,  New 
York  Currency,  and  from  Time  to  Time  made  Payments  to  said  Judah 
untill  on  the  31st  Day  of  October  1787  when  the  whole  of  said  Payment 
was  compleated  and  Receipts  therfor  given  to  said  Petitioner,  and  on  said 
31st  Day  of  October  1787,  the  said  Judah  as  Attorney  as  aforesaid  made 
and  executed  to  said  Petitioner  his  Writing  or  Receipt  of  that  Date  in  and 
by  which  he  the  said  Judah  acknoledged  himself  as  Attorney  to  said  Hart- 
myer as  aforesaid,  to  have  received  of  hirn  in  full  of  the  purchase  Money 
for  said  Premisses  and  Interest  thereon,  and  also  engaged  and  promised 
to  said  Petitioner  to  give  him  a Deed  of  the  same.  And  the  said  Judah 
neglecting  and  refusing  to  execute  to  said  Petitioner  any  Deed  of  the 
Premisses  and  having  received  the  whole  purchase  Money,  and  it  having 
been  suggested  that  said  Hartmyer  is  now  deceased,  and  his  Executors 
& Heirs  wholly  unknown  and  they  if  known  and  said  Judah  also  are  all 
out  of  the  Powers  of  said  Petitioner  to  compel  them  to  a Performance  of 
said  agreement  Praying  for  relief  &c  as  per  Petition.  And  it  appearing 
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to  this  Assembly  that  the  whole  Purchase  Money  agreed  upon  for  said 
Premisses  has  been  paid  to  said  Judah  as  aforesaid,  as  by  Receipts  ex- 
hibited appears,  and  that  the  said  Hartmyer  on  the  8th  Day  of  March 
1784  wrote  to  said  Petitioner  his  engagement  for  the  Premisses  in  the 
following  Words  viz  “London  March  4th  1784  Mr.  Chauncey  Sr  agreeable 
to  what  You  requested  by  your  Letter  to  Mr  Jauncey  have  now  sent  Let- 
ter of  Attorney  empowering  Mr  Barrett  Judah  of  New  York  to  give  You 
the  Proper  Deed  for  my  House  at  New  Haven  that  once  belonged  to 
Mr  Chandler  who  is  now  in  London,  on  Your  Paying  to  the  said  Mr 
Barrett  Judah  the  stipulated  Sum  of  i450  Sterling  Either  in  good  Bills 
of  Exchange  or  in  Dollars  equivalent  to  said  Sum  when  arrived  here  and 
as  the  Seizin  will  be  made  by  You  by  the  said  Mr  B Judah,  have  only  to 
add  my  Wishes,  that  when  You  have  possession  You  may  enjoy  it  in 
Health,  shall  be  glad  to  have  it  confirmed  by  Your  Own  Hand,  and  remain 
Sr  Your  H.  Servant  Nap.  Hartmyer”  And  the  said  Writing  or  Receipt 
of  31st  of  October  1787,  from  said  Judah  to  said  Petitioner,  was  Shewn 
and  read  in  the  following  Words  viz.  Received  New  Haven  October  31st 
1787,  of  “Charles  Chauncey  Esqr  forty  One  Pounds,  twelve  shillings,  and 
one  half  penny  New  York  Currency  being  the  full  Amount  of  the  Pur- 
chase Money  paid  me  agreeable  to  the  Order  of  Mr  Naphtale  Hartmyer 
of  London  for  the  House  on  the  Green  commonly  distinguished  by  the 
Coffee  House  in  New  haven  now  occupied  by  Mrs  Amey  Smith,  for  which

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Roger  Newton  and  Mary  E Newton  his  Wife 
who  is  a Minor  and  Nehemiah  Johnson  Guardian  to  said  Mary  E Newton 
all  of  Woodbridge  in  New  Haven  County,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that 
she  is  possessed  of  Lands  which  was  left  her  by  her  Father  at  his  Death 
which  Lands  are  remote  and  inconvenient  for  her  said  Husband  to  im- 
prove Praying  for  Liberty  to  exchange  said  Lands  and  that  she  may  be 
impowered  to  convey  said  Land  her  said  Minority  notwithstanding. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  said  Roger  Newton  and  Mary  E New- 
ton have  Liberty  and  Liberty  is  hereby  given  to  the  said  Roger  & Mary  E 
Newton  to  make  Conveyances  of  said  Lands  the  said  Marys  Minority  not- 
withstanding and  said  Conveyances  shall  be  valid  in  Law. 

Upon  the  Motion  of  William  Richards  of  Midletown  in  the  County  of 
Middlesex  Shewing  that  he  has  a Petition  depending  before  this  Assem- 
bly in  the  Tryal  of  which  his  Personal  attendance  is  necessary,  and  that 
his  Circumstances  are  such  that  he  cannot  attend  without  the  Hazard 
of  being  Arrested, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  protection  from  all  Arrests  in  any 
Civil  Suits  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  the  said  Richards  in 
comeing  to  attending  on  and  returning  from  this  Assembly  during  the 
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Present  Session,  and  all  Officers  are  directed  to  govern  themselves  ac- 
cordingly. 

On  the  Petition  of  Barzillai  Davison  of  Norwich  in  the  County  of  New 
London  Administrator  on  the  Estate  of  Alpheus  Davison  late  of  said 
Norwich  Deceasd,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  Debts  due  from 
said  Estate  exceed  the  Amount  of  the  Personal  Estate  by  the  Sum  of 
£46.18.4  LMoney  and  that  the  only  remaining  Estate  of  said  Deceasd  is  a 
dwelling  House  with  a small  Lott  of  Land  adjoining  which  cannot  be 
divided  for  Sale  without  great  Injury  to  the  same  Praying  this  Assembly 
to  Order  and  direct  that  the  whole  of  said  Estate,  saving  the  Dower  of 
the  Widow  of  said  Deceased  be  sold  under  the  direction  of  the  Court  of 
Probate  for  the  District  of  Norwich  as  per  Petition  on  File. 

Resolved  By  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Administrator  be  and  he  is 
hereby  Authorized  by  and  with  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  Court  of 
Probate  for  the  district  of  Norwich  to  make  Sale  of  said  House  and  Lott 
of  Land,  saving  the  Widows’  Dower  or  thirds  in  the  same,  and  the  said 
Court  of  Probate  is  hereby  authorized  to  give  direction  as  to  that  part  of 
the  Avails  of  said  Estate  which  may  remain  after  Payment  of  said  Debts 
that  the  same  may  be  disposed  of  or  secured  in  the  best  manner  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Heirs  of  said  Deceased. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  the  Mohigan  Tribe  of  Indians  Praying  for  some 
further  Regulations  to  be  made  for  the  better  subsistence  and  more  equal 
Improvement  of  their  Lands  in  severally.* 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Honble  Richard  Law,  William  Wil- 
liams, William  Hilhouse  Esqrs  and  Mr  James  Horton,  Overseers  of  the 
Mohigan  Indians  be  Authorized  and  fully  Impowered  with  the  Consent 
of  the  Major  part  of  the  Male  Inhabitants  of  Lawfull  Age,  to  make  such 
divisions  & Arrangements  in  the  Improvements  of  the  Lands  belonging 
to  said  Tribe  to  and  among  said  Indians  as  shall  be  equitable  & most 
beneficial  to  said  Tribe  in  General,  and  said  Overseers  are  impowered  to 
make  general  Regulations  for  the  better  Government  and  subsistance  of 
said  Tribe  agreeable  to  their  Customs  and  Usages,  as  their  Circumstances 
may  require. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  William  Helmes  & Samuel  Helmes  both  late  of 
New  Haven  in  New  Haven  County  now  of  Trinidad  in  the  West  Indias 
Merchants  in  Company,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly,  that  in  the  Month  of 
Novembr  1787,  having  sustained  heavy  and  repeated  Losses  in  navigation 
in  which  as  Merchants  they  were  chiefly  concerned,  they  found  themselves 
unable  to  discharge  their  Just  Debts,  which  amounted  to  nearly  £4000 
Lawfull  Money,  that  their  whole  Property  then  amounted  to  about  £2000, 
Lawfull  Money  which  has  been  since  diminished,  that  after  various  nego-

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tiations  had  with  their  Creditors,  they  the  said  Creditors  to  the  Amount 
of  more  than  three  fourths  in  value,  have  entered  into  a composition  with 
the  said  Petitioners  by  which  they  have  agreed  and  obligated  themselves 
to  accept  in  full  discharge  of  their  demands  the  Sum  of  ten  shillings  on 
the  Pound  principal  Debt  in  good  British  Island  or  St  Croix  Rum  at 
three  shillings  lawfull  Money  per  Gallon  to  be  delivered  at  New  Haven  in 
Connecticut  or  at  New  York  in  the  State  of  New  York  at  or  before  the 
30th  Day  of  June  1790.  Praying  in  Conjunction  with  more  than  three 
fourths  in  Value  of  their  Creditors  for  releif  &c  as  per  Petition  on  File. 

Resolved  that  the  Persons  and  Property  of  the  Petitioners  be  pro- 
tected from  all  Suits  Arrests  Attachments  or  molestation  on  account  of  any 
Debt  now  due  and  oweing  from  the  said  William  & Samuel  Helms,  and 
the  Persons  and  Property  of  the  said  William  and  Samuel  hereby  are 
Protected  as  aforesaid  untill  the  said  30th  of  June  1790,  and  that  upon 
the  said  William  & Samuel  their  Heirs  Executors  or  Administrators  pay- 
ing to  their  said  Creditors  ten  shillings  on  the  Pound  Principal  Debt 
according  to  the  Tenor  of  their  said  Composition  at  or  before  the  30th 
Day  of  June  1790  in  good  British  Island  or  St  Croix  Rum,  at  three  shillings 
LMoney  per  Gallon  to  be  delivered  at  New  Haven  aforesaid  or  New 
York  aforesaid,  they  the  said  William  & Samuel  shall  be  discharged  and 
acquitted  forever  of  all  and  every  Debt  now  due  from  the  said  William  & 
Samuel  to  any  Person  or  Persons  whatever. 

Provided  nevertheless  that  nothing  herein  shall  extend  or  be  continued 
to  extend  to  to  prevent  any  Surety  or  Sureties  from  recovering  of  the 
Petitioners  any  Sums  they  may  be  Liable  to  pay  on  Account  of  such 
Suretiship. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  the  Inhabitants  Living  within  the  Limits  of  the 
North  East  School  District  in  the  second  Society  in  Suffield  in  Hartford 
County  Praying  for  Liberty  to  tax  themselves  and  their  Estates  for  the 
Benefit  of  Schooling  as  per  Petition  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Inhabitants  living  within  the  Limits 
of  the  North  East  School  District  in  the  second  Society  of  Suffield  in 
Hartford  County  have  Liberty  and  Liberty  is  hereby  granted  to  them  to 
tax  themselves  and  Estates  and  Collect  the  same  for  the  Purposes  of 
Schooling  only,  and  the  mode  of  taxation  and  Collection  be  the  same  and 
under  the  same  regulation  as  Societies  established  by  Law  are  under  as 
to  laying  & Collecting  Taxes,  and  that  Collectors  appointed  by  said  In- 
habitants shall  be  under  the  same  Regulations  as  Society  Collectors  are 
under  by  the  Laws  of  this  State.  And  the  Inhabitants  of  said  District 
are  hereby  impowered  to  Choose  a Moderator  Clerk  Treasurer  and 
Committee  in  the  same  manner  as  Societies  are  now  impowered  by  Law 
to  Choose  and  said  Officers  shall  have  the  same  Authorities  and  possess 
the  same  Powers  & be  under  the  same  Regulations  as  simular  Officers  in 
Societies  have,  the  first  Meeting  of  the  Inhabitants  of  said  District  shall 
be  warned  in  the  same  manner  as  the  first  Meeting  of  a new  Society  is 
to  be  Warned  by  virtue  of  a Law  of  this  State  entitled  an  Act  for  forming 
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Ordering  and  regulating  Societies,  This  Resolve  to  operate  in  favour  of 
said  District  during  the  Pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  the  Select  Men  of  the  Town  of  Guilford,  Shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  said  Town  expended  a large  Sum  in  supporting  Ann 
Tanterpan  an  Indian  Squaw,  who  died  entitled  to  no  Estate  except  about 
two  Acres  of  Land  lying  on  thirty  Mile  Island  near  the  Town  of  Haddam 
Praying  for  Liberty  to  sell  said  Land  as  per  Memorial  Dated  May  12th 
1789. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Guilford 
be  and  they  are  hereby  Impowered  & Authorized  to  sell  and  execute  a 
Legal  Conveyance  of  all  the  Land  to  which  the  said  Ann  Tantipan  at 
the  Time  of  her  decease  had  a good  and  Lawfull  Right  & Title  on  said 
Thirty  Miles  Island  and  to  dispose  of  the  Moneys  arising  from  the  Sale 
thereof  towards  defraying  the  Expences  of  supporting  sd  Ann  by  said 
Town. 

Upon  the  Motion  of  Roger  Storrs  of  W eathersfield  in  Hartford  County 
Shewing  to  this  Assembly,  that  he  has  a Petition,  depending  before  this 
Assembly  in  the  Tryal  of  which  his  Personal  Attendance  is  necessary, 
and  that  his  Circumstances  are  such  that  he  cannot  attend  without  the 
Hazard  of  being  Arrested. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  Protection  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
granted  to  the  said  Storrs  from  all  Arrest  in  any  Civil  Suits  during  the 
Present  Sessions,  and  all  Officers  are  to  take  Notice  thereof  and  govern 
themselves  accordingly. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Roger  Storrs  of  Weathersfield  in  the  County  of 
Harftord,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  is  unable  to  pay  his  Debts 
Praying  for  an  Act  of  Bankruptcy  as  per  Memorial  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  further  Consideration  of  the  said 
Memorial  be  continued  to  the  General  Assembly  to  be  holden  at  New 
Haven  on  the  second  Thursday  of  October  next,  and  that  the  Person 
of  the  Memorialist  be  and  he  is  hereby  Protected  from  all  Arrests  on  Exe- 
cution or  mesne  Process  in  any  Civil  Suit  untill  the  rising  of  said  October 
Assembly,  and  that  all  transfers  of  Property  by  the  Memorialist  in  the 
mean  Time  shall  be  void. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Amos  Thomas,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that 
about  the  first  Day  of  June  1777,  he  manufactured  and  delivered  to  the 
Select  Men  of  the  Town  of  Lebanon  for  the  Use  of  this  State  twenty  One 
Pound  four  Ounces  of  Salt  Petre,  which  was  soon  after  delivered  at  the 
Powder  Mill  in  Windham  for  the  use  aforesaid  and  a Certificate  thereof 
given  by  the  Inspector  of  Salt  Petre  which  was  mislaid  by  said  Select  Men 
and  could  not  be  found,  untill  long  after  the  expiration  of  the  Time  Limited 
by  Act  of  Assembly  for  the  Manufacturers  of  Salt  Petre  to  apply  with 
their  Certificates  and  receive  their  Pay  Praying  for  Relief  as  per  Memorial 
on  File. 
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Resoled  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  Issue  his 
Note  in  favour  of  said  Thomas  for  the  Payment  of  the  Sum  of  four  Pounds 
five  shillings  LMoney  on  the  first  Day  of  February  1790  with  the  Law- 
full  Interest  thereof  from  the  first  Day  of  June  1777,  the  Interest  to  be  paid 
annually  if  demanded. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Ashbel  Stanley  of  East  Hartford  in  the  County 
of  Hartford,  and  Hannah  Stanley  of  Hartford  in  said  County  Administra- 
tors on  the  Estate  of  Samuel  Stanley  late  of  said  Hartford  Deceasd,  Shew- 
ing to  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Samuel  in  his  Life  Time,  sold  to  Moses 
Seymour  of  said  Hartford,  a certain  Peice  of  Land  lying  in  said  Hartford 
containing  two  Acres  the  same  being  parcell  of  a Lott  of  Land  containing 
about  eight  Acres,  which  the  said  Samuel  Deceased  bought  of  Ruth  Thomp- 
son the  said  Lott  of  two  Acres  being  the  Westerly  Part  of  said  Lott  of

upon  Solomon  Gilmans  Land  for  the  consideration  of  six  Pounds,  that 
the  said  Samuel  Deceased,  received  said  Consideration  of  the  said  Ashbel 
and  agreed  to  convey  to  him  the  Premisses  in  fee  simple  but  was  prevented 
by  Death,  and  Died  leaving  his  Son  an  Infant  of  about  four  Years  old  his 
only  Heir.  Praying  that  said  Memorialists  might  be  Authorized  by  this 
Assembly  to  execute  a proper  Deed  of  Conveyance  of  the  first  of  said 
Peices  of  Land  aforedescribed  to  the  said  Moses  Seymour  his  Heirs  and 
Assigns ; and  also  that  some  meet  Person  might  be  Authorized  by  this

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  Ashbel  Stanley  and  Hannah  Stanley 
the  said  Memorialists  be  and  they  are  hereby  Authorized  to  execute  a 
proper  Deed  of  Conveyance  of  the  first  of  said  Peices  of  Land  aforedis- 
cribed  with  the  Appurtenances  to  the  said  Moses  Seymour  his  Heirs  and 
Assigns,  And  also  that  the  aforesaid  Hannah  Stanley  be  and  she  hereby  is 
Authorized  to  execute  a Proper  Deed  of  Conveyance  of  said  last  discribed 
Peice  of  Land  with  the  Appurtenances  to  the  said  Ashbel  Stanley  his 
Heirs  and  Assigns ; And  that  such  Deeds  of  Conveyance  when  made  and 
duely  Authenticated  shall  be  good  and  valid  for  the  Purpose  of  passing 
all  the  Estate  which  the  Heir  of  the  said  Samuel  Stanley  Deceasd  has  in 
the  premisses. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Jedidiah  Elderkin  preferred  to  the  General 
Assembly  in  May  1788,  Shewing  that  he  together  with  Nathaniel  Wales 
Esqr  late  Deceased  were  Jointly  concerned  in  manufacturing  Gun  Powder

large  Quantities  of  Salt  Petre  and  delivered  out  great  Quantities  of 
Powder  of  which  they  kept  Accounts,  that  their  Powder  Mill  was  twice 
Blown  up,  whereby  some  of  their  Accounts  were  lost  Praying  for  a Com- 
mittee to  Liquidate  and  Settle  said  Accounts  with  the  State  upon  which 
Oliver  Wolcott  Junr  John  McBreed  and  Constant  Southworth  Esqr  were 
appointed  a Committee  who  made  their  Report  to  said  Assembly  that  there 
was  due  to  said  Elderkin  on  the  Settlement  of  Cash  Account  only  the  Sum 
of  il45.7.6  LMoney,  which  Report  was  by  the  General  Assembly  holden 
on  the  first  Day  of  January  1789  so  far  as  it  related  to  the  settlement  of 
the  Sum  of  £145.7.6  LMoney  found  due  on  Settlement  of  the  Cash  Account 
only  accepted  iVs  by  Memorial  & Report  on  File. 

Whereupon  it  is  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  Issue  a Note  on  Interest  payable 
to  said  Jedidiah  Elderkin  Esqr  for  said  Sum  of  £145.7.6  lawfull  Money 
with  the  Interest  thereon  from  the  first  Day  of  June  1788,  the  Time  said 
Ballance  was  found  to  be  due. 

Upon  on  the  Memorial  of  John  Russell  of  Chesterfield  in  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusets  Shewing  to  this  Aseembly  that  he  hath  purchased 
two  hundred  Bushels  of  Grain  for  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Chesterfield 
Praying  for  Liberty  to  transport  the  same  by  Water  out  of  this  State. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Russell  have  Liberty  & Liberty 
and  Licence  is  hereby  granted  to  him  to  transport  the  aforesaid  Grain 
up  Connecticut  River  by  Water  out  of  this  State  for  the  Use  of  said  In- 
habitants. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  David  Squier  of  Fairfield  in  the  County  of 
Fairfield  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  in  the  Year  1777  he  was  a Soldier 
inlisted  in  a Company  Commanded  by  Lieut  Isaac  Burr  in  the  Service  of 
this  State  and  that  on  the  21st  of  March  in  the  same  Year  he  lost  both 
of  his  Hands  and  one  of  his  Eyes  by  an  accidental  firing  of  a Cannon,  by 
reason  whereof  he  hath  ever  since  been  and  still  is  disabled  from  Labouring 
to  support  himself  and  Family,  That  by  an  .Act  of  Assembly  he  has  drew 
his  half  Pay  to  the  first  Day  of  August  1785,  and  since  that  Time  has  re- 
ceived nothing,  And  that  on  the  16th  Day  of  August  1788,  he  applied  to 
the  Honble  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court  for  a Certificate  and  on  examina- 
tion they  gave  him  a Certificate  to  enable  him  to  draw  from  this  State 
30s/  Lawfull  Money  per  Month,  And  that  he  did  not  apply  for  his  half 
Pay  untill  after  the  11th  Day  of  Decembr  1788.  Praying  this  Assembly 
to  Order  the  Comptroller  to  receive  his  said  Certificate  and  give  him 
Orders  on  the  Treasurer  in  the  same  Way  and  Manner  as  if  his  Certifi- 
cate has  been  Lodged  with  the  Comptroller  anticedent  to  said  1 1th  Day 
of  Decembr  1788.

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Lemuel  King  of  Bolton  Shewing  to  this  Assem- 
bly that  in  the  Year  1780,  he  was  a Soldier  in  this  States  Service  at 
Greenwich  and  there  wounded  and  greatly  disenabled  whereby  he  became 
entitled  to  and  received  half  Pay  from  this  State  untill  June  1786,  since 
which  Time  he  hath  received  no  allowance  and  by  means  of  an  Order  of 
the  Superior  Court,  that  all  Invalids  should  make  application  to  them  in 
the  County  where  such  Applicant  should  dwell,  and  not  knowing  of  the 
Statute  passed  in  October  last,  shortening  the  Time  of  such  Application,* 
he  hath  lost  an  opportunity  of  being  heard  or  examined  before  said  Supe- 
rior Court  for  a Certificate  Praying  that  the  Comptroller  may  be  directed 
to  enroll  his  name  As  an  Invalid  &c  as  per  Memorial  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Superior  Court  be  and  hereby  are 
authorized  and  directed  to  examine  the  Memorialist  as  to  his  Claim  to  a 
Pension  from  this  State  and  if  he  is  entitled  to  receive  one  that  they  give 
him  a Certificate  thereof,  and  of  the  Sum  to  which  he  is  entitled,  which 
Certificate  on  being  Lodged  with  the  Comptroller  shall  be  proceeded  with 
in  the  same  manner  as  though  it  had  been  Lodged  before  the  11th  Day  of 
December  Last. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Joel  Ives  Junr  of  Wallingford,  Shewing  to  that 
[sic]  being  a Soldier  in  the  Service  of  the  United  States  in  1776,  he  lost 
his  right  Arm  and  that  by  the  Resolve  of  Congress  he  became  a Pensioner 
of  the  States  being  an  Invalid,  that  in  pursuance  of  the  Act  of  Assembly 
passed  in  May  Last,t  on  the  28th  Day  of  October  last  he  obtained  a Cer- 
tificate from  the  Honble  Roger  Sherman  Esqr  agreeable  to  the  Provisions 
of  said  Act,  and  in  November  he  applied  to  the  Comptrollers  Office  with 
said  Certificate  which  he  presented  to  Mr  Kingsbury  one  of  the  Clerks 
of  said  Office  who  examined  the  same  and  found  it  agreeable  to  the  Act 
aforesaid  but  delivered  the  same  back  to  said  Memorialist  and  he  by  a 
Law  of  this  State  is  now  shut  out  from  having  his  said  Certificate  inrolled 
without  the  Order  of  this  Assembly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Comptroller  receive  said  Certificate 
and  he  is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  receive  the  same  and  to  enroll 
the  said  Joel  Ives  Junr  in  the  List  of  Invalids  whose  Pensions  are  Charged 
over  to  the  United  States  and  that  he  may  receive  Pay  as  though  the  same 
had  been  enrolled  previous  to  the  11th  December  last. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Philon  Seelye,  Victory  Witmore,  and  others. 
Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  they  have  Inlisted  themselves  into  an

Corporal,  One  Bombardier  one  Gunner,  and  Twenty  Matrosses,  and  have 
nominated  Robert  Witmore  to  command  said  Company,  and  that  they 
have  engaged  to  Cloath  themselves  in  Uniform  and  Praying  this  Assembly 
to  Incorporate  them  into  an  Artillery  Company  and  annex  them  to  the 
28th  Regiment  of  Militia  and  exempt  them  serving  in  the  Militia  in  any 
other  Capacity  during  the  Pleasure  of  this  Assembly,  And  that  said  Robert 
Witmore  be  appointed  Lieutenant  of  said  Company  &c 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorialists  be  and  they  are  hereby 
Incorporated  into  an  Artillery  Company  to  consist  of  one  Lieutenant  1 
Sergeant  1 Corporal  1 Bombardier  1 Gunner  & 20  Matrosses,  And  that 
said  Company  be  and  they  hereby  are  annexed  to  the  28th  Regiment  of 
Militia,  And  that  said  Company  shall  be  Subject  to  and  under  the  same 
Laws  Rules  and  Regulations  as  said  Regiment  is  under  by  Law,  And 
that  said  Robert  Witmore  be  the  Lieutenant  of  said  Company  of  Matrosses, 
and  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  Authorized  and  desired  to  Grant 
him  a Commission  accordingly. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Stephen  Sanford  Junr  and  Sarah  his  Wife,  Shew- 
ing to  this  Assembly  that  she  the  said  Sarah  was  Daughter  to  Elnathan 
Chatfield  late  of  Derby  Deceased,  and  that  by  descent  from  said  Elnathan 
she  is  possessed  of  about  fifteen  Acres  of  Land  in  Derby  in  New  Haven 
County,  eighteen  Acres  lying  part  in  said  Derby  and  part  in  Woodbridge 
and  two  Acres  and  an  half  lying  in  said  Woodbridge  in  said  County  of 
New  Haven  the  said  Sarah  being  a Minor  and  unde  the  Age  of  twenty  one 
Years,  Praying  for  Liberty  that  she  with  her  said  Husband  may  have 
Liberty  to  sell  and  dispose  of  said  Lands  her  Minority  notwithstanding. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Stephen  Sanford  Junr  and 
Sarah  Sanford  have  Liberty  and  Liberty  is  hereby  granted  to  them  to  sell 
and  dispose  of  said  Lands  the  said  Sarahs  Minority  notwithstanding,  and 
a Deed  or  Deeds  of  said  Lands  executed  by  said  Stephen  and  Sarah  shall 
be  valid  in  Law. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Lucinda  Mather,  Administratrix  on  the  Estate 
of  Elias  Mather  late  of  Lyme  in  New  London  County  Deceased,  Shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  said  Elias  was  appointed  Quarter  master  of  Colonel 
Douglasss  Regiment  in  the  Connecticut  Line  of  the  Continental  Army, 
that  said  Elias  did  receive  Cloathing  to  a Considerable  amount  for  said 
Regiment  for  which  said  Elias  stands  Chargeable  in  the  Pay  Table  Books 
that  said  Cloathing  was  actually  delivered  out  to  the  several  Companies 
in  said  Regiment,  but  that  the  particular  situation  in  which  the  said  Elias 
and  the  Regiment  then  was,  rendered  it  impracticable  for  him  to  obtain 
the  proper  Vouchers  of  the  delivery  so  as  to  enable  him  to  make  a settle- 
ment with  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  or  Comptroller,  And  that  there  is 
a Ballance  due  to  said  Elias  for  his  Service  as  an  Officer  in  said  Regiment 
which  is  stopped  by  the  Comptroller  till  those  Accounts  are  settled.  Pray- 
ing that  the  Comptroller  may  be  directed  and  Impowered  to  examine  into 
the  matter  and  if  from  the  evidence  adduced  he  is  convinced  that  said 
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Elias  did  conduct  the  matter  with  Fidelity,  and  the  Public  have  suffered 
no  loss  through  his  neglect,  that  the  Comptroller  draw  on  the  Treasurer, 
for  the  Ballance  found  due  to  said  Elias  as  per  Memorial  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Comptroller  be  and  he  is  hereby 
Impowered  and  directed  to  examine  into  the  Matter  aforesaid,  and  if 
from  the  Evidence  adduced  he  shall  be  of  opinion  that  said  Elias  Mather 
did  actually  deliver  over  the  Cloathing  as  above  stated  to  the  Regiment 
and  the  Public  have  suffered  no  Loss  through  his  neglect,  to  Close  said 
Account  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  to  Issue  his  Note  in  favour  of  the 
Memorialist  for  wliatevcr  Sum  he  may  find  due  to  said  Elias  for  his 
Services  as  aforesaid. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Philip  Hyce  of  Fairfield  in  the  County  of  Fair- 
field  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  Inlisted  himself  a Soldier  in  the 
Service  of  the  United  States,  and  in  the  Connecticut  Line  of  the  Army 
in  June  1777  and  that  in  the  Course  of  the  War  he  was  put  into  the  Corps 
of  Invalids  as  a Soldier,  and  therein  served  untill  the  15th  Day  of  Sep- 
tember 1782,  and  that  on  said  15th  Day  of  Septembr  1782  he  was  Legally 
and  Honorably  discharged,  and  that  he  is  intitled  to  receive  the  Pay  and 
Provisions  of  Congress  as  allowed  in  their  Act  of  23d  of  April  1782,* 
that  he  hath  received  no  Pay  or  Pension  since  the  Date  of  his  discharge, 
and  that  the  Comptroller  refuses  to  settle  and  adjust  his  Accounts  or  to 
enter  him  on  the  List  of  Invalids  Praying  this  Assembly  to  Order  and 
direct  the  Comptroller  of  Accounts  to  settle  and  adjust  the  account  of 
Wages  and  other  Allowances  to  which  the  Memorialist  is  entitled  as  hath 
been  allowed  in  simular  Cases  and  that  the  Treasurer  Issue  his  Notes 
&c  as  per  Memorial  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Comptroller  be  and  he  is  hereby 
Ordered  and  directed  to  receive  of  the  Memorialist  his  Certificate  and 
discharge  and  to  settle  and  adjust  the  Account  of  Wages  and  allowances 
to  which  the  Memorialist  is  entitled  pursuant  to  said  Act  of  Congress  and 
as  hath  been  allowed  and  done  in  simular  Cases  and  that  the  Treasurer 
do  thereupon  Issue  Notes  in  favour  of  the  Memorialist  for  the  Sum  or 
Sums  to  him  due,  and  in  the  same  way  and  of  the  same  Tenor  and  date 
as  hath  been  done  to  other  Persons  in  simular  Circumstances  in  said 
Service,  And  that  that  the  Comptroller  Charge  the  same  to  the  United 
States. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Jonathan  Lathrop  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  he  together  with  one  Joseph  Hatch  Deceasd  in  the  Year  1764,  be- 
came indebted  to  the  late  Company  of  Apthorp  and  Gardiner  of  Boston 
in  the  Sum  of  £192.11.11  LMoney  for  which  Sum  Judgment  was  recov- 
ered against  them  and  Execution  granted  and  put  into  the  Hands  of  Eze- 
kiel Williams  of  Weathersfield  Esqr  for  him  to  Collect  the  greater  part 
of  which  Sum  was  paid  into  the  Hands  of  said  Williams  and  by  him  ap-

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plyed  in  Payment  thereof,  and  that  the  Memorialist  executed  a Deed  of 
Certain  Lands  in  Tolland  as  Collateral  Security  for  the  remaining  Part 
of  said  Debt,  and  that  soon  after  the  said  Lathrop  delivered  into  the  Hands 
of  said  Williams  Continental  Bills  of  more  Nominal  Value  than  the  re- 
maining Sum  due  on  said  Judgment  Debt  which  Bills  the  said  Williams 
now  holds  but  hath  not  appropriated  the  same  in  payment  of  the  remain- 
ing Sum  of  said  Debt,  and  further  Shewing  to  this  Assembly,  that  since 
the  Commencement  of  the  late  War  the  whole  of  the  Estate  of  said  Apthorp 
and  Gardiner  within  this  State,  hath  been  declared  forfeit  to  and  for  the 
Use  of  this  State  and  is  duely  Confiscated,  and  that  the  Memorialist  is 
poor  and  unable  to  pay  said  Debt  otherwise  than  by  the  appropriation  of 
said  Continental  Bills  as  per  Memorial  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  said  Ezekiel  Williams  Esqr  be  directed 
and  he  is  hereby  Ordered  to  deliver  over  into  the  Hands  of  the  Treasurer 
of  this  State  the  Continental  Bills  which  are  holden  by  him  as  aforesaid  in 
Payment  and  discharge  of  said  Debt,  and  he  is  hereby  enjoined  at  the 
expence  of  said  Lathrop  to  execute  a Deed  of  Release  of  the  Lands  which 
are  holden  by  him  as  aforesaid  to  the  said  Lathrop,  and  that  said  Lathrop 
is  hereby  exonerated  and  discharged  from  all  the  aforesaid  Demands  of 
the  said  Apthorp  and  Gardiner  by  force  of  said  Execution  which  is  in 
the  Hands  of  said  Williams. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Samuel  Boltwood  of  Conway  in  the  County  of 
Hampshire  and  Commonwealth  of  Massachusets,  Shewing  to  this  As- 
sembly that  at  the  request  of  a number  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  sd  Town 
of  Conway,  he  was  perswaded  to  come  into  Connecticut  to  purchase  a quan- 
tity of  Grain  for  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Town  to  relieve  them  from  the 
distressed  Situation  which  the  scarcity  of  Provision  has  reduced  them, 
and  that  he  had  purchased  about  three  hundred  Bushels  of  Grain  for  said 
purpose,  and  praying  that  he  might  transport  the  same  into  the  State  of 
Massachusets  by  Water  as  per  Petition  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorialist  have  Liberty  and 
Liberty  is  hereby  Granted  to  him  to  carry  and  transport  three  hundred 
Bushels  of  Grain  consisting  of  Rye  and  Indian  Corn  into  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusets  up  Connecticut  River  agreeable  to  the  prayer 
of  said  Petition  the  Embargo  notwithstanding. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Elnathan  Ives  of  Wallingford  in  New  Haven 
County  against  Daniel  Tyler  of  Woodbridge,  Laban  Andruss  Jonathan 
Yale  and  Stephen  Perkins  of  said  Wallingford,  John  Dickinson  Esqr  of 
Midletown  in  Middlesex  County,  and  Ebenezer  Townshend  of  New 
Haven  in  said  New  Haven  County  preferred  to  the  General  Assembly 
holden  at  New  Haven  on  the  second  Thursday  of  October  ADom  1786.* 
Shewing  that  in  January  1769  said  Daniel  sold  a Negro  named  Dick  to 
said  Laban  Andruss  Covenanting  that  said  Dick  was  a Slave  for  Life,

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that  in  December  1770  said  Andruss  made  a simular  transfer  of  said 
Negro  to  said  Dickinson,  that  in  January  1771  said  Dickinson  made  a 
simular  transfer  of  said  Negro  to  the  present  Petitioner  and  that  in  April 
1772,  said  Petitioner  made  a simular  transfer  of  one  half  of  said  Negro 
to  said  Yale  & Perkins,  that  in  March  1773,  said  Yale  and  Perkins,  and 
Your  Petitioner  made  a simular  Transfer  of  said  Negro  to  said  Town- 
shend,  that  said  Townshend  brought  his  Action  against  Your  Petitioners 
Yale  and  Perkins  to  the  County  Court  for  New  Haven  County  on  the 
second  Tueasday  of  November  1781,  alledging  that  said  Negro  at  the  Time 
of  said  Sale  was  free  and  said  Cause  was  finally  determined  before  the 
Superior  Court  by  Court  and  Jury  against  the  Defendants,  and  said  Town- 
shend recovered  £40.10.0  Lawfull  Money  Damages  and  £8.15.4  Cost 
which  Your  Petitioner  has  paid,  that  said  Petitioners  Yale  and  Perkins, 
amicably  Settled  the  Controversy  between  themselves,  that  said  Dickin- 
son afterwards  brought  his  Action  against  said  Andruss  which  Cause  was 
finally  determined  by  the  said  Superior  Court  and  Jury  against  said 
Dickinson  on  the  ground  that  said  Negro  was  a Slave,  and  afterwards  a 
simular  determination  was  had  against  Your  Petitioner  in  a Suit  brought 
by  him  against  said  Dickinson,  and  that  Your  Petitioner  has  pursued 
every  possible  Mode  for  Releif  in  the  subordinate  Courts  of  Law  and 
Equity  to  no  effect.  Praying  the  interposition  of  the  General  Assembly, 
on  which  Petition  the  General  Assembly  on  the  second  Thursday  of 
October  1787  appointed  the  Honbl  Stephen  M Mitchell,  Chauncey  Good- 
rich and  Uriah  Tracy  Esqrs  a Committee  to  enquire  into  the  Facts  and 
make  Report  with  their  Opinion  thereon  to  the  then  next  or  some  future 
Assembly,  which  Committee  having  duely  Notified  and  heard  the  Parties 
Reported  that  they  found  the  material  facts  stated  in  said  Petition  were 
true  and  that  in  their  Opinion  Your  Petitioner  recover  of  said  Townshend 
the  Sum  of  £51.11.11  LMoney  which  was  the  Sum  Officers  Fees  included 
that  said  Townshend  heretofore  recovered  of  Your  Petitioner,  and  that 
Your  Petitioner  also  recover  of  said  Townshend  two  other  Bills  of  Cost 
which  he  paid  said  Townshend  amounting  to  £12.2.1  which  Report  was 
by  said  Committee  returned  to  the  General  Assembly  in  October  Last 
and  continued  to  the  present  Session,  and  has  been  duly  accepted  and 
approved  as  far  as  it  relates  to  the  Petitioners  recovering  of  said  Town- 
send said  £51.11.11,  as  by  Petition  and  Report  on  File  at  Large  appears. 

Resolved  Ordered  & Decreed  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Petitioner  re- 
cover of  Ebenezer  Townshend  one  of  the  Petitioners  aforesaid  the  Sum 
of  £51.11.11  LMoney  aforesaid,  and  his  Cost  including  Cost  of  said 
Committee  and  that  Execution  Issue  accordingly. 

Cost  allowed  £19.4.2  Exn  granted  June  5th  1789. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Agur  Tomlinson  and  Webb  Tomlinson  both 
of  Derby  in  said  State  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  David  Tomlinson 
late  of  said  Derby  Deceasd  Son  to  Agar  and  Brother  to  said  Webb,  was 
appointed  Collector  of  the  State  Taxes  in  said  Town  of  Derby  on  the 
List  1783  & 1784  and  that  said  David  began  to  Collect  and  settled  a 
number  of  the  Taxes  on  said  Lists  but  not  being  able  to  complete  the 
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whole  of  said  Taxes  before  he  was  deprived  of  Health,  and  thereby  un- 
able to  pursue  the  Collection  of  said  Taxes  to  a final  Close,  in  consequence 
of  which  Execution  came  against  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Town  for  the 
Arrearages  of  said  Taxes,  which  amounted  to  £93.14.9  in  hard  Money 
and  about  £410  in  Certificates  for  Interest,  and  that  the  Memorialist  from 
a tender  regard  to  said  David  and  a desire  to  prevent  Cost  to  the  Town, 
and  to  expedite  the  Settlement  of  said  Taxes,  did  some  Time  in  Sep- 
tember 1788,  Give  their  Receipt  to  the  Sheriffs  Deputy  of  New  Haven 
County  to  the  Amount  of  said  Sums,  the  said  David  at  that  Time  being 
confined  at  Home  by  reason  of  his  sickness,  which  Continued  until  March 
Last  when  he  departed  this  Life,  and  the  Memorialist  further  represent- 
ing that  in  the  Life  Time  of  said  David  he  finding  himself  unable  to  pur- 
sue the  Collection,  desired  some  Person  to  be  appointed  to  Assist  him  or 
to  Collect  said  Taxes,  whereupon  the  Select  Men  of  the  Town  of  Derby 
did  appoint  Benjamin  Daviss  of  said  Derby  to  Collect  the  remainder  of 
said  Taxes,  and  by  the  assistance  of  said  Daviss  and  by  the  exertions  of 
the  Memorialist  together  with  the  little  assistance  of  said  David  in  his 
Life  Time  the  Memorialists  have  settled  the  whole  of  the  Hard  Money 
Taxes  and  paid  about  £159  on  the  Certificate  Taxes,  which  leaves  still  due 
in  Certificates  £250  for  which  the  Sheriff  of  New  Haven  County  has  got 
Execution  against  the  Memorialists  and  that  the  Inhabitants  which  owe 
their  Rates  on  said  List,  which  are  of  the  Poor  People  must  necessarily 
be  Crowded  immediately  to  a settlement  with  the  additional  Cost  that 
will  arise  which  to  the  Memorialist  will  be  very  painfull  at  this  distressing 
Time  when  the  Memorialists  are  endeavouring  to  compleat  a settlement 
of  said  Taxes  as  soon  as  Possible.  Praying  for  relief  as  per  Memorial 
on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  said  Execution  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  suspended  until  the  first  Day  of  Decembr  next,  and  that  no  further 
Proceedings  be  had  thereon  until  the  said  first  Day  of  December  next. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Selah  Hart  of  Berlin  Shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  in  the  Year  1780,  being  then  Brigadier  General  of  the  sixth  Brigade 
of  Militia  in  this  State,  he  was  appointed  to  receive  Bills  of  Credit  to  be 
by  him  distributed  among  the  Colonels  of  his  Bridgade  for  the  Payment 
of  Bounties  to  Men  ordered  at  that  Time  to  be  raised,  and  to  settle  the 
Accounts  of  his  Colonels  for  said  Bounties,  and  Account  with  the  Com- 
mittee of  Pay  Table,  that  he  did  accordingly  receive  a Large  Sum  in  said 
Bills  which  he  placed  in  the  Hands  of  Seth  Smith  Esqr  then  a Colonel  in 
his  Brigade,  and  some  Time  after  settled  his  Accounts,  and  gave  said 
Smith  a discharge  therefrom,  that  upon  revising  said  Accounts  with  the 
late  Committee  of  Pay  Table  it  appeared  that  there  had  been  a Mistake 
in  the  Settlement  with  Colo  Smith  amounting  to  £202.14.6  in  State  Bills 
emitted  in  the  Year  1780,  which  Mistake  left  said  Sum  in  the  Hands  of 
said  Smith  as  per  Memorial  on  File  &c. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  further  Consideration  of  this  Me- 
morial be  and  the  same  is  hereby  referred  to  the  General  Assembly  to 
be  holden  at  New  Haven  in  October  next,  and  that  said  Seth  Smith  be 
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served  with  a Copy  thereof,  and  be  duly  Notified  to  appear  and  make 
answer  thereto,  And  that  the  Memorialist  Cause  a true  and  Attested 
Copy  of  said  Memorial  and  this  Citation  to  be  left  by  some  indifferent 
Person,  with  said  Smith  at  lest  twelve  Days  before  the  holding  of  said 
General  Assembly  at  New  Haven  on  the  second  Thursday  of  October 
next,  and  that  in  the  mean  Time,  all  Proceedings  against  said  Hart  be 
stayed  untill  the  rising  of  said  Assembly. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Thankfull  Cleaveland  Relict  of  Colonel  Aaron 
Cleaveland  late  of  Canterbury  Deceased,  and  the  rest  of  the  Heirs  of  said 
Aaron  Cleaveland  deceased  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Colo 
Aaron  Cleaveland,  did  when  in  Life  on  the  17th  Day  of  May  1784  Con- 
vey unto  his  Sons  Aaron  and  Moses  Cleaveland  * certain  Tracts  of  Lands 
to  enable  them  to  settle  certain  Debts  then  due  from  said  Colo  Aaron 
Cleaveland  to  sundry  Persons,  and  that  on  said  17th  of  May  1784  he  took 
of  his  Sons  Aaron  and  Moses  two  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  about  six 
thousand  One  Hundred  and  eighty  five  Pounds  L Money,  Conditioned  for 
the  Payment  of  said  Debts,  and  that  said  Aaron  and  Moses,  have  in  com- 
pliance with  their  said  undertaking  and  engagements  paid  the  Debts  of 
said  Deceased  to  a large  amount,  and  have  answered  the  demands  that 
have  been  made  against  said  Colonel  Aaron  Cleaveland  or  his  Estate,  and 
that  to  accomplish  the  same  they  have  disposed  off  a part  of  said  Lands 
by  apprizement,  and  still  hold  about  four  hundred  and  fifty  Acres  of  said 
Land  Praying  for  Liberty  to  have  said  remaining  Lands  reconveyed  back 
for  the  benefit  of  said  Heirs  or  paid  for  according  to  its  Just  value,  and 
that  an  equitable  settlement  of  all  Matters  relating  to  said  Lands  Conveyed 
and  held  as  aforesaid  and  of  said  Deceaseds  Estate  may  be  made.  And 
also  Praying  for  the  establishment  and  confirmation  of  a Memorandum 
of  a Will  of  said  Deceasd,  and  that  the  same  may  be  the  Rule  for  the  set- 
tlement of  said  Aaron  Deceasds  Estate  &c  as  per  Memorial  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Court  of  Probate  in  and  for  the 
District  of  Plainfield  be  and  the  said  Court  is  hereby  Authorized  and 
fully  Impowered  to  appoint  two  or  more  disinterested  Freeholders  to 
apprize  all  the  Lands  remaining  in  the  Hands  of  the  said  Aaron  and 
Moses  Cleaveland  Conveyed  to  them  by  the  said  Aaron  Deceased  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid  to  be  apprized  according  to  its  present  Just  Value,  and 
an  Account  thereof  by  them  made  under  Oath  be  returned  to  said  Court 
of  Probate,  And  that  said  Court  of  Probate  be  and  said  Court  is  hereby 
Impowered  to  settle  the  Accounts  of  the  said  Aaron  and  Moses  that  re- 
late to  said  Lands  and  their  said  Undertaking  and  of  the  Debts  by  them

sion to  reconvey  or  account  for  according  to  its  Just  value  estimated  as 
aforesaid,  and  that  they  account  for  what  ever  Profifits  of  said  Lands  have 
come  to  their  benefit  and  be  allowed  their  reasonable  account  for  their

have  Liberty  & Liberty  is  hereby  granted  unto  them  to  reconvey  back 
said  Lands  or  pay  for  the  same  according  to  their  Just  value  estimated 
as  aforesaid  to  and  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Heirs  of  said  Aaron  Deceasd, 
and  that  they  said  Aaron  and  Moses  be  thereupon  forever  exonerated  and 
discharged  from  the  aforesaid  Bonds  given  in  manner  and  for  the  Purpose 
aforesaid.  And  that  the  Estate  or  the  Value  thereof  conveyed  over  or 
paid  for  as  aforesaid  be  added  to  the  other  Estate  in  the  Hands  of  the 
Administrator  on  the  Estate  of  said  Colo  Aaron  Cleaveland  Deceasd  and 
they  to  be  accountable  for  the  same  as  the  Estate  of  said  Aaron  Deceasd, 
And  that  the  Court  of  Probate  in  the  District  of  Plainfield  be  and  is  hereby 
Authorized  and  directed  to  Order  and  make  distribution  of  said  Estate 
amongst  the  Heirs  of  said  Deceased  according  to  the  written  Memoran- 
dum of  a Will  of  said  Aaron  Deceasd  which  is  in  the  Words  following  viz. 
“Colo  Aaron  Cleaveland  mentioned  to  Esqr  David  Payne  & Doctor  John 
Spalding  his  intention  in  settling  his  Estate  which  is  in  the  following 
manner  viz  to  my  Wife  I design  to  give  the  one  third  Part  of  the  Im- 
provement of  my  Estate  during  her  Life  and  the  one  third  Part  of  that  at 
her  disposal  forever.  To  my  Oldest  Son  Aaron  double  to  what  I give 
either  the  rest  of  my  Sons  including  what  I have  deeded  and  given  to 
him  to  all  the  rest  of  my  Sons  equally  alike,  except  what  it  Cost  in  bringing 
up  my  Son  Moses  to  College  which  I have  an  Account  of  to  my  Daugh- 
ters two  thirds  as  much  as  the  Sons  except  the  Eldest.  John  Spalding  . . . 
David  Payne  . . Canterbury  the  21st  of  September  1782.  [”]  And  that 
the  said  Memorandum  be  recorded  in  the  Records  of  said  Court  of  Probate 
and  established  and  confirmed  as  the  Rule  for  the  settlement  of  said  Estate 
an  the  same  is  hereby  established  as  the  Last  Will  & Testament  of  said 
Aaron  Cleaveland  Deceased. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Harriss  Hopkins  and  others  living  within  the 
Towns  of  Litchfield  and  Watertown  Praying  to  be  sett  off  as  a distinct 
Society  from  the  1st  Day  of  November  untill  the  first  Day  of  May  an- 
nually as  per  Petition  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Persons  living  within  the  following 
description  of  the  two  Towns  aforesaid  be  hereafter  a distinct  Society  for 
six  Months  in  each  Year  viz  beginning  at  the  South  east  boundary  of  the 
Society  of  South  Farms  in  Litchfield,  at  the  twin  Trees  so  called  in  the 
Line  between  Litchfield  and  Watertown,  thence  running  North  on  the 
East  Line  of  said  South  Farms  Society  to  a Chesnut  Staddle  with  Stones 
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laid  to  it,  being  about  ten  Rods  South  West  of  the  House  where  Stephen 
Webster  now  Lives  thence  running  Easterly  two  Miles  wanting  forty  rods 
to  the  North  West  Corner  of  the  fifty  Acre  Lott  belonging  to  Joseph 
Morrimans  Heirs  thence  due  East  one  Mile  to  Waterbury  River,  thence 
Southwardly  by  said  River  to  the  Line  dividing  the  Towns  of  Litchfield 
and  Watertown,  thence  Westwardly  in  the  Line  between  said  Towns  two 
Miles  to  a White  Oak  Tree  on  the  East  Bank  of  the  great  Brook  so  called 
thence  by  said  Brook  Southwardly  three  Quarters  of  a Mile  to  a White 
Oak  Bush  with  Stones  laid  to  it  thence  Southwestwardly  One  Mile  to  the 
Highway  a little  South  of  Asher  Blakelys  dwelling  House  in  the  Place 
where  the  two  Roads  meet,  then  South  by  Highway,  to  the  Highway  lead- 
ing to  the  House  of  Eliphalet  Hartshorn,  thence  Southwestwardly  by  said 
Highway  a little  beyond  the  House  of  said  Hartshorn  to  a Rock  with 
Stones  laid  on  it,  thence  West  One  Hundred  & eighty  Rods  to  a Hemlock 
Tree,  standing  on  the  North  Eastern  Bank  of  the  branch  (a  Brook  called 
by  that  Name)  thence  North  Westwardly  by  the  Branch  One  Mile  and 
one  hundred  and  ten  Rods  to  the  first  mentioned  Boundary,  And  the  In- 
habitants living  Avithin  Limits  discribed  aforesaid  are  hereby,  Incorporated 
into  a distinct  Society,  six  Months  in  each  Year  hereafter,  beginning  on 
the  first  Day  of  November  1789,  and  ending  on  the  last  Day  of  April 
1790,  and  Annually  in  the  same  Manner,  to  be  known  and  Called  by  the 
Name  of  the  South  East  Earms,  and  said  Society  is  hereby  vested  with 
all  such  Power  Priveleges  and  Authorities,  Immunities  & Franchises, 
which  other  Societies  in  this  State  have  and  enjoy,  for  that  space  of 
Time  from  the  first  Day  of  Novembr  to  the  last  Day  of  April  inclusive 
annually,  and  to  transact  all  Business  proper  for  any  Society  in  this  State, 
as  relative  to  all  Matters  which  belong  to  their  Internal  Policy,  but  for 
the  other  half  of  each  Year  viz  from  the  first  Day  of  May  untill  the  last 
Day  of  October  inclusive  Annually,  the  Inhabitants  living  within  said 
Limits  shall  belong  to  the  Societies  to  which  they  now  respectively  belong, 
and  Pay  Taxes  to  the  same  for  the  Term  aforesaid  in  the  same  manner 
to  every  intent  and  Purpose  as  though  this  Act  of  Incorporation  had 
never  passed  And  Capt  Harriss  Hopkins  one  of  the  principal  Inhabitants 
of  said  Society,  of  South  East  Farms  is  hereby  vested  with  full  Power  and 
is  directed  to  warn  the  Inhabitants  of  the  same  to  meet  at  the  Place  he 
shall  Judge  most  proper  within  said  Society,  by  actual  Notice  given  to 
each  Inhabitant  who  is  a Legal  Voter,  or  left  at  his  usual  Place  of  Abode 
at  least  five  Days  before  such  Meeting,  which  shall  be  on  the  22d  Day  of 
June  next,  at  which  Time  and  Place  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Society  shall 
proceed  to  Choose  a Clerk  the  Votes  for  whom  said  Hopkins  shall  re- 
ceive count  and  declare  the  Person  Chosen  after  which  the  Inhabitants 
of  said  Society  may  proceed  to  any  Business  proper  to  be  done  in  said 
Meeting  and  to  adjourn  the  same  if  the  Majority  present  think  proper. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Walter  Hough  &c  Shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  they  have  Associated  together  and  are  able  to  form  a Company  of 
Light  Infantry,  Praying  to  be  established  as  per  Memorial  on  File. 
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Resolved  that  the  Memorialists  Walter  Hough  Obadiah  Johnson,  Jacob 
Cleaveland,  Jacob  Spalding  Jimr  Gurdon  Bingham  James  Smith,  William 
C,  Hutton  Obadiah  Johnson  Junr,  Chauncey  Fitch,  William  Johnson 
Junr  Moses  Cleaveland,  Asa  Pillett,  Joseph  Moore,  Ebenezer  Brown 
Junr  Elisha  Payne,  Jareb  Dyer  Jesse  Ensworth,  Ebenezer  Hick  & Waldo 
Brown,  be  and  they  are  hereby  Constituted,  an  Independant  Light  In- 
fantry Company  to  consit  of  One  Captain,  One  Lieutenant,  One  Ensign, 
four  Serjeants,  four  Corporals  and  six  Musicians,  and  fifty  six  Privates, 
with  Power  to  said  Officers  of  said  Company  by  Inlistment  of  any  of  the 
Inhabitants  in  said  Canterbury  to  fill  up  said  Company  not  exceeding 
the  number  above  mentioned,  to  be  called  the  Volunteer  Light  Infantry 
Company  in  Canterbury,  And  said  Company  shall  have  Liberty  to  Choose 
their  Officers  on  the  22d  Day  of  June  1789,  And  the  Lieut  Colo  Com- 
mandant of  the  21st  Regiment  of  Militia  is  directed  to  warn  and  lead  said 
Company  to  a Choice  of  their  Officers,  And  the  Officers  Chosen  shall  be 
by  the  said  Lieutent  Colonel  Commandant  returned  to  the  General  As- 
sembly to  be  holden  at  New  Haven  in  October  next  to  be  Commissioned, 
And  the  Officers  of  said  Company  when  Commissioned  shall  have  Power 
to  call  out  said  Company  from  Time  to  Time  as  they  shall  think  proper  to 
perfect  them  in  Military  Skill  and  Disapline,  And  said  Company  when

Upon  the  Petition  of  Samuel  Peck  & Seth  Palmer  of  Greenwich  Shew- 
ing that  they  are  two  of  the  Managers  of  a Lottery  granted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  the  first  Society  in  said  Greenwich,  for  raising  the  Sum 
of  i200,*  and  that  in  consequence  of  the  Sickness  of  one  of  said  Man- 
agers they  cannot  be  ready  to  draw  said  Lottery  within  the  Time  directed 
& praying  a further  Time  may  be  allowed  for  that  Purpose  as  per  Peti- 
tion on  File.

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Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Managers  of  said  Lottery  be  and 
they  are  hereby  fully  Authorized  and  Impowered  to  draw  said  Lottery 
at  any  Time  before  the  rising  of  the  General  Assembly  in  May  next. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Joshua  Elderkin  of  Windham  in  the  County  This 
Assembly  at  their  Sessions  held  at  Hartford  in  May  last  did  grant  an 
Act  of  Insolvency  in  favour  of  said  Elderkin,  and  did  appoint  Messrs, 
Jonathan  Trumbull  Ebenezer  Devotion  and  Zephaniah  Swift  Esqrs,  Com- 
missioners to  settle  the  Estate  of  said  Elderkin  among  his  Creditors  in 
proportion  to  their  several  Demands,*  and  the  said  Jonathan  Trumbull 
Esqr  not  being  able  to  attend  said  Business  it  becomes  necessary  to  ap- 
point some  other  meet  Person  in  his  stead.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Williams  be  exonerated  and 
released  from  the  Payment  of  said  Impost  on  said  fifteen  Puncheons  of 
Spirits,  and  Comfort  Sage  Esqr  Naval  Officer  for  said  Port  is  hereby 
directed  to  settle  with  said  Williams  accordingly. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Chauncey  Whittlesey  and  others  in  behalf  of 
themselves  and  the  rest  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Middletown, 
Praying  for  Liberty  to  erect  Gates  at  each  end  of  the  Public  Post  Road 
on  the  Bank  of  Connecticut  River  through  the  Meadows  as  per  Me- 
morial on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorialists  have  Liberty  and 
Liberty  is  hereby  granted  them  at  their  own  expence  to  erect  and  keep 
up  Gates  at  each  end  of  said  Road  during  the  Pleasure  of  this  Assembly.

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Upon  the  Memorial  of  the  Honble  William  Pitkin  Esqr  of  East  Hart- 
ford in  Hartford  County,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly,  that  in  the  Report 
of  the  Auditors  relative  to  the  Treasurers  Accounts  made  to  the  last 
Session  of  this  Assembly,*  it  was  stated  that  Payments  and  Discounts 
had  been  made  in  depreciated  Paper  in  a manner  Injurious  to  the  Public 
which  on  explanation  appeared  in  part  to  refer  to  a settlement  of  sundry 
Taxes  for  which  the  Memorialist  had  become  responsible  in  his  former 
Office  of  Sheriff  that  the  inexplicit  manner  in  which  the  Credits  to  the

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  Liberty  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
granted  for  the  setting  up  a Lottery  to  raise  the  Sum  of  Five  Hundred 
Pounds  lawfull  Money,  at  the  risque  and  Expence  of  the  Memorialists  and 
the  Moneys  so  to  be  raised  are  hereby  appropriated  to  the  erection  of 
suitable  Wharves  and  Works  for  the  Preservation  of  said  Landing  Place, 
And  that  Messrs,  John  Caldwell  Barnabas  Dean  John  Morgan  Caleb 
Bull  and  Daniel  Jones  all  of  said  City  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a 
Committee  & fully  Impowered  & Authorized  to  devise  & establish  a 
Scheme  for  sd  Lottery  make  Sale  of  the  Tickets  & collect  the  Sums  aris- 
ing from  said  Sale,  And  said  Committee  are  hereby  Impowered  & directed 
to  lay  out  and  expend  the  Moneys  so  raised  in  erecting  Wharves  and  other 
Works  along  the  Banks  of  said  River  in  such  Places  as  shall  be  most  con- 
venient and  best  for  preserving  said  Landing  Place  from  Waste  or  Injury 
by  Floods  according  to  their  best  Judgment  and  discretion,  and  that  they 
shall  be  accountable  for  the  Moneys  so  raised  and  the  expenditure  thereof 
to  the  Committee  of  City  Funds  in  said  City,  and  said  Committee  of  City 
Funds  are  hereby  impowered  if  necessary  to  call  the  Committee  of  said 
Lottery  to  account  for  said  Moneys  when  raised  and  the  appropriation 
and  expenditure  thereof  in  due  form  of  Law  to  the  Use  of  said  City  for 
the  Purposes  aforementioned. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  John  Richards  of  New  London  Shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  by  Losses  and  misfortunes  he  hath  become  Poor  and  unable 
to  pay  his  Debts  Praying  for  relief  in  the  Premisses,  and  he  not  having 
been  heard  on  the  Merits  of  said  Petition  the  same  hath  been  Continued 
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to  the  Present  Term  and  the  Person  of  said  Richards  hath  been  protected 
from  Arrest  and  Imprisonment  for  Debt,*  Whereupon  it  is  further

Seizures  in  Civil  Causes  untill  the  Session  of  said  Assembly.

mandant of  said  Regiment  as  by  his  said  Discharge  appears.  That  by 
some  means  or  other  to  him  unknown,  he  is  by  an  entire  Mistake  entered 
as  a Deserter  on  the  Roll  Lodged  with  the  Committee  of  the  Pay  Table, 
and  by  that  means  hath  not  had  the  usual  Allowances  made  to  him,  to 
which  he  is  entitled  Praying  for  Relief  in  the  Premisses  as  per  Memorial 
&c 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Comptroller  of  Accounts  shall  and 
he  is  hereby  Ordered  and  directed  to  settle  and  adjust  the  Account  of 
Wages  and  other  allowances  to  which  the  said  Ebenezer  is  Entitled  as  in 
simular  Cases,  and  that  the  Treasurer  do  thereupon  Issue  Notes  in  his 
favour  for  the  Sum  or  Sums  found  to  be  due  in  the  same  Way  and  of  the 
same  Tenor  and  date  as  was  due  to  others  in  simular  Circumstances  in 
said  Service,  and  that  the  Comptroller  Charge  the  same  to  the  United 
States. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Esther  Hooker  Late  of  Farmington  in  the  County 
of  Hartford,  now  of  Granville  in  the  County  of  Hampshire  & Common- 
wealth of  the  Massachusets  the  only  Child  and  Heir  at  Law  of  Giles 
Hooker  Jun  late  of  said  Farmington  a Minor  about  eight  Years  of  Age 
who  Petitions  by  her  next  Freind,  Joseph  Woodruff  of  said  Granville, 
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Joseph  Woodruf¥  and  Abigail  his  Wife,  Administrators  of  the  Goods 
Credits  and  Estate  of  said  Giles  Hooker  Junr  Deceased,  the  said  Joseph 
in  Right  of  his  said  Wife,  and  Jonathan  Barns  of  Southington  in  said 
County  of  Hartford,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  Samuel  Hooker  late 
of  Berlin  in  said  County  of  Hartford  now  deceasd,  was  possessed  in  his 
Life  Time  of  a valuable  Estate  both  real  and  Personal  and  had  two  Sons 
viz  Andrews  Hooker  and  Samuel  Hooker,  That  the  said  Andrews  mar- 
ried young  and  had  a numerous  Family  of  Children,  and  was  partially 
provided  for  by  his  Father  by  Deeds  of  a certain  Portion  of  Real  Estate, 
that  said  Samuel  informed  the  said  Andrews,  that  he  had  concluded  to

That  immediately  after  the  making 
said  Will,  said  Samuel  the  Elder  permitted  said  Giles  to  go  into  the  pos- 
session and  Improvement  of  said  devised  Land,  and  said  Giles  Possessed 
the  same  untill  his  said  Grandfather  by  Age  and  infirmity  had  become 
wholly  debilitated  in  mind  and  Body,  And  after  said  Giles  for  his  better 
accomodation  esteeming  himself  wholly  secured  in  the  Title  of  said  Land 
by  said  Will  for  his  better  accomodation  did  on  the  eleventh  Day  of  Sep- 
tember 1782,  sell  and  dispose  of  said  devised  Land  to  Jonathan  Barns 
one  of  the  Petitioners  for  the  Sum  of  about  three  hundred  Pounds  Lawfull 
Money  of  which  Sum  said  Barns  paid  down  to  said  Giles  sixty  Pounds 
lawfull  Money  and  secured  the  Payment  of  the  residue  by  promissory 
Notes  and  said  Giles  then  gave  to  said  Barns  a Bond  of  six  hundred 
Pounds  conditioned  to  procure  for  said  Barns  a good  and  ample  Deed  of 
Bargain  and  Sale  of  said  Lands  upon  the  Death  of  said  Samuel  the  Elder, 
that  said  Giles  died  before  the  Death  of  his  said  Grandfather,  and  ad- 
ministration was  taken  on  his  Estate,  but  the  said  Notes  given  by  said 
Barns  to  said  Giles  were  afterwards  by  the  Superior  Court  holden  at 
Hartford  in  and  for  said  County  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  November 
1786,  decreed  null  and  void,  and  said  Barns  recovered  Judgment  for  the 
Moneys  by  him  advanced  with  the  Interest  and  Costs  against  the  Ad- 
ministrators of  said  Giles’  Estate  for  the  Sum  of  about  £83.0.0  LMoney, 
and  the  Estate  of  said  Giles  is  wholly  Insolvent  & insufficient  to  pay  any 
part  thereof  Praying  for  relief  in  the  Premisses  as  per  Petition  on  File. 
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Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Estate  aforediscribed,  descend  to 
and  vest  in  the  said  Esther  Hooker,  one  of  the  Petitioners  in  the  same  way 
and  manner  as  if  she  had  been  named  in  said  Last  Will  and  Testament  of 
said  Samuel  Hooker  Deceasd  in  the  room  and  stead  of  her  Father  the 
said  Giles  Hooker,  and  that  said  Esther  hold  the  aforesaid  Estate  to  her 
and  her  Heirs  in  fee  as  immediate  Heirs  to  the  said  Samuel  Hooker  De- 
ceased, subject  to  the  Payment  of  the  Sum  of  £83.1.0  LMoney  to  the

1789.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  that  part  of  the  Society  of  North  Bolton 
which  now  belongs  to  the  said  Town  of  East  Windsor  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  annexed  to  and  shall  become  part  of  the  Town  of  Bolton  in  the 
County  of  Tolland  they  paying  their  proportionable  part  of  all  the  Debts 
now  due  from  the  Town  of  East  Windsor  as  though  this  Resolve  had 
never  been  past. 

This  Assembly,  by  usual  Proclamation  was  adjourned  until  the  Gover- 
nor or  in  his  Absense  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  shall  think  fit  to  call  it  to 
meet  again.

* None  of  the  newspapers  carry  detailed  accounts  of  this  session.  Two  do,  how- 
ever, print  a resolve,  not  included  in  the  official  records,  but  mentioned  in  the  journal 
of  the  lower  house,  appointing  a committee  on  the  visit  of  President  Washington  to 
New  Haven.  Connecticut  Journal,  Oct.  21 ; Connecticut  Coiirant,  Oct.  26.  Wash- 
ington left  New  York  on  October  15  on  his  journey  through  New  England  and 
reached  New  Haven  in  time  for  dinner  on  October  17.  The  Assembly  committee, 
accompanied  by  the  Governor’s  Guards,  met  him  at  the  entrance  to  the  city.  Upon 
arrival  he  received  visits  from  the  executive  officers  of  the  State  and  civil  authori- 
ties of  the  city.  He  received  and  replied  to  formal  addresses  by  the  Assembly  and 
the  resident  Congregational  clergy.  The  following  day,  Sunday,  he  attended  the 
morning  service  at  the  Episcopal  Church  and  the  afternoon  service  at  the  Congre- 
gational Church  and  entertained  the  chief  diginitaries  of  State  and  city  at  dinner. 
Early  on  Monday  morning  he  continued  his  journey  toward  Boston.  An  excellent 
account  of  the  event,  based  largely  on  Washington’s  diary  and  on  the  local  news- 
papers, is  in  George  M.  Butcher,  George  Washington  and  Connecticut  in  War  and 
Peace  (Conn.  Tercentenary  Commission,  New  Haven,  1933),  pp.  9-18.  The  best 
newspaper  accounts  are  in  Connecticut  Journal,  Oct.  21,  1789  and  Connecticut 
Gazette,  Oct.  30.  These  two  and  the  Connecticut  Courant,  Oct.  26,  print  the  legisla- 
ture’s address  to  Washington,  signed  by  Governor  Huntington,  and  the  President’s 
reply. 

The  manuscript  journal  of  the  lower  house  shows  that  on  Oct.  9 that  body  passed 
a bill  repealing  certain  statutes  which  had  been  rendered  unnecessary  by  federal 
laws  or  were  repugnant  to  them.  The  next  day  a conference  committee  on  this 
measure  was  appointed  but  the  absence  of  further  references  suggests  that  the  two 
houses  failed  to  agree  and  no  act  was  passed.

An  Act  requiring  Bond  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  State. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  & Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same;  That  the  Person 
who  shall  in  May  next  or  at  any  Period  thereafter  be  Chosen  or  appointed 
to  the  Office  of  Treasurer  of  this  State;  shall  before  he  enters  upon  the 
Execution  of  his  Office  give  Bond  with  surety  in  the  Sum  of  five  thou- 
sand Pounds  lawfull  Money,  to  the  State  for  the  faithfull  discharge  of  the 
Duties  of  his  Office,  and  to  render  his  Account  when  required  which 
Bond  shall  be  taken  by  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  shall  be  registered, 
and  kept  by  the  Clerk  of  the  said  Governor  and  Council. 


An  Act  for  the  admission  of  Inhabitants  in  Towns,  and  for  preventing  Charge 

on  Account  of  such  as  are  not  admitted  therein.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  & Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  no  Person  who 
is  not  an  Inhabitant  of  this  State  or  of  any  of  the  United  States,  who  may 
come  to  reside  in  any  Town  in  this  State,  shall  gain  a Legal  Settlement 
in  such  Town,  unless  admitted  by  Vote  of  the  Inhabitants  of  such  Town, 
or  by  Consent  of  the  Civil  Authority  in,  and  Select  Men  of  such  Town, 
or  unless  such  Person  shall  be  appointed  to  and  execute  some  Public 
Office 

Be  it  further  Enacted,  That  no  Person  who  is  an  Inhabitant  of  any  of 
the  United  States  this  State  excepted  who  may  come  to  reside  in  any 
Town  in  this  State,  shall  gain  a Legal  settlement  therein  unless  he  have 
some  one  of  the  requisites  enumerated  in  the  preeceding  Paragraph,  or 
unless  he  shall  have  been  possessed  in  his  own  Right  in  fee  of  a real 
Estate  of  the  value  of  One  Hundred  Pounds  during  his  continuance 
there,  but  such  Person  not  having  gained  a settlement  as  aforesaid  if 
the  Select  Men  Judge  he  is  likely  to  become  chargeable  to  such  Town 
may  be  removed  to  the  Place  of  his  last  legal  Settlement,  as  is  hereafter 
in  this  Act  Provided. 


* The  purpose  of  this  act  was  to  limit  the  number  of  indigent  “strangers”  who 
might  become  public  charges  of  the  State.  Under  previously  existing  law  the  State 
assumed  responsibility  for  the  relief  of  transients  who  had  become  public  charges 
in  any  of  the  towns  of  Connecticut  (see  the  lists  of  payments  for  the  “State  Poor” 
in  the  records  of  the  Governor  and  Council  in  Conn.  State  Rees.,  VI,  534-47  and 
below,  pp.  545-64).  The  best  analysis  of  the  new  act  is  in  Edward  W.  Capen,  The 
Historical  Development  of  the  Poor  Lazv  of  Connecticut  (New  York,  ISiOS),  pp. 
97-100.  See  also  N.  G.  Osborn,  ed.,  History  of  Connecticut  (New  York,  1925),  V, 
398,  400.

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Be  it  further  Enacted,  that  no  Inhabitant  of  any  Town  in  this  State 
shall  gain  a legal  settlement  in  any  other  Town  in  this  State  unless  he 
have  some  one  of  the  Requisites  enumerated  in  the  first  Paragraph  of 
this  Act,  or  unless  he  shall  have  been  possessed  in  his  own  Right  in  fee 
of  a real  Estate  of  the  value  of  thirty  Pounds  in  the  Town  to  which  he 
may  have  removed,  during  his  continuance  there,  or  shall  be  permitted 
to  continue  in  such  Town  One  Year  without  being  warned  to  depart,  or 
one  Year  after  such  warning,  without  being  prosecuted  as  is  hereafter  in 
this  Act  provided. 

Be  it  further  Enacted,  That  when  an  Inhabitant  of  any  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  any  Town  in  this  State,  shall  come  to  reside  in  any  Town 
in  this  State  to  which  he  does  not  belong,  the  Civil  Authority  or  Major 
Part  of  them  in  such  Town,  are  hereby  Authorized  upon  the  application 
of  the  Select  Men  if  they  Judge  proper  by  Warrant  under  their  Hands 
directed  to  either  of  the  Constables  of  said  Town  to  Order  said  Person 
to  be  conveyed  to  the  State  or  Town  from  whence  he  or  she  came,  and 
such  Constable  on  receiving  said  Warrant  is  hereby  Authorized  to  execute 
the  same,  and  the  expence  thereof  being  Liquidated  and  allowed  by  the 
Select  Men  of  the  Town  to  which  such  Constable  belongs  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  Treasury  of  such  Town,  Provided  such  person  has  not  gained  a 
legal  Settlement  as  aforesaid. 

Be  it  further  Enacted  that  the  .Select  Men  of  any  Town  be  and  they 
are  hereby  Authorized  either  by  themselves  or  by  Warrant  from  an  Assist- 
ant or  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  such  Town  directed  to  either  Constable  of 
such  Town,  which  Warrant  such  Assistant  or  Justice  are  hereby  Author- 
ized to  give  to  warn  any  Person,  who  hath  not  become  an  Inhabitant  of 
such  Town  agreeably  to  the  Provisions  of  this  Act  to  depart  such  Town, 
and  the  Person  so  warned  shall  forfeit  and  Pay  to  the  Treasury  of  such 
Town  ten  shillings  per  Week  for  every  Week  he  or  she  shall  continue  in 
such  Town  after  warning  given  as  aforesaid;  And  when  any  such  Per- 
son who  shall  be  Convicted  of  the  Breach  of  this  Act,  in  refusing  to  depart 
on  Warning  as  aforesaid,  hath  no  Estate  to  satisfy  the  fine  such  Person 
shall  be  whipped  on  the  naked  Body  not  exceeding  ten  Stripes  unless  he 
or  she  depart  the  Town  within  ten  Days  next  after  Sentence  given,  and 
reside  no  more  therein  without  Leave  of  the  Select  Men, 

Provided  nevertheless  that  nothing  Contained  in  this  Paragraph  or  the 
two  Paragraphs  next  proceeding  shall  be  construed  to  affect  apprentices 
under  Age,  or  Servants  bought  for  Time. 

Be  it  further  Enacted,  That  if  any  Person  shall  return  after  such  send- 
ing away  as  aforesaid,  and  abide  in  said  Town  from  whence  sent  after 
warning  given  him  to  depart  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  be  whipped  on  the 
naked  Body  not  exceeding  ten  Stripes,  and  may  again  be  sent  away  and 
dealt  with  as  aforesaid  as  often  as  there  shall  be  Occasion;  And  the 
Select  Men  in  the  respective  Towns  are  hereby  Impowered  and  directed 
to  prosecute  all  Breaches  of  this  Act. 

Be  it  further  Enacted,  That  if  any  Inhabitant  in  any  Town  shall  con- 
trary to  the  intent  of  this  Act  entertain  or  hire  any  such  Person  not  an 
Inhabitant  of  such  Town  who  shall  come  to  reside  in  such  Town,  or  let 
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any  House  or  Land  to  such  Person,  unless  such  Inhabitant  shall  first  give 
security  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Authority  and  Select  Men  of  such  Town 
to  save  said  Town  from  all  expence  that  might  be  occasioned  thereby  such 
Inhabitant  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Treasury  of  such  Town  ten  shillings 
per  Week  for  every  Week  he  or  she  shall  harbour  entertain  hire  or  Let 
Estate  as  aforesaid. 

Be  it  jurther  Enacted,  That  whosoever  shall  entertain  any  Person  who 
hath  not  gained  a Legal  Settlement  as  aforesaid  for  the  Space  of  four- 
teen Days,  and  the  said  Person  shall  when  so  entertained  be  reduced  by 
Sickness  or  otherwise  to  necssitous  Circumstances,  so  as  to  need  releif 
the  Person  so  entertaining  shall  support  and  sustain  the  Charge  thereof, 
excepting  only  when  he  hath  within  the  said  fourteen  Days  given  suffi- 
cient Notice  thereof  to  the  .Select  Men  of  the  Town,  in  which  Case  it  shall 
be  defrayed  by  such  Town,  unless  the  Person  so  entertained  hath  Rela- 
tions who  by  Law  are  liable  for  his  support,  or  unless  he  is  a Proper 
Inhabitant  of  some  other  Town  in  this  State,  or  unless  he  be  not  an  In- 
habitant of  any  Town  in  this  State,  in  which  last  Case  it  shall  be  defrayed 
out  of  the  Public  Treasury  of  this  State,  by  Order  of  the  Governor  and 
Council,  and  all  expence  that  may  be  incurred  in  the  support  of  such 
Person  not  being  an  Inhabitant  of  any  Town  in  this  State,  within  the  Term 
of  three  Months  from  the  Time  of  his  comeing  to  such  Town,  in  Case  he 
shall  within  the  Term  of  three  Months  have  been  warned  to  depart  said 
Town,  shall  in  like  manner  be  defrayed  out  of  the  Public  Treasury  of  this 
State,  and  all  Expences  that  may  arise  in  support  of  such  Person  subse- 
quent to  the  said  Term  of  three  Months  on  account  of  Sickness  or  Lame- 
ness which  shall  have  commenced  within  the  said  Term  of  three  months, 
and  which  shall  have  continued  beyond  the  said  Term  to  such  a Degree 
as  to  render  it  unsafe  to  remove  such  Person,  shall  during  the  Continu- 
ance of  such  Sickness  or  Lameness  only  be  defrayed  out  of  the  Public 
Treasury  of  this  State,  and  all  future  expences  shall  be  defrayed  by  such 
Town  during  his  Continuance  there. 

Be  it  jurther  Enacted,  That  any  Inhabitant  of  any  Town  within  this 
State  may  for  the  better  support  of  himself  and  Family,  have  Liberty  to 
remove  with  his  Family  into  any  other  Town  in  this  State  and  to  Continue 
there  without  being  Liable  to  be  warned  to  depart  such  Town  for  the 
Term  of  two  Years 

Provided  such  Person  procure  a Certificate  in  Writing  under  the  Hands 
of  the  Civil  Authority  in  and  Select  Men  of  the  Town  from  whence  he 
removes,  that  he  is  a Legal  Inhabitant  of  that  Town  and  Lodge  the  same 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Town  to  which  he  removes,  during  which  Period  he 
shall  not  gain  a Legal  Settlement  for  himself  or  Family  in  such  Town, 
any  Thing  in  this  Act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

And  in  Case  such  Person  or  any  of  his  Family  stand  in  need  of  relief 
from  said  Town  he  or  they  shall  be  supported  at  the  Cost  of  the  Town  of 
which  he  is  an  Inhabitant  and  may  be  returned  back  to  such  Town  within 
the  said  Term  of  two  Years  as  well  as  at  the  expiration  thereof. 

Provided  such  Person  hath  not  after  obtaining  such  Certificate  gained 
a Legal  Settlement  in  any  other  Town,  and  if  such  Person  after  the  ex- 
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piration  of  the  said  Term  of  two  Years  shall  be  suffered  to  remain  in  the 
Town  to  which  he  removed  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  be  Considered  as  if  he 
had  then  first  removed  to  such  Town  without  a Certificate:  Provided; 
nevertheless  that  Persons  comeing  to  reside  in  any  Town  under  a Cer- 
tificate as  aforesaid  shall  during  their  Continuance  there  be  Liable  to  the 
same  Services  and  be  in  all  respects  under  the  same  Regulations  as  the 
legal  Inhabitants  of  such  Town  are. 

Be  it  further  Enacted,  That  the  several  Towns  in  this  State  shall  be 
holden  to  support  and  maintain  their  respective  Inhabitants  whether  living 
within  the  Tov/ns  to  which  they  belong,  or  in  any  other  Town  in  this 
State,  either  with  or  without  a Certificate,  who  may  need  releif,  and  any 
Town  which  shall  have  pursuant  to  the  Provisions  of  this  Act,  incurred 
expence  in  supporting  the  Inhabitants  of  any  other  Town,  shall  have 
Liberty  in  addition  to  the  Provisions  already  made  to  bring  any  proper 
Action  at  common  Law  against  the  said  Town  for  the  recovery  of  such 
expence, 

Be  it  further  Enacted,  that  the  Statute  of  this  State  Entitled  an  Act  for 
the  admission  of  Inhabitants  in  Towns,  and  for  Preventing  Charge  on 
Account  of  such  as  are  not  admitted  therein  also  the  sixth  Paragraph  of 
the  Statute  Entitled  An  Act  for  maintaining  and  supporting  the  poor,  and 
also  the  third  Paragraph  of  the  Statute  entitled  an  Act  relating  to  Con- 
stables ; and  also  An  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  prevent  foreigners  carrying 
on  Insidious  Designs  or  Practices  in  this  State  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Provided  nothing  herein  contained  shall  extend  to  prevent  any  De- 
mands which  may  already  have  arisen  for  the  support  of  any  Poor  from 
being  recovered  in  the  same  manner  they  would  have  been  had  this  Act 
not  been  passed. 

And  Provided  nothing  herein  contained  shall  extend  to  prevent  Cer- 
tificates already  granted  under  any  former  Law,  from  being  in  force  for 
two  Years  from  the  Passing  of  this  Act  subject  to  the  same  Regulations 
as  Certificates  granted  under  this  Act. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act,  entituled  an  Act  for  regulating  Goals  and  Coalers.* 

Whereas  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  have  recommended  to  the 
several  States  to  pass  Laws,  making  it  the  Duty  of  the  Keepers  of  their 
Goals  to  receive  and  safe  keep  all  Prisoners  committed  under  the  Author- 
ity of  the  United  States, 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same.  That  it  be  and  is 
hereby  made  the  Duty  of  the  several  Keepers  of  the  Goals  in  the  several 
Counties  in  this  State,  and  they  are  hereby  directed  and  required  to  re- 
ceive and  safe  keep  therein  all  Prisoners  Committed  under  the  Authority 
of  the  United  States  untill  they  shall  be  discharged  by  the  due  Course  of

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the  Laws  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Keepers  of  said  Goals  shall  in  Case 
of  neglect  of  Duty  be  under  the  same  Penalties  as  in  the  Case  of  Prisoners 
committed  under  the  Authority  of  this  State, 


An  Act  in  addition  to,  and  alteration  of  a Law  of  this  State  entitled  an  Act  for 

laying  an  Excise  on  sundry  Articles  of  Consumption  within  this  State.^ 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  & Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  there  shall  be 
One  Collector  of  Excise  in  and  throughout  this  State,  who  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  General  Assembly  in  October  annually,  whose  Powers  and 
Authority  shall  commence  on  the  first  Day  of  January  next  after  such 
appointment  annually,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  a faithfull  performance  of 
said  Office,  and  shall  become  bound  with  one  or  more  sufficient  Sureties, 
before  the  Governor  and  Council  in  a Recognizance  of  two  thousand 
Pounds  lawfull  Money,  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  Conditioned  that 
he  shall  faithfully  execute  said  Office  according  to  Law,  and  account  and 
pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  all  Moneys  or  Securities  Collected  upon  said 
Excise  as  is  or  may  be  required  by  Law,  and  to  answer  all  Damages  that 
may  accrue  by  any  Default  in  the  Execution  of  said  Office.  And  said 
Collectors  shall  have  the  same  Powers  and  Authorities,  and  be  subject  to 
the  same  Regulations,  and  accountable  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Col- 
lectors heretofore  appointed  by  said  Act  were,  and  said  Collector  is  Im- 
powered  to  appoint  One  or  more  Deputies  to  Act  under  him  for  whom 
he  shall  be  responsible,  and  who  shall  be  sworn  to  a faithfull  discharge 
of  said  Office ; 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  that  such  Collector  shall  be  allowed  for  his 
Services,  seven  and  a half  per  Cent  Commissions  on  all  Sums  Collected 
and  paid  into  the  Treasury;  said  Commissions  to  be  received  in  the  same 
kind  of  Pay  as  is  collected  for  said  Duties. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  that  the  third  Paragraph  of  said  Act  which 
Impowers  the  County  Courts  to  appoint  Collectors  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed ; Provided  nevertheless  that  such  Collectors,  shall  have 
full  Power  to  proceed  and  Collect  all  Excise  that  is  now  due,  or  that  shall 
become  due  to  the  first  Day  of  January  next  and  to  prosecute  to  final 
Judgment  all  Suits  necessary  for  that  purpose  which  have  been  or  here- 
after shall  be  instituted. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid.  That  it  shall  be 
the  Duty  of  the  Comptroller,  from  Time  to  Time  to  examine  into  the 
State  and  situation  of  the  Securities  taken  by  the  Collectors  for  the  Pay- 
ment of  Excise,  and  and  when  he  shall  find  that  the  Collectors  or  any  of 
them  have  failed  of  their  Duty,  in  not  taking  proper  and  reasonable 
Measures  to  Collect  the  Money  on  such  Securities,  to  bring  such  Col- 
lector or  Collectors  to  an  Account,  and  to  institute  a Proper  Suit  or 
Suits  in  Law  upon  the  Bonds  given  or  that  shall  be  given  to  the  Treasurer

Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  the  said  Act 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  prevent  the  Slave  Trade.t 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  That  any  forfeiture 
incured  by  the  Breach  of  the  third  Paragraph  of  said  Act,  may  be  recov- 
ered by  Action  Bill  Plaint  or  Information  the  one  half  to  the  Plantiff  and 
the  other  half  to  the  Use  of  this  State. 


An  Act  for  repealing  a part  of  the  Statute  Entitled  an  Act  for  the  direction  of 
Listers  in  their  Office  and  Duty. 

Whereas  by  a certain  Paragraph  in  said  Statute  it  is  Enacted,  that  all 
Ships  and  other  Vessels  in  employ  or  that  have  been  within  one  Year  next 
before  the  twentieth  Day  of  August  annually,  shall  be  set  in  the  List  at 
fiftees  shillings  per  Ton  according  to  their  true  and  Just  Burthen  to  be 
computed  by  the  Carpenters  Rule,

County  of  Tolland,  and  that  said  Ashbel  is  desirous  of  having  a Liberal

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Ichabod  Hinkley  have  Liberty 
and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  him  the  said  Ichabod  Hinkley  to  sell 
and  dispose  of  the  said  sixty  Acres  of  Land  as  aforesaid  for  the  Purposes 
aforesaid,  and  the  said  Ichabod  Hinkley  is  hereby  Authorized  and  Im- 
powered  to  give  a sufficient  Deed  or  Deeds  to  the  Purchaser  or  Pur- 
chasers of  the  same  and  said  Hinkley  is  to  dispose  of  the  Sum  or  Sums 
he  so  receives  to  the  best  advantage  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  to 
render  an  Account  of  the  same  to  the  Court  of  Probate  for  the  District 
of  Stafford  or  to  said  Minor  after  his  arriving  to  the  Age  of  twenty  One 
Years. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  John  Howe  of  Glastonbury  in  the  County  of 
Hartford  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  on  or  about  the  20th  Day  of 
October  1788  he  purchased  of  James  Weatherell  of  said  Glastonbury  a 
Civil  List  Order  drawn  by  George  Pitkin  Esqr  Clerk  of  the  Superior 
Court  in  favour  of  Hezekiah  Bissell  Esqr  for  the  Sum  of  seventeen  shil- 
lings & four  Pence  lawfull  Money,  and  that  during  the  Time  of  said  Howes 
being  possessed  thereof  viz  on  the  30th  of  said  October  his  dwelling  House 
together  with  the  Contents  thereof  in  which  was  included  said  Order  was 
by  Accident  set  on  fire  and  wholly  consumed  Praying  for  relief  respecting 
the  Loss  of  said  Order  as  pr  Memorial  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Comptroller  be  and  he  is  hereby 
Ordered  and  directed  to  draw  an  Order  on  the  State  Treasurer  for  said 
Sum  of  seventeen  shillings  & four  Pence  in  favour  of  said  Howe  payable 
out  of  any  Taxes  appropriated  for  the  support  of  Civil  Government,  and 
that  the  Treasurer  be  directed  to  pay  the  same  accordingly. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Erastus  Wolcott  Esqr  Lemuel  Stoughton  and 
Amasa  Loomiss,  Select  Men  of  East  Windsor,  shewing  that  there  is  due 
from  the  Town  of  East  Windsor  about  the  Sum  of  six  hundred  and  sixty 
pounds  lawfull  Money  on  the  twelve  penny  Tax  payable  July  1782,  for

pended untill  the  rising  of  the  Assembly  in  May  next. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Noble  Hine,  Josiah  Starr  and  David  Northrup 
Select  Men  of  the  Town  of  New  Milford  in  behalf  of  themselves  and  said 
Town  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  by  reason  of  the  failure  of  one  of 
their  Collectors  there  is  now  due  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  from  said 
Town  about  eight  hundred  Pounds  in  Certificates  for  Interest,  and  about 
two  Hundred  Pounds  in  Specie,  That  said  Town  have  sold  the  Property 
of  said  Collector  and  laid  a Tax  on  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Town  to  an 
amount  sufficient  to  satisfy  said  Sum  in  Arrears,  That  it  will  be  impossi- 
ble for  said  Town  to  Collect  the  Avails  of  said  Property  and  said  Tax 
seasonable  to  Cancel  an  Execution  obtained  against  them  in  September 
last  for  said  Arrears  in  the  Life  of  said  Execution,  whereby  they  are  ex- 
posed to  great  Expence  &c  Praying  that  the  Levy  of  said  Execution  may 
be  suspended  untill  the  first  Day  of  April  next  &c  as  pr  Petition  on  File 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  said  Execution  obtained  by  Lynde 
Lord  Esq  against  some  of  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Town  for  said  Arrears 
in  September  last  be  stayed  and  the  Levy  thereof  suspended  untill  the 
first  Day  of  April  next  and  that  in  the  mean  Time  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State  shall  suspend  all  Proceedings  against  said  Lynde  Lord  Esqr  Sheriff 
of  Litchfield  County  for  not  returning  the  Trea^iwprt;  Warrant  against 
the  Inhabitants  of  said  New  Milford. 

Whereas  the  Honble,  Erastus  Wolcott  & John  Treadwell  Esqrs  were 
by  this  Assembly  in  their  Sessions  in  May  last  appointed  a Committee 
upon  the  Memorial  of  the  Select  Men  of  Weathersfield  pending  before 
this  Assembly  at  the  Expence  of  said  Town  to  enquire  into  the  Matters 
set  forth  in  said  Memorial  & Report  the  same  with  their  Opinion  thereon 
to  this  Assembly  in  their  Present  Session,*  and  said  Committee  have  not 
as  yet  made  their  Report,

hereby  reappointed  with  the  same  Powers  and  Authorities  and  they  are 
hereby  directed  to  make  their  Report  thereon  to  the  General  Assembly 
to  be  holden  at  Hartford  in  May  next,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed 
to  suspend  proceedings  for  the  Collection  of  the  Taxes  mentioned  in  said 
Memorial  untill  the  rising  of  the  General  Assembly  in  May  next. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Jedidiah  Elderkin  Esqr  of  Windham  Shewing 
that  in  the  Years  1779,  1780  and  1781,  and  while  he  was  States  Attorney 
for  the  County  of  Windham  he  received  sundry  Orders  drawn  by  George 
Pitkin  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  on  the  then  Treasurer  of  this  State 
for  Continental  Money  and  State  Bills,  in  payment  for  divers  Bills  of

for  the  Liquidation  and  Payment  of  the  Sums  in  said  Orders  the  Me- 
morialist can  take  no  benefit  of  the  same  Praying  that  the  Comptroller 
be  directed  to  Liquidate  and  reduce  said  Orders  to  their  Just  value  by  the

Upon  the  IMemorial  of  Jeremiah  Wadsworth  Shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  he  Imported  from  Canton  a Quantity  of  Bokea  Tea  a part  of  which 
was  Shipped  from  New  York  by  William  Constable  & Co  without  the 
Privity  and  knoledge  of  the  Memorialist  and  entered  at  the  Port  of  New 
London  and  there  Bonded  for  the  Duties  arising  thereon  by  Messrs 
Deshon  and  \Vheat  which  Tea  was  afterwards  reshipped  to  the  Port  of 
New  York  and  there  sold  and  the  Duties  paid  Praying  this  Assembly 
that  said  Bond  given  by  Deshon  and  Wheat  might  be  cancelled.  Where- 
upon it  is 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Comptroller  of  this  State  be  and 
he  is  hereby  Impowered  and  Ordered  to  Cancel  and  give  up  said  Bond 
without  exacting  any  Thing  thereon. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Ursula  Philips  now  residing  in  Litchfield  Shew- 
ing to  this  Assembly  that  on  the  17th  Day  of  Septembr  1772,  she  was 
lawfully  married  to  Thomas  Philips  then  of  said  Litchfield  now  of  Salis- 
bury, and  lived  with  him  in  the  discharge  of  every  Duty  arising  from  her

Petition  on  File,  And  it  appearing  that  the  Material  Facts  alledged  are 
supported  by  the  Proofs  exhibited  particularly  that  he  had  frequently 
beat  and  wounded  her  the  said  Ursula  in  a barbarous  manner  without  any 
Just  Cause  and  that  he  had  been  found  in  bed  with  a Negro  Wench  living 
in  the  Family  since  his  Marriage  with  the  said  Ursula, 

Whereupon  it  is  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  a Bill  of  divorce  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  her  the  said  Ursula  from  her  said 
Plusband  Thomas  Philips,  and  that  she  be  hereafter  considered  as  relative 
to  the  said  Thomas  Philips  as  a single  or,  unmarried  Woman. 
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Upon  the  Petition  of  Ralph  Isaacs  of  Branford  Shewing  to  this  Assem- 
bly that  he  is  indebted  to  the  amount  of  One  Thousand  or  twelve  hundred 
Pounds,  that  all  his  real  and  Personal  Property  is  Attached  that  he  has 
many  Debts  due  to  him  and  it  is  necessary  for  himself  and  for  the  Inter- 
est of  his  Creditors  that  he  should  have  an  Opportunity  to  Collect  in  and 
secure  said  Debts  due  to  him  and  Praying  that  his  Body  may  be  pro- 
tected from  Arrests  & Executions  as  pr  Petition  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Body  of  the  Petitioner  be  and  the 
same  hereby  is  protected  from  all  Arrests  Executions  and  Imprisonments 
on  Civil  Process  on  account  of  any  Debt  due  or  contracted  by  the  Peti- 
tioner before  the  26th  Day  of  Septembr  1787  till  the  rising  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  be  holden  at  Hartford  on  the  second  Thursday  of  May  next, 
and  that  all  and  every  Attachment  or  Execution  for  or  on  Account  of 
any  Debt  due  or  Contracted  by  the  Petitioner  before  the  sd  25th  Day  of 
September  AD  1787  which  shall  or  may  be  Levied  on  the  Body  of  the 
Petitioner  till  the  rising  of  said  Assembly  is  hereby  declared  so  far  as 
respects  the  levying  the  same  on  his  Body  to  be  void  and  of  no  effect. 

On  the  Memorial  of  James  Perry  & Thomas  Hayes  both  of  the  Island 
of  Great  Britain,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  they  Levied  a certain

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  Joshua  Coit  of  New  London  in  the 
County  of  New  London  Attorney  of  the  Memorialists  be  and  he  is  hereby 
Authorized  and  Impowered  to  execute  a Deed  of  said  Land  to  any  Person 
an  Inhabitant  of  this  State  which  Deed  shall  Convey  all  the  Right  Title 
and  Interest  in  said  Land  described  in  said  Memorial  which  the  said 
Samuel  at  the  Time  of  said  Levy  was  possessed  of. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Isaac  Tomlinson  of  Woodbury  Shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  he  is  largely  Indebted  to  divers  Persons,  and  that  he  has 
demands  against  this  State  to  a large  Amount  that  he  is  pressed  by  his 
Creditors  for  payment  and  his  person  Liable  to  Imprisonment  Praying 
for  releif  as  pr  Memorial  on  File  &c 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  further  Consideration  of  said  Me- 
morial be  and  the  same  is  hereby  Continued  to  the  Session  of  the  General

Upon  the  Petition  of  Benjamin  Talbott  of  Providence  in  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly,  That  One  William  West  of 
Situate  in  said  State  did  by  his  Deed  Dated  July  1st  1783,  by  him  well 
executed  acknoledged  and  Recorded,  for  the  Consideration  of  Eighteen 
hundred  Pounds  Lawfull  Silver  Money,  Sell  and  Convey  to  the  Peti- 
tioner a Tract  or  Parcel  of  Land,  situated  in  the  Town  of  Thompson  con- 
taining 321  Acres  bounded  and  discribed  as  in  and  by  said  Deed  upon 
the  Records  of  the  Town  of  Killingley,  within  which  at  the  Time  was  in- 
cluded said  Town  of  Thompson,  which  Deed  hath  Conditions  thereto, 
rendering  the  same  void  upon  the  Payment  of  £700  LMoney  to  the  Peti- 
tioner on  or  before  the  first  of  July  1784,  with  lawfull  Interest  thereon,

And  that  said  West  utterly  refuses  to  Pay  said  Mortgage  Money  agree- 
able to  said  Conditions  of  said  Deed  or  to  pay  the  Taxes  upon  said  Lands 
and  sets  the  Petitioner  at  Defiance ; And  that  the  Petitioner  by  an  Act  of 
this  State  entitled  An  Act  to  suspend  all  Suits  or  Actions  in  favour  of 
any  Citizen  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  * is  wholly  precluded  and  pre- 
vented from  maintaining  or  prosecuting  any  Suit  in  Law  or  Equity  for 
the  recovery  of  his  said  Property  or  his  Just  dues  from  said  West,  and

his  last  Will  and  Testament  did  give  and  bequeath  to  the  said  Abigail 
Wife  of  said  Himbry  and  her  Heirs  a certain  Share  of  his  the  said  Jona- 
thans Real  Estate  in  Windham  aforesaid  consisting  of  Buildings  & Lands 
of  the  value  of  about  twenty  Pounds  LMoney,  and  praying  for  Liberty  to 
sell  said  Estate,  and  that  the  Avails  thereof  inure  to  the  Benefit  of  said 
Town  as  pr  Memorial  on  File, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Eliphaz  Hunt,  Benajah  Strong 
& Nathaniel  Kingsbury  Select  Men  of  said  Coventry  be  and  they  are 
hereby  Authorized  and  Impowered  to  Sell  and  Convey  by  Deed  the  afore- 
said real  Estate,  which  Deed  Executed  by  said  Select  Men,  shall  be  a 
good  valid  and  sufficient  Conveyance  of  said  Estate  to  all  intents  and 
Purposes,  and  that  the  Avails  thereof  shall  Inure  to  the  Benefit  of  said 
Town  of  Coventry. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Mansfield  in 
the  County  of  Windham  by  their  Agents  Constant  Southworth  & Jesse 
Williams  Shewing  to  this  Assembly,  That  there  are  three  considerable 
Rivers  which  run  through  said  Town,  besides  a River  on  the  dividing 
Line  between  said  Town  and  Coventry,  That  there  are  more  than  twenty 
Highways  in  said  Mansfield  which  pass  across  said  Rivers,  That  many 
Bridges  have  been  erected  over  the  Rivers  in  said  Town,  seven  of  which

Pounds  Lawfull  Money  to  be  appropriated  when  so  raised  to  the  Build- 
ing and  repairing  necessary  Bridges  in  said  Mansfield  over  the  Rivers 
in  the  Highways  And  that  Messrs  Constant  Southworth,  Dan  Storrs, 
Jesse  Williams,  Shubael  Conant  & Experience  Storrs,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  appointed  a Committee  and  fully  Impowered  and  Authorized  to 
devise  and  establish  a Scheme  for  said  Lottery  make  Sale  of  the  Tickets, 
and  Collect  the  Sums  arising  from  said  Sale,  and  deliver  over  the  Sums 
so  Collected  to  the  Select  Men  of  said  Town  or  such  Committee  as  said 
Inhabitants  shall  appoint  to  receive  the  same,  who  are  hereby  directed  to 
Lay  out  and  expend  the  Moneys  so  raised  in  Building,  and  repairing  such 
Bridge  & Bridges  in  said  Town  as  said  Inhabitants  shall  direct,  and 
Account  for  the  same  when  thereto  required. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  John  Booth  of  Enfield  Shewing  that  in  De- 
cember 1781,  he  was  appointed  a Collector  for  said  Town  to  Collect  the 
two  Penny  Tax  on  the  List  1780  Payable  in  July  1781,  which  said  Tax 
was  at  first  Payable  in  hard  Money.  That  the  Memorialist  urged  on  by 
the  Treasurer  settled  and  paid  up  said  Tax  in  hard  Money  out  of  his 
own  Money  before  he  had  Collected  it  of  the  Individuals,  That  the  Legis- 
lature after  he  had  Paid  up  said  Tax  ordered  and  allowed  said  Tax  to  be 
Paid  in  Certificates  for  Interest  on  Loaned  Money  which  the  Individuals 
took  Advantage  of  whereby  the  Memorialist  was  Obliged  to  receive  the 
said  Sum  £60  on  said  Tax  in  said  Certificates  and  Soldiers  Notes  at  the 
nominal  Sum  and  thereby  sustained  great  Loss  by  the  Interference  of 
the  Legislature  as  aforesaid  Praying  for  releif  &c 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  upon  his  the  Memorialist  Paying  to 
the  Treasurer  the  said  Sum  of  sixty  Pounds  in  said  Certificates  or  in 
Soldiers  Notes  due  before  1785  that  the  Comptroller  do  draw  an  Order 
in  his  favour  upon  the  Treasurer  for  said  Sum  of  Sixty  Pounds  Payable 
on  the  Civil  List,  or  that  the  Treasurer  discount  the  same  with  him  in  the 
Settlement  of  the  Taxes  due  from  said  Town  of  Enfield  in  Specie. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Elijah  Backus  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that 
the  State  of  Connecticut  is  indebted  to  him  about  forty  three  Pounds 
for  repairing  and  maintaining  the  Light  House  at  the  Port  of  New 
London  Praying  that  the  Comptroller  of  this  State  be  Authorized  upon 
the  adjustment  of  his  Accounts  to  pay  him  the  Ballance  that  shall  be 
found  due  as  pr  Memorial  on  File. 
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Whereupon  it  is  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Comptroller  of 
this  State  be  and  he  is  hereby  Authorized  and  directed  to  Pay  to  Elijah 
Backus  the  Ballance  that  shall  be  found  due  upon  the  Adjustment  of  his 
Account  by  an  Order  for  the  Amount  on  any  of  the  Taxes  appropriated 
for  the  support  of  Civil  Government, 

Upon  the  Petition  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  New  Haven  pre- 
ferred to  the  General  Assembly  holden  at  New  Haven  by  Adjournment 
on  the  first  Thursday  of  January  1789  Praying  for  Liberty  to  erect  a Toll 
Bridge  over  the  East  River  at  a Place  called  Dragon,  and  Whereas  the 
said  Assembly  granted  the  Prayer  of  said  Petition*  and  appointed  the 
Honble  Erastus  Wolcott  Colo  Edward  Russell  and  Gideon  Buckingham 
Esqr  a Committee  to  make  the  proper  Estimates  & Calculations  and 
Prepare  a Bill  in  form  on  said  Petition  and  lay  the  same  before  the 
General  Assembly  to  be  holden  at  Hartford  in  May  1789,  and  at  said 
General  Assembly  holden  at  Hartford  in  May  1789  the  said  Committee 
not  having  made  their  Report  they  were  reappointed  and  the  Powers  to 
them  before  delegated  were  continued  and  the  report  to  the  General  As- 
sembly to  be  holden  at  New  Haven  in  October  1789. 

And  Whereas  said  Committee  have  to  this  Assembly  Reported  that 
they  have  estimated  the  expence  of  erecting  said  Bridge  to  amount  to 
£1500  LMoney,  and  that  for  the  repayment  of  the  same  with  the  Interest 
thereof  as  it  shall  accrue  there  be  paid  by  Law  the  following  fare  for 
crossing  the  same  to  continue  from  the  Time  said  Bridge  is  finished  and 
compleated  for  the  Term  of  ten  years  viz  Footmen  one  penny  Man  and 
Horse  three  pence  Led  or  drove  Horse  two  pence  Cattle  one  Penny  two 
Wheel  Carriage  and  one  Person  six  Pence,  four  Wheel  Carriage  two 
Horses  and  one  Person  one  shilling  every  Waggon  or  Team  with  two 
or  three  Cattle  & driven  two  Pence  all  larger  Do  three  pence  Sheep 
Swine  or  Goats  at  one  farthing,  and  which  said  Report  being  accepted 
as  by  said  Petition  Resolve  & Report  on  File  may  appear. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Bridge  which  shall  or  may  be 
erected  over  said  East  River  at  said  Place  called  Dragon  be  and  is  hereby 
Constituted  a Toll  bridge  for  the  Term  of  ten  Years  from  and  after  the 
Time  said  Bridge  shall  be  finished  & compleated,  and  that  the  Toll  or 
fare  for  crossing  said  Bridge  during  said  Term  shall  be  as  follows  viz 
for  every  Footman  one  Penny  Alan  and  Horse  three  Pence  Led  or  drove 
Horse  two  Pence,  Cattle  one  Penny  each  two  Wheel  Carriages  & one  Per- 
son six  Pence  four  Wheel  Carriage  two  Horses  one  Person  One  shilling, 
every  Waggon  or  Team  with  two  or  three  Cattle  & driver  two  Pence  all 
larger  Do  three  Pence,  Sheep  Swine  or  Goats  att  one  farthing  each,  and 
no  Person  or  Persons  whatever  shall  have  any  Right  to  Pass  over  or 
across  said  Bridge  untill  such  Person  or  Persons  shall  have  Paid  such 
fare  or  Toll,  and  the  Inhabitants  of  New  Haven  or  such  Person  or  Per- 
sons as  said  Town  shall  appoint  to  receive  and  Collect  said  Fare  or  Toll,

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shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  Impowered  and  Authorized  to  receive  and 
Collect  the  same  to  and  for  the  Use  of  said  Town. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  John  Richards  of  New  London  in  the  County 
of  New  London  Shewing  to  this  Assembly,  that  by  a variety  of  Losses 
disappointment  and  Misfortunes  he  has  been  reduced  from  Affluence  to 
poverty,  and  become  unable  to  pay  and  discharge  his  Honest  and  Just 
Debts,  by  means  whereof  he  is  obliged  to  confine  himself  to  his  House, 
and  make  the  same  his  Castle  or  be  subjected  to  Confinement  in  Prison 
unless  specially  exempted  therefrom  by  Act  of  Assembly  Praying  for 
relief  in  the  Premisses  as  pr  Petition  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  farther  Consideration  of  said  Peti- 
tion be  referred  to  the  Honble,  General  Assembly  to  be  holden  at  Hartford 
in  May  next  and  that  the  person  of  the  said  Richards  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  exempted  & protected  from  Arrests  and  Imprisonment  for  or  on 
Account  of  any  Debt  due  from  him  untill  the  rising  of  said  Assembly  in 
May  next. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Capt  Samuel  Osliorn  Shewing  to  this  Assembly, 
that  the  General  Assembly  granted  in  October  1788,  a suspension  of  an 
Execution  in  favour  of  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  against  the  Memorialist 
and  Enoch  Newton  for  £533.4.4  Debt  and  £2.1.0  Cost  for  the  Term  of 
One  Year  Praying  for  a further  suspension  as  pr  Memorial  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  a further  suspension  of  said  Execution 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  for  the  Term  of  One  Year  from  the 
rising  of  this  Assembly  the  Memorialist  securing  the  Interest  thereon  for 
that  Term,  which  is  also  the  principle  Sum  due  on  said  Execution  may 
be  paid  & discharged  in  the  same  way  and  manner  as  is  provided  in  and 
by  said  Resolve  of  October  last. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Paul  Noyes  of  New  Haven  in  New  Haven 
County  Shewing  to  tliis  Assembly  that  Eneas  Munson  Esqr  & Susannah 
his  Wife,  and  Desire  Howell  all  of  said  New  Haven  on  the  10th  Day  of 
June  1772  did  in  and  by  a certain  Deed  of  Quit  Claim,  release  and  forever 
Quit  Claim  unto  said  Memorialist  his  Heirs  &c,  all  their  Right  Estate 
Title  Interest  and  demand  whatsoever  they  had  or  ought  to  have  in  or  to 
eight  Acres  three  Quarters  and  twenty  Rods  of  Land  situate  in  said  New 
Haven  on  the  Beaver  Hill  so  called  sett  off  to  their  Mother  as  her  Dower 
during  Life  in  the  Estate  of  her  late  Husband  Stephen  Howell  Junr  De- 
ceased being  the  One  Moiety  or  half  Part  of  a Larger  Tract  of  Land, 
which  said  Larger  Tract  of  Land  was  bounded  Northerly  and  Southerly 
by  Highway  Easterly  by  Land  of  Thomas  Punderson  and  Westerly  by 
James  Basset  in  Part  and  Part  by  Highway,  also  said  Desires  Part  in 
the  other  half  of  said  Larger  Tract  being  about  two  Acres,  and  that  said 
Desire  having  died  soon  after  never  acknoledged  said  Deed  Praying  for 
releif  as  pr  Memorial  on  File.

signs forever  an  Indisputable  Title  to  said  discribed  Premisses  as  it  would 
or  could  have  been,  had  said  Deed  been  acknoledged  by  said  Desire  before 
her  Decease  & recorded  according  to  Law,  And  the  Town  Clerk  for  the 
Town  of  New  Haven  is  hereby  directed  to  record  said  Deed  at  length 
in  the  Town  Records  of  said  Town. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Thomas  Riggs  & Charity  Riggs  his  Wife  of 
Derby  in  the  County  of  New  Haven  representing  to  this  Assembly,  that 
the  said  Charity  is  a Minor  and  under  the  Age  of  twenty  One  Years, 
and  that  she  the  said  Charity  is  possessed  in  fee  of  certain  Lands  in  said 
Town  of  Derby  Praying  for  Liberty  and  Authority  to  sell  and  Convey 
the  same,  and  that  the  said  Deed  and  Conveyance  of  said  Charity  may  be 
valid  and  Authentic  in  Law  her  Minority  notwithstanding  As  pr  Me- 
morial &c. 

Whereupon  it  is  Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  Liberty  & Authority 
be  given  and  the  same  is  hereby  given  them  the  said  Thomas  Riggs  & 
Charity  Riggs  his  Wife  to  sell  and  Convey  said  Lands  and  their  Deed 
or  Deeds  of  the  same  by  them  executed  shall  be  good  and  of  the  same 
validity  as  though  the  said  Charity  was  of  full  Age,  And  the  Avails  of 
said  twenty  two  Acres  of  Land  shall  be  applied  in  exchange  or  purchase 
of  other  Lands  and  the  fee  of  said  Lands  so  purchased  or  exchanged  for 
shall  be  taken  to  the  said  Charity. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Society  of  Winstead  by 
David  Austin  their  Agent  representing  to  this  Assembly  the  need  said 
Society  are  in  of  Building  a Meeting  House  in  said  Society,  and  the  in- 
ability of  the  Present  Inhabitants  for  building  the  same  without  further 
help  and  Praying  for  a Tax  to  be  granted  on  all  the  Land  laying  within

said  Thompson  Challenged  the  List  of  Samuel  Haley  Resolved  Johnson 
Aaron  Mason  John  Mason  Soloman  Richard  and  Darius  Sessions  as 
lielonging  to  said  Town  of  Thompson  their  List  amounting  to  the  Sum 
of  £151.16.6  LMoney,  and  the  same  Year  said  Haley  Johnson  Mason 
Richard  & Sessions  List  was  added  to  the  ratealile  Estate  of  the  Town 
of  Killingley  to  the  same  amount,  they  challenging  them  to  belong  to 
the  Town  of  Killingly  and  in  the  Month  of  April  AD1788,  said  Town 
of  Thompson  and  Town  of  Killingley,  settled  said  I.ine  between  them, 
when  the  beforementioned  Persons  and  their  Land  was  found  to  belong 
to  and  lye  within  the  Town  of  Thompson,  And  that  the  Collectors  of  the 
Town  of  Thompson  had  nearly  Collected  all  the  Taxes  of  said  Persons 
arisen  on  said  List  1786  and  1787,  and  no  Part  of  the  same  hath  been

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  Liberty  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
granted  to  said  Petitioners  to  form  and  make  a Lottery  at  their  own 
risque  and  expence  to  raise  the  Sum  of  four  hundred  pounds  lawfull 
Money  to  be  appropriated  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  Factory  And 
that  Elisha  Pitkin  Esqr  Messrs  Jonathan  Stanley  & Shubael  Griswold 


* In  January  1783  the  Assembly  granted  William  Pitkin,  Samuel  Bishop,  and 
Elisha  Pitkin  the  right  to  set  up  a glass  factory  and  hold  a monopoly  of  the  manu- 
facture of  glass  in  Connecticut  for  a period  of  twenty-five  years.  Conn.  State  Rees., 
V,  57.  This  factory  was  the  most  famous  of  the  early  ones  in  the  State.  It  and  its 
products  are  discussed  in  N.  Hudson  Moore,  Old  Glass,  European  and  American 
(New  York,  1924),  pp.  315-17,  and  George  S.  and  Helen  McKearin,  American 
Glass  (New  York,  1941),  pp.  124-25.  According  to  the  latter  work  the  factory 
closed  about  1830  because  of  lack  of  fuel.  Both  Moore  and  the  McKearins  appear 
to  be  in  error  in  their  accounts  of  the  various  members  of  the  Pitkin  family  involved 
in  the  enterprise.  A.  P.  Pitkin,  Pitkin  Family  in  America,  A Genealogy  of  the 
Descendants  of  William  Pitkin  (Hartford,  1887),  shows  that  the  William  (1725- 
1789)  and  Elisha  (1733-1819)  of  the  1783  grant  were  first  cousins  (not  brothers). 
The  George  Pitkin  of  the  1789  memorial  was  probably  a brother  (1729-1806)  of 
the  above  William  and  father  of  George  Jr.  (1757-1812).  The  Richard  Pitkin  of 
this  memorial  was  a brother  (1739-1799)  of  Elisha  (who  here  appears  only  as  one 
of  the  managers  of  the  proposed  lottery).  William  Jr.  (n.d.)  and  Richard,  Jr. 
(1759-1822)  were  respectively  sons  of  the  men  of  the  same  names  previously  men- 
tioned. Notices  of  the  East  Hartford  Glass  Factory  lottery  were  carried  m the 
Connecticut  Courant  Nov.  23  and  Dec.  7,  and  in  some  other  Connecticut  newspapers. 
For  permission  to  run  a second  lottery,  granted  in  1791,  see  below,  p.  303. 
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all  of  East  Hartford  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  Managers  with 
full  Power  to  devise  and  establish  a Scheme  for  said  Lottery,  make  Sale 
of  the  Tickets  and  Collect  the  Moneys  arising  thereon  and  the  said  Man- 
agers shall  be  responsible  for  and  hereby  are  directed  to  pay  all  the  Prizes 
which  shall  be  drawn  in  said  Lottery  to  the  Persons  holding  such  fortu- 
nate Tickets  and  deliver  over  the  residue  of  the  Avails  of  said  Lottery 
to  the  Petitioners  who  shall  lay  out  the  same  for  the  Purpose  aforesaid 
And  the  said  Managers  shall  be  sworn  to  a faithfull  discharge  of  their 
Duty  & trust  and  complete  the  Business  of  their  said  appointment  within 
twelve  Months  from  the  rising  of  this  Assembly. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Stafford  in  the 
County  of  Tolland,  Shewing  that  in  the  Year  1777,  they  procured  to  en-

Suit  be  suspended  untill  the  rising  of  the  General  Assembly  to  be  holden 
in  May  next  to  which  Assembly  the  further  consideration  of  said  Memo- 
rial is  hereby  referred. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Elijah  Abel  of  Fairfield  in  the  County  of  Fair-

the  Treasurer  cannot  accept  any  Thing  but  the  hard  money  which  it 
would  be  very  unjust  that  Your  Memorialist  would  be  compelled  to  pay. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  receive  said  Ballance  of  said  Abel  in  any  of  the  Liquidated 
Securities  of  this  State  which  are  now  due  and  Payable. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Edward  Stanton  of  Stonington  in  New  London 
County  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  was  an  Invalid  wounded  in 
opposing  the  British  Troops  who  Landed  at  New  London  on  the  6th 
of  September  1781,  that  he  obtained  a Certificate  thereof  on  the  first 
Day  of  October  1788  from  the  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court  with  the 
allowance  of  forty  five  Dollars  pr  Annum  for  his  Disability  that  said  Cer- 
tificate not  being  entered  in  the  Comptrollers  Office  in  due  Time  he  is

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  on  the  Memorialist  lodging  said  Cer- 
tificate together  with  the  Vouchers  on  which  the  same  was  Granted  with 
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the  Comptroller  of  this  State  for  enrollment,  that  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
all  the  Benefits  thereof  in  the  same  manner  as  those  Invalids  who  were 
wounded  at  the  same  Time  and  Place  and  rendered  in  their  Evidence 
thereof  according  to  Law  said  Act  of  Limitation  notwithstanding,  And 
the  Comptroller  is  directed  to  charge  the  same  to  the  United  States 
accordingly.

* The  Connecticut  newspapers  paid  considerable  attention  to  the  proceedings  of 
this  session,  though  none  printed  exhaustive  accounts  of  all  the  debates.  In  par- 
ticular some  of  them  were  interested  in  the  legislative  history  of  two  bills  neither 
one  of  which  became  law,  hence  neither  of  which  is  reported  in  these  official  records. 

Early  in  the  session,  during  the  discussion  of  the  appointment  of  judges  of  the 
Superior  Court  the  question  arose  as  to  their  actual  tenure  of  office.  Under  the  act 
of  1784  (Conn.  State  Rees.,  VI,  323-24)  the  judges  were  to  hold  office  “during 
the  pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly,”  but  it  was  the  actual  practice  of  the  As- 
sembly to  appoint  them  “for  the  year  ensuing.”  The  Council  had  blocked  a repeal 
of  the  law.  Major  Hart  (William  Hart  of  Saybrook?)  wished  law  and  practise  to 
be  made  consistent.  After  long  debate,  in  which  the  political  independence  of  the 
judges  was  advanced  as  a point  of  discussion.  Hart  was  given  leave  to  bring  in  a 
bill  repealing  the  act  of  1784.  The  measure  received  a first  reading  but  seems  to 
have  made  no  further  progress.  Connecticut  Courant,  May  17,  1790;  Connecticut 
Journal,  May  19;  Connecticut  Gasette,  May  28. 

On  May  24  Mathias  Nicoll,  representative  for  Stratford,  introduced  a bill  exclud- 
ing members  of  Congress  and  federal  officeholders  from  eligibility  to  the  State 
legislature  and  judiciary.  After  debate  the  bill  was  amended.  That  part  excluding 
officers  under  the  United  States  from  holding  State  offices  was  struck  out,  but  the 
part  making  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress  ineligible  for  the  State  legis- 
lature was  approved  by  a small  majority.  Subsequently  the  Council  negatived  the 
bill.  Connecticut  Courant,  May  31 ; American  Mercury,  May  31 ; Connecticut  Jour- 
nal, June  2,  16;  Connecticut  Gaaette,  June  11,  18;  MS.  Journal  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  May  24,  25,  26,  27,  1790.  In  May  1791  the  legislature  passed  an 
act  embodying  part  of  NicoH’s  original  proposal.  See  below,  p.  255.

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  & Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  oj  the  same,  That  said  Act  and 
every  part  and  Paragraph  thereof  shall  continue  and  be  in  full  force 
for  One  Year  from  and  after  the  rising  of  this  Assembly. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Ralph  Pomeroy  Esquire  Comptroller  of 
the  Public  Accounts  untill  the  rising  of  the  General  Assembly  in  May 
next. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  and  alteration  of  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  constituting 
and  regulating  Courts  and  appointing  the  Times  and  Places  for  holding  the 
same. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  & Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  That  that  part  of 
the  Parish  of  Andover  which  belongs  to  the  Town  of  Lebanon  be  an- 
nexed to  and  become  part  of  the  Probate  District  of  Hebron,  Provided 
that  all  Business  begun  in  the  Court  of  Probate  for  the  District  of  Wind- 
ham, shall  be  proceeded  with  and  finished  in  said  Court,  any  Law  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding. 


An  Act,  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  forming  regulating  and  con- 
ducting the  Military  force  of  this  State.f 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  the  Military 
Companies  in  the  several  Towns  of  New  Milford,  Kent,  Washington  & 
Warren  in  the  County  of  Litchfield  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  con- 
stituted and  made  a distinct  Regiment  and  shall  be  known  by  the  name 
of  the  twenty  ninth  Regiment. 


An  Act  repealing  the  Excise  Laws  of  this  State.^ 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  & Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same.  That  the  Statute

4 The  excise  laws  had  recently  produced  a violent  opposition  in  the  State.  The 
“merchants  and  traders”  of  Hartford  addressed  an  open  letter  to  their  fellows  in 
December  1789,  in  which  they  pointed  out  that  commerce  was  in  a languishing  state 
and  blamed  the  excise  laws  for  the  situation,  since  consumers  were  buying  from 
dealers  outside  Connecticut  in  order  to  escape  the  impost.  They  invited  all  merchants 
of  the  State  to  attend  a meeting  at  Middletown  for  concerted  action.  The  gathering 
took  place  on  December  31,  and  those  who  attended  drew  up  a “petition  and  remon- 
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entitled  An  Act  for  laying  an  Excise  on  sundry  Articles  of  consumption 
within  this  State,  and  all  Statutes  in  addition  to  and  alteration  of  the 
same  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  from  and  after  the  first  Day 
of  July  1790. 

Provided  nevertheless  that  all  Excise  that  already  hath  or  hereafter 
shall  become  due  to  this  State  in  virtue  of  said  Statutes,  previously  to 
the  said  first  Day  of  July  next,  shall  be  Collected  and  paid  into  the 
Treasury  in  manner  & form  as  said  Statutes  direct ; And  that  the  several 
Collectors  of  Excise  or  his  or  their  Deputy  or  Deputies  shall  have  full 
Power  to  proceed  and  Collect  all  such  Excise  and  to  prosecute  to  final 
Judgment  all  Suits  necessary  for  that  purpose,  which  have  been  or 
hereafter  shall  be  instituted  to  Collect  or  recover  the  same  in  as  full  and 
ample  a manner  as  if  said  Laws  had  not  been  repealed. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted,  that  instead  of  the  Oath  directed  to  be 
taken  by  said  Acts  the  following  Oath  shall  be  administered  by  the 
Collector  or  his  Deputy  appointed  to  Collect  Excise  after  the  first  Day 
of  January  1790  viz  [“]  You  swear  by  the  Name  of  the  everliving  God, 
that  * “the  Manifest  you  now  exhibit  to  me  is  true,  and  that  the  Prices 
set  to  the  Articles  therein  enumerated  are  the  Prices  at  which  those 
Articles  were  bona  fide  bought;  and  contains  all  the  Articles  you  sold 
by  retail  or  consumed  or  otherwise  disposed  of  between  the  first  Day 
of  January,  and  the  first  Day  of  July  1790  subjected  by  Law  to  the 
payment  of  Excise  on  which  the  Excise  had  not  been  paid  or  secured 
to  be  paid,  according  to  your  best  knoledge  & beleif.  [”] 


An  Act  in  addition  to,  and  explanation  of  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  laying  a Duty 
in  certain  Cases.* 

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  Assembly  that  a Practice  has  pre- 
vailed in  various  parts  of  this  State  for  the  Authority  signing  Writs, 
if  there  doth  not  appear  to  be  any  endorsement  thereon  of  the  Service 
of  any  Officer,  to  receive  back  such  Writ,  and  return  or  discount  the 
Duties  thereon ; which  is  a misconstruction  of  the  Law,  therefore 


strance”  to  the  Assembly  asking  unanimously  for  repeal  of  the  excise.  Connecticut 
Courant,  Dec.  21,  1789;  Jan.  7,  1790;  Connecticut  Gazette,  Dec.  25,  Jan.  15.  The 
principal  excise  law  had  been  passed  at  the  May  session,  1875.  Conn.  State  Rees., 
V,  15-19.  In  May  1790  the  newspapers  followed  the  progress  of  the  repealing  bill 
with  interest.  According  to  their  accounts  the  bill  passed  the  lower  house  unani- 
mously or  almost  unanimously,  although  after  some  discussion  of  the  date  for  ter- 
minating the  collection  of  the  impost.  The  Council  passed  the  bill  with  an  alteration 
which  the  lower  house  apparently  accepted.  Connecticut  Courant,  May  24,  1790;

According  to  the  Litchfield  Monitor,  June  7,  Asa  Spalding,  collector  of  excise, 
laid  his  resignation  before  the  Assembly  after  the  repeal  measure  had  passed.  The 
house  accepted  the  resignation  but  the  Governor  and  Council  did  not.  Spalding 
agreed  to  remain  in  office  if  his  commission  was  raised  from  7J4%  to  12%.  The 
motion  to  grant  the  raise  was  lost.

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Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  & Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  no  Officers 
who  by  said  Act  are  made  receivers  of  said  Duties,  after  they  have  once 
Signed  and  delivered  out  of  their  Hands  any  Writ  Warrant  Precept 
or  Paper  whereon  a Duty  is  payable  shall  ever  on  any  pretence  or  under 
any  Circumstances  whatever  return  or  Discount  the  Duties  required 
by  Law  to  be  paid  thereon. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted,  That  no  Writ  or  Process  that  hath  once 
been  compleated  and  filled  up  against  One  Person,  shall  afterwards  be 
altered,  and  converted  into  a Writ  against  any  other  person,  without  a 
further  Certificate  of  the  Duties  having  been  again  paid  thereon.  And 
the  Court  or  Authority  before  whom  any  such  Writ  shall  be  returned 
wherein  there  shall  appear  to  be  any  such  erasure  or  alteration  shall 
(ex  Officio)  abate  and  dismiss  the  same  and  shall  tax  Cost  in  favour 
of  the  Defendant  thereon ; 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  that  from  and  after  the  rising  of  this  Assem- 
bly there  shall  be  a Duty  of  twelve  shillings  paid  on  all  Petitions  to 
the  General  Assembly  of  an  adversary  Nature  to  the  Authority  Sign- 
ing the  Citation  who  shall  Certify  the  same  thereon. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  that  the  Certificate  of  the  Authority  Sign- 
ing any  Writ  or  Process  shall  specify  in  Words  at  full  length  the  amount 
of  the  Duties  paid. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  the  Statute  entitled  an  Act  for  the  Ordering  and  regulat- 
ing Fields  and  Fences.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  & Representatives  in  General 
Court  assembled , That  when  any  number  of  Proprietors  or  Owners  of 
Land,  have  their  Lands  adjoining  and  so  situate,  as  that  it  may  be 
commodius  and  beneficial  for  them  to  Improve  such  Lands  as  a Com- 
mon Field,  may  upon  obtaining  the  approbation  and  allowance  of  the 
County  Court  of  that  County  where  such  Lands,  or  the  greater  part  of 
them  lie,  though  in  several  Towns,  form  and  Improve  the  said  Lands 
as  a Common  Field  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  Regula- 
tions, as  if  the  said  Lands  lay  in  but  one  Town,  and  shall  hold  their 
Meetings  at  the  usual  Place  of  the  Town  Meeting  in  the  Town  where 
the  greater  part  of  said  Land  lies,  or  at  such  other  Place  as  they  shall 
appoint. 


An  Act,  in  further  addition  to  an  Act  Entitled  an  Act  for  incorporating  a Part 
of  the  Town  of  Hartford. t 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Council  and  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, That  full  power  and  Authority  be  and  hereby  is  Granted-

Major  part  of  them  on  the  first  Monday  of  July  Annually,  to  nominate 
and  appoint  Thirty  Persons  living  within  the  Limits  of  said  City  as 
Fire  Men  to  serve  in  the  two  Fire  Companies  Constituted  in  said  City 
by  the  Bye  Laws  thereof  to  conduct  and  work  the  two  Fire  Engines 
within  the  same.  And  that  upon  the  nomination  and  appointment  thereof 
as  aforesaid,  the  Persons  so  nominated  shall  be  exempted  from  doing 
Military  Duty  in  the  Companies  or  Regiments  to  which  they  respectively 
belong,  so  long  as  they  do  actually  serve  in  said  fire  Companies,  in 
Consequence  of  the  nomination  and  appointment  aforesaid.

of  the  Town  of  New  Haven.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Council  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  Assembled,  That  full  power  and  Authority  be 
and  hereby  is  Granted  unto  the  Court  of  Common  Council  for  the  City 
of  New  Haven,  or  the  Major  part  of  them  on  the  first  Monday  of  July 
next,  and  at  their  annual  Meeting  in  June  after  said  first  Monday  of 
July,  to  nominate  and  appoint  two  Companies  to  consist  of  twenty  Men 
each  living  within  the  Limits  of  said  City  as  Fire  Men  to  serve  in  the 
two  Companies,  constituted  in  said  City  by  the  Bye  Laws  thereof  to 
conduct  and  work  the  two  fire  Engines  within  the  same,  and  that  upon 
the  nomination  and  appointment  thereof  as  aforesaid  shall  be  exempted 
from  doing  Military  Duty  in  the  Companies  & Regiments  to  which 
they  respectively  belong,  so  long  as  they  do  actually  serve  in  said  Fire 
Companies  in  consequence  of  the  Nomination  and  appointment  afore- 
said. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  the  Statute,  entitled  an  Act  for  constituting  Judges  and 
Justices  of  the  Peace  in  this  State,  and  for  Impowering  and  directing  them 
in  their  respective  offices.! 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  that  from  and 
after  the  twentieth  Day  of  June  One  thousand  seven  hundred  & ninety 
one,  no  Tavernkeeper  shold  hold  or  exercise  the  Office  of  Justice  of  the 
Peace.

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  & Council  and  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives in-  General  Court  Assembled,  That  the  Cavern  in  the  Copper 
Mines  in  Granby  belonging  to  this  State,  which  has  heretofore  been  used 
as  a Public  Goal  and  Workhouse  shall  be  constituted  and  made  a Public 
Goal  & Workhouse  for  the  Use  of  this  State,  and  shall  be  kept  and 
maintained  in  good  and  sufficient  repair  at  the  expence  of  this  State 
and  shall  be  called  New  Gate  Prison, 

Be  it  further  Enacted  that  there  shall  be  erected  over  said  Cavern  a 
Prison  House  fit  and  Proper  to  keep  such  prisoners  in  as  may  be 
committed  to  said  New  Gate  Prison,  when  they  are  sick,  and  when 
brought  up  for  the  Purposes  of  being  put  to  such  Labour  as  may  be 
Ordered  by  the  Keeper  of  said  Prison,  and  that  such  House  shall  be 
so  Constructed  as  to  form  a dwelling  House  for  the  Keeper  of  said 
Prison,  That  the  said  Prison  House  shall  be  inclosed  with  a Piquet  so 
extensive,  as  that  there  may  be  Built  therein  proper  Buildings  or  Ap- 
partments  for  the  Prisoners  to  Labour  in  at  the  discretion  of  the  Over- 
seers. 

Be  it  further  Enacted  that  there  shall  be  three  Overseers  of  said  Goal 
and  Workhouse  appointed  from  Time  to  Time  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly as  there  may  be  Occasion, f who  are  Authorized  and  Impowered  to 
appoint  a Master  or  Keeper  of  said  Prison,  as  often  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary, which  Keeper  shall  be  subject  to  be  removed  at  the  Pleasure 
of  said  Overseers  And  that  said  Master  or  Keeper  shall  be  Assisted 


* Newgate  Prison,  in  what  is  now  East  Granby,  began  its  life  as  a penal  institution 
in  1773  when  the  Assembly  enacted  that  “the  subterraneous  caverns  and  buildings 
in  the  copper  mines  in  Symsbury,  lately  purchased  and  erected  by  order  of  the 
General  Assembly,  . . . shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  made  a publick 
goal  and  work-house  for  the  use  of  this  Colony,  and  shall  be  called  and  named  New- 
Gate  Prison.”  Burglars,  highway  robbers,  counterfeiters,  and  horse-stealers  were 
to  be  sent  there  for  imprisonment  at  hard  labor  for  not  more  than  ten  years.  Conn. 
Col.  Rees.,  XIV,  205-8.  During  the  Revolution  many  Tories  were  also  imprisoned 
at  Newgate.  There  were  three  serious  fires  in  the  buildings  erected  over  the  mine 
shafts,  the  last  one  occurring  in  1782.  The  year  before  there  had  been  a rising  of  the 
prisoners  who  overpowered  their  guards  and  all  escaped.  With  the  passing  of  this 
act  of  1790,  which  was  based  upon  a committee  report,  Newgate  Prison  entered 
upon  a new  phase  of  its  history.  New  buildings  and  a “piquet  fence”  were  erected 
and  a more  rigid  discipline  was  instituted.  The  mines  and  surface  buildings  at 
Granby  continued  to  be  the  chief  penal  establishment  of  Connecticut  until  1827,  when 
the  prisoners  were  transferred  to  the  new  state’s  prison  at  Wethersfield.  A descrip- 
tion of  Newgate  in  1826  containing  full  detail  of  conditions  in  it  at  that  time  is  in 
the  Report  of  the  Committee  Appointed  by  the  Legislature  of  Connecticut  to  hispect 
the  Condition  of  New-Gate  Prison,  Submitted,  May  Session,  1826  (New  Haven, 
1826).

Overseers,  in  safe  Guarding  said  Prisoners  and  keeping  them  at  hard 
Labour, 

Be  it  further  Enacted  that  the  Master  or  Keeper  of  said  Goal  and 
Workhouse,  shall  receive  into  the  same,  all  such  Persons  as  shall  be 
sent  there  by  Warrant  from  lawfull  Authority,  by  Virtue  of  this  Act, 
and  shall  keep  them  to  such  Labour  as  they  shall  be  capable  of  Doing, 
and  as  shall  be  directed  by  said  Overseers  for  such  Time  as  they  shall 
be  sentenced  to  remain  therein,  and  may  confine  them  at  their  Labour, 
or  Punish  them  by  putting  fetters  and  Shackles  upon  them,  and  by  mod- 
erate whipping,  not  exceeding  ten  Stripes  for  any  one  Offence,  which 
punishment  may  be  inflicted  in  case  they  be  stubborn  or  disorderly,  or 
do  not  well  and  faithfully  perform  their  task  as  they  shall  be  reasonably 
required,  or  in  Case  they  shall  not  submit  to  such  Rules  and  Orders 
as  shall  be  from  Time  to  Time  established  for  the  well  Ordering  and 
governing  the  same.  And  said  Master  or  Keeper  shall  whenever  re- 
quired by  said  Overseers  render  his  Account  to  them  of  the  Labour 
and  earnings  of  such  Prisoners,  and  for  the  Materials  which  he  shall 
receive  to  be  wrought  by  said  Prisoners,  or  any  Persons  employed  with 
them  and  Pay  and  deliver  to  said  Overseers  the  Amounts  thereof. 

Be  it  further  Enacted,  That  said  Overseers  for  the  Time  being  shall 
Provide  for  such  Prisoners  necessary  and  suitable  food  and  Cloathing, 
and  also  such  Tools,  Implements  and  Materials,  as  shall  be  proper  for 
employing  and  keeping  such  Prisoners  to  Work,  and  shall  also  pro- 
vide for  the  releif  of  any  Sick  or  Weak  Prisoner  and  shall  be  paid  for 
the  same  out  of  the  earnings  of  said  Prisoners,  if  the  same  be  sufficient, 
and  if  not  the  surplus  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  State, 
And  the  said  Overseers  shall  keep  true  Accounts  of  their  Conduct  herein, 
and  shall  annually  in  May  settle  and  adjust  said  Accounts  with  the 
Comptroller  of  this  State,  or  with  such  other  Person  or  Persons,  as  the 
General  Assembly  may  from  Time  to  Time  appoint  for  that  purpose, 

and  oftner  if  they  shall  be  thereto  required,  and  said  Overseers,  shall 

and  may  make  all  necessary  Rules,  and  Orders  for  Governing,  and 
punishing  such  Persons  as  may  be  Committed  to  said  Goal,  and  such 

Rules  and  Orders  shall  be  of  force  and  shall  be  duely  executed. 

Be  it  further  Enacted,  That  such  Overseers,  and  the  Master  of  said 
Goal  and  Workhouse,  and  the  Persons  employed  to  assist  said  Master 
shall  be  allowed  for  their  Labour  and  Service  such  Reward  as  said 
Assembly  shall  appoint. 

Be  it  further  Enacted,  that  whosoever  shall  commit  Burglary  or  Rob- 
bery, or  shall  Forge  Counterfeit  or  alter  any  of  the  Bills  of  Credit  or 
Securities  of  this  State  or  of  any  other  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
or  any  Note  or  obligation  or  other  Writing  of  any  Person  or  Persons 
whatsoever  to  prevent  Equity  and  Justice,  or  shall  utter  and  put  off 
any  such  forged  altered  or  Counterfeit  Bill  or  Bills  security  or  Securities 
Note  or  Obligation,  or  other  Writing  knowing  them  to  be  such,  or  that 
shall  Counsel,  advise,  procure,  or  any  way  assist  in  the  forging  Coun- 
terfeiting altering  or  Signing  any  Bill  Security  Note  Obligation  or  other 
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Writing,  knowing  them  to  be  false,  or  that  shall  engrave  any  plate,  or 
make  any  Instrument  to  be  used  for  any  of  the  purposes  aforesaid,  or 
that  shall  Stamp,  or  otherwise  Counterfeit  any  of  the  Coins  of  Gold  and 
Silver  currently  passing  in  this  State,  or  that  shall  utter  and  put  off 
any  such  Counterfeit  Coins  knowing  them  to  be  base  and  Counterfeit, 
or  that  shall  make  any  Instrument  or  Instruments,  for  the  Counter- 
feiting any  of  the  Coins  aforesaid,  or  shall  be  aiding  or  assisting  there- 
in, or  that  shall  be  Guilty  of  feloniously  taking  and  Stealing  any  Horse 
or  Horses  in  this  State,  and  shall  be  Convicted  of  any  or  either  of  said 
Crimes  before  any  Court  that  shall  have  cognizance  thereof,  such  Per- 
son or  Persons  so  offending  shall  for  the  first  Offence,  suffer  Imprison- 
ment in  said  Goal  and  Workhouse,  and  there  be  kept  to  hard  Labour  for 
a Term  not  exceeding  three  Years  at  the  Discretion  of  the  Court  before 
which  such  Conviction  shall  be  had.  And  if  any  Person  who  has  here- 
tofore been  Convicted  of  either  of  the  aforesaid  Crimes,  shall  be  again 
Convicted,  or  if  any  Person  shall  be  a second  Time  convicted  of  any  of 
said  Crimes,  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  such  Person  shall  suffer 
Imprisonment  in  said  Goal  and  Workhouse  and  there  be  kept  to  hard 
Labour  not  exceeding  six  Years;  and  if  an}’  Person  shall  be  convicted 
a third  Time  of  any  of  said  Crimes  such  Person  shall  suffer  Imprison- 
ment in  said  Goal  and  Workhouse  during  his  natural  Life. 

Be  it  further  Enacted,  That  if  any  Person  shall  commit  Burglary  or 
Robbery,  if  in  the  perpetration  of  said  Crimes  the  Person  committing 
the  same,  shall  be  Guilty  of  any  personal  Abuse  force  or  Violence  or 
shall  be  so  armed  with  any  dangerous  Armour  or  Weapon  as  clearly  to 
indicate  violent  Intentions ; such  Persons  being  convicted  thereof,  shall 
for  the  first  Offence  suffer  Imprisonment  in  said  Goal  and  Workhouse 
and  there  be  kept  to  hard  Labour,  during  his  natural  Life. 

Be  it  further  Enacted,  That  any  Person  who  shall  be  Guilty  and  Con- 
victed of  any  of  the  aforesaid  Crimes  before  said  Newgate  Prison  shall 
be  rebuilt  may  be  confined  in  any  of  the  Goals  in  this  State  untill  said 
Prison  shall  be  in  a Condition  to  receive  him.  Provided  that  nothing 
in  this  Act  shall  exempt  or  be  construed  to  exempt  or  discharge  any 
Person  Sentenced  by  this  Act  from  any  pecuniary  Penalty  forfeiture  or 
Disability,  to  which  such  Offender  is  now  Liable  to  by  any  of  the  Laws 
of  this  State. 

Be  it  further  Enacted,  that  in  all  the  Cases  aforesaid  of  which  the 
Courts  of  Common  Pleas  have  Cognizance  the  Superior  Court  shall 
have  concurrent  Jurisdiction.  And  that  in  Case  of  a Prosecution  before 
any  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  any  of  the  Offences  aforesaid  on  the 
Information  of  any  Public  Officer,  the  expence  thereof  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  Treasury  of  this  State, 

Be  it  further  Enacted  that  whoever  shall  effect  the  Escape  of  any 
prisoner  confined  in  said  prison,  or  attempt  the  same  or  shall  give  any 
help  or  Assistance  therein  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Supe- 
rior or  County  Court  be  Sentenced  to  Imprisonment  in  said  New  Gate 
Prison  for  a Term  not  exceeding  six  Years  and  Pay  the  Cost  of  Prosecu- 
tion, 
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Be  it  further  Enacted  that  the  fees  to  the  Sheriffs  for  committing  one 
Person  to  Prison  shall  be  two  shillings  pr  Mile  for  their  Travel  out; 
and  for  each  additional  Person  committed  at  the  same  Time  One  shilling 
pr.  Mile,  in  Lieu  of  all  other  fees  and  Expences, 

A7id  be  it  further  Enacted  that  no  person  Liable  to  the  Punishment 
by  this  Act  provided,  that  shall  hereafter  be  Guilty  and  convicted  of  any 
Crime  specified  in  this  Act,  shall  be  Liable  to  suffer  any  other  Punish- 
ment than  is  by  the  Provisions  of  this  Act  to  be  inflicted. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  and  alteration  of  a Law  Entitled  an  Act  for  constituting 
and  regulating  Courts  and  appointing  the  Times  and  Places  for  holding  the 
same. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Council  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  Assembled,  That  the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas 
or  County  Courts  shall  not  have  Jurisdiction  in  any  Criminal  Matter, 
where  the  punishment  shall  extend  to  confinement  in  New  Gate,  except- 
ing only  in  the  Crime  of  Horse  stealing.

Court  Assembled  and  hy  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  the  Senators 
of  this  State  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
Authorized  and  Impowered,  to  make  and  execute  a Deed  in  behalf  of 
this  State  conveying  to  the  United  States  of  America  the  Right  Title 
Estate  & Jurisdiction  of  this  State  to  the  Light  House  at  the  Port  of 
New  London,  with  the  Land  and  Tenements  thereunto  belonging,  agree- 
able to  the  Act  of  Congress  in  such  Case  made  & provided,*  which  Land 
is  bounded  as  followeth,  beginning  at  Daniel  Harriss’  North  East  Corner, 
and  from  thence  running  East  thirty  eight  Degrees  South  four  Rods  to 
a mark  in  a Rock,  and  so  on  to  the  Low  Water  Mark,  and  thence  by  the 
Shore  six  Rods,  thence  running  North  twenty  Degrees  East  four  Rods 
and  six  feet  by  Daniel  Harriss’  Land  to  the  first  mentioned  Bounds,  con- 
taining by  estimation  thirty  six  Rods, 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  that  the  Senators  aforesaid  do  Cede  and 
convey  to  the  United  States  in  like  manner  certain  Rocks  and  Ledges  off 
against  the  Harbour  of  New  London  known  and  called  by  the  Names 
of  Race  Rock,  Black  Ledge  and  Goshen  Reefs,  together  with  the  Buoys 
which  may  be  placed  thereon  agreeablv  to  an  Act  of  this  Assembly  in

John  William  Holly’s  father  went  over  to  the  British  during  the  Revolution  and  the 
son  lived  in  New  York  until  1782,  when  he  and  his  now  widowed  mother  returned  to 
Stamford.  Conn.  State  Rees.,  IV,  310-11.  The  son  moved  to  the  Cove  (Noroton

“the  proprietor  of  the  Cove  Mills,  and  a prominent  and  honored  citizen.”  John 
William’s  son,  William  W.  Holly,  carried  on  the  business  after  his  father’s  death  but 
later  sold  the  mills  to  John  and  Henry  Sanford,  who,  in  1844.  organized  the  Stamford 
Manufacturing  Company.

upon  said  Lands  shall  be  and  belong  to  said  first  Society  in  Hartland  and 
there  enjoy  all  Society  privileges  equal  with  the  rest  of  the  Inhabitants 
of  said  Society,  and  that  he  the  said  Booge  with  all  other  persons  who 
shall  hereafter  live  upon  said  Farm  be  exempt  from  any  further  Taxation 
by  said  first  Society  in  Granby, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  aforesaid  Jonathan  Booge  with 
his  Farm  of  Land  adjoining  his  Dwelling  House  in  said  Granby  contain- 
ing about  140  Acres  be  annexed  to  and  become  part  of  the  first  Society 
in  the  Town  of  Hartland,  and  that  said  Booge  and  all  persons  who  shall 
be  living  upon  said  Farm  hereafter  shall  for  the  Time  they  so  live  upon 
said  Farm  be  and  belong  to  said  first  Society  in  said  Town  of  Hartland, 
and  there  be  entitled  to  all  Society  privileges  equal  with  the  rest  of  the 
Inhabitants  of  said  Society,  And  that  said  Booge  & all  persons  at  any 
Time  living  upon  said  Farm  be  exempt  from  any  further  Taxation  by  said 
first  Society  in  said  Granby. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Capt  Isaac  Tomlinson  of  Woodbury,  Shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  he  is  largely  indebted  to  divers  persons,  and  has 
now  Executions  against  him,  that  his  personal  Estate  is  under  Attach- 
ment that  he  is  in  danger  of  being  Committed  to  Goal  in  his  advanced 
Age,  that  he  has  considerable  real  Estate  that  he  is  unable  to  dispose  of, 
and  that  he  has  considerable  Demands  &c  as  per  Memorial  on  file  &c. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  person  of  the  Memorialist  be  and 
he  is  hereby  protected  from  all  Arrests  and  Imprisonment  for  any  Debt 
due  from  him  untill  the  rising  of  the  General  Assembly  in  May  next  and 
that  the  further  consideration  of  said  Petition  be  referred  to  said  Assembly. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Mark  Leavenworth  of  New  Haven  Shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  he  has  at  great  expence  erected  Buildings  and  fur- 
naces for  the  purpose  of  making  Glass  * that  the  expence  of  the  Works 

* That  the  Assembly  should  give  encouragement  to  this  projected  glass  factory 
seem  extraordinary  in  view  of  the  twenty-five  year  monopoly  of  glass  manufacture 
granted  to  the  Pitkin  group  of  East  Hartford  in  1783.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  Liberty  be  granted  and  Liberty  is 
hereby  Granted  said  Leavenworth  to  raise  the  Sum  of  four  hundred 
pounds  lawfull  Money  by  Lottery  of  One  or  more  Classes,  provided  he 
do  within  One  Month  after  the  rising  of  this  Assembly  lodge  with  the 
Treasurer  of  the  State  a Bond  with  one  or  more  Sureties  to  be  approved 
by  the  Treasurer  in  the  penal  Sum  of  three  Thousand  pounds  Conditioned 
for  the  faithfull  Management  of  said  Lottery  by  himself  or  such  per- 
sons as  he  may  appoint,  and  the  Faithful  Payment  of  the  Prizes  and  that 
the  Money  so  raised  be  applied  to  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  carrying 
on  the  Manufactory  of  Glass  in  this  State,  and  that  said  Lottery  shall  be 
drawn  within  One  Year  from  the  first  of  June  1790,  & that  none  of  the 
Tickets  be  sold  before  the  first  Day  of  November  next.

tliat  the  Assembly  ordered  an  inquiry  in  1792  as  to  whether  it  had  actually  been 
completed  (below,  p.  498),  makes  it  seem  probable  that  Leavenworth  never  car- 
ried out  his  project. 

Mark  Leavenworth  (1752-1812),  B.A.  Yale,  1771,  was  a lawyer  in  New  Haven. 
With  his  half-brother  he  engaged  in  the  West  India  trade  and  other  enterprises. 
He  served  in  the  Revolutionary  Army  and  in  1784-85  and  again  in  1791  was  in 
England  on  business.  He  became  associated  with  Noel  Barlow  in  various  projects, 
notably  in  a scheme  for  the  seizure  of  Louisiana  in  the  interest  of  the  French 
Republic  during  the  winter  of  1793-94.  In  1799,  involved  in  debt,  he  settled  in 
Paris  where  his  various  enterprises  continued  generally  unsuccessful.  He  was 
ruined  financially  in  1805  by  the  refusal  of  the  Napoleonic  government  to  carry 
OUL  a large  contract  for  iron,  made  during  the  Consulate.  F.  B.  Dexter,  Biographical

Always  Provided  such  Inlistment  shall  not  in  future  be  permitted  to 
extend  to  reduce  any  of  the  Foot  Companies  in  said  Regiment  below  the 
number  established  by  Law,  And  Latham  Hull  Esqr  Major  of  the  second 
Regiment  of  Light  Dragoons  in  said  State  is  hereby  directed  to  cause  due 
and  Legal  Notice  & warning  to  be  Given  to  the  Individuals  composing 
said  Company  of  Light  Dragoons  to  meet  at  such  Time  & Place  as  he 
shall  appoint  within  the  Limits  of  said  third  Regiment  & lead  them  to 
the  Choice  a Captain,  Lieutenant,  Cornet  & QuarterMaster  and  make 
return  thereof  to  the  General  Assembly  in  this  State,  at  their  Session 
in  October  next,  and  that  the  said  Company  of  Light  Dragoons  shall 
be  called  distinguished  & known  by  the  Name  of  the  fifth  Company  of 
Light  Dragoons  in  the  second  Regiment  in  this  State.

Jonas  Cowles  Reuben  Smith  Norton  & Manta  Norton,  praying  to  be 
constituted  a separate  Company  of  Light  Dragoons  as  per  Memorial 
on  file 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorialists  be  and  they  are

due  if  any,  said  Bond  to  be  by  said  John  Lawrence  Esqr  executed  before 
any  further  Proceedings  are  had  in  the  Matter  herein  contained. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Eliphalet  Bulkley,  Elijah  Worthington  and 
Joseph  Isham  Junr  Select  Men  for  the  Town  of  Colchester,  Shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Town  of  Colchester  has  suffered  great 
Losses  by  Elias  Worthington  Junr  late  of  said  Colchester  Deceasd  being 
a Collector  of  State  Taxes  for  a number  of  Years,  and  neglecting  to 
Account  with  the  Treasurers  of  the  State  for  the  same.  And  that  a Bal- 
lance  is  now  due  from  the  Town  to  the  State  of  i300  or  thereabouts 
which  is  now  in  Execution  in  the  Hands  of  Ezekial  Williams  Esqr  of 
Weather sfield,  and  Praying  that  the  Collection  of  the  said  Sum  of  three 
hundred  Pounds  due  on  said  Execution  may  be  suspended  for  the  Term 
of  One  Year  from  this  Time  as  per  Memorial  on  file

pend Collecting  and  Execution  for  the  Term  of  one  Year  from  this 
Time  on  the  said  Town  of  Colchester  giving  good  security  for  the  Pay- 
ment of  the  Interest  of  the  Sum  due  thereon  within  said  one  Year. 

Whereas  Joseph  Woodbridge  of  Hartford  in  Hartford  County  has  a 
Petition  depending  before  this  Assembly  Praying  to  be  exempted  from 
Arrest  and  Imprisonment  for  Debt  for  a certain  Time  as  per  Petition 
on  file, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  said  Petition  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  Continued  to  the  Sessions  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State 
to  be  holden  at  New  Haven  on  the  second  Thursday  of  October  next, 
and  that  in  the  mean  Time  and  untill  the  rising  of  said  Assembly  the 
person  of  the  said  Joseph  be  exempted  from  Arrests  and  Imprisonment 
for  Debt  he  the  Petitioner  giving  seasonable  Notice  or  Citation  to  his 
Creditors  to  appear  if  they  see  Cause  to  oppose  said  Petition  by  Adver- 
tising the  same  three  Weeks  successively  in  the  Hartford  & New  London 
News  Papers  at  least  twelve  Days  before  the  setting  of  said  Assembly 
in  October  next. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Jerijah  Barber  and  Peter  Brown  both  of  Wind- 
sor in  the  County  of  Hartford,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  Joab 
Griswold  and  others  preferred  their  Petition  to  the  Honble.  County 
Court  for  the  County  of  Hartford  at  their  Sessions  in  April  A Dom 
1787.  Praying  for  a new  Highway  to  be  laid  out  from  said  Windsor 
first  Society  Meeting  House  to  Suffield  and  Turkey  Hills  through  the 
Parish  of  Poquonock,  and  a Committee  was  appointed  thereon  who  laid 
out  said  HigWay  and  made  Report  of  their  Doings  to  said  Court  at 
their  Sessions  in  November  A Dom  1787.  which  said  Report  was  ac- 
cepted and  approved  by  said  Court  and  duely  recorded  and  thereby  said 
Highway  became  fully  established  for  a public  Highway,  that  said  High- 
way passes  through  the  valuable  Homelots  of  the  Petitioners  to  their 
great  Damage  and  also  through  the  Lotts  of  a number  of  respectable 
Farmers  without  any  Public  necessity  therefor,  there  being  already  an 
ancient  Highway  at  a small  distance  therefrom  repaired  at  very  great 
expence,  and  that  said  new  Highway  is  laid  out  on  a wet  & Loamy  soil 
unfeasible  for  a Highway.  That  the  said  Highway  in  that  part  of  it 
laid  out  from  the  said  old  Road  to  the  Gate  of  the  Mill  Dam  is  entirely 
unnecessary  and  very  expensive  to  the  sd  Town  of  Windsor  And  further 
Shewing  that  some  alterations  may  be  made  in  said  Old  Highway  for  the 
better  accomodation  of  public  Travel  viz.  at  the  Corner  of  Peter  Browns 
Land  between  his  House  and  Barn,  and  the  Road  to  run  across  said. 
Browns  Corner,  beginning  at  a Stake  standing  by  said  old  Highway 
seven  Rods  and  seven  Links  Westward  from  said  Corner,  and  running 
from  the  Westerly  side  of  said  Highway  South  36  Degrees  East  15 
Rods  to  a Stake  standing  by  said  Old  Highway,  and  laying  three  Rods 
Eastward  of  said  Line,  Also  that  a further  alteration  be  made  in  said  Old 
Road  viz  beginning  at  a large  Walnut  Tree  standing  in  or  near  the  West 
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Line  of  the  Old  Highway  opposite  the  dwelling  House  of  Daniel  Phelps, 
thence  running  South  31  Rods  to  a Stake  and  heap  of  Stones,  thence 
South  11  degrees  West  4 Rods  and  15  Links  untill  it  intersects  with  a 
Road  running  East  and  West,  the  aforesaid  Highway  to  be  three  Rods 
wide  lying  Westward  of  said  Line,  and  parallel  thereto,  and  from  thence 
running  across  said  Road  the  same  point  to  Land  of  John  Filley  thence 
the  same  point  on  said  Filleys  Land  15  Rods  and  14  Links  to  a Stake,

County  Court  for  the  County  of  Hartford  Praying  for  the  aforesaid 
alterations  to  be  made  in  said  Highway,  and  a Committee  being  appointed 
thereon  reported,  in  favour  of  said  Alterations  being  made  as  aforesaid 
but  said  Report  was  rejected  by  said  Court  on  the  Ground  that  they 
were  not  Impowered  by  Law  to  shut  up  said  new  Highway  or  any  part 
thereof  Praying  for  releif  in  the  Premisses  as  per  Petition  &c 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  Capt  Joseph  Mosely  Colo  Howell 
Woodbridge  and  Ebenezer  Plummer  Esqrs.  be  and  hereby  are  appointed 
a Committee  to  examine  into  the  Truth  of  the  Facts  Stated  in  said  Peti- 
tion and  the  necessity  and  conveniency  of  making  said  Alterations  or  any 
other  in  said  old  Highway  and  if  found  necessary  and  best  that  said 
Alterations  or  any  others  be  made  the  same  lay  out,  and  also  the  neces- 
sity of  that  part  of  said  new  Highway  from  said  Peter  Browns  Shop  to 
the  Old  Mill  Dam  or  Bridge  so  called  and  the  expediency  of  shutting  up 
the  same.  And  the  said  Committee  to  Report  to  this  Assembly  their 
Proceedings  and  Doings  in  the  Premisses  at  this  or  their  next  Sessions,* 
they  before  entering  on  the  said  Business  of  their  said  appointment 
giving  Notice  unto  all  parties  and  persons  concerned  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  by  Law  directed  in  the  Case  of  Committees  apointed  by  the  County 
Courts  for  laying  out  Highways  and  in  the  mean  Time  all  further  pro- 
ceedings in  opening  or  repairing  that  part  of  said  Highway  from  the 
said  Peter  Browns  Shop  to  the  Old  Mill  Dam  or  Bridge  be  stayed,  and 
the  proprietors  of  Lands  through  which  said  part  of  said  Highway 
passes  be  released  from  any  obligation  or  Duty  to  erect,  their  respective 
Fences  on  said  new  Highway  untill  the  rising  of  the  Assembly  in  October 
next  said  Committee  to  be  at  the  expence  of  the  petitioners,  and  that 
said  Committee  Assess  the  Damages  which  any  person  or  persons  may 
sustain  or  may  be  entitled  to  by  means  of  any  Highway  which  they  may 
lay  out  by  Virtue  of  this  Commission.

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On  the  Petition  of  Jonathan  Boardman  of  Preston  in  New  London 
County  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  by  means  of  Losses  at  Sea  and 
the  Bankrupte  of  Debtors  his  Affairs  are  so  deranged,  that  for  Fear  of 
some  merciless  Creditor  should  confine  him  in  person  has  induced  him 
to  abscond  himself  till  his  Friends  could  make  some  compromise  of  his 
Affairs  with  his  Creditors,  and  likewise  Shewing  that  since  his  absence 
his  property  has  sustained  much  Injury  by  some  of  his  Creditors  recover- 
ing in  Judgment  larger  Sums  than  were  Justly  due  them,  and  many 
Claims  wholly  unjust  and  groundless  arising  against  him  by  means  of 
his  absence,  and  since  his  absenting  himself  he  has  acquired  by  his  In- 
dustry considerable  property  whereby  if  he  could  be  indulged  with  an 
Opportunity  to  come  into  this  State  and  not  be  liable  to  be  arrested  he 
could  make  an  equitable  settlement  with  all  his  Creditors  and  recover 
his  Debts  which  be  uncollected.  Praying  for  Liberty  to  return  into  this 
State  and  be  protected  in  his  person  and  property  for  a Limited  Time 
which  is  the  Wish  of  most  of  his  Creditors,  and  a number  of  his  said 
Creditors  have  signifyed  their  Wish  that  the  Prayer  of  his  Petition 
may  be  granted  as  by  said  Petition  on  file. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Jonathan  Boardman  have 
Liberty  to  return  into  this  State  and  be  protected  in  his  person  and 
property  from  Arrests  in  Civil  Causes  for  the  space  of  One  Year  from 
the  rising  of  this  Assembly  on  his  said  Boardmans  giving  good  and 
sufficient  Bond  with  surety  unto  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  for  the  bene- 
fit of  his  Creditors  in  the  Sum  of  five  hundred  pounds  L Money  to  be 
paid  and  forfeited  unto  said  Treasurer  if  the  said  Boardman  shall  put 
any  of  his  Estate  out  of  his  Hands  for  the  space  of  one  Year  from  the 
rising  of  this  Assembly  to  the  prejudice  of  his  Creditors. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Daniel  Elsworth  and  the  Select  Men  of  East 
Windsor  praying  for  a suspension  of  certain  taxes  due  from  said  East 
Windsor  & Ellington  as  per  Memorial  on  file. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  all  Proceedings  against  the  Town  of 
East  Windsor  and  Ellington  for  the  Collection  of  the  July  12d,  Tax  1782 
be  suspended  till  the  rising  of  the  General  Assembly  in  October  next. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  William  Graham  of  Symsbury  in  Hartford 
County  against  his  Creditors  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  by  means  of 
great  Losses  and  Misfortunes  he  is  greatly  reduced  and  embarrissed  in 
his  Circumstances  and  hath  become  wholly  unable  to  pay  his  just  Debts 
yet  is  desirous  that  equal  Justice  might  take  place  among  his  Creditors 
as  far  as  is  in  his  Power,  and  is  willing  to  resign  up  into  the  Hands  of 
Trustees  upon  Oath  all  his  Estate  to  be  disposed  of  for  the  Benefit  of 
his  Creditors,  except  his  Household  Furniture  and  the  necessary  wear- 
ing Apparel  of  himself  and  Family  Praying  that  thereupon  he  may  be 
exempted  in  his  person  and  property  from  Arrests  and  Imprisonment 
on  Account  of  any  Debt  by  him  contracted  before  the  Dates  of  said  Peti- 
tion, and  it  appearing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  Facts  stated  in  said 
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Petition  are  Just  and  true,  and  no  objection  being  made  by  any  of  his 
Creditors  &c. 

Whereupon  it  is  Resolved  and  Enacted  by  this  Assembly,  that  upon 
the  said  William  Grahams  delivering  upon  Oath  and  assigning  over  into 
the  Hands  of  Dudley  Pettibone  Esqr.  & Noah  Amherst  Phelps  both  of 
said  Symsbury  who  are  hereby  appointed  Trustees  to  receive  the  same 
all  his  Estate  real  and  personal  except  his  Household  Furniture  and 
necessary  wearing  Apparel  of  himself  and  his  Family  for  the  benefit  of 
his  Creditors,  and  obtaining  from  said  Trustees  a Certificate  of  his  hav- 
ing so  done  he  the  said  William  Graham  his  person  and  property  shall 
be  ever  after  exempted  from  Arrests  Executions  and  Imprisonment  on 
Account  of  any  Debt  or  Debts  by  him  contracted  antecedent  to  the  Date 
of  said  Petition,  and  said  Trustees  are  hereby  impowered  and  directed 
to  warn  a Meeting  of  said  Creditors  to  be  held  at  the  House  of  Jonathan 
Humphry  Junr  in  said  Symsbury  on  the  20th  Day  of  August  next  by 
advertising  the  same  in  the  News  Papers  in  this  State  three  Weeks 
successively  before  the  said  20th  Day  of  August  and  said  Creditors  or  a 
Major  part  of  them  present  at  such  Meeting  may  displace  any  or  both 
said  Trustees,  and  appoint  others  in  their  stead  and  also  agree  upon 
and  prescribe  Regulations  for  said  Trustees  in  the  management  and 
disposal  of  said  Property  and  also  with  respect  to  the  payment  of  the 
several  Divedends  to  the  Creditors,  and  also  give  Orders  and  directions 
how  any  future  Meeting  should  be  warned  and  on  what  Occasions  and 
to  do  conclude  upon  any  other  Matters  relating  to  said  Estate  that  may 
be  necessary  for  the  Benefit  of  said  Creditors. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  the  Town  of  New  Hartford  by  their  Select 
Men  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  Lynde  Lord  Esqr  Sheriff  of  Litch- 
field County  has  an  Execution  in  his  favour,  against  a number  of  the 
principal  Inhabitants  of  said  Town  for  the  Sum  of  fourteen  hundred 
pounds  being  for  Taxes  due  to  this  State  and  that  by  means  of  various 
misfortunes  they  have  met  with  are  unable  to  discharge  the  whole  of  said 
Execution,  Praying  to  this  Assembly  for  a suspension  of  six  hundred 
pounds  of  the  same  One  Year  and  likewise  to  direct  the  Treasurer  of 
this  State  to  receive  of  said  Town  in  part  payment  of  the  aforesaid  Ex- 
ecution in  Imlays  Certificates  the  one  fourth  part  of  Morriss  Taxes  so 
called  as  per  Memorial  on  file. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  Lynde  Lord  Esqr  be  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  on  the  Memorialists  Paying  and  discharging  the  aforesaid 
Execution  over  and  above  the  Sum  of  six  hundred  pounds  to  suspend 
the  Levy  of  the  same  on  the  remaining  Sum  for  One  Year  from  and 
after  the  rising  of  this  Assembly,  and  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  is 
hereby  directed  to  conform  himself  to  this  Resolve  accordingly,  and 
said  Treasurer  is  hereby  further  Authorized  and  directed  to  receive 
in  part  payment  of  the  aforesaid  Execution  whatever  Sum  may  be 
found  due  from  said  Town  in  Imlays  Certificates  toward  the  one  fourth 
part  of  Morrisses  Taxes  so  called,  notwithstanding  the  appropriation 
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of  the  Arrearages  due  on  the  aforesaid  Taxes  to  the  payment  of  the 
Civil  List. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  David  Brainerd  Spencer  of  of  [sic]  East  Had- 
dam  in  the  County  of  Middlesex  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  on  the 
24th  Day  of  June  1783,  he  intermarried  with  one  Mary  Fuller  of  said 
East  Haddam,  that  it  soon  after  appeared  that  she  was  preengaged  in  a 
Contract  of  Marriage  to  another  Man  which  she  artfully  concealed  from 
the  Petitioner  whereby  he  was  greatly  deceived  and  defrauded,  that  in 
consequence  thereof  she  declares  the  utmost  hatred  and  fixed  Aversion 
to  the  Petitioner  and  conducts  accordingly  notwithstanding  every  At- 
tempt on  his  Part  to  reconcile  her,  that  the  Petitioner  his  Children  and 
Family  are  thereby  involved  in  disgrace  Infamy  and  wretchedness 
Praying  for  a Bill  of  Divorce  &c  as  per  Petition  &c 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Petitioner  be  and  he  is  hereby 
Divorced  from  the  said  Mary,  and  the  said  Marriage  Contract  is  also 
declared  to  be  null  and  void.* 


Upon  the  Memorial  of  Elisha  Sheldon,  and  Joseph  Whiting  of  Salis- 
bury in  Litchfield  County  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  by  Reason 
of  Misfortunes  and  a variety  of  Losses  they  were  reduced  to  a State 
of  Bankruptcy  and  were  forced  to  shut  themselves  up  within  their  own 
House,  and  that  from  the  extensive  Credits  they  had  given  their  prop- 
erty was  constantly  decreasing  & Praying  for  an  Act  of  Insolvency  as 
per  Petition  on  file,t  and  it  appearing  to  this  Assembly  that  but  one  of 
their  Creditors  opposed  the  said  Petition,  and  that  all  have  been  Noti- 
fied, 

Therefore  Resolved  that  the  persons  of  the  petitioners  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  protected  and  exempted  from  Arrest  and  Imprison- 
ment for  any  Debt  due  from  them  or  either  of  them  in  any  capacity  at 
or  before  the  Date  of  their  said  Petition  on  Condition  that  they  deliver 
on  or  before  the  first  Day  of  July  next  all  their  Estate  real  and  personal. 
Bonds  Books  Notes  and  all  Kinds  of  Property  or  Credits  that  they  or 
either  of  them  own  or  possess  excepting  wearing  Apparel  and  neces- 
sary Household  Furniture  on  Oath  into  the  Hands  of  Hezekiah  Fitch 
& John  Bord  Esqrs.  of  Salisbury  aforesaid  who  are  hereby  appointed 
Trustees  to  receive  said  Estate  and  Credits  and  Average  the  same 
among  the  Creditors  of  said  Sheldon  and  Whiting  in  proportion  to  the 
Debts  due  to  each;  & the  said  Trustees  are  hereby  Authorized  to  re- 
ceive said  Estate  and  to  convey  as  Trustees  aforesaid  as  Occasion  may 
require,  and  in  their  own  names  to  sue  for  pursue  to  final  Judgment 
and  Execution  all  the  Credits  of  said  Sheldon  and  Whiting,  and  said 
Trustee  shall  be  under  Oath  to  make  a faithfull  and  Just  distribution 
of  said  Property  and  to  render  to  the  Creditors  a full  and  Just  State-

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ment  of  the  whole  of  said  Estate  Credits  &c,  and  they  shall  advertise 
at  least  three  Weeks  successively  in  the  Litchfield  one  of  the  Hartford 
and  Fennos  News  Papers  in  New  York  the  Time  of  their  first  Meet- 
ing, which  shall  be  at  the  dwelling  House  of  Jacobus  Daviss  Innholder 
in  said  Salisbury  on  the  first  Day  of  August  next,  at  which  Time  the 
Majority  of  the  Creditors  in  point  of  Sum  may  on  failure  of  One  or 
both  of  the  aforesaid  Trustees  to  attend  to  said  Business  appoint  One 
or  more  Trustees  to  compleat  said  Business  who  shall  be  considered  as 
vested  with  the  same  Power  which  is  hereby  vested  in  the  abovenamed 
Trustees,  for  the  purpose  of  Selling  and  averaging  the  Estate  &c  of 
the  said  Sheldon  and  Whiting,  and  said  Trustees  shall  have  power  to 
reserve  a reasonable  Sum  out  of  said  Estate  for  their  Services  Expences

from  Arrest  or  Imprisonment  in  Civil  Cases  untill  said  Business  is 
compleated. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Salerina  Hills  of  Berlin  in  Hartford  County 
Shewing  to  this  Assembly  That  Samuel  King  Corey  of  Wallingford  in 
New  Haven  County  paid  his  Addresses  to  her  on  pretense  of  Marriage 
and  in  the  Month  of  August  A D 1788,  seduced  her  and  left  her  Preg- 
nant with  a Child  begotten  by  him  in  fornication,  that  she  being  about 
to  Commence  a Prosecution  against  him  for  the  maintenance  of  said 
Child  who  is  since  born  and  Still  Living,  Watts  Hubbard  of  said 
Wallingford  in  Order  to  skreen  said  Corey  from  said  Prosecution 
hired  a transient  Person  and  Imposter  who  falsely  assumed  the  name 
of  Moses  Buckman  to  Court  and  Marry  the  Petitioner,  and  promised 
said  [pretended?]  Buckman  to  pay  him  the  Sum  of  Twenty  Pounds 
lawful  money  if  he  would  Marry  the  Petitioner  and  procure  a 
discharge  to  said  Corey,  that  by  the  false  and  fraudulent  Arts  and 
Assertions  of  said  Hubbard  and  said  pretended  Buckman  she  was  in- 
duced to  consent  to  said  proposal  of  Marriage,  and  on  the  27th  Day 
of  January  A Dom  1789  was  married  to  said  pretended  Buckman,  who 
having  induced  her  to  Join  with  him  in  signing  a Discharge  to  said 
Corey  from  any  Prosecution  on  account  of  the  maintenance  of  said 
Child,  immediately  forsook  the  Petitioner  went  off  and  has  never  been 
heard  of  since,  that  the  Petitioner  finding  herself  deluded  entered  her 
complaint  against  said  Corey  before  Selah  Hart  Esqr  Justice  of  Peace 
for  Hartford  County,  Charging  said  Corey  with  being  the  Father  of 
said  Bastard  Child,  and  procured  said  Corey  to  be  Arrested  and  brought 
before  said  Justice  Hart,  who  on  full  inquiry  in  due  form  of  Law 
ordered  said  Corey  to  find  sufficient  Bonds  for  his  appearance  before 
the  County  Court  holden  at  Hartford  in  and  for  Hartford  County  the 
first  Tuesday  of  April  1789  to  answer  to  said  Complaint,  and  for  want 
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of  such  Bonds  committed  said  Corey  to  Goal  in  said  County  of  Hart- 
ford, whereupon  said  Hubbard  gave  Security  to  the  Sheriff  of  said 
County  took  said  Corey  out  of  Goal  and  conveyed  him  out  of  the  reach 
of  the  Petitioner  and  said  Complaint  and  Process  is  still  pending  and 
undetermined  before  said  County  Court  as  by  the  files  & Records

The  Governor’s  farewell  speech  at  the  end  of  the  session  on  June  5 was  sum- 
marized in  the  journal  of  the  lower  house.  After  thanking  the  members  “for  their 
attention  and  dispatch  in  the  public  business,  & particularly  for  their  Candor  and 
respectful  Attention  to  him,”  he  “reminded  them  of  the  changes  in  civil  appoint- 
ments; mentioned  the  importance  of  stability  in  the  government,  and  expressed  his 
happiness  that  the  changes  arose  not  from  the  spirit  of  party,  but  from  the 
situation  of  affairs.”  The  Governor  then  offered  his  observations  “upon  the  im- 
portance of  Education  & morals  in  a Republican  Government — suggested  that 
much  depended,  in  such  Government,  on  personal  influence,  especially  the  influence 
of  the  Legislators  when  separated  and  dispersed  throughout  the  State.”

the  Prison  Yard,  and  secluded  from  the  Environs  of  the  Prison,  or  in 
Case  of  Obstinacy  or  an  apparent  Design  of  Assisting  the  Prisoners  to 
escape  either  by  force  or  fraud,  to  be  confined  in  the  Caverns  untill  they 
can  be  otherwise  disposed  of  according  to  Law. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  That  the  Keeper  of  New  Gate  Prison, 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  this  State  as  a Compensation  for  his 
Services,  the  Sum  of  eight  pounds  per  Calendar  Month,  and  also  six 
shillings  per  Week  for  his  subsistence  in  lieu  of  Rations ; 

And  it  is  further  Resolved,  that  Major  Peter  Curtiss  appointed  to  be 
Keeper  of  the  said  Prison  or  such  other  Person  as  may  be  appointed, 
and  shall  accept  of  said  Office,  shall  as  soon  as  may  be  proceed  to  raise 
ten  able  Bodied  and  effective  Men,  including  One  Serjeant  and  One

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Corporal,  by  Warrant  from  the  said  Prison  Keeper,  to  be  appointed  to 
those  Offices,  and  also  from  Time  to  Time  during  his  continuance  in 
Office  to  fill  up  in  like  manner  any  Vacancies  that  may  happen  to  the 
complement  that  may  be  Limited  by  the  Overseers,  and  the  Men  so 
Inlisted,  shall  be  subject  to  the  command  of  the  Prison  Keeper  in  all 
Things  appertaining  to  their  Duty  as  Guard  of  the  Prison,  and  the  said 
Men  shall  be  raised  for  a Term  not  less  than  One  Year,  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  for  their  Services  as  follows,  the  Serjeant  forty  eight

Order  out  of  the  Public  Stores,  or  otherwise  Provide,  Arms  and  equip- 
ments sufficient  for  the  said  Guard,  and  also  shall  Provide  sufficient 
Stores  of  Ammunition  for  the  Use  of  said  Guard 
And  it  is  further  Resolved  that  the  Ration  of  Provisions  for  the  Prisoners 
shall  consist  of  One  Pound  of  Bread  and  One  Pound  of  Beef,  or  three 
Quarters  of  a Pound  of  Pork  and  such  vegetables  as  the  Prison  Keeper 
shall  think  proper  from  Time  to  Time  to  supply  them  with,  and  it  shall 
be  the  Duty  of  the  Overseers  from  Time  to  Time  to  supply  all  the  Pro- 
^•isions  Cloathing  Refreshments  or  other  Articles  which  by  virtue  of  this

Whereas  George  W’ells  of  Glastonbury  in  the  County  of  Hartford  has 
preferred  his  Petition  to  this  Assembly  Praying  to  be  freed  from  Arrest 
duing  the  Session  of  this  Assembly  he  being  a Suitor  to  this  Assembly, 

Therefore  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Person  of  the  said 
George  W ells  is  and  he  is  hereby  protected  from  all  Suits  at  Law  or  Im- 
prisonment for  and  upon  any  Civil  Process  during  the  Session  of  this 
Assembly  and  while  comeing  to  and  returning  therefrom,  And  all  Officers 
in  this  State  are  to  take  Notice  thereof  and  Govern  themselves  ac- 
cordingly. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Mary  Loomiss  of  Hebron  in  the  County  of  Tol- 
land representing  that  on  the  12th  of  March  1767,  she  was  lawfull  Married 
to  One  Abel  Loomiss  then  of  Bolton  that  she  lived  with  him  in  a faithful 
discharge  of  all  the  Dutys  enjoined  by  the  Marriage  Covenant,  and  untill 
December  last,  by  reason  of  the  inhumane  and  brutal  Conduct  of  said 
Abel  she  was  compelled  to  leave  him  and  to  seek  her  protection  else- 
where, That  at  the  Time  of  her  said  Marriage,  and  for  a short  space 
after  there  appeared  a Pleasing  Prospect  before  her,  but  that  soon  she 
received  Frowns  Insults  and  Abuses,  That  notwithstanding  her  Duty 
and  Kindness  towards  him,  he  hath  at  divers  Times  without  the  least 
Provocation  violently  and  barbarously  Smote  her  and  grievously  wounded 
her,  and  to  add  Insult  to  abuse,  that  in  November  last  he  did  detain  in 
his  House  an  Indian  Woman,  and  in  the  Night  Season  he  did  secretly 
attempt,  and  earnestly  Solicit  the  said  Indian  Woman  or  Squaw  crim- 
inally to  convene  with  him,  and  that  she  has  good  reason  to  conclude 
that  he  hath  succeeded  in  his  said  Endeavour  both  before  and  since  said 
Time  mentioned.  And  also  that  at  diverse  Times  within  fifteen  Years  last 
past  said  Abel  hath  attempted  to  have  Criminal  Commerce  with  a Negro 
Wench,  that  with  her  he  hath  often  sported  in  private  in  a most  indecent 
and  Sordid  manner,  and  upon  his  return  to  the  Petitioner,  he  hath 
abused  her  with  cruel  mockings  and  often  threatened  to  destroy  her  Life, 
and  hath  reduced  her  to  great  Fear  and  Distress  Praying  this  Assembly 
to  take  her  distressed  Case  into  Consideration  and  Grant  her  a Bill  of 
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Divorce  from  her  said  Husband  &c  as  per  Petition  on  file,  which  Facts 
appearing  to  be  substantially  proved, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Mary  be  and  she  hereby  is 
fully  and  compleatly  divorced  from  the  said  Abel  and  wholly  freed  from 
all  obligations  which  she  is  now  under  to  him  by  virtue  of  the  Marriage 
Covenant  aforesaid. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Abraham  Pierson  and  Job  Wright  both  of  Killing- 
worth  in  the  County  of  Middlesex  two  of  the  principal  Inhabitants  of  sd 
Killingworth  and  the  rest  of  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Killingworth,  Shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  it  would  be  very  beneficial  to  the  Public  and  ad- 
vantageous to  the  Petitioners  to  have  a small  alteration  in  the  dividing

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorialists  be  and  they  are  hereby 
Constituted  a Company  of  Light  Dragoons  by  the  name  of  the  sixth 
Company  of  Light  Dragoons  in  the  first  Regiment  of  Light  Dragoons 
in  this  State,  and  to  be  under  the  same  command,  entitled  to  the  same 
Priveleges  exemptions  and  advantages  as  other  Companies  of  Light 
Dragoons  in  this  State  are,  with  Permission  to  Inlist  from  Time  to  Time

Penalties  as  other  Companys  in  this  State  are  liable  by  Law  to  suffer 
for  neglect  or  disobedience.  And  all  Persons  Inlisted  into  said  Company 
and  do  Duty  therein  not  exceeding  the  numbers  aforesaid  shall  be  excused 
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from  doing  Duty  in  any  other  Military  Company,  and  this  Resolve  shall 
Continue  in  force  during  the  Pleasure  of  this  Assembly. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Stephen  Mix  of  North  Haven  in  the  County  of 
New  Haven,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly,  that  during  the  late  War  he 
put  himself  under  the  protection  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  that 
in  consequence  thereof  all  his  Estate  both  real  and  personal  was  confis- 
cated and  that  there  are  some  small  Debts  due  to  said  Estate  which  have 
not  been  collected  by  the  Administrators  on  said  Estate  & Praying  for 
Leave  to  Collect  them  & as  per  Memorial  on  file.

State  respecting  Excise  Praying  for  releif  &c. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  on  the  said  Amos  Palmers  paying  all 
T.egal  Costs  that  have  arisen  in  said  Suit  Commenced  against  him  he 
shall  be  and  hereby  is  discharged  and  released  from  said  Suit  and  from 
all  liability  for  or  on  Account  of  any  demand  that  may  or  can  be  made 
against  him  by  force  of  the  late  Excise  Laws  of  this  State  excepting  only 
such  Sums  as  he  may  have  secured  by  Bonds  or  written  Security. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Peter  Tyler  of  Branford  Shewing  to  this  As- 
sembly that  in  1777  Pompey  Edore  a Negroe  Man  Servant  to  the  Me- 
morialist, did  Inlist  into  the  Contiental  Army,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Memorialist  upon  an  agreement  that  the  Memorialist  should  receive  a 
part  of  his  Wages,  and  that  said  Pompey  should  be  free  that  said  Pompey 
did  faithfully  serve  during  the  Term  of  his  Inlistment,  and  on  the  22d 
Day  of  May  1784  drew  an  Order  in  favour  of  the  Memorialist  upon 
Nathan  Beers  as  Pay  Master  for  the  arrearages  due  to  him,  supposing 
that  to  be  the  mode  of  obtaining  the  same,  that  the  Memorialist  applied 
to  said  Beers  but  could  obtain  nothing  said  Beers  not  being  paymaster 
to  the  Regiment  to  which  said  .Pompey  belonged,  since  which  the  Me- 
morialist finds  there  was  a Ballance  of  £26.18.6  found  due  by  the  Com- 
mittee for  settling  the  Army  Accounts  for  Services  in  the  sixth  Con- 
necticut Regiment  in  the  Year  1780  which  Ballance  has  never  been  drawn. 
And  the  Memorialist  further  Stated  that  he  advanced  Monies  to  procure 
the  necessaries  and  Comforts  of  Life  for  said  Pompey  in  his  last  Sickness 
and  also  paid  his  funeral  Expences  all  which  amounted  to  more  than  the 
value  of  said  Ballance  Praying  that  said  Ballance  may  be  paid  to  him  as 
per  Memorial  on  file  &c,

* The  marital  affairs  of  the  Strongs  became  a matter  of  great  public  interest  in 
the  State,  partly  because  Jedidiah  Strong  was  a prominent  public  figure,  a former 
member  of  the  Continental  Congress,  clerk  of  the  Assembly,  secretary  of  the  Con- 
necticut Ratifying  Convention,  and  an  Assistant  since  May  1789.  The  newspapers 
were  full  of  the  strange  case.  In  the  summer  of  1790  Mrs.  Strong  had  her  husband 
arrested  and  brought  before  Justice  of  the  Peace  Tapping  Reeve.  She  charged 
that  he  had  used  undue  restraint  upon  her,  beaten  her,  pulled  her  hair,  kicked  her  out 
of  bed,  and  spit  upon  her  times  without  number.  Judge  Reeve,  “after  summing  up 
the  testimony  in  a very  elegant  and  masterly  manner,”  according  to  the  Litchfield 
Monitor  of  Aug.  2,  1790,  bound  Strong  over  for  his  good  behavior  in  £1000  bail  and 
directed  that  he  appear  at  the  next  county  court.  “Nothing,”  added  the  local  paper, 
“could  be  more  satisfacory  than  this  sentence,  among  his  acquaintence  in  Litchfield 
and  elsewhere,  who  have  long  known  the  infamy  of  his  sinister  character,  while  his 
hypocrisy  & intrigues  have  imposed  upon  the  good  people  of  the  State  at  large.” 
(Same  item  in  Connecticut  Courant,  July  26,  Connecticut  Journal,  July  28.)  Al- 
most immediately  the  papers  received  and  published  a defense  of  Strong  signed 
“Respondent,”  pointing  out  that  at  the  hearing  Mrs.  Strong  had  been  forced  to 
admit  that  she  did  not  fear  for  her  life,  and  intimating  that  she  was  subject  to 
hysterical  delusions.  Further  letters  from  both  sides  through  August  and  September 
continued  to  try  the  case  in  the  newspapers.  In  September  Strong’s  bond  was  re- 
newed and  the  case  before  the  county  court  put  off  to  the  following  March. 

Meanwhile  Strong  served  notice  that  he  was  bringing  suit  for  divorce  before 
the  October  session  of  the  Assembly.  His  charge  was  said  to  be  his  wife’s  “violent, 
abusive  & unbecoming  conduct.”  In  particular  “he  charges  her  with  often  inter- 
rupting and  preventing  family  prayersC  Apparently  the  wife  filed  a counter-suit 
for  the  lower  house  on  Nov.  3 “negatived  the  memorial  of  Susannah  Strong  against 
Jedidiah  Strong  her  husband  praying  for  a divorce  &c.,”  and  appointed  a confer- 
ence committee  on  the  matter.  The  renewal  of  the  wife’s  suit  and  its  partially 
successful  outcome  in  May  1791  is  indicated  below,  p.  282.  Newspaper  items  on 
the  case  are  to  be  found  in  Connecticut  Courant,  July  26,  Sept.  6,  Oct.  11,  1790; 
Connecticut  Journal,  July  28,  Sept.  8;  Litchfield  Monitor,  Aug.  2,  23,  30,  Sept.  27.

*The  newspapers  contain  no  accounts  of  debates  at  this  adjourned  session.  The 
MS.  Journal  of  the  House  of  Representatives  mentions  consideration  of  several 
matters  which  did  not  reach  final  action  at  this  time.  At  the  very  beginning  of  the 
session  the  lower  house  discussed  a communication  “to  this  Legislature  from  the 
Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  respecting  Debates  of  the  Federal 
Senate  being  open  to  the  Inhabitants  at  Large.”  The  house  resolved  nemine  con- 
tradiccnte  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  following  May  assembly  and  later  appointed  a 
conference  committee  on  the  matter  (Dec.  30,  Jan.  1,  4).  The  two  houses  had 
passed  in  October  differing  bills  on  school  districting  and  now  appointed  confer- 
ence committees  on  the  differences  but  no  act  emerged  from  their  discussions  (Dec. 
30).  The  Representatives  negatived  a bill  enabling  the  Superior  Court  to  grant 
^vorces  in  all  cases  (Jan.  5).  They  approved  proposals  for  the  incorporation  of  a 
medical  society  (Jan.  6,  11)  and  approved  the  appointment  of  a committee  to  in- 
quire into  the  affairs  of  Yale  College  (Jan.  12),  but  nothing  final  resulted  from 
these  actions  until  later  sessions.

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An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  constituting  and  regulat- 
ing Courts  and  appointing  the  Times  and  places  for  holding  the  same.* 

Whereas  it  would  be  inconvenient  for  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court 
to  transport  with  him  on  the  Circuits  all  the  Books  of  Record  of  the 
Superior  Court  and  said  Clerk  is  so  long  absent  on  said  Circuits  that  the 
obtaining  Certified  Copies  is  often  found  to  be  very  inconvenient  and 
difficult,  which  to  remedy, 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Council  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  Assembled,  That  the  Superior  Court  of  Judicature 
over  this  State  shall  have  full  Power  to  appoint  and  swear  an  Assistant 
Clerk  for  said  Court ; who  shall  be  and  is  hereby  fully  Impowered  in 
the  absence  of  the  Clerk  of  said  Court,  to  give  Certified  Copies  of  the 
Records  of  said  Court,  and  in  Case  of  the  Sickness  or  absence  of  said 
Clerk  to  do  and  perform  all  the  Duties  and  Powers  of  said  Clerk  for  said 
Superior  Court,  in  as  full  and  ample  a manner  as  the  said  Clerk  for  said 
Court  is  by  Law  Authorized  and  Impowered  to  do. 

An  Act  for  the  Inspection  of  Provisions  and  other  Articles  of  Commerce. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Court  Assembled , That  from  and  after  the  first  Day  of  August 
A D 1791,  all  Barrells  used  for  Packing  of  Beef  or  Pork  for  exportation 
shall  be  new,  and  made  of  good  White  Oak  Staves  and  Heading,  and 
shall  not  be  of  less  Gauge  than  twenty  eight  nor  more  than  thirty  Gallons 
each,  and  shall  be  twenty  eight  Inches  in  length,  with  at  least  twelve 
Hoops  on  each  Barrell,  and  there  shall  be  four  Qualities  of  Beef  Viz. 
Mess,  Prime,  Cargo  & Hock,  the  Mess  to  be  of  the  very  best  Quality  of 
Ox  or  Cow  Beef,  free  from  Hocks  or  Necks,  the  Prime  Beef  to  consist 
of  One  Round,  and  not  more  than  two  hocks  and  half  a neck.  The  Cargo 
Beef  or  third  Quality  to  Consist  of  three  Hocks  & half  a Neck;  And 
Hock  Beef  or  fourth  Quality  to  consist  of  Hocks  and  Necks,  each  Bar- 
rell of  Beef  so  Packed  shall  contain  two  Hundred  neet  Weight.  And 
there  shall  be  four  Qualities  of  Pork,  known  and  distinguished  by  the 
Names  of  Mess,  One  Hogg,  Prime,  and  Cargo  Pork,  Mess  Pork  to 
consist  of  Rib  Peices  only;  One  Hogg  Pork,  to  be  but  one  Hogg  in  a 
Barrell;  Prime  Pork  to  consist  of  three  Shoulders  and  One  Head  and 
an  half,  the  Head  shall  not  weigh  more  than  twenty  four  Pounds  to  each 
Barrell;  The  Cargo  Pork  to  consist  of  five  Shoulders,  and  not  more 
than  thirty  Pounds  of  Head  to  each  Barrell ; And  every  Barrell  of  of 
Pork  so  packed  shall  contain  two  Hundred  neet  weight,  and  all  half 
Barrells  for  packing  Beef  or  Pork,  shall  not  be  of  less  Gauge  than  four- 
teen and  a half  Gallons  nor  more  than  fifteen  Gallons ; shall  be  new,  made 
of  like  Timber,  and  trimmed  with  the  same  number  of  Hoops  as  whole 
Barrells  are  and  shall  contain  One  Hundred  Pounds  Weight  of  Beef  or 
Pork.  And  all  Barrells  & half  Barrells  of  Beef  or  Pork  Packed  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  well  Salted  and  Pickled ; and  to  every  Barrell  of  Beef  there 
shall  be  added  four  Ounces  of  Salt  Petre,  and  to  every  half  Barrell  two

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Ounces,  And  all  Barrells  or  half  Barrels  containing  Beef  or  Pork  shall 
be  Branded  on  One  of  the  Heads  with  the  Initial  Letter  of  the  Owners 
Christian  Name,  and  his  Sur  Name  at  full  length;  and  the  figures  200, 
on  all  whole  Barrells  and  100  on  half  Barrells.  That  each  Barrell  used 
for  packing  of  Fish,  shall  be  of  the  Assize  of  twenty  eight  Gallons ; and 
that  all  Barrelled  or  Salted  Fish  for  exportation,  except  such  as  are 
split  shall  be  packed  and  put  up  edgewise ; That  all  Casks  for  Pot  or 
Pearl  Ashes,  shall  be  of  the  following  Dimensions  viz  twenty  nine  Inches 
in  length,  and  nineteen  Inches  in  Diameter  at  each  Head  made  of  white 
Oak  Staves  and  Heading  sound  and  tight,  and  trimmed  with  at  least 
eighteen  Hoops;  and  the  Tare  of  each  Cask  shall  be  at  least  fourteen  per 
Cent  on  the  Weight  of  such  Cask  and  its  contents.  And  there  shall  be 
two  Qualities  of  Flour,  distinguished  by  the  names  of  Superfine  and 
Fine,  and  the  Manufacturers  of  said  Flour,  shall  on  one  of  the  Heads  of 
each  Cask  Brand  the  Initial  Letters  of  his  Christian  Name,  and  his  Sur 
Name  at  full  length ; And  he  shall  also  Brand  thereon  these  Words,  Super- 
fine, or  Fine,  according  to  the  Quality  for  which  he  shall  have  packed  it, 
which  Brand  shall  remain,  if  on  Inspection  the  Flour  appears  to  be  of  the 
Quality  marked,  but  if  it  appears  not  to  be  of  the  Quality  marked,  the 
Inspector  shall  erase  the  mark,  and  Brand  on  each  Cask  the  real  Quality 
of  the  Flour ; That  all  Barrells  containing  Flour  for  exportation  shall  be 
well  made  and  trimmed  with  at  least  ten  Hoops ; shall  be  tared  on  one 
Head,  and  shall  contain  One  hundred  and  ninety  six  Pounds  of  Flour, 
which  shall  be  Branded  in  figures  196,  on  One  of  the  Heads.  That  all 
Casks  for  Butter  or  Hogs  Lard  shall  be  made  of  good  White  Oak  Timber 
and  be  full  trimmed,  and  shall  not  contain  more  than  sixty  pounds 
weight ; and  the  tare  of  each  Cask  shall  be  marked  on  one  of  the  Heads 
thereof;  That  each  Surveyor  and  Packer  of  Tobacco,  shall  carefully 
Survey  and  search  the  Tobacco  by  him  to  be  packed,  and  shall  Cull  out 
and  seperate  all  such  Hands  of  Tobacco  as  shall  be  in  any  way  Damaged 
and  shall  not  pack  or  press  any  Tobacco  but  such  as  shall  be  sound  well 
refined,  sufficiently  cured,  and  every  way  good  and  merchantable; 

And  Be  it  further  Enacted,  That  the  Civil  Authority  and  Select  Men 
of  the  several  Towns  and  Cities  in  this  State,  in  which  the  several  Articles 
in  this  Act  enumerated  are  put  up,  or  from  which  they  are  exported, 
are  Authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  some  Meet  Person  or  Persons 
to  be  Inspectors,  Surveyors  and  Packers  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in 
this  Act,  who  shall  be  severally  sworn  to  a faithfull  discharge  of  their 
Duty  in  the  same  manner  mutatis  mutandis  as  is  by  Law  prescribed  for 
Surveyors  of  Highways  Leather  Sealers  &c,  And  each  Surveyor  or 
Packer  shall  Brand  on  the  Head  of  every  Barrell  or  Cask  by  him  packed 
as  aforesaid  the  Initial  Letter  of  his  Christian  Name,  and  his  Sir  Name 
at  full  Length  and  the  Name  of  the  Town  where  the  same  shall  be  In- 
spected ; And  also  the  kind  and  Quality  of  all  Beef  Pork,  Fish  Flour  Pot 
and  Pearl  Ashes,  with  the  Weight  and  Tare  of  the  Pot  and  Pearl  Ashes, 
marked  on  One  of  the  Heads. 

Provided  nevertheless  that  all  Pot  and  Pearl  Ashes,  and  Flour  shall  be 
Inspected  only  in  the  Towns  from  whence  they  are  exported. 
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And  be  it  further  Enacted  that  whosoever  shall  Ship  for  exportation 
to  any  foreign  Market,  any  Beef  Pork  Flour  Fish  Pot  or  Pearl  Ashes, 
Butter  or  Lard  not  duely  Inspected  Packed  & branded,  agreeably  to  the 
requirements  of  this  Act,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  twenty  shillings 
Lawfull  Money  for  every  Cask  Barrell  Keg  or  Package,  Containing  the 
same  so  shipped  for  exportation  to  be  recovered  by  any  Person  who  shall 
sue  therefor.  And  if  any  Person  or  Persons  shall  Ship  or  Export  any 
Tobacco  contrary  to  this  Act  he  or  they  shall  forfeit  the  same  or  the  value 
thereof,  the  One  half  to  the  Prosecutor,  and  the  other  half  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  this  State ; and  the  same  if  found  within  this  State  may  be  Seized 
proceeded  with  and  condemned  in  the  same  way  and  manner  as  is  pro- 
vided in  One  Statute  Law  of  this  State  made  for  laying  and  Collecting  a 
Duty  on  the  exportation  of  Timber  &c, 

Provided  nevertheless,  That  any  Person  may  and  shall  have  Liberty 
to  Export  Beef  or  Pork  in  Kegs  or  Tubs  provided  the  same  shall  be  In- 
spected and  Branded  as  aforesaid. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  that  all  Inspectors  and  Packers  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  for  their  Services  the  following  fee  or  Reward  viz 
for  Packing  Pickling  Flaging  Heading  and  Branding  each  Barrell  of 
Beef  or  Pork  nine  Pence,  and  for  each  half  Barrell  of  the  same  six 
Pence  for  Inspecting  and  Heading  each  Barrell  or  Cask  of  Pot  or  Pearl 
Ashes  one  shilling,  for  inspecting  and  Branding  every  Cask  of  Flour  two 
Pence ; for  Inspecting  and  Branding  every  Keg  of  Butter  or  Hogs  Lard 
two  Pence,  every  Packer  of  Tobacco  for  searching  Packing  and  pressing 
every  hundred  Weight  of  Tobacco  sixpence  and  threepence  per  Mile 
Travel  to  perform  said  Service,  And  every  such  Packer  or  Inspector 
shall  also  give  to  any  Person  who  shall  procure  him  to  Inspect  or  Pack 
any  of  the  Articles  herein  enumerated  a Certificate  that  the  same  has 
been  Inspected  Packed  and  Branded  conformably  to  this  Act,  without 
any  additional  fee  or  Reward. 

And  be  it  further  Ejiacted,  That  if  any  Person  or  Persons  after  the 
Inspection  Packing  and  Branding  of  any  Cask,  Barrel  or  other  Vessel 
containing  any  of  the  Articles  herein  enumerated,  shall  fraudulently  take 
out  shift  or  Change  any  part  of  the  Contents  thereof,  or  shall  falsely 
Brand  any  Cask  Barrell  or  other  Vessell  with  the  Name  of  any  In- 
spector or  Packer  or  shall  procure  the  same  to  be  Packed  and  Branded 
as  aforesaid,  he  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  forty  shillings 
lawfull  Money,  for  every  Cask  Barrell  or  other  Vessel  so  falsely  Branded 
or  of  which  any  part  of  the  Contents  have  been  fraudulently  taken  out  or 
Changed  for  all  Articles  excepting  Tobacco,  and  ten  Pounds  Lawfull 
Money  for  each  Offense,  in  that  Article  to  be  recovered  by  any  Person 
who  shall  sue  for  the  same.  And  every  Inspector  Surveyor  or  or  Packer 
who  shall  give  a false  Certificate  shall  be  subject  to  the  Penalty  of  forty 
shillings  Lawfull  Money  for  every  such  Offense  to  be  recovered  in  the 
same  manner  aforesaid  and  shall  forfeit  his  Office, 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  that  the  dimensions  of  the  several  sorts  of 
Timber  for  exportation  hereafter  mentioned  shall  be  as  follows  viz  All 
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White  Oak  Pipe  Staves  four  feet  eight  Inches  long,  and  three  Inches  and 
a half  in  width,  White  Oak  Hogshead  Staves  three  and  an  half  feet  long 
and  three  and  an  half  Inches  in  Width,  White  Oak  Barrell  Staves  two 
feet  and  an  half  long,  and  three  and  an  half  Inches  wide.  White  Oak 
Hogshead  Heading  two  and  an  half  feet  long  and  six  Inches  in  width 
and  all  free  from  Sapp  All  Black  or  red  Oak  Hogshead  Staves  shall  be 
three  and  an  half  feet  Long  and  three  and  an  half  Inches  wide.  All  long 
Sugar  Hogshead  Staves  shall  be  four  feet  and  seven  Inches  long  and 
three  and  an  half  Inches  wide,  and  all  Staves  and  Heading  shall  not  be 
less  than  five  eighths  of  an  Inch  thick  on  the  thinnest  Edge,  That  all 
Cedar  and  Pine  Shingles  shall  not  be  less  than  one  Foot  and  six  Inches 
long  four  Inches  wide  and  five  eighths  of  an  Inch  thickness  at  the  Butt, 
:\nd  that  no  Pine  Boards  shall  be  deemed  merchantable  unless  the  same 
are  one  Inch  thick  and  square  edged,  and  every  Inspector  of  Lumber 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  following  fees  viz  for  Inspecting  every 
thousand  of  Staves  or  Heading  the  Sum  of  one  shilling  and  six  pence ; 
and  for  each  thousand  of  Boards  nine  pence,  and  for  each  thousand  of 
Shingles  three  pence,  one  half  to  be  paid  by  the  purchaser,  and  the 
other  half  by  the  Seller,  And  if  any  Person  or  Persons  shall  Ship  or 
take  on  board  any  Vessell  for  exportation  any  Quantity  or  Parcell  of 
the  aforementioned  Kinds  of  Lumber  not  of  the  dimensions  and  descrip- 
tion aforesaid  contrary  to  this  Act,  the  same  or  the  value  thereof  shall 
be  forfeited  by  the  Person  or  Persons  who  shall  Ship  or  take  the  same 
on  board  as  aforesaid.  One  half  to  the  Prosecutor,  and  the  other  half  to 
the  Treasury  of  this  State  And  the  same  may  be  Seized  proceeded  with 
and  condemned  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  the  Statute  of  this 
State  made  for  levying  and  Collecting  a Duty  on  the  exportation  of 
Lumber  &c 

And  he  it  further  Enacted,  That  at  the  Time  of  Clearing  out  for  any 
Foreign  Port  of  any  Vessell  containing  as  part  of  her  Cargo,  any  of  the 
Articles  herein  enumerated.  Certificates  signed  under  the  Hand  of  the 
Inspector  or  Packer  of  the  same  shall  be  produced  to  the  Collector,  cer- 
tyfying  that  the  whole  of  each  and  every  of  said  Articles  have  been  duely 
Inspected  or  Packed  agreeable  to  Law  and  according  to  the  Brands 
affixed  to  the  several  Casks  Barrells  or  other  Vessels  containing  the 
same. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  first  Day  of  August 
1791  the  Statute  Law  of  this  State  Entitled  An  Act  to  regulate  the  cur- 
ing and  packing  of  Tobacco  and  to  prevent  Fraud  therein;*  And  an  Act 
Entitled  An  Act  in  Addition  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  encouraging 
and  promoting  the  Commerce  of  this  State  rj*  And  also  that  part  of  an 
Act  entitled  An  Act  for  ascertaining  the  Assize  of  Casks,  and  preventing 
fraud  in  Packing  Beef  Pork  and  Fish  for  Sale,t  which  relates  to  the 
Packing  of  said  Articles,  shall  Cease  determine  and  be  repealed.

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Governor  and  Council  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  Assembled,  That  no  Person  or  Persons  shall 
between  the  fifteenth  Day  of  March,  and  the  fifteenth  Day  of  June  in  any 
Year,  set  or  draw  any  Sein  or  Seins  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish  in 
Connecticut  River,  or  within  One  Mile  and  a half  of  the  Mouth  thereof, 
to  be  computed  from  a Line  drawn  due  East  from  Saybrook  Fort,  from 
the  rising  of  the  Sun  on  Saturday  Morning  until  the  rising  of  the  Sun  on 
Monday  Morning  in  each  Week,  nor  at  any  Time  in  the  Night  Season, 
between  the  setting  and  rising  of  the  Sun ; any  Law  Usage  or  Custom  to 
the  Contrary  notwithstanding.  And  every  Person  that  shall  be  Con- 
victed of  any  Breach  of  this  Act  shall  forfeit  the  Sum  of  Ten  Pounds 
and  also  the  value  of  the  Sein  and  other  Utensils  used  in  Catching  Fish, 
to  be  recovered  by  any  One  who  shall  Sue  for  the  same  before  any  Court 
of  Record  having  jurisdiction  thereof.

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled,  That  no  Person  shall  set  or  draw  any  Sein  for  the 
purpose  of  Catching  Fish  between  the  fifteenth  Day  of  March  and  the 
fifteenth  Day  of  June  in  any  Year,  near  the  Mouth  of  Ousatonock  River, 
between  the  Places  called  Half  Moon  Point,  and  Quimbos  Neck  Point, 
or  South. of  an  East  or  West  Line  from  said  Quimbos  Neck  Point  to 
Milford  Beach  Point  or  within  half  a mile  East  and  West  on  each  Side 
of  the  Mouth  of  said  River;  And  that  not  more  than  one  Sein  shall  be 
used  during  each  Tide  at  any  one  Fishing  Place  in  any  part  of  said  River 
And  that  no  Sein  shall  be  used  in  said  River  of  greater  Length  than 
thirty  Rods. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  That  no  Person  or  Persons,  shall  draw 
any  Sein  or  other  Fish  Craft  in  New  Haven  East  River,  except  between 
the  setting  of  the  Sun  on  Monday  Evening  and  the  Suns  rising  on 
Saturday  Morning  in  each  Week,  in  the  Months  of  April  May  and  June

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annually  And  every  Person  that  shall  be  Convicted  of  the  Breach  of  this 
Act  shall  pay  a fine  of  four  pounds  one  half  to  the  Use  of  him  who  shall 
sue  for  and  prosecute  the  same  to  efifect,  and  the  other  half  to  the 
Treasury  of  the  County  where  such  Offense  shall  be  committed;  And 
shall  also  forfeit  the  Sein  Ropes  and  other  Implements  used  for  catching 
Fish  contrary  to  this  Act  to  be  appropriated  as  aforesaid, 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  that  no  Person  or  Persons  shall  draw  any

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  & Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled,  That  no  Collector  of  State  Taxes,  shall  be  allowed 
from  the  Date  of  his  respective  W^arrants  more  than  three  Years  to 
make  his  Collection  of  such  Tax  or  Taxes; 

And  be  it  further  Enacted,  That  all  Collectors  of  the  aforesaid  de- 
scription whose  Warrants  have  been  of  more  than  six  Years  standing, 
shall  not  be  allowed  to  make  any  further  Collection  of  Taxes  by  Virtue 
thereof  after  the  last  Day  of  December,  in  the  Year  1791,  And  all  such 
Collectors  whose  Warrants  have  been  of  less  than  six  Years  standing, 
shall  not  be  allowed  to  make  any  further  Collection  by  Virtue  thereof, 
after  the  first  Day  of  June  in  the  Year  1793.

Provided  also  That  Executors  of  the  Wills  and  Administrators  on 
the  Estate  of  Deceased  Collectors,  shall  be  allowed  the  Term  of  two 
Years  from  the  rising  of  this  Assembly,  and  in  future  the  Term  of  two 
Years  from  the  Time  of  their  being  Capacitated  as  aforesaid  to  make 
Collection  of  Taxes  due  to  such  deceased  Collectors  of  such  Taxes,  as 
shall  come  into  their  Hands  for  Collection  by  virtue  of  their  appointment. 

Resolved  that  Ebenezer  Plummer  & Samuel  Wyllys  Esqrs  be  and 
they  are  hereby  appointed  a Committee  with  the  Comptroller  to  Audit 
the  Treasurers  x\ccount  for  the  current  half  Year  and  Report  make  to 
the  General  Assembly  in  May  next.

on  the  Body  of  the  Petitioner  is  hereby  declared  Void  and  of  no  effect. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Jonathan  Hall  Junr.  Elam  Cook  and  Abigail  his 
Wife  Samuel  Talmadge  and  Phebe  his  Wife  all  of  Cheshire  and  David

Joseph  who  was  at  great  expence  in  taking  Care  of  nursing  and  bringing 
them  up  during  the  Time  they  lived  with  him,  that  said  Joseph  after- 
wards sold  said  Rhoda  together  with  Peter  one  of  her  Children  to  Joel 
Ives,  who  sold  said  Rhoda  to  David  Hotchkiss,  and  said  David,  to  Dick 
Bristol  her  husband  with  whom  she  now  lives,  and  said  Joel  Ives  sold 
said  Peter  to  Samuel  Clark,  who  sold  him  to  Samuel  Bellamy  who  now 
holds  him,  said  Joseph  also  sold  Lilly  another  of  the  Children  of  said 
Rhoda  to  the  Revd  John  Lewiss,  who  sold  her  to  John  Robbins  Junr 
who  now  holds  her.  And  said  Joseph  also  sold  George  one  of  the  other 
Children  of  said  Rhoda  to  Daniel  Plumb,  who  sold  him  to  Richard  Dowe 
late  of  Middletown  Deceasd,  in  the  distribution  of  whose  Estate  he  was 
set  to  Samuel  Wilcox  who  sold  him  to  said  John  Robbins  Junr  who  now 
holds  him.  And  said  Joseph  at  the  Time  of  his  Death  left  Hampton  an- 
other of  the  Children  of  said  Rhoda  who  came  into  the  Hands  of  said 
Jonathan  Hall  Junr  his  Son  & Executor  who  sold  him  to  Simeon  Bristol 
Esqr.  who  sold  him  to  Robert  Martin  late  of  said  Cheshire  Deceasd, 
and  upon  his  Decease  came  into  the  Hands  of  his  Executors  Samuel 
Clark  & John  Martin,  that  since  the  Decease  of  said  Joseph  said  Hampton 
Claims  to  be  free,  and  States  that  his  Mother  was  born  free  and  was  the 
Daughter  of  a Spanish  Squaw,  And  thereupon  said  Hampton  brought 
forward  a Suit  at  Law  against  said  Jonathan  for  selling  him  as  and  for  a 
Slave  when  he  was  free  Born,  which  Suit  went  through  a Course  of  Law, 
and  came  to  a final  Tryal  to  the  Jury  before  the  Superior  Court  which 
terminated  in  favour  of  said  Jonathan  & against  the  Freedom  of  said 
TIampton,  another  Suit  was  afterwards  brought  by  said  Hampton  for 
an  Assault,  against  the  Executors  of  said  Robert  Martin  in  which  the  same 
Question  came  up,  and  in  a final  Tryal  to  the  Jury  terminated  in  favour

* The  Norwich-New  London  Road,  laid  out  over  the  old  “Mohegan  Trail”  be- 
came a turnpike  in  1792,  and  is  said  to  be  the  second  turnpike  in  the  United  States, 
the  first  in  New  England,  and  the  first  to  have  a tollgate.  Frederic  James  Wood, 
The  Turnpikes  of  Nezv  England  (Boston,  1919),  pp.  10,  334-35.  At  the  present  ses- 
sion the  lower  house,  while  agreeing  to  the  lottery,  refused  the  further  request  for 
the  grant  of  turnpike  privileges  approved  by  the  Governor  and  Council.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Body  of  the  Petitioner  be  Protected 
and  the  same  is  hereby  Protected  from  Arrests  or  Imprisonment  for  any 
debt  due  before  the  Date  of  said  Petition  till  the  rising  of  the  General 
Assembly  in  October  next.  And  all  Arrests  contrary  hereto  are  hereby 
declared  void,  and  the  further  consideration  of  said  Petition  is  referred 
to  said  Assembly. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Daniel  Foot  and  others  Inhabitants  of  the  Towns 
of  Colchester  and  Chatham  Praying  for  a Committee  to  View  and  affix 
a proper  Place  near  the  dividing  Line  between  said  Towns  of  Colchester 
& Chatham,  over  Salmon  River  so  called  where  it  will  be  most  convenient 
to  build  a Bridge  and  Report  make  &c  as  per  Petition  on  file. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  Colo  Jonathan  Wells  of  East  Hartford 
Hezekiah  Ripley  Esqr.  of  Windham  and  Joshua  Raymond  Esqr  of 
Montville  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a Committee  to  View  and 
determine  on  the  Place  where  it  is  best  and  most  convenient  for  said 
Towns  to  build  a Bridge  over  Salmon  River  some  where  near  the  High 
way  dividing  between  the  Towns  of  Colchester  and  Chatham  and  make 
Report  to  this  or  the  next  Session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Provided  that  said  Bridge  shall  be  Built  and  maintained  equally  by 
said  Towns  and  that  the  expence  of  this  Committee  shall  be  defrayed 
by  said  Town  of  Chatham.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Comptroller  & he  hereby  is  Ordered 
and  directed  to  draw  an  Order  on  the  Treasurer  to  Issue  a Note  or 
Notes  to  the  said  John  Fly  for  the  Ballance  due  to  him  notwithstanding 
said  Act  of  Limitation. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Daniel  Smith  of  Bethlem  in  Litchfield  County 
Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  from  Sickness  Misfortunes  &c  he  is  re- 
duced so  far  as  not  to  be  able  to  pay  his  Debts  at  Present  that  if  he  could 
obtain  a Letter  of  Licence  for  three  Years  he  could  in  all  probability  pay 
all  his  Debts,  and  Shewing  that  a large  proportion  more  than  three 
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Quarters  in  Sum  of  his  Creditors  have  Signed  a Letter  of  Licence  pur- 
suant to  the  Prayer  of  his  Petition,  and  no  Creditor  opposes  his  Petition 
Praying  for  a Protection  for  his  Person  & Estate  for  three  Years  from 
the  Date  of  his  Petition  from  all  Attachment  Arrest  and  Imprisonment 
on  Civil  Process  and  Execution  &c  as  per  Petition  on  file 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Person  and  Estate  of  the  Petitioner 
be  and  are  hereby  protected  from  Attachment  Arrest  or  Imprisonment  on 
Civil  Process  for  the  space  of  three  Years  from  and  after  the  15th  Day 
of  May  1790. 

On  the  Memorial  of  Capt  Timothy  Bradley  of  Woodbridge  in  New 
Haven  County,  representing  to  this  Assembly,  that  early  in  the  late  War 
he  was  appointed  a purchasing  Commissary  and  Acted  under  different 
appointments  in  that  Line  during  the  War,  that  by  his  extraordinary 
exertions  for  the  Public  Service,  and  by  the  depreciation  of  the  General 
Currency  he  hath  been  a great  Sufferer,  so  that  after  many  Years  of  un- 
wearied attention  to  his  Business,  on  the  Settlement  of  his  Accounts 
instead  of  being  entitled  to  a Compensation,  he  was  considerably  In- 
debted to  the  Public  Treasury  although  he  was  not  Conscious  of  ever 
having  appropriated  any  of  the  Monies  received  from  the  Public  to  his 
own  Use  whereby  his  Little  Patrimony  has  become  considerably  em- 
barrassed, that  by  exerting  his  utmost  ability  he  has  discharged  the 
Public  demand  excepting  £89.9.3  payable  in  Notes  of  this  State,  that 
since  the  settlement  of  his  Accounts  he  has  discovered  a mistake  of  four 
hundred  Pounds,  That  he  has  been  put  to  great  expence  on  account  of 
sundry  Receipts  signed  by  him,  as  purchasing  Commissary,  any  part  of 
which  he  has  never  been  reimbursed  which  has  been  done  to  others  in 
similar  Circumstances,  That  he  is  unable  to  obtain  redress  for  said  mis- 
take without  great  Expence,  and  is  precluded  from  an  application  for  said 
reimbursement  by  the  settlement  of  his  Accounts  & Praying  that  said 
Ballance  of  £89.9.3  in  State  Securities  be  released  and  that  he  be  dis- 
charged from  the  Payment  as  per  Memorial  on  file. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  aforesaid  demand  of  £89.9.3  State 
Securities  in  favour  of  this  State  be  released  and  the  same  is  hereby 
released  And  that  the  Memorialist  be  forgiven  the  same  and  be  dis- 
charged from  the  Payment  thereof. 

Ebenezer  Sumner  of  Ashford  in  the  County  of  Windham  having  pre- 
ferred his  Petition  against  David  Lyman  of  Middletown  in  the  County 
of  Middlesex  Praying  for  reasons  in  said  Petition  Stated  to  be  releived 
against  an  Award  of  Arbitrators  and  a Judgment  of  the  Superior  Court 
thereon  respecting  certain  Controversies  heretofore  subsisting  between 
the  said  Sumner  and  Lyman  as  may  more  fully  and  compleatly  appear 
by  said  Petition  on  file  Dated  the  21st  Day  of  September  1789  On  which 
Petition  a Committee  hath  been  appointed  who  have  Reported  in  the 
Premises  to  this  Assembly,  as  may  fully  appear  by  the  said  Report  on 
file  dated  the  30th  Day  of  December  A D 1789,  which  Report  is  accepted 
and  approved  by  this  Assembly,  It  is  thereupon

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Levi  Robbins  upon  his  deliv- 
ering and  Assigning  all  his  Estate  both  real  and  Personal  excepting  such 
Articles  of  necessary  Household  Furniture  & Cloathing;  as  the  Assignees 
herein  after  mentioned  shall  determine  that  he  the  said  Robbins  ought  to 
retain  to  the  Honbl.  Stephen  M.  Mitchell  Esqr.  Thomas  Chester  & Eze- 
kiel P.  Belding  who  are  hereby  appointed  Assignees  of  the  Estate  of 
said  Robbins  for  the  Use  of  the  Creditors  of  said  Robbins,  and  on  pro- 
curing from  the  said  Assignees  a Certificate  that  he  has  so  assigned  all 
his  Estate  real  & Personal  to  said  Assignees,  be  forever  hereafted  ex- 
empted from  any  Arrest  or  Imprisonment  of  his  Person  for  or  on  Account 
of  any  Debt  due  and  oweing  from  him  at  the  Date  of  his  said  Petition, 
and  said  Assignees  shall  have  full  Power  to  Collect  by  Suits  at  Law  in 
their  Own  Names  ail  Debts  now  due  and  Oweing  to  the  said  Robbins, 
and  shall  Sell  and  dispose  of  the  Estate  of  said  Robbins  which  shall  be 
Assigned  to  them,  and  divide  the  Avails  thereof,  and  all  other  Property 
or  Moneys  of  said  Robbins,  which  they  may  under  this  Act  receive 
rateably,  among  the  Creditors  of  said  Robbins,  and  the  said  Assignees 
shall  within  three  Months  from  the  rising  of  the  Assembly  give  Public

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  Hezekiah  Pitch  of  Salisbury  & Benja- 
min Tallmadge  of  Litchfield  Esqrs.  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
Trustees  to  receive  into  their  Hands  said  Burralls  Estate  real  and  Per- 
sonal together  with  his  Credits  to  be  by  him  delivered  to  them  on  or 
]:)efore  the  first  Day  of  May  next,  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  make 
out  an  exact  stating  of  all  such  Estate  & Credits  so  delivered  to  them 
on  Oath,  and  deliver  it  to  the  Creditors  of  said  Burrall  within  a reason- 
able Time  after  applied  for  by  them  or  either  of  them  and  said  Trustees 
are  enabled  to  sell  and  dispose  of  any  and  every  part  of  such  Estate,  and 
make  legal  Conveyances  thereof,  and  to  sue  for  and  pursue  to  final  Judg- 
ment and  Collection  all  Debts  due  to  said  Burrall  and  to  dispose  of  the 
Avails  of  the  Estate  Debts  &c  after  deducting  a reasonable  Sum  for

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sembly  that  said  Children  are  Minors  and  that  they  have  a small  Peice  of 
Land  in  said  Preston  which  they  own  as  a common  and  undivided  Estate 
and  it  would  be  greatly  to  the  Advantage  of  said  Children  to  have  Land 
sold  and  the  Avails  put  out  to  Use  for  the  benefit  of  said  Heirs  as  per 
Memorial  on  file 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  Jonathan  Culver  of  Norwich  & Jona- 
than Smith  of  sd  Preston  have  Liberty  and  the  same  is  hereby  given 
them  to  Sell  and  dispose  of  said  Land  as  prayed  for  in  said  Memorial, 
And  they  the  said  Culver  & Smith  are  hereby  Authorized  and  Impowered 
to  sell  and  dispose  of  said  Land  and  to  give  to  the  Purchasers  thereof 
Deed  or  Deeds  of  the  same  and  put  the  Avails  thereof  out  to  the  Use 
and  benefit  of  said  Children  giving  Bonds  unto  the  Court  of  Probate  for 
the  District  of  Norwich  for  the  faithfull  discharge  of  their  said  Trust 
And  to  Account  for  the  same  to  said  Court  or  to  said  Minors  when  they 
should  arrive  at  full  Age.

Provided  nothing  herein  contained  shall  extend  to  prevent  any  of  the 
Creditors  of  the  said  Fitch  from  instituting  Suits  at  Law  against  him  for 
the  recovery  of  any  Estate  or  Debts  of  said  Fitch  in  this  State  in  the 
same  manner  they  might  have  done  were  the  said  Fitch  absconded  out 
of  this  State. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Mary  King  of  Suffield  in  the  County  of  Hart- 
ford Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  her  Husband  Amos  King  has  for 
more  than  twenty  Years  past  been  delerious  and  incapable  of  providing 
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for  the  support  of  his  Family,  that  the  dwelling  House  of  the  said  Amos 
is  gone  to  decay  is  very  uncomfortable  and  even  dangerous  to  Live  in, 
that  the  said  Kings  Estate  owes  about  £15.  And  that  the  said  King  has 
no  means  to  build  a House  or  to  pay  the  Debts  unless  a part  of  his  real 
Estate  is  sold  for  that  purpose  Praying  that  Liberty  may  be  granted  to 
make  Sale  of  part  of  said  Estate  as  per  Memorial  on  file.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorialist  together  with  the  Farm 
of  said  Memorialist  containing  by  estimation  One  Hundred  Acres  & 
lying  in  said  Guilford  viz  One  Peice  bounded  North  on  Timothy  Eliotts 
Land,  East  on  Jonathan  Fowler  South  on  Highway  and  East  on  the  Line 
between  said  Branford  and  Guilford,  One  Peice  bounded  North  on  the 
Land  of  Josiah  Fowler  of  Guilford  East  on  Highway,  South  on  Jonathan 
Fowlers  Land  and  West  on  the  Line  between  Branford  and  Guilford 
And  One  Peice  bounded  North  on  Jonathan  Fowlers  Land  East  on  Com- 
mon Land,  South  on  Jonah  Fowlers  of  Guilford  and  West  on  Jonathan 
Fowlers  Land,  together  with  the  Appurtenances  thereof  be  and  the  Same 
are  hereby  annexed  to  said  Society  of  Northford,  and  that  for  the  future 
the  Memorialist  and  said  Farm  shall  belong  to  said  Society  of  Northford 
so  far  as  respects  the  support  of  the  Ministry  and  Schools  and  the  per- 
formance of  Military  Duty,  and  that  said  Memorialist  be  enrolled  and 
perform  Military  Duty  in  the  Military  Company  in  said  Northford. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Gideon  Leavenworth  of  Huntington  Praying 
for  Liberty  to  erect  a Bridge  across  Housatonuck  River,  at  the  Place 
where  he  now  has  a Ferry  called  Leavenworth’s  Ferry  and  to  have 
Liberty  to  Collect  and  receive  the  same  Sums  for  Toll  as  he  is  now 
Entitled  to  receive  for  Ferriage. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  said  Leavenworth  have  Liberty  and 
Liberty  is  hereby  Granted  to  said  Leavenworth  to  erect  a Bridge  across 
said  River  at  said  Ferry  Place  and  to  Collect  and  receive  as  Toll  the 
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same  Sums  which  he  now  has  right  to  receive  for  Ferrying  for  twenty 
Years  next  after  the  Bridge  shall  be  first  made  payable  and  thereafter 
during  the  Pleasure  of  this  Assembly, 

Provided  said  Leavenworth  shall  compleat  the  Building  of  said  Bridge 
by  the  first  Day  of  October  1792,  and  shall  keep  the  same  when  Built  in 
good  repair.* 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Stafford,  Shew- 
ing to  this  Assembly,  that  in  the  Year  1777  said  Town  contracted  a Debt 
of  £1128,  for  Bounties  to  the  Soldiers,  being  forty  seven  in  number,  who 
Inlisted  into  the  Continental  Army  for  three  Years,  and  during  the  War, 
which  number  was  first  assigned  to  said  Town  as  their  Quota  but  soon 
after  the  Inlistment  and  marching  said  number  of  forty  seven,  the  true 
Quota  was  found  to  be  twenty  eight  according  to  the  List  of  said  Town, 
And  that  said  Town  advanced  to  each  of  said  forty  seven  Soldiers  and 
engaged  the  further  Sum  of  £12.  per  Annum  to  each  during  the  Times  of 
their  said  Service,  which  much  Involved  said  Inhabitants  in  Debt,  and  in 
consequence  of  which  they  still  remain  in  Debt  to  this  State  in  part  of 
their  hard  Money  and  Certificate  Taxes,  and  for  which  there  is  now 
pending  a Suit  at  Law  in  Hartford  County  Court  in  Name  & favour 
of  Ezekiel  Mdlliams  Esqr  late  Sheriff  of  Hartford  County  upon  a Receipt 
for  Estate  taken  upon  Execution  and  Signed  by  a number  of  the  Memorial- 
ists, Praying  for  Releif  as  per  Memorial  on  file 

Resolved  that  the  Memorialists  have  Liberty  to  pay  the  Sum  of  £142.0.3 
in  part  of  the  hard  Money  Taxes  due  from  them  to  the  Treasury  of  this 
State,  and  that  said  Payment  be  made  in  Liquidated  Securities  of  this 
State, 

Provided  the  same  be  made  by  the  first  Day  of  May  next.  And  that 
said  Suit  be  Continued  untill  the  rising  of  the  General  Assembly  in  May 
next. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Eunice  Lothrop  and  Pierpoint  Edwards  both 
of  New  Haven  in  New  Haven  County  Administrators  on  the  Estate  of 
John  Lathrop  late  of  said  New  Haven  Deceased,  Shewing  to  this  As- 
sembly that  said  Lathrop  in  the  Years  1779  & 1780  was  by  the  Town 
of  New  Haven  Chosen  Collector  of  State  Taxes  for  said  Town,  and  that 
during  those  Years,  thirteen  Warrants  for  the  Collection  of  State  Taxes 
were  directed  to  him  by  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  that  Arrears  of 
said  Taxes  still  remain  uncollected,  and  that,  it  is  inconvenient  for  the 
Memorialists  in  Person  to  Collect  said  Arrears,  Praying  that  the  Me- 
morialists may  be  Impowered  to  appoint  by  a Writing  under  their  Hands 
by  and  with  the  Advice  and  consent  of  the  Court  of  Probate  for  the  Dis-

&c  as  per  Memorial  on  file 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorialists  be  Impowered  and 
they  are  hereby  Impowered  by  a Writing  under  their  Hands  to  appoint 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Court  of  Probate  for  the  District 
of  New  Haven  some  proper  person  to  Collect  said  Arrears  of  Taxes  And 
tliat  the  Memorialists  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  said  Court 
of  Probate  may  at  any  Time  revoke  such  appointment  and  by  and  with 
the  advice  of  said  Court  appoint  in  manner  aforesaid  another  Person  in 
the  Place  of  the  Person  whose  appointment  shall  have  been  revoked  in 
manner  aforesaid,  And  that  the  Person  appointed  by  said  Memorialists  in 
pursuance  of  this  Act  to  Collect  said  Arrears  shall  during  his  appoint- 
ment, have  the  same  Power  and  Authority  to  collect  said  Arrears  of 
said  Taxes  as  the  Memorialists  in  Virtue  of  being  Administrators  on 
the  Estate  of  said  John  Lathrop  now  by  Law  have. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Thaddeus  Burr  Esqr  of  Fairfield  in  the  County 
of  Fairfield,  and  other  Inhabitants  of  said  Fairfield,  And  of  Thaddeus 
Betts  Esqr  of  Norwalk  in  said  County  and  others  Inhabitants  of  said 
Norwalk,  Shewing  that  in  the  Month  of  July  in  the  Year  of  1779  the 
Buildings  and  other  Property  of  the  Memorialists  were  burnt  & de- 
stroyed by  the  Subjects  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  then  being  Enemies 
at  open  War  with  the  United  States,  that  by  means  thereof  the  Me- 
morialists have  suffered  great  Difficulties  and  distresses,  and  many  of 
them  are  reduced  to  Indigent  Circumstances  and  Praying  for  releif  as 
per  Memorial  on  file 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Honble  John  Treadwell  Esqr 
Asher  Miller  Esqr  and  Capt  John  Chenward  be  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed  a Committee  to  ascertain  from  Documents  in  the  Public  Offices 
of  this  State  the  Amount  of  the  losses  of  the  Memorialists  and  others 
under  similar  Circumstances  which  have  heretofore  been  estimated  con- 
formably to  Acts  of  the  Legislature  being  such  Losses  as  have  been  dur- 
ing the  late  War  occasioned  by  the  Incursions  and  Inroads  of  the  Enemy 
distinguishing  the  Losses  of  Buildings  and  necessary  furniture  from 
those  of  other  Articles,  by  said  Documents  or  otherwise.  And  also  to 
Ascertain  the  Advancements  which  have  been  made  to  the  Sufferers  re- 
spectively by  Abatement  of  Taxes  or  otherwise.  And  to  Report  the  same 
with  their  Opinion  relative  to  the  Ways  and  means  of  affording  further 
Releif  to  this  or  the  next  Session  of  Assembly.* 

Upon  the  Petition  of  John  House,  and  the  rest  of  the  Inhabitants  of 
that  part  of  the  Society  of  Andover  which  is  within  the  Town  of  Lebanon 
Shewing  that  they  are  bounded  on  the  South  by  that  Parish  in  Lebanon 
which  is  called  the  Crank,  upon  the  East  by  the  Town  of  Coventry,  and 
W^est  by  the  Town  of  Hebron  now  comprehending  about  twenty  Families, 
extending  about  One  Mile  and  three  Quarters,  from  North  to  South, 
about  One  Mile  in  Width  at  the  South  end  and  comeing  nearly  to  a point

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at  the  North  End,  and  that  by  reason  of  their  great  distance  from  the 
Place  of  holding  Town  and  Freemans  Meetings  in  said  Lebanon  great 
Inconvenience  arises  to  the  Petitioners,  and  that  they  are  so  situated  that 
they  are  not  more  than  about  five  Miles  and  an  half  from  the  Place  of 
holding  Town  and  Freemens  Meetings  in  said  Town  of  Hebron,  and 
that  to  be  annexed  to  said  Hebron  would  render  their  situation  much 
more  Eligible  and  commodious.  Praying  that  the  aforesaid  part  of 
Lebanon  in  said  Society  of  Andover  may  be  annexed  to  said  Town  of 
Hebron  and  Incorporated  therewith  as  per  Petition  on  file 

Resolved  that  all  that  Part  of  the  Town  of  Lebanon  which  is  situated 
and  included  within  the  Limits  of  the  Society  of  Andover  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  annexed  to  and  Incorporated  with  the  Town  of  Hebron  and 
County  of  Tolland  and  made  part  and  parcell  thereof. 

Provided  that  all  Matters  and  Things  already  Commenced  and  exist- 
ing antecedent  to  the  passing  this  Resolve  as  relating  to  said  Town  of 
Lebanon  and  the  Petitioners  be  carryed  into  Execution  as  effectually  as 
though  this  Resolve  had  not  been  passed,  and  that  any  Poor  or  indigent 
Persons  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Lebanon  and  within  the  Limits  of 
said  Annexed  part,  shall  be  considered  as  belonging  to  the  Town  of 
Hebron  in  the  same  manner  as  they  would  have  been  to  the  Town  of 
Lebanon  before  the  passing  of  this  Act. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  the  Proprietors  of  Union  Wharf  and  other  In- 
habitants of  New  Haven  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  some  Years 
past  the  said  Proprietors  were  Incorporated  by  Act  of  Assembly  since 
which  they  have  extended  the  said  Union  Wharf  towards  the  Channel 
where  they  have  built  a large  Pier,  in  doing  which  the  said  Proprietors 
have  expended  not  only  the  income  of  said  Wharf  and  the  Avails  of 
Public  and  Private  Bounty  but  considerable  sums  advanced  by  indi- 
vidual Proprietors,  That  the  Assembly  just  before  the  commencement 
of  the  late  War  Granted  them  a Lottery  for  the  purpose  of  extending 
said  Wharf,  and  that  the  Avails  thereof  were  owing  to  the  Events  of  the 
late  War  small  and  inadequate  to  Effect  very  beneficial  Purposes,  that 
during  the  said  War  there  was  no  Income  from  said  Wharf  so  that  in  the 
Year  1784  the  said  Wharf  was  much  in  Debt  and  in  bad  repair.  That 
there  is  now  a distance  of  about  One  Hundred  and  forty  Rods  from  the 
extreme  of  said  Wharf  to  the  Pier,  and  that  could  this  distance  of  Wharf 
be  Built  the  Town  of  New  Haven  would  be  greatly  benefitted  thereby 
and  very  great  Advantages  derived  to  the  Public  but  that  this  cannot 
be  effected  without  some  Assistance  from  this  Assembly  Praying  for 
such  Assistance  by  Lottery  or  otherwise  as  per  Petition  on  file  * 

* In  May  1772  the  Assembly  granted  the  proprietors  of  Long  Wharf  or  Union 
Wharf  the  right  to  conduct  a lottery  to  raise  £1000.  Conn.  Col.  Rees.,  XIII,  622-23.

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Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  Liberty  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
granted  to  the  said  Proprietors  for  the  setting  up  a Lottery  to  raise  the 
Sum  of  three  thousand  Pounds  Lawfull  Money  at  the  risque  and  expence 
of  the  Petitioners,  And  that  the  Moneys  so  to  be  raised  are  hereby  appro- 
priated for  the  Purpose  of  erecting  and  building  a Wharf  from  the  End 
of  the  present  Union  M'harf  towards  the  said  Pier,  And  that  James  Rice 
Michael  Todd  Joseph  Drake,  Jeremiah  Atwater,  Elijah  Austin,  Joseph 
Howell  & Elias  Shipman  all  of  Nevv^  Haven  aforesaid  or  any  five  of 
them  be  and  they  hereby  are  appointed  ^lanagers  of  said  Lottery,  and 
fully  Impowered  and  Authorized  to  establish  a Scheme  or  Schemes  of 
said  Lottery  to  consist  of  One  or  more  Classes,  make  Sale  of  the  Tickets, 
and  Collect  the  sum  arising  from  said  Sale 

Provided  they  do  within  four  Months  after  the  rising  of  this  Assembly 
lodge  with  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  a Bond  Payable  to  said  Treasurer 
or  his  Successor  in  said  Office  with  One  or  more  Sureties  to  be  approved 
of  by  said  Treasurer  in  the  penal  Sum  of  six  thousand  Pounds  lawfull 
Money  Conditioned  for  the  faithfull  Management  of  said  Lottery  and 
Payment  of  the  Prizes,  and  that  the  Money  so  raised  be  applied  for  the 
purpose  of  extending  said  Mdiarf,  and  that  said  Lottery  be  drawn  and 
compleated  on  or  before  the  first  Day  of  Novembr  in  the  Year  One 
thousand  seven  Hundred  and  ninety  four.  And  that  no  Tickets  in  said 
Lottery  be  Sold  before  the  First  Day  of  September  next,  unless  the  Last 
Class  of  the  Hartford  WYollen  Manufactory  Lottery  shall  have  began 
drawing  before  that  Time  in  which  Case  said  Tickets  may  be  sold  sooner 
and  at  such  Time  as  said  Managers  shall  appoint. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  New  Haven 
Representing  that  this  Assembly  at  their  Session  in  New  Haven  in 
the  Month  of  October  1789,  Authorized  the  said  Inhabitants  to  erect  a 
Bridge  across  the  East  River  in  said  New  Haven  at  a Place  called  Dragon, 
with  Liberty  to  Collect  a certain  Toll  therefrom,  for  the  term  of  Ten 
Years  and  Praying  that  the  Term  for  Collecting  said  Toll  may  be  en- 
larged to  twenty  Years  from  and  after  the  compleating  said  Bridge  as 
per  Memorial  on  file  * 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Bridge  which  shall  or  may  be 
erected  over  said  River  at  said  Place  called  Dragon  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  Constituted  a Toll  Bridge  for  the  Term  of  Twenty  Years  from 
and  after  the  first  Day  of  January  1792.  And  the  Inhabitants  of  said 
New  Haven  or  such  Person  or  Persons  as  they  shall  appoint  shall  be 
and  they  are  hereby  Authorized  to  receive  and  Collect  for  the  Use  and 
Benefit  of  said  Town  for  said  Term  of  Twenty  Years  the  same  Toll  or 
Fare  for  Crossing  said  Bridge  as  was  Granted  by  this  Assembly  at  their 
said  October  Sessions,  And  no  Person  or  Persons  whatever  shall  during 
said  Term  have  any  Right  to  pass  over  or  Cross  said  Bridge  untill  such 
Person  or  Persons  shall  have  paid  said  Toll  or  fare  granted  as  aforesaid.

Upon  the  Petition  of  Abiah  Twitchel  of  Derby  in  the  County  of  New 
Haven,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly,  that  on  or  about  the  fifth  Day  of 
October  A D 1773,  she  was  Married  to  Enoch  Twitchel  of  said  Derby, 
That  during  said  Intermarriage  he  the  said  Enoch  had  oftentimes 
Cruelly  Beat  and  abused  the  Petitioner,  and  threatened  to  deprive  her 
of  her  Life,  and  that  without  any  Provocation  on  her  part.  That  the  said 
Enoch  also  at  various  Times  during  said  Intermarriage  had  been  guilty 
of  Lascivious  Conduct  with  other  Women,  and  had  Criminal  & Carnal 
Copulation  with  Infamous  Prostitutes,  and  that  thereby  he  had  broken 
the  Marriage  Contract,  and  Praying  to  be  Divorced  from  him  the  said 
Enoch  as  per  Petition  on  file 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Abiah  Twitchel  be  and  she 
hereby  is  Divorced  from  him  the  said  Enoch  Twitchell,  and  said  Mar- 
riage entered  into  by  the  said  Abiah  with  the  said  Enoch  is  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  entirely  void  and  of  no  efifect, 

Provided  nevertheless  that  the  said  Abiah  shall  not  be  Entitled  to 
Dower  in  the  present  or  future  Estate  of  the  said  Enoch  Twitchel. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Isaac  Brownson  and  others  living  in  the  first 
Society  in  Waterbury  in  the  first  Society  of  Woodbury,  in  the  Society 
of  Southbury  of  Westbury  & Salem,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly,  that  some 
of  them  lived  seven  and  most  of  them  more  than  five  Miles  from  the 
Places  of  Public  Worship,  where  they  now  belong  Praying  to  be  incor- 
porated into  an  Ecclesastical  Society  &c  as  per  Petition  on  file.  And 
Whereas  this  Assembly  did  at  their  Session  in  October  last  appoint  a 
Committee  to  repair  to  the  Places  mentioned  in  said  Petition  and  en- 
quire into  the  Circumstances  of  said  Petitioners  and  Report  make  with 
their  Opinion,  and  said  Committee  have  been  to  the  several  Places  men- 
tioned in  said  Petition  and  have  heard  all  Parties  and  examined  all  Mat- 
ters relating  to  the  Circumstances  of  the  Parties  Concerned  and  have 
Reported  to  this  Session  their  Opinion,  that  the  Petitioners  ought  to  be 
Incorporated  into  a distinct  Society  as  by  their  Report  on  file 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Inhabitants  living  on  that  Tract 
of  Land  bounded  as  follows  viz  beginning  One  Mile  due  West  of  the 
Southwest  Corner  of  Watertown,  thence  running  East  to  said  Corner 
of  Watertown,  thence  Eastward  in  said  Watertown  Line,  till  it  comes 
to  a Point  directly  North  of  the  middle  of  Morses  Road  at  the  Place 
where  the  middle  of  the  Road  which  runs  East  and  West  North  of  Aaron 
Benedicts  House  intersects  said  Morses  Road,  thence  due  South  untill 
it  strikes  the  middle  of  said  Morses  Road  at  the  Intersection  aforesaid ; 
thence  Southerly  in  the  middle  of  said  Morses  Road  twenty  Rods  south 
of  John  Thompsons  dwelling  House,  thence  a streight  Line  to  Pine  Rock 
so  called  thence  Southward  to  the  mouth  of  Mixhadock  Brook,  thence 
South  to  the  Line  of  Salem  Society,  thence  Westward  in  Salem  Line  to 
the  Bridge  over  Mishadock  Brook  on  Mosss  Road,  thence  in  said  Road 
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to  the  House  of  Samuel  Gun  on  said  Salem  Line,  thence  in  said  Line  to 
the  Corner  of  Oxford  Society,  then  in  Oxford  Line  to  eight  Mile  Brook, 
thence  Northward  by  said  Brook  to  the  Place  where  it  runs  out  of 
Quassepague  Pond,  from  thence  to  the  first  mentioned  Boundary,  be 
and  they  are  hereby  Constituted  a distinct  Eclesiastical  Society  to  be 
known  and  called  by  the  name  of  Middlebury,  And  Aaron  Benedict  & 
John  Thompson  or  either  of  them  have  Liberty  hereby  to  Join  the  said 
Society  if  they  please  which  Election  shall  be  signified  in  Writing  within 
six  Months  from  the  rising  of  this  Assembly  to  the  Clerk  of  the  first 
Society  in  Waterbury  and  the  Clerk  of  said  Society  of  Middlebury,  and 
if  said  Benedict  or  Thompson  shall  elect  as  aforesaid  to  belong  to  said 
Society  of  Middlebury  both  or  either  of  them  so  electing  and  so  notifying 
shall  be  considered  to  all  Intents  and  Purposes  as  Members  of  said 
Society  of  Middlebury,  and  those  Persons  or  either  of  them  who  live  or 
may  hereafter  live  on  the  Tract  of  Land  adjoining  W'atertown  Line  in 
length  between  the  road  leading  from  Mr  Josiah  Brownsons  to  said  Water- 
town,  and  the  West  End  of  Doctr  Abel  Brownsons  Farm,  and  in  Width 
from  said  Town  Line  South  two  Rods  beyond  Doctr  Brownsons  Hos- 
pital have  Liberty  to  Join  the  Society  of  Woodbury  if  they  please,  by 
Notifying  in  Writing  the  Clerk  of  said  Society  of  Middlebury  of  such 
Choice  And  said  Inhabitants  within  the  Local  Bounds  aforesaid  are  hereby 
vested  with  all  Powers  and  Privileges  and  Immunities  of  a distinct  Ec- 
clesiastical Society  as  established  by  the  Laws  of  this  State  and  are  to 
be  under  the  same  regulations  & restrictions  in  every  respect  as  other 
distinct  Ecclesiastical  Societies  in  this  State,  And  Ezra  Brownson  Esqr. 
a Justice  of  the  Peace  in  said  Waterbury  & Ebenezer  Smith  Josiah  Brown- 
son  & James  Porter  principal  Inhabitants  of  said  Society  of  Middlebury 
are  hereby  Authorized  to  Grant  a W^arrant  under  their  Hands  to  some 
proper  Person  by  them  deputed  to  warn  all  the  Inhabitants  in  the  Limits 
of  said  Society  who  are  by  Law  qualified  to  Vote  in  Society  Meeting 
to  meet  at  such  Time  and  Place  as  they  shall  appoint  which  warning  is 
to  be  given  five  Days  before  said  Meeting,  and  said  Justice  if  convenient 
shall  attend  said  Meeting  at  the  expence  of  said  Society  and  lead  them  to 
the  Choice  of  a Clerk  and  Moderator,  and  in  Case  it  be  not  convenient  for 
said  Justice  to  attend  then  either  of  those  three  principal  Inhabitants 
who  signed  said  Warrant  is  hereby  Authorized  to  lead  the  Inhabitants 
of  said  Society  then  present  to  a Choice  of  Clerk  & Moderator  after 
which  said  Society  is  Authorized  to  proceed  according  to  Law.

* With  the  exception  of  one  topic,  the  newspaper  reports  on  the  session  contain 
nothing  not  found  in  the  Records  themselves.  The  subject  of  districting  the  State 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  Representatives  to  Congress  was  beginning  to  receive 
some  support,  but  the  idea  was  opposed  by  the  dominant  group.  They  wanted  to 
retain  the  system  of  electing  all  Representatives  en  bloc  by  the  voters  of  the  entire 
State,  since  this  method  would  help  to  insure  complete  control  of  the  Connecticut 
delegation.  The  Connecticut  Gazette  (New  London)  printed  on  Feb.  25,  1791,  an 
extract  of  a letter  addressed  to  the  Assembly  and  people  opposing  division  of  the 
State  into  districts.  The  voters  should  be  able,  the  writer  said,  to  choose  without 
regard  to  districts.  Division  into  districts  would  leave  but  a single  step  between  the 
lowest  and  the  highest  elevation.  The  decison  of  the  voters  would  be  partial  and  un- 
just, since  the  people  would  be  too  close  to  the  candidate.  The  letter  was  signed  “A 
Citizen  of  Connecticut.”  According  to  the  newspapers,  John  Sedgwick,  deputy  for 
Cornwall,  introduced  a motion  at  the  May  session  of  the  Assembly  to  district  the 
State  for  federal  representation,  but  he  was  defeated  in  the  lower  house.  Connecticut 
Journal,  May  25,  1791;  Litchfield  Monitor,  May  25;  Connecticut  Gazette,  May  26. 
The  MS.  Journal  of  the  House  of  Representatives  contains  no  information  on  this 
discussion. 

Other  matters  mentioned  in  the  Journal  of  the  lower  house  include  the  negativing 
of  a bill  “for  slaughtering  the  Supreme  Court  of  Errors”  (May  18),  and  the  passage 
of  a bill,  which  failed  to  become  a law,  altering  the  statute  regulating  marriages  (May

An  Act  to  exclude  certain  Persons  holding  Offices  under  the  Authority  of  the 
United  States,  from  being  Members  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  that  from  and  after 
the  second  Thursday  of  May  next  no  Person  holding  an  Office  under 
the  Authority  of  the  United  States,  which  would  render  him  incapable 
of  being  a Member  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  shall  while 
holding  said  Office  be  a Member  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State.* 


♦The  final  clause  of  Art.  I,  sec.  6,  of  the  United  States  Constitution  reads:  “And 
no  person  holding  any  office  under  the  United  States  shall  be  a member  of  either 
House  during  his  continuance  in  office.”  The  passage  of  this  Connecticut  act  accom- 
plished a part  of  the  purpose  of  the  bill  introduced  by  Mathias  Nicoll  in  the  session 
of  May  1790.  See  above,  p.  104  note. 
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An  Act  in  addition  to,  and  explanation  of  an  Act  entitled  “An  Act  for  securing 
the  Rights  of  Conscience  in  Matters  of  Religion  to  Christians  of  every  de- 
nomination in  this  State.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled,  that  to  give  Legal  effect  to  any  Certificate  which  shall 
hereafter  be  given  to  any  Person  who  Claims  to  be  a Dissenter  from 
the  Ecclesiastical  Societies  established  by  Law  within  this  State,  it  shall 
be  necessary  that  such  Certificate  be  signed  by  two  of  the  Civil  Authority 
living  in  the  Town  where  such  Dissenter  dwells,  or  by  one  only,  in  case 
but  one  such  Officer  lives  in  such  Town,  which  Authority  shall  duly 
examine  the  Claims  of  such  Dissenter,  and  if  he  or  the}"  shall  Judge  the 
same  well  founded,  he  or  they  shall  give  to  such  Person  a Certificate  of 
the  following  Import  Viz 

“ W e,  having  examined  the  Claims  of  , who  says  he  is  a Dissenter 
from  the  Ecclesiastical  Society  of  , and  hath  joined  himself  to  a 

Church  or  Congregation  of  the  Name  of  , and  that  he  ordinarily 
attends  upon  the  Public  Worship  of  such  Church  or  Congregation ; And 
that  he  contributes  his  share  or  proportion  towards  supporting  the  Public 
Worship  and  Ministry  thereof,  do  upon  examination  find  that  the  above 
Facts  are  true Dated 

Justices  of  Peace 

Which  Certificate  upon  being  Lodged  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Eclesiasti- 
cal  Society  in  which  such  Dissenter  dwells,  shall  thereafter  so  Long  as 
he  shall  attend  the  Public  Worship  of  the  Church  or  Congregation  to 
which  he  has  Joined  himself,  and  shall  continue  to  pay  such  his  proportion 
towards  the  support  of  the  Public  Worship  and  Ministry  thereof,  exempt 
him  from  all  Civil  Obligation  to  the  Society  from  which  he  Dissents,  ex- 
cepting Taxes  granted  before  the  Time  such  Certificate  is  lodged  with 
the  Clerk  of  said  Society  as  aforesaid. 


* The  Connecticut  Toleration  Act,  as  it  stood  at  the  time  of  this  change,  is  in  Acts 
and  Laws,  17SA,  pp.  21-22,  The  leading  authority  on  this  subject  points  out  that  the 
change  now  made  worked  to  the  disadvantage  of  dissenters.  Formally  the  dissenter’s 
certificate  had  to  be  signed  by  an  officer  of  the  dissenting  church  and  lodged  with  the 
clerk  of  the  (established)  ecclesiastical  society.

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Council  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  Assembled,  That  the  Bond  required  by  said  Act 
shall  be  taken  to  continue  in  force  during  the  Time  that  the  same  Person 
shall  be  re-elected,  and  continue  to  exercise  the  Office  of  Treasurer, 
Always  Provided  that  such  Treasurer  shall  be  holden  to  give  new 
Bonds  whenever  the  same  shall  be  required  by  the  Governor  and  Council. 


An  Act  for  continuing  in  force  an  Act  entitled  “An  Act  for  constituting,  defining 
and  regulating  the  Office  of  Comptroller  of  the  Public  Accounts.t 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Council  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  Assembled,  That  said  Act  and  every  Part  and 
Paragraph  thereof  shall  continue  and  be  in  full  force  for  One  Year,  from 
and  after  the  rising  of  this  Assembly. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  An  Act  for  preventing  and  suppressing 
of  Lotteries,  t 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Council  and  Representatives  in 
General  Court  Assembled,  That  no  Person  or  Persons  whatever  shall 
within  this  State  buy  Purchase  Sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  Lottery 
Tickets,  issued  from  or  under  the  Authority  of  any  other  State  whatever. 
And  if  any  Person  or  Persons  shall  buy  Sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any 
Lottery  Ticket  or  Tickets,  contrary  to  this  Act  he  or  they  shall  forfeit 
the  Sum  of  Two  Pounds  for  every  such  Ticket  so  bought.  Sold  or  other- 
wise disposed  of  one  half  to  him  who  shall  inform  and  prosecute  the 
same  to  effect,  and  the  other  half  to  the  Treasury  of  the  Town  where 
the  Offense  is  committed ; or  if  the  Complaint  be  made  by  an  Informing 
Officer,  the  whole  of  said  Penalty  shall  belong  to  said  Treasury. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted,  That  no  Appeal  shall  be  allowed  from  any 
Judgment  upon  any  Suit  or  Prosecution  for  any  breach  of  this  Act.

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled,  That  any  forfeiture  of  Money  incurred  by  a breach  of 
the  twelfth,  seventeenth  or  eighteenth  Paragraph  of  said  Act,  may  be 
recovered  by  Action,  Bill,  Plaint,  or  Information  the  one  half  to  the 
Person  who  shall  prosecute  or  sue  for  the  same,  and  the  other  half  to  the 
T reasurer  of  this  State.

State. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Council  and  Representatives  in 
General  Court  Assembled , That  the  Mayor  Aldermen  and  Common  Council 
of  each  Incorporated  City  within  this  State  shall  have  Power  and  the 
same  is  hereby  given  to  them  to  make  By  Laws  relative  to  restraining 
Horses  Cattle  and  Sheep  from  going  at  large  in  the  Streets  and  Highways 
within  the  Limits  of  their  respective  Cities,  and  that  said  By  Laws  when 
approved  of  and  published  as  is  provided  by  Law  in  respect  to  the  By- 
Laws  of  said  Cities  shall  have  the  full  force  and  effect  of  the  By  Laws  of 
their  said  Cities  respectively. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  for  regulating  Ferries.  I 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  assembled  that  the  Town  of  Milford  in  the  County  of  New  Haven 
have  Licence  and  Authority,  and  Licence  and  Authority  are  hereby 
granted  to  said  Town  to  have  Use  and  keep  the  Ferry  on  Ousatonuck 
or  Stratford  River,  between  said  Town  and  the  Town  of  Stratford  in  the 
County  of  Fairfield  commonly  called  “Stratford  Ferry  on  the  East  side 
of  said  River,  and  to  take  and  receive  all  the  Emoluments  Profits  and 
fare  which  may  arise  from  the  transportation  of  Passengers  and  of  any 
and  every  Thing  necessary  to  be  transported  across  said  Ferry  from  the 
East  side  of  said  River  to  the  West  side  thereof  to  the  sole  Use  and 
Benefit  of  said  Town  of  Milford  for  and  during  the  space  of  fifteen  Years 
from  the  rising  of  this  Assembly  and  after  the  expiration  of  said  fifteen 
Years  during  the  Pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly,  And  that  said  Town 
of  Stratford  have  Licence  and  Authority,  and  Licence  and  Authority  are 
hereby  granted  to  said  Town,  to  have  use  and  keep  said  Ferry  on  the 
West  side  of  said  River,  and  to  take  and  receive  all  the  emoluments 
Profits  and  Fare  which  may  arise  from  the  transportation  of  Passengers 
and  of  any  and  every  thing  necessary  to  be  transported  across  said  Ferry, 
from  the  West  side  of  said  River  to  the  East  side  thereof;  to  the  sole

additional  Person  or  Horse  or  other  Beast  the  Fare  shall  be  the  same  as 
stated  as  aforesaid  for  such  single  Person  Horse  or  other  Beast ; 

Always  Provided,  and  it  is  to  be  understood  that  the  aforesaid  Licence 
or  Authority  to  said  Towns  respectively  is  to  be  on  the  following  Condi- 
tions— viz — That  in  addition  to  the  Boats  already  required  by  Law,  said 
Towns  do  Jointly  and  at  equal  expence  in  a reasonable  and  convenient 
Time  Build  a good  Flatt  or  Scow  fit  and  proper  for  the  transportation 
of  WTeel  Carriages  and  all  sorts  of  Neat  Kine  as  well  as  every  other 
Thing  best  adapted  to  be  transported  in  each  [such  ?]  Flatt  or  Scow  across 
said  Ferries ; And  that  they  furnish  said  Flatt  or  Scow  with  Oars  and 
other  necessary  Implements  for  the  aforesaid  Transportation  And  that 
said  Town  of  Milford  do  keep  and  maintain  a dwelling  House  near  said 
Ferry  Place  on  the  East  side  of  said  River  in  good  repair,  and  that 
said  Town  do  also  accomodate  said  House  to  the  good  entertainment  and 
reception  of  Travellers,  And  that  in  a reasonable  and  convenient  Time 
said  Town  do  repair  the  two  Wharves  on  the  East  side  of  said  River 
and  make  Steps  or  Stairs  to  the  same  so  as  to  make  it  convenient  to  go 
on  Board  of  any  Boat  Flatt  or  Scow  from  said  Wharf  or  Wharves,  and 
to  Land  from  any  Boat  Flatt  or  Scow  on  the  same ; And  that  said  Town 
of  Stratford  do  in  a reasonable  and  convenient  Time  repair  the  Wharf 
on  the  West  side  of  said  River  and  the  Path  Way  or  Highway  leading 
to  the  same;  and  that  said  Town  do  raise  said  Wharf  and  Way  to  such  a 
Heighth  in  every  part  of  the  same  as  not  to  be  overflowed  by  the  Tides, 
and  that  when  the  same  shall  have  been  raised  as  foresaid  that  said  Town 
do  keep  the  same  in  good  repair;  And  that  said  Town  do  build  and  pro- 
vide Steps  or  Stairs  to  said  Wharf  so  as  to  make  it  convenient  to  go  on 
board  of  any  Boat  Flatt  or  Scow  from  the  same,  and  to  Land  from  any 
such  Boat  Flatt  or  Scow  on  the  same ; And  that  if  said  Towns  respectively

Ox  or  any  other  neat  Kine  four  pence  Sheep  Swine  or  Goats  one  half 
penny — for  every  two  wheeled  Carriage  with  one  Man  and  draft  Horse 
six  pence,  for  every  four  wheeled  Carriage  one  Man  and  draft  Horse 
nine  Pence,  and  for  every  additional  Person  Horse  or  other  Beast  the 
same  as  is  above  stated,  in  like  Cases,  for  every  Ox  Team  and  Load  one 
shilling  and  sixpence,  and  for  a Vv^aggon  Horses  and  Load  one  shilling. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Andrew  Kingsbury  Esqr  Comptroller  of 
the  Public  Accounts  of  this  State  the  Year  ensuing. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  all  Taxes  already  Granted  for  the  Pay- 
ment of  the  Principle  or  Interest  of  the  Debt  of  this  State  and  which  may 
become  due  after  the  first  Day  of  June  1791,  be  suspended  and  the  same 
are  hereby  suspended  during  the  Pleasure  of  this  Assembly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  That  the  Sum  of  Twelve  Thousand  Pounds 
lawfull  Money  now  in  the  Treasury  and  in  Collection  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  appropriated  to  the  purchasing  up  of  any  of  the  Liquidated  Securi- 
ties of  this  State  excepting  such  Bills  of  Credit  as  were  emitted  antecedent 
to  the  Year  1780.  And  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  for  the  Time  being 
be  and  he  is  hereby  Authorized  and  directed  to  lay  out  and  expend  the 
aforesaid  Sum  of  twelve  thousand  Pounds  in  purchasing  of  the  said 
Securities  in  such  a manner  as  will  be  most  advantageous  to  the  Interest 
of  this  State,  and  said  Treasurer  is  directed  to  make  return  of  his  pro- 
ceedings to  the  General  Assembly  to  be  holden  at  New  Haven  in  October 
next  designating  the  Time  when  each  Purchase  shall  have  been  made 
with  the  amount  thereof  and  the  different  kinds  of  Securities  and  the 
Names  of  the  Persons  of  whom  they  were  purchased.* 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  That  the  several  Ballances  due  from  the 
late  Collectors  of  Impost  and  Excise  may  be  discharged  with  any  Liqui- 
dated Securities  Issued  under  the  Authority  of  this  State  excepting 
those  Bonds  which  were  given  to  the  Collectors  of  Impost  for  Specie. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  That  John  Treadwell  and  Samuel  Wyllys 
Esqrs.  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a Committee  with  the  Comp- 
troller of  the  Public  Accounts  to  make  up  and  Audit  the  Public  Accounts 
with  Treasurer  Colt  to  the  31st  Day  of  August  next  and  lay  a regular 
Statement  thereof  before  the  General  Assembly  in  October  next  and  they

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are  directed  to  receive  from  said  Treasurer  and  consume  to  Ashes, 
giving  a Receipt  therefor,  all  the  State  Bills  and  Certificates  Issued  in 
payment  of  Interest  on  the  State  Debt  which  may  be  in  the  Treasury,  in 
such  Receipts  expressing  the  different  kinds  of  such  Securities  and  also 
distinguishing  the  Principal  from  the  Interest  of  the  State  Bills. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  That  the  Comptroller  of  the  Public  Ac- 
counts of  this  State  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  make  enquiry  after 
and  recover  for  the  Use  of  this  State  all  Moneys  due  and  oweing  to  them 
counts  of  this  State  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  make  enquiry  after 
from  the  Town  of  Stafford  and  by  them  retained  in  Virtue  of  Illegal 
Abatements  had  and  made  by  the  Listers  of  said  Town  upon  the  Lists  of 
1781  & 1783. 

Whereas  it  is  Represented  to  this  Assembly  that  there  are  living  in 
Milford  in  the  County  of  New  Haven  a small  number  of  Indians  upon  a 
Tract  of  Land  containing  about  One  Hundred  Acres  lying  upon  the 
Northwesterly  part  of  said  Town,  at  a Place  called  Turkey  Hills  which 
Land  was  anciently  reserved  for  the  Use  of  the  Indians,*  And  that  the 
Trespasses  are  frequently  Committed  upon  the  same  by  cutting  and 
Carrying  away  the  Wood  & Timber  and  that  said  Indians  have  made 
Complaint  thereof ; 

Whereupon  it  is  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  County  Court 
within  and  for  the  County  of  New  Haven  be  and  they  are  hereby  Author- 
ized and  Impowered  to  appoint  an  Overseer  to  said  Indians  to  Order 
and  direct  them  in  the  management  of  their  Affairs  with  Power  to  prose- 
cute all  Trespasses  in  his  own  Name  as  Overseer  as  aforesaid  that  shall 
be  committed  on  said  Land  to  final  Judgment,  and  the  Arrable  Lands  to 
Lease  out  or  otherwise  to  Improve  to  the  best  Advantage  for  said  Indians, 
and  render  his  Account  thereof  from  Time  to  Time  when  required  by 
said  Court. 

Whereas  William  Judd  Esqr  did  on  the  17th  Day  of  August  1790 
receive  from  the  Comptroller  of  the  Public  Accounts  an  Order  on  the 
Treasurer  of  this  State  for  two  thousand  four  Hundred  and  four  Dollars 

18/90  being  seven  hundred  and  Twenty  One  Pounds  5/2  Lawfull 
Money  Payable  in  final  Settlement  Certificates  which  has  been  paid,  and 
said  Order  having  been  given  by  Mistake, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Comptroller  be  and  he  is  hereby 
Authorized  and  directed  to  take  proper  and  effectual  Measures  for  the 
recovery  thereof  out  of  the  Hands  of  said  Judd  in  favour  of  this  State. 

Upon  the  representation  of  the  Keeper  of  New  Gate  Prison,  stating 
chat  in  most  of  the  Judgments  rendered  against  the  Prisoners  committed

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  at  the  expiration  of  the  Term  fixed  in 
the  Judgment  in  the  Case  of  the  Prisoner  whose  Term  of  Confinement 
expires  before  the  next  Circuit  of  the  Superior  Court  commences  the 
Keeper  of  said  Prison  be  and  he  is  directed  to  discharge  the  said 
Prisoner.* 

Whereas  His  Excellency  the  Governor  has  Communicated  to  this 
Legislature  a Letter  from  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusets  inclosing  An  Act  of  the  General  Court  of  the  said  Commonwealth, 
appointing  Commissioners  on  their  Part  for  ascertaining  the  Boundary 
l^ine  between  said  Commonwealth  and  this  State,  and  Authorizing  and 
Impowering  them  to  meet  such  Commissioners  as  should  be  appointed, 
and  vested  with  similar  Powers  by  this  Legislature,  and  in  Conjunction 
with  them  to  ascertain  run  and  make  said  Line,  and  to  agree  upon 
Ifi-inciples  respecting  the  running  said  Line  &c  and  requesting  the  same 
should  be  communicated  to  this  Legislature  in  Order  that  Measures  may 
be  taken  to  prevent  Disputes  and  to  promote  Harmony  between  the 
Citizens  of  said  States. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  His  Excellency  the  Governor  be  re- 
quested to  inform  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  the  Massachu- 
sets,  that  this  Assembly  is  not  informed  of  any  Disputes  relative  to  the 
Line  between  the  two  States  which  at  present  renders  the  appointment 
of  Commissioners  on  the  part  of  this  State  necessary,  but  if  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  shall  point  out  the  particular  Objects  of  such 
appointment  this  State  will  give  the  Subject  the  most  attentive  Considera- 
tion and  shall  ever  be  disposed  to  adopt  such  Measures  as  shall  have  the 
fairest  prospect  to  prevent  disputes  and  promote  Harmony  between  the 
Citizens  of  the  two  States.!

estimated  conformably  to  Acts  of  the  Legislature  being  such  Losses  as 
were  during  the  late  War  occasioned  by  the  Incursions  and  Inroads  of 
the  Enemy,  distinguishing  the  Losses  of  Buildings  and  necessary  Fur- 
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niture  from  those  of  other  Articles  by  said  Documents  or  otherwise,  and 
also  to  ascertain  the  advancements  which  had  been  made  to  the  Sufferers 
respectively  by  Abatement  of  Taxes  or  otherwise  and  to  report  the  same 
with  their  Opinion  relative  to  the  way  and  means  of  affording  further 
relief  to  this  Assembly,  but  the  Committee  through  some  intervening 
and  unavoidable  Circumstances  have  not  been  able  to  act  upon  and  in- 
vestigate said  Business  so  as  to  make  Report  thereon  to  this  Assembly. 
It  is  therefore 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Committee  be  and  they  are 
hereby  reappointed  to  take  up  compleat  and  finish  said  Business  agree- 
able to  their  former  appointment  and  Report  make  to  the  General  As- 
sembly to  be  holden  at  New  Haven  in  October  next.*

as  per  Memorial  on  file,  And  after  a full  hearing  of  the  Parties  in  the 
Premises,  Jonathan  Wells  Hezekiah  Ripley  and  Joshua  Raymond  Esqrs 
having  been  duely  appointed  a Committee  to  view  and  determine  on  the 
Place  where  it  will  be  best  and  most  convenient  for  said  Towns  to  build 
a Bridge  over  said  River,  and  said  Committee  having  Reported  that  the 
best  and  most  convenient  Place  for  said  Towns  to  build  a Bridge  over 
said  River  is  at  a Stake  and  Stones  on  the  North  Bank  of  said  River  in 
said  Town  of  Chatham  about  seven  Rods  and  seven  Links  Southwest 
from  the  Line  dividing  said  Towns,  and  from  thence  extending  over  said 
River  to  a Black  Oak  Tree  standing  on  the  Southerly  Bank  of  said  River 
which  Black  Oak  Tree  is  in  a range  with  a large  spreading  Black  Oak  Tree 
standing  near  the  Line  of  said  Towns,  which  Report  has  by  this  Assembly 
been  accepted  and  approved  of  as  of  Record  appears 

Resolved  that  said  Towns  of  Colchester  and  Chatham  shall  within  one 
Year  next  after  the  rising  of  this  Assembly  build  a Bridge  over  said

September  17th  1790  and  his  Body  is  protected  from  all  Arrest  or  Im- 
prisonment while  negotiating  said  Business. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Susannah  Strong  against  Jedidiah  Strong  Esqr 
her  Husband  Continued  from  the  last  Session  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  on  the  22d  Day  of  January  A D 1788,  she  was  lawfully  Married  to 
the  said  Jedidiah,  and  that  during  their  Cohabitation,  she  hath  experi- 
enced such  Treatment  from  him  as  renders  all  Happiness  in  the  conjugal 
State  hopeless  and  a seperation  necessary  and  praying  for  releif  as  per 
Petition  on  file,* 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  a Bill  of  Divorce  from  the  Bed  and 
Board  of  the  said  Jedidiah  Be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  the 
Petitioner  the  said  Susannah,  And  that  the  said  Susannah  be  and  she  is 
hereby  declared  a Feme  Sole  to  all  Intents  and  purposes  except  for  the 
purpose  of  contracting  Matrimony  during  the  Life  of  the  said  Jedidiah 
Strong,  and  that  she  shall  have  the  right  of  making  Contracts  as  a Feme 
Sole  and  be  so  considered  in  all  Actions  or  Suits  at  Law  or  in  equity 
for  or  against  her,  and  the  said  Jedidiah  shall  not  be  liable  or  holden 
for  the  Payment  of  any  Debts  which  the  said  Susannah  may  in  future 
contract  nor  for  the  future  support  of  the  Petitioner  (except  as  is 
herein  after  Provided,)  And  all  Articles  of  Personal  Estate  which  have 
been  already  delivered  out  to  the  Petitioner  by  the  said  Jedidiah  and  are 
now  in  her  actual  Possession  of  what  kind  soever,  are  hereby  declared 
to  be  her  sole  and  seperate  Estate, 

And  it  is  also  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  for  the  support  and  main- 
tenance of  her  the  said  Susannah,  the  said  Jedidiah  do  pay  to  her  the  said 
Susannah  the  Sum  of  six  pounds  lawfull  Money  by  the  17th  Day  of 
July  next,  and  the  like  Sum  on  the  17th  Day  of  July  annually  thereafter 
during  their  Joint  Lives,  and  at  and  after  that  Rate  for  any  part  of  a 
Year,  And  that  for  the  recovery  of  any  Sum  or  Sums  hereby  enjoined 
on  the  said  Jedidiah  to  pay  to  the  said  Susannah  She  or  her  Executors 
or  Administrators  may  have  an  Action  on  the  Case  against  the  said  Jedi- 
diah his  Executors  or  Administrators  before  any  Court  of  Law  proper 
to  try  the  same  within  this  State,  on  failure  of  the  said  Jedidiahs  making 
due  payment  thereof,  according  to  this  Act,  and  it  is  also  further 

Resolved  that  if  the  said  Susannah  do  survive  the  said  Jedidiah  she 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  have  and  receive  her  Dower  out  of  the  real  Estate 
of  the  said  Jedidiah  according  to  Law  in  the  same  manner  as  if  this  said 
Resolve  had  not  been  made  and  passed. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Lemuel  Pomeroy  of  South  Hampton  in  the 
County  of  Hampshire  and  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  Betty 

* On  the  matrimonial  troubles  of  the  Strongs  in  the  previous  year,  when  Jedidiah 
tried  unsuccessfully  to  get  a divorce  from  his  wife,  see  above,  p.  206.  The  present 
action  of  the  Assembly  is  more  nearly  a legal  separation  than  a divorce.  It  may  be 
noted  (p.  179  above)  that  Strong  had  failed  of  renomination  as  an  Assistant  in 
October  1790.  The  Connecticut  Journal,  May  25,  1791,  recorded  the  fact  that  Strong 
had  been  suspended  from  the  County  Court  Bench, 
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his  Wife  late  Sole  and  known  by  the  Name  of  Betty  Bliss  of  Bolton  in

liable  to  be  soon  lost,  that  the  said  Betty  had  an  Estate  for  Life  in  half 
said  Buildings  and  Land  which  she  and  the  said  Lemuel  have  by  Deed 
relinquished  for  the  benefit  of  her  Children,  that  it  will  be  much  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Children  of  the  said  Deceasd  who  are  likewise  her  Children 
that  the  said  Buildings  and  Lands  shoud  be  now  sold  and  the  Moneys 
arising  on  the  Sales  thereof  put  to  Use  But  that  there  are  four  Minor 
Children  to  whom  the  said  Lemuel  & Betty  are  Guardians  who  are  unable 
to  make  Conveyances,  and  a Division  or  Sale  in  seperate  Parcells  will 
greatly  diminish  the  value  of  said  Property,  And  Praying  this  Assembly 
to  Authorize  and  Impower  the  said  John  Bliss  who  is  Administrator  on 
the  Estate  of  the  said  Deceasd  or  some  other  Person  to  sell  said  Lands 
and  Buildings  &c  as  per  Memorial  on  file  dated  the  26th  Day  of  April 
1791 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  John  Bliss  be  and  he  is  hereby 
Authorized  and  Impowered  to  Sell  the  Lands  & Buildings  lying  in  said 
Ellington  that  belonged  to  the  said  John  Deceased,  at  the  Time  of  his 
Death,  under  the  direction  of  the  Judge  of  Probate  for  the  District  of 
East  Windsor  and  to  make  good  and  ample  Conveyances  thereof,  and 
that  the  same  shall  be  good  and  valid  in  Law  for  conveying  said  Lands 
and  Buildings,  upon  his  the  said  Johns  first  becoming  Bound  to  the  said 
Judge  of  Probate  for  the  District  of  East  Windsor,  with  Surety  in  the 
Sum  of  two  Hundred  Pounds  L Money  to  dispose  of  the  Avails  of  the 
Sales  of  said  Lands  and  Buildings  for  the  Use  of  the  Heirs  of  said  De- 
ceasd according  to  the  directions  of  the  said  Judge  of  Probate. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Joseph  Woodbridge  of  Hartford  in  the  County 
of  Hartford  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  by  sundry  Misfortunes  by  the 
Enemy  by  Fire  and  by  a variety  of  Losses  in  Trade  his  Affairs  are  greatly 
embarrassed,  that  he  is  liable  to  be  Imprisoned  to  the  great  detriment  of  all 
concerned  &c  Praying  for  exemption  from  Arrest  & Imprisonment  or 
further  Releif  as  per  Memorial  on  file 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  further  Consideration  of  the  Peti- 
tion of  the  Memorialist  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  referred  to  the  General 
Assembly  to  be  holden  at  New  Haven  in  October  next  and  that  the  Body 
of  the  Petitioner  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  protected  from  any 
Arrest  in  Civil  Processes  or  Executions  till  the  rising  of  said  Assembly 
to  be  holden  at  said  New  Haven  in  October  next,  and  any  Arrest  in  the 
mean  Time  on  the  Body  of  the  Petitioner  is  hereby  declared  void  and  of 
no  effect. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Sturges  Burr  of  New  Haven  in  the  County  of 
New  Haven  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  is  Executor  of  the  last 
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Will  and  Testament  of  David  Judson  late  of  said  New  Haven  Decasd 
and  that  he  is  Administrator  of  the  Goods  and  Estate  of  Sarah  Judson 
the  Wife  of  said  David  Judson  lately  Deceasd,  That  the  said  Sarah  died 
intestate  and  left  two  Sons  the  only  Children  of  said  Sarah  who  are  now 
Minors  under  the  x\ge  of  twenty  One  Years,  That  at  the  Time  of  her 
Death  she  Owned  and  possessed  in  her  own  Right  nine  tenths  of  the 
Homestead  and  all  the  other  Lands  in  the  Town  of  Waterbury  in  said 
County  which  belonged  to  the  Estate  of  Nathaniel  Hazard  late  of  New 
York  deceased  and  which  were  formerly  the  Property  of  Stephen  Upson ; 
That  in  like  manner  she  owned  and  possessed  nine  tenths  of  the  one  half 
of  a dwelling  House  and  a small  Peice  of  Land  in  Chatham  in  the  County 
of  IHiddlesex  which  were  formerly  the  property  of  George  Stillman  of 
said  Chatham,  That  said  Lands  &c  are  going  to  decay  &c  and  Praying 
for  Liberty  to  Sell  all  the  Right  and  Title  which  said  Sarah  had  to  said 
Lands  & Appurtenances  at  the  Time  of  her  Death  as  per  Petition  on  file 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  said  Sturges  Burr  as  Administrator 
aforesaid  be  authorized  and  Impowered  and  he  hereby  is  Authorized  and 
Impowered  to  make  Sale  of  all  the  Right  and  Title  which  said  Sarah 
had  at  the  Time  of  her  Death  to  said  Peices  of  Land  and  the  appurtenances 
thereof,  and  also  to  make  Sale  of  all  the  right  and  Title  which  said  Sarah 
had  as  aforesaid  to  the  One  half  of  said  dwelling  House  in  such  way  and 
manner  as  the  Court  of  Probate  for  the  District  of  New  Haven  shall 
direct. 

Provided  that  previous  to  making  Sale  of  said  part  of  said  dwelling 
House  and  Appurtenances  he  execute  a Bond  with  surety  or  Sureties  to 
the  Judge  of  Probate  for  said  District  and  in  such  Sum  as  said  Judge 
shall  direct  that  all  Moneys  arising  from  such  Sale  shall  be  applied  to 
the  Use  and  benefit  of  said  Minor  Children,  And  that  every  and  all  Sales 
& Conveyances  of  said  part  of  said  dwelling  House  Lands  and  appurte- 
nances when  made  as  aforesaid  shall  be  good  and  efifectual  in  Law  to  every 
intent  & purpose  whatever.

1774  the  five  Westermost  Tiers  of  Lotts  West  of  the  reserved  Lands  so 
called  in  the  Town  of  Larmington  with  the  Inhabitants  thereon  were 
constituted  a distinct  seperate  Eclesiastical  Society  by  the  Name  of 
West  Britain,  with  the  same  Powers  and  Priveleges  with  other  Societies 
with  the  following  exception  viz  “saving  and  excepting  John  Strong 
Esqr.  & Simeon  Strong  his  Son  living  upon  the  second  Tier  of  said  Lotts 
and  their  improved  Lands  to  wit  East  of  a North  and  South  Line  on  the 
West  side  of  their  said  Improvements  from  Litchfield  Road  so  called 
to  the  South  Side  of  the  said  Johns  Larm.[”]  And  also  shewing  that 
there  is  a Twenty  Rod  Highway  lying  paralel  with  the  East  Line  of  said 
Society  and  adjoining  thereto  which  now  is  in  the  Bounds  of  said  Town 
of  Bristol  and  Praying  that  the  Land  of  the  said  John  & Simeon  Strong 
so  excepted  as  above  together  with  the  Westerly  half  of  said  Highway 
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with  the  Inhabitants  thereon  be  annexed  to  the  said  Society  of  West 
Britain  &c  as  per  Memorial  on  file  &c 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Lands  late  the  Property  of 
the  said  John  and  Simeon  Strong  excepted  as  aforesaid  together  with  the 
Westerly  half  of  said  Highway  so  far  as  the  same  adjoins  to  said  Society 
with  the  Inhabitants  thereon  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  annexed  to  the 
said  Society  of  West  Britain  subject  to  such  Rules  and  Regulations  of 
said  Society  as  other  Lands  and  Inhabitants  in  the  same  by  Law  now  are. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Elizabeth  Blackleach,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  on  the  fourth  Day  of  May  1783  she  was  married  to  John  Blackleach 
of  Stratford  in  the  County  of  Fairfield  to  whom  she  always  behaved  as  a 
dutifull  and  obedient  Wife,  while  he  pursued  the  contrary  Line  of  Conduct 
and  was  Guilty  of  Breach  of  every  Duty  and  obligation  of  the  Marriage 
Contract  &c.  That  at  the  Time  of  her  Intermarriage  with  the  said 
John  she  as  the  relict  of  Doctr  Thomas  Hill  of  Fairfield  was  possessed 
of  a Farm  of  Land  being  her  Right  as  Tenant  in  Dower,  and  of  some 
Personal  Property  Praying  for  a Bill  of  Divorce,  and  that  her  Estate  be 
restored  to  her  &c  as  per  Memorial  on  file  the  Parties  appearing  were 
fully  heard  on  said  Petition,  and  it  being  found  that  the  Material  Facts 
were  truly  Stated,  that  said  John  had  been  Guilty  of  a total  neglect  of 
Duty  and  that  the  Marriage  Contract  had  been  wholly  broken  on  his 
part  * 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  a Divorce  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
Granted  to  the  Petitioner,  and  the  said  Marriage  Contract  between  the 
said  John  and  the  said  Elizabeth  is  hereby  declared  to  be  void  and  of 
none  efifect.  And  the  Property  and  Estate  which  the  said  Elizabeth  held 
as  Tenant  in  Dower  or  otherwise  at  the  Time  of  her  Intermarriage  with 
the  said  John  is  hereby  restored  to  her,  notwithstanding  any  Lease  or 
Conveyance  by  the  said  John  or  any  One  in  his  behalf  unless  by  and  with 
the  Consent  of  the  said  Elizabeth, 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Jonathan  Hall  Junr  &c  vs.  Samuel  Clark  &c 
preferred  to  the  General  Assembly  holden  at  New  Haven  by  Adjourn- 
ment on  the  29th  Day  of  December  1790,  upon  which  Petition  a Bill  in 
form  was  then  passed  appointing  the  Honorable  Stephen  Mix  Mitchell 
Esqr.  Jonathan  Ingersol  Esqr.  and  Asher  Miller  Esqr  a Committee  with 
full  Power  and  Authority  to  enquire  hear  and  examine  into  the  Facts 
stated  in  said  Petition,  and  said  Committee  having  met  but  not  having 
compleated  the  Business  for  which  they  were  appointed,  and  it  also  ap- 
pearing to  this  Assembly  by  information  from  said  Committee  that  some 
of  said  Memorialists  are  Minors  and  have  no  Guardians  to  appear  and 
defend  for  them 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  said  Committee  be  reappointed  with 
the  same  Powers  and  directions  given  them  by  said  Bill  on  form,  and

as  are  Minors,  which  appointment  of  Guardians  said  Committee  are  to 
Report  with  their  Doings  upon  said  Petition  to  said  Assembly  in  said

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Provided  that  the  other  Infantry  Companies  in  said  Regiment  shall 
never  be  diminished  by  said  Enlistment  below  the  number  of  sixty  four 
Rank  & file,  And  said  Company  shall  be  known  and  called  by  the  Name 
of  the  Light  Infantry  Company  in  the  17th  Regiment  of  Militia,  and 
shall  have  Power  or  two  thirds  of  them  to  agree  upon  any  number  of 
Meetings  for  exercise  and  Discipline  beyond  the  Times  appointed  by 
Law  for  Militia  Companys  to  meet  which  agreement  shall  be  binding  on 
the  whole  and  the  commanding  Officer  has  Power  to  fine  for  absence  &c 
as  on  other  Legal  training  Days.

emitted  in  the  Year  1780  praying  that  the  said  several  Sums  so  advanced 
by  him  the  Petitioner  as  aforesaid  may  be  repaid  to  him  as  per  Petition 
on  file  may  appear 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Comptroller  of  this  State  be  and 
he  is  hereby  directed  to  adjust  and  settle  the  Accounts  of  said  Ferriss 
for  the  Money  so  advanced  by  him  as  aforesaid  the  Limitation  Act  not-

himself  and  Family  are  subtracted  & deducted,  And  this  Assembly  do 
Authorize  and  Impower  the  Judge  of  Fairfield  County  Court  for  the  Time 
being  to  adjust  and  allow  the  Costs  Charges  Expences  and  disbursements 
of  said  Trustees  in  and  about  the  Business  of  settling  said  Estate  and 
making  a Dividend  thereof  and  to  allow  them  a reasonable  Reward  for 
their  Trouble  and  Services  therein  and  to  allow  to  said  Silliman  for 
himself  and  Family  such  necessary  Cloathing  Bedding  & Household 
Furniture  and  Implements  and  Tools  as  are  exempt  from  Execution  and 
subtract  and  deduct  the  same  out  of  said  Estate  subject  to  be  disposed  of 
for  the  Benefit  of  said  Creditors,  And  this  Assembly  do  Order  & Decree 
that  the  Person  of  said  Mdlliam  Silliman  be  Liberated  and  discharged 
from  his  Imprisonment  and  be  forever  protected  from  Arrest  & Imprison- 
ment for  any  Debt  contracted  before  the  29th  Day  of  Decembr  1790  on 
his  Executing  in  due  form  of  Law  a Deed  of  Conveyance  to  said  Trustees 
of  all  his  Estate  real  and  Personal  and  delivering  to  said  Trustees  on 
Oath  all  his  Property  for  the  Use  and  Benefit  of  his  Creditors  subject 
to  the  allowances  Subtraction  & deduction  aforesaid  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid.  And  on  such  his  Compliance  the  Keeper  of  the  Goal  in  Fairfield 
County  is  hereby  Ordered  and  directed  to  Liberate  and  discharge  said 
Silliman  from  said  Goal  & from  his  Imprisonment. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Eliphalet  Gray  of  Lebanon,  only  Son  of  Mr 
Simeon  Gray  late  of  said  Town  Deceasd  a Minor  about  nineteen  Years 
Old,  by  William  Williams  Esqr.  of  said  Town  his  Guardian,  representing 
that  said  Simeon  his  Father  Died  intestate  about  fourteen  Years  since 
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leaving  only  three  Children  viz  Mary  Hannah  & said  Eliphalet  all  Young 
and  seized  of  a valuable  Estate  viz  a Farm  of  more  than  One  Hundred 
Acres  of  Land  with  good  Buildings  in  the  Centre  of  the  first  Society  of 
said  Town,  and  considerable  other  Lands  more  remote.  That  Captain 
Jonathan  White  the  Maternal  Grand  Father  of  said  Children  Died  about 
two  Years  since,  leaving  by  his  Will  a legacy  of  One  Hundred  Pounds 
Lawful  Money  to  each  of  said  Children,  and  that  on  a late  Settlement  of 
Accounts  the  Estate  of  his  said  Grandfather  is  otherwise  considerably  In- 
debted to  said  Children  that  the  Executors  of  said  Will  have  no  possible 
W^ay  to  pay  said  Legacies  & Debt  but  by  Lands  or  the  sale  of  Lands  of  the 
said  Jonathan  which  cannot  be  effected  to  raise  the  Money  without  very 
great  Loss,  that  the  Children  of  said  Gray  two  of  them  being  arrived  to 
full  Age  One  Married  have  agreed  to  receive  the  said  Legacies  and  Debt 
in  Lands  at  an  Apprisal  of  Indifferent  Men,  and  which  has  been  in  fact 
made  in  pursuance  of  said  Agreement,  and  said  Executors  stand  ready  to 
execute  proper  Conveyance  thereof  to  said  Children  by  way  of  Sale 
for  the  Payment  of  said  Legacies  & Debt,  but  said  Eliphalet  is  not  legally 
capable  of  giving  proper  Discharges  or  receiving  the  same,  And  further 
Shewing  that  the  Estate  of  his  said  Father  has  been  lately  distributed  and 
set  out  to  said  Children  according  to  Law,  that  said  Eliphalets  Part  con- 
tains near  three  Quarters  of  the  Homestead  with  all  the  Buildings,  the 
said  Hannahs  is  set  out  in  Lands  not  pertaining  to  the  Homestead,  and 
Marys  part  in  such  Lands,  and  partly  so  as  to  contain  all  the  remainder 
of  the  Homestead  a Strip  from  Front  to  rear,  That  said  Eliphalet  is  very 
desirous  to  enjoy  all  the  Homestead,  the  Inheritance  of  his  Ancestors, 
and  the  said  Mary  with  the  Approbation  of  her  Husband  Mr  William 
Huntington  Junr  are  willing  to  exchange  that  part  of  said  Homestead 
with  the  said  Eliphalet  for  Lands  proposed  to  be  derived  to  him  from  his 
Grandfather  as  aforesaid  which  said  Eliphalet  is  desirous  of  Doing  but 
unable  to  compleat  by  reason  of  his  Minority,  And  Praying  this  Assem- 
bly to  appoint  and  Authorize  some  suitable  Person  to  Act  & transact 
for  and  in  the  Name  of  the  said  Eliphalet  in  and  about  the  Matters  con- 
tained in  said  Memorial,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  said  Eliphalet  might  do 
if  of  full  Age  &c  as  per  Memorial  on  file 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  William  Williams  Esqr.  Guardian 
to  said  Minor  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed  Authorized  and  Impowered 
in  the  Name  and  behalf  of  said  Eliphalet  to  accept  and  receive  of  the 
Executors  of  said  Jonathan  White  Deceasd  proper  Conveyance  of  Lands 
to  said  Eliphalet  to  the  value  and  Amount  of  his  said  Legacy  and  his 
Part  of  said  Debt  and  in  satisfaction  thereof  to  be  at  the  Apprisal  of  the 
Distributors  of  the  Estate  of  said  Jonathan  White  Deceasd,  and  thereupon 
to  acquit  and  discharge  said  Executors  and  Estate  from  any  others  or 
further  demand  of  said  Eliphalet  on  those  Accounts,  and  also  to  convey 
as  hereafter  mentioned  a small  part  of  the  same  to  Dr.  Enoch  White  Uncle 
to  said  Eliphalet,  in  payment  of  a Debt  due  him  from  said  Eliphalet  toward 
his  support  and  Education,  and  the  remainder  thereof  to  said  Mary  in 
Exchange  for  her  part  of  said  Homestead  at  their  fixt  portionate  Value 
or  such  Part  as  shall  be  necessary  to  effect  such  Exchange,  And  if  it  shall 
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not  be  sufficient,  to  sell  and  dispose  of  or  so  much  of  another  small  Peice 
of  Land  set  to  said  Eliphalet  not  of  the  Original  Homestead  which  said 
Simeon  bought  of  Mr.  Elijah  Hyde  Deceasd,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  corn- 
pleat  said  Exchange  such  Exchange  and  Sale  to  be  at  the  Estimate  and 
Apprisal  of  the  Distributors  of  the  Estate  of  the  said  Gray  Deceased  and 
to  give  and  take  proper  and  necessary  Deeds  and  discharges  for  and  in 
behalf  of  said  Eliphalet  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  Effect  for 
the  Purposes  aforesaid  as  the  said  Eliphalet  if  of  full  Age  might  do  in  his 
own  Person. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Ebenezer  Jesup  of  Fairfield  in  Fairfield  County, 
Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  Estate  of  Joseph  Hanford  of  said  Fair- 
field,  by  a Judgment  of  Fairfield  County  Court  hath  been  confiscated  to 
that  State,  that  Hezekiah  Hubbell  was  appointed  Administratr.  on  said 
Estate,  that  the  returns  of  the  Commissioners  was  lost  and  before  it  was 
Registered  in  the  Office  of  the  Court  of  Probate  in  the  District  of  Fairfield 
so  that  the  Judge  thereof  did  not  think  himself  Authorized  to  give  Orders 
for  the  Sale  of  real  Estate  there  being  no  Personal  Estate  of  said  Han- 
ford and  that  said  Hanford  was  indebted  to  the  Society  of  Greens  Farms 
by  a Note  Given  to  the  Memorialist  as  Committee  of  said  Society  in  the 
Sum  of  thirty  nine  Pounds  lawfull  Money  on  Interest  and  that  there  is  a 
small  peice  of  Land  with  a dwelling  House  thereon  situate  in  Norwalk 
near  Sawgatuck  River  which  is  a Part  of  said  Confiscated  Estate  Praying 
that  he  may  be  Impowered  to  make  Sale  of  so  much  thereof  as  will  be 
sufficient  to  discharge  said  Note  as  per  Memorial  on  file.

Upon  the  Petition  of  William  Helms  and  Samuel  Helms  late  of  New 
Haven  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  they  have  preferred  their  Petition 
to  this  Assembly  in  which  their  Personal  Attendance  is  necessary  & Pray- 
ing for  protection 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  William  Helms  & Samuel 
Helms  be  and  they  are  hereby  protected  from  all  Arrests  on  Account  of 
any  Civil  Matters  while  comeing  to  attending  upon  & returning  from 
this  Assembly  & during  the  Session  thereof. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  James  Stanley  of  Weathersfield  in  Hartford 
County  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  by  Loss  and  Misfortune,  being 
embarrassed  with  Debt  he  has  preferred  a Petition  now  pending  before 
this  Assembly  against  his  Creditors  and  being  in  danger  of  Arrest  Prays 
for  a Protection  therefrom  in  attending  at  the  Present  Sessions  to  prose- 
cute said  Petition  as  per  Memorial  on  file 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  Protection  be  and  is  hereby  granted 
to  the  said  James  Stanley  from  Arrest  or  Imprisonment  on  Civil  Process 
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and  Execution  while  comeing  to  attending  upon  and  a Convenient  Time 
for  returning  from  this  Assembly  and  in  attending  elsewhere  on  the  nec- 
essary Preparation  for  the  Tryal  of  said  Petition  depending  before  this 
Assembly. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Jonathan  Eaglestone  of  Windsor  in  the  County 
of  Hartford  representing  to  this  Assembly  that  in  the  Year  1782  he  served 
a six  Months  Tour  in  the  short  Levies  so  called  and  that  he  Served

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  the  Comptroller  be  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  draw  an  Order  on  the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  the  Petitioner 
for  the  Sum  of  Ten  pounds  payable  out  of  any  Moneys  now  in  the 
Treasury. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Jonathan  Wheeler  Cornelius  Adams  and  others 
Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  a Grenadier  Company  may  be  established 
in  the  Limits  of  the  North  Society  in  Canterbury  Praying  that  the  same 
may  be  established  as  per  Memorial  on  file. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  there  be  and  there  is  hereby  Consti- 
tuted a Grenadier  Company  in  the  Limits  of  said  North  Society  of 
Canterbury  to  consist  of  One  Captain  One  Lieutenant  One  Ensign 
four  Serjeants  and  four  Corporals  & fifty  Privates,  And  the  Com- 
manding Officer  of  the  twenty  first  Regiment  of  Militia  has  Liberty 
and  Liberty  is  hereby  granted  to  him  to  Inlist  within  the  Limits 
of  said  North  Society  Sixty  One  Men  proper  to  compose  said  Com- 
pany and  when  so  enlisted  to  Lead  them  to  the  Choice  of  Officers 
and  make  due  return  of  his  Doings  to  the  next  Assembly,  And  that 
said  Company  shall  in  future  have  Power  to  fill  up  said  Company  from 
Time  to  Time  by  Enlistment  and  said  Company  shall  belong  to  said  21st 
Regiment  and  shall  be  under  the  Command  of  the  Commanding  Officers

said  Deceasd. 

On  the  Memorial  of  Albert  Chapman  Wills  Clift  and  James  Bennett  a 
Committee  of  the  Society  of  Greens  Farms  in  Fairfield  in  Fairfield

in  the  late  V\"ar  a Body  of  the  Enemy  set  fire  to  and  burnt  down  the

Money,  they  were  informed  that  said  Thorp  was  indebted  to  sundry

* The  last  part  of  1791  saw  a good  deal  of  attention  paid  in  the  newspapers  of  the 
State  to  public  affairs,  including  the  transactions  of  the  October  session  of  the 
General  Assembly.  The  more  important  references  to  legislation  actually  passed  are 
summarized  in  footnotes  at  the  appropriate  points  in  the  pages  below.  A few 
other  items  may  be  mentioned  here.  Late  in  August  one  letter-writer  urged 
that  all  freemen  attend  elections  for  Assembly  representatives  since  far  too  many 
dissenters  had  been  elected  in  recent  years.  Connecticut  Courant,  Aug.  29;  Con- 
necticut Gazette,  Sept.  1.  The  Toleration  (Certificate)  Act  was  at  stake.  He 
was  answered  in  the  Courant,  Sept.  12,  and  Gazette,  Sept.  22.  Another  corre- 
spondent recommended  that  the  Council  consist  of  trained  lawyers  only,  since  it 
acted  as  a Supreme  Court  of  Errors.  Connecticut  Courant,  Sept.  12.  There  was 
discussion,  both  pro  and  con,  about  a rumored  bill  to  create  a new  county,  com- 
posed of  the  northern  part  of  Fairfield  and  the  southern  part  of  Litchfield 
counties.  Connecticut  Courant,  Sept.  19;  Connecticut  Journal,  Oct.  12.  “An 
Indifferent  Person”  published  an  open  letter  to  the  merchants  of  Hartford  on 
the  proposal  (which  materialized  at  the  May  session,  1792)  for  the  setting  up 
of  a bank  at  Hartford.  The  author  preferred  the  establishment  of  a branch  of 
the  Bank  of  the  United  States  to  an  independent  bank.  Connecticut  Courant, 
Nov.  7.  The  MS.  Journal  of  the  House  of  Representatives  gives  no  important 
additional  information  on  the  business  of  this  session,  except  mention  of  the 
appointment  of  a committee  to  take  into  consideration  the  subject  of  post  roads 
(Oct.  25).

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Governor  and  Council  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  Assembled  that  in  future  whenever  any  Person 
shall  differ  in  Sentiments  from  the  Worship  and  Ministry  in  the  Ecle-

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siastical  Societies  in  this  State  Constituted  by  Law  within  certain  local

Be  it  further  Enacted,  that  all  such  Churches  and  Congregations  which 
have  or  shall  have  formed  themselves  as  aforesaid,  and  who  shall  main- 
tain and  attend  public  Worship  by  themselves,  shall  have  Liberty  and 
Authority  to  exercise  the  same  Powers,  for  maintaining  and  supporting 
their  respective  Ministers,  and  for  building  and  repairing  their  Meeting 
Houses  for  the  Public  Worship  of  God,  as  the  aforesaid  Societies  by 
Law  have  and  do  exercise  and  enjoy;  and  in  the  same  manner,  may 


votes  on  which  were  recorded  and  published  in  the  papers.  The  vote  stood  104 
to  57  in  favor  of  the  repeal.  Connecticut  Journal,  Oct.  26;  Connecticut  Courant, 
Oct.  31;  Connecticut  Gazette,  Nov.  3.  The  bill  failed  in  the  Council,  which  in 
turn  passed  and  sent  down  a bill  “to  Secure  Equal  Rights  to  Christians  of  Every 
Denomination,”  which  contained,  among  other  things,  a repeal  of  all  former 
laws  on  the  subject.  This  bill  was  debated  by  paragraphs  in  the  lower  house 
and  the  several  paragraphs  passed  by  a majority  of  10  or  11  but  without  recorded 
vote.  Before  taking  action  on  the  bill  as  a whole  the  house  decided  to  amend 
the  measure  by  adding  a new  clause  which  materially  altered  the  spirit  of  the 
bill.  The  votes  were  recorded  on  the  passage  of  the  bill  as  amended  and  the 
result  published.  It  is  apparently  this  list  which  is  published  in  the  Connecticut 
Journal,  Nov.  9,  which  shows  a favorable  majority  of  124  to  33  and  is  quite 
different  from  the  list  previously  mentioned.  The  Council  now  rejected  the 
amendment  and  proposed  a conference  committee  of  the  two  houses.  The  lower 
house,  however,  instead  of  appointing  conferees,  concurred  in  the  bill  as  it  had 
first  come  from  the  Council.  The  law  was  thus  passed  but  without  any  recorded 
vote  in  the  Assembly  on  the  measure  in  its  final  form.  Connecticut  Journal, 
Nov.  9.  The  confusion  over  the  published  votes  led  to  charges  of  misrepre- 
sentation directed  against  the  editor  of  the  Journal,  The  MS.  Journal  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  is  not  sufficiently  detailed  to  confirm  in  full  this  account  of  the 
transaction,  but  the  recorded  entries,  under  date  of  Oct.  19,  Nov.  1,  and  Nov.  3,  so 
far  as  they  go,  do  bear  it  out. 

As  to  the  effect  of  the  bill  itself,  the  leading  authority,  M.  Louise  Greene, 
believes  that  it  was  no  great  concession  to  the  dissenters.  While  it  did  permit 
them  to  sign  their  own  certificates  instead  of  relying  on  possibly  hostile  justices 
of  the  peace,  it  was  bad  in  two  ways:  An  individual  might  ally  himself  to  a 
dissenting  church  but  fail  to  give  it  adequate  financial  support.  For  the  church, 
in  such  a case,  to  appeal  to  the  authorities  would  be  simply  to  provide  ammuni- 
tion to  the  upholders  of  the  Establishment  in  their  contention  that  toleration 
was  basically  unsound.  Secondly,  the  law  gave  no  relief  to  dissenters  who  lived 
too  far  from  churches  of  their  own  faith  to  attend  regularly  and  left  to  the 
judicial  authorities  too  much  discretion  in  interpreting  and  applying  the  law  in 
disputed  cases.  M.  Louise  Greene,  The  Development  of  Religious  Liberty^  in 
Connecticut,  p.  377.  In  any  case,  it  is  quite  clear  that  this  act  left  Connecticut 
still  a long  way  from  disestablishing  the  Congregational  Church  and  granting 
complete  freedom  of  religion  to  all  persons. 
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commence  and  hold  their  Meetings  and  transact  their  Affairs  as  occasion 
may  require  for  said  purpose.

Be  it  further  Enacted,  that  One  certain  Statute  of  this  State,  Entitled 
an  Act  for  securing  the  Rights  of  Conscience  in  Matters  of  Religion,  to 
Christians  of  every  denomination  in  this  State ; And  also  an  Act  in  addi- 
tion to  and  explanation  of  said  Act,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 


An  Act  to  enforce  the  Observance  of  Days  of  Public  Fasting  and  Thanks- 
giving.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled,  That  on  the  Days  appointed  for  Public  Fasting,  or 
Thanskgiving  by  Proclamation  of  the  Governor  of  this  State,  all  Persons 
residing  within  this  State  shall  abstain  from  every  kind  of  servile  Labour 
and  recreation.  Works  of  necessity  and  Mercy  excepted  ; And  any  Person 
who  shall  be  Guilty  of  a Breach  of  this  Act,  and  being  duely  convicted 
thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  a Sum  not  exceeding  twelve  shillings,  nor  less 
than  six. 

Provided  this  Act  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  Public  Posts  and 
Stages  from  travelling  on  said  Days. 


An  Act  in  alteration  of  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  regulating  the  Election  of 
the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor  Assistants  &c  and  of  the  Acts  in 
addition  thereto,  f 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  Representatives  in 
General  Court  Assembled,  That  in  future  the  Constables  in  the  several 
Towns  in  this  State,  shall  warn  all  the  Freemen  in  their  respective  Towns, 
to  meet  together  Yearly  on  the  third  Monday  of  September  at  nine  of  the 
Clock  in  the  Morning,  for  the  Purposes  mentioned  in  said  Acts, 

And  be  it  further  Enacted,  That  any  Law  or  Provision  of  Law  appoint- 
ing a different  Day  for  holding  any  of  the  Freemens  Meetings  in  this 
State  in  the  Month  of  September  be  and  is  hereby  repealed. 


* In  his  Connecticut  in  Transition,  pp.  55-56,  Richard  J.  Purcell  expresses 
the  opinion  that  this  act  was  aimed  at  the  Episcopalians,  since  the  State  often 
named  feasts  on  their  fast  days  and  fasts  on  Episcopalian  feast  days.

An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  rebuilding  New  Gate  Prison, 
in  Granby,  and  for  regulating  and  Governing  the  same,  and  for  the  Punish- 
ment of  certain  atrocious  Crimes  and  Felonies. f 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Council  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  Assembled,  That  at  the  expiration  of  the  Term  of 
Confinement,  for  which  any  Prisoner  is  or  shall  be  sentenced  to  New 
Gate  Prison  if  it  appear  by  the  warrant  of  Commitment,  that  he  is  ordered 
to  stand  committed  untill  the  Cost  be  paid,  and  such  Prisoner  shall  not  be 
able  to  pay  the  Cost  or  to  secure  the  same  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Over- 
seers of  said  Prison,  in  such  Case  the  Overseers  are  hereby  Authorized 
and  Impowered  to  assign  such  Prisoner  in  service  to  some  Inhabitant  of 
this  State  or  of  any  of  the  United  States,  for  such  Term  as  they  shall 
Judge  necessary  to  pay  such  Cost  taking  reasonable  security  of  such 
Inhabitant  to  pay  the  same  to  the  State,  but  if  no  suitable  Person  appear 
to  take  in  service  such  Prisoner  the  Overseers  may  direct  the  Master 
of  the  Prison  to  hold  him  in  service  within  said  Prison  and  for  such 
Term  as  may  be  Limited  by  the  Overseers  to  pay  such  Cost,  who  are 
directed  to  allow  such  Prisoner  customary  Journeymens  Wages  for  like 
services,  and  the  Master  of  the  Prison  shall  have  Power  to  confine  such 
Prisoner  at  his  Labour  so  far  as  the  safe  keeping  of  the  Prisoners  in 
general  may  demand,  but  if  such  Prisoner,  shall  be  unable  to  Labour 
the  Overseers  first  taking  the  Cost  security  for  the  Cost  that  may  be 
obtained  shall  Order  the  Master  to  discharge  him. 

Be  it  further  Enacted  that  if  any  Prisoner  shall  make  his  escape  from 
said  Prison  and  shall  be  retaken  and  recommitted  the  necessary  expence 
of  pursuit  and  recommitment,  to  be  allowed  by  the  Overseers  shall  be

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Comptroller  of  this  State  be  and 
he  is  hereby  directed  to  receive  of  the  said  Burr  the  Receipts  of  the  Per- 
sons to  whom  he  paid  the  sd  Bounties  and  allow  the  same  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  said  Law  of  Limitation  had  not  taken  place. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Frederick  Moore  of  Groton  Shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  he  had  a House  Burned  by  the  British  Troops  in  1781, 
That  he  being  then  a Minor  and  having  been  wounded  in  Fort  Griswold 
prevented  his  laying  his  Claim  for  said  loss  before  the  Committee  for-

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorilaist  have  Liberty  to  lay 
his  Claim  before  said  Committee  appointed  in  January  last  on  the  Me- 
morial of  Thaddeus  Burr  &c  who  are  hereby  directed  to  examine  the 
same  and  include  the  same  so  far  as  they  find  the  same  to  be  Just  in 
their  Report  to  be  made  to  this  Assembly  on  said  Memorial  of  Thaddeus 
Burr  &c. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Abel  Morse  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he 
follows  the  Business  of  Printing  and  Book  binding  for  a Livelihood  &c 
And  is  often  embarrassed  for  want  of  paper  and  Money,  and  to  enable 
himself  to  carry  on  his  Business  more  extensively  he  Proposes  to  set  up 
the  Business  of  a Pedlar  Hawker  and  Petty  Chapman,  and  to  send  out 
an  Horse  and  Cart  to  Peddle  off  his  Books  &c  and  to  receive  in  payment

Licence  to  carry  on  the  Business  of  a Pedlar  Hawker  and  Petty  Chapman

&c  as  per  Memorial  on  file  * 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Abel  Morse  have  Liberty 
and  Licence,  and  to  him  Liberty  and  Licence  is  hereby  granted  to  carry 
on  for  the  Purposes  aforesd  the  Business  of  a Pedlar  Hawker  & Petty 
Chapman  in  this  State  or  by  some  Person  by  him  to  be  deputed  And  as 
such  to  carry  about  and  offer  for  Sale  any  Articles  of  Goods  Wares  and 
Merchandize  not  the  Growth  or  Manufacture  of  this  or  any  of  the  United 
States,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  during  the  Pleasure  of  this  Assembly 
not  exceeding  One  Year 

Provided  such  Articles  do  not  at  any  One  Time  exceed  in  Value  at  his 
Invoice  Price  the  Sum  for  forty  pounds  lawfull  Money. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  James  Chamberlain  & Others  Shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  the  Navigation  of  Connecticut  River  in  this  State  is  at 
present  greatly  Obstructed  by  sundry  Falls  in  said  River  between  the 
Towns  of  Enfield  and  Suffield  and  sundry  Land  Bars  or  Flatts  in  said 
River  between  said  Town  of  Enfield  and  the  Town  of  Hartford  Praying 
for  a Lottery  to  raise  a Sum  of  Money  sufficient  to  remove  said  Obstruc- 
tions as  per  Memorial  on  file 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  Liberty  be  and  Liberty  is  hereby 
Granted  to  the  said  Memorialists  for  the  setting  up  a Lottery  to  raise 
the  Sum  of  Fifteen  hundred  Pounds  Lawfull  Money  including  Expences, 
And  that  the  Moneys  so  to  be  raised  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  of  cutting  a Channel  through  said  Falls  and  removing  said 
Land  Barrs  as  Prayed  for  in  said  Memorial;  And  the  Honble  Roger 
Newberry  Horace  Hooker,  James  Chamberlain,  John  Reynolds,  Eliphalet 
Terry  & Luther  Loomiss,  or  any  four  of  them  be  and  they  hereby  are 
appointed  Managers  of  said  Lottery,  and  fully  Impowered  and  Author- 
ized to  Establish  a Scheme  or  Schemes  of  said  Lottery  to  consist  of 
One  or  more  Classes,  make  Sale  of  the  Tickets  and  Collect  the  Sums 
arising  therefrom  and  apply  the  Moneys  so  raised  to  the  said  Purpose  of 
Cutting  a Channel  through  said  Falls  and  for  removing  said  Land  Bars  &c 


* The  Connecticut  peddler  was  an  early  arrival  upon  the  local  scene,  and 
well  before  the  Revolution  he  had  extended  his  range  of  operations  far  beyond 
the  boundaries  of  the  colony.  Legislation  to  restrict  the  peddler’s  activities  and 
to  tax  or  license  his  business  was  repeatedly  passed.  Morse’s  application  to  the 
Assembly  was  specifically  necessary  because  of  an  act  of  1770  forbidding  the 
traffic  in  foreign  goods.  Conn.  Col.  Rees.,  XIII,  364-65,  Although  it  must  be 
used  with  some  caution,  the  best  and  most  entertaining  account  of  American 
peddlers,  especially  those  of  New  England,  is  Richardson  Wright,  Hawkers  & 
Walkers  in  Early  America;  Strolling  Peddlers,  Preachers,  Lazvyers,  Doctors, 
Players,  and  Others  from  the  Beginning  to  the  Civil  War  (Philadelphia,  1927).

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Comptroller  be  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  draw  an  Order  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  Sum  of  nine  pounds 
five  shillings  & two  pence  L Money  being  the  Ballance  for  the  Service 
of  the  said  Timothy  Skinner  & that  the  Treasurer  thereupon  Issue  unto 
the  said  Richard  Skinner  his  Note  or  Notes  for  the  same  in  the  same 
manner  as  to  other  Soldiers  the  Act  of  Limitation  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  William  Mclntash  late  of  London  in  the  Kingdom 
of  Great  Britain,  now  resident  in  this  State,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly ; 
That  by  many  Years  experience  under  the  ablest  Masters,  and  by  the 
most  Assiduous  Application  to  that  particular  Branch  of  the  Mechanic 
Arts  which  relates  to  the  Construction  of  the  necessary  Machinery  for 
the  Improvement  of  Manufactures  he  is  possessed  of  many  Useful!  dis- 
coveries which  have  lately  come  into  Use  in  his  Native  Country  but 
which  in  America  have  never  been’  attempted.  Stating  the  Advantages 
which  might  result  to  this  State  therefrom  particularly  from  those  of 
Worsted  and  of  Woollens  Praying  for  encouragement  to  induce  and 
enable  him  to  prosecute  the  same  &c  as  per  Memorial  on  file  * 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  a Lottery  to  raise  the  Sum  of  Three 
Thousand  & two  Hundred  Pounds,  including  the  expences  of  managing 
such  Lottery  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  Granted,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
put  under  the  direction  of  Thomas  Howell,  David  Austin,  Timothy  Jones, 
Elias  Shipman  Elijah  Austin,  Richard  Cutler,  and  William  Hillhouse, 
all  of  New  Haven  in  the  County  of  New  Haven  or  any  five  of  them, 

* No  information  on  the  industrial  activitie'-  of  Mclntash  (McIntosh?)  has 
been  found. 
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who  are  hereby  appointed  and  constituted  Managers  thereof ; the  Sale  of 
Tickets  therein  to  Commence  on  the  15th  Day  of  October  1792  and  not 
before,  And  the  said  William  Mclntash  shall  be  entituled  to  receive 
from  said  Managers  the  Avails  of  said  Lottery,  and  from  the  Public 
Treasury,  whatever  Sum  the  same  shall  fall  short  of  said  sum  of  three 
thousand  pounds. 

Provided  he  the  said  William  Mclntash  complies  with  the  Conditions

Assembly  to  shew  Cause  why  the  Prayer  of  said  Petition  should  not  be 
Granted,  which  notification  shall  be  by  publishing  this  Act  in  one  or 
more  of  the  News  Papers  in  this  State  and  in  one  of  the  News  Papers 
published  in  the  City  of  New  York  at  least  six  Weeks  successively  before 
the  sitting  of  said  Assembly,  And  the  Person  of  said  Seth  Harding  is 
hereby  Protected  from  all  Arrest  and  Imprisonment  for  any  Debt  con- 
tracted by  him  before  the  Date  of  said  Petition  untill  the  rising  of  said 
Assembly  in  May  next. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Abraham  Augur  of  New  Haven  in  the  County 
of  New  Haven  Shewing  to  this  Assembly,  That  by  many  and  severe 
Losses  in  the  Course  of  the  War  and  by  other  Misfortunes  he  is  reduced 
at  an  advanced  Period  of  Life  and  exposed  to  the  Danger  of  Imprison- 
ment for  Debts  which  it  is  not  in  his  Power  at  present  to  discharge  &c 
Praying  that  his  Body  may  be  exempted  from  Arrest  and  Imprisonment 
as  per  Memorial  on  file.  The  Creditors  to  said  Petition  being  called  and 
making  no  Objection  to  the  Prayer  of  the  aforesaid  Petition,  and  the 
greater  Proportion  thereof  actually  agreeing  to  the  same, 

Resloved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Body  of  the  Petitioner  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  exempted  from  Arrest  or  Imprisonment  for  or  on  Account 
of  any  Debt  due  from  the  Petitioner  at  the  Time  of  the  Date  of  his  said 
Petition  and  any  Arrest  made  contrary  hereto  at  any  Time  hereafter  is 
hereby  declared  void  and  of  none  flfect. 

Upon  the  Memorial  and  Representation  of  the  Revd  Ezra  Stiles  Presi- 
dent of  Yale  College,  in  the  Name  of  the  President  and  Fellows  of  said 
College  manifesting  their  readiness  and  willingness  to  lay  before  the 
General  Assembly  every  Information  in  their  Power  relative  to  the  State 
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and  situation  of  said  College  if  it  should  be  the  Pleasure  of  the  said 
Assembly  that  it  should  be  done  as  per  Memorial  on  file 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Honble  Oliver  Wolcott  and  Stephen 
M Mitchell  Esqrs.  Jonathan  Ingersol  Asher  Miller  and  Uriah  Tracy 
Esqrs.,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a Committee  to  confer  with 
the  President  and  Eellows  of  the  Corporation  of  Yale  College  and  to 
obtain  from  them  as  full  Information  as  may  be  relative  to  the  State  and 
Condition  of  said  College  and  to  report  the  Facts  which  they  may  find  to 
the  General  Assembly  in  May  next.* 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Jabez  Parsons  of  Enfield  in  Hartford  County 
Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  by  Misfortunes  he  is  reduced  to  Poverty 
and  become  unable  to  pay  his  Debts  and  is  continually  liable  to  Arrests 
and  Imprisonment  Praying  for  a Protection  of  his  Person  and  Property 
for  a Term  not  exceeding  five  Years  as  by  Memorial  on  file  and  more 
than  seven  eighths  of  his  Creditors  by  a W riting  under  their  Hands  having 
Given  their  assent  to  the  granting  of  said  Memorial  and  the  remainder 
having  been  three  Times  publickly  called  made  Default  of  Appearance 

Resolved  that  the  Person  of  the  Memorialist  be  and  he  is  hereby  pro- 
tected from  all  Arrests  and  Imprisonment  for  or  on  Account  of  any  Debt 
now  due  and  oweing  for  the  Term  of  five  Years  next  after  the  rising 
of  this  Assembly,  And  that  the  Property  of  the  Memorialist  be  also  pro- 


* For  many  years  the  affairs  of  Yale  College  had  been  in  an  unhappy  condi- 
tion. The  finances  of  the  institution  had  been  at  a low  ebb  and  there  was  a con- 
siderable amount  of  criticism  of  its  policies  and  control  on  the  part  of  the  general 
public.  There  was  even  talk  of  establishing  a rival  college.  Whenever  the  au- 
thorities turned  to  the  Assembly  for  help  they  ran  into  the  question  of  whether 
Yale  should  be  controlled  wholly  independently  by  its  own  self-perpetuating 
trustees  or  whether  the  government  of  Connecticut  should  exercise  a degree 
of  control  and  supervision.  When  Ezra  Stiles  became  president  of  the  college 
in  1777  one  of  his  chief  tasks  was  to  cultivate  a more  sympathetic  and  under- 
standing attitude  on  the  part  of  the  public  authorities.  Through  personal  friend- 
ship with  the  leaders  of  the  State  and  through  innumerable  conferences  with 
individuals  and  with  legislative  committees,  he  labored  to  overcome  the  prevailing 
hostility.  For  years  his  efforts  seemed  to  produce  no  results  even  though  he 
proposed  quite  early  that  a group  of  laymen  should  be  admitted  into  the  Cor- 
poration to  share  the  management  with  the  clerical  successors  of  the  original 
trustees.  Even  this  offer  did  not  bring  the  necessary  financial  aid  from  the 
State.  In  1784,  for  example,  the  Assembly  rejected  four  petitions  from  the  college. 

Finally,  however,  Stiles  began  to  make  headway.  In  January,  1791,  after  he 
had  attended  a committee  hearing  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  lower  house 
appointed  a committee  of  visitation,  one  member  from  each  county,  to  investi- 
gate the  problem,  but  the  Council  negatived  the  resolution.  Now,  at  the  following 
October  session,  he  gained  his  first  objective.  The  committee  here  appointed, 
consisting  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  one  Assistant,  and  three  Representatives 
made  a favorable  report,  which  resulted  in  helpful  legislation  at  the  session  in 
May  1792  (see  below,  pp.  392-94).

Attachment  or  Execution. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  John  Barns  &:c  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that 
the  Memorialists  and  their  Ancestors  built  a Bridge  commonly  called 
the  Long  Bridge  about  three  Miles  East  of  New  Haven  and  the  Casway 
adjoining  it,  that  afterwards  the  Town  of  New  Haven  undertook  and 
supported  said  Bridge  & Casway  without  any  Pecuniary  satisfaction  to 
Persons  who  Built  the  same,  And  that  the  Town  of  New  Haven  have 
obtained  Liberty  from  this  Assembly  some  Time  since  not  to  support  said 
Bridge  and  Casway,  after  they  shall  build  and  so  Long  as  they  keep  in 
good  repair  the  Bridge  over  the  same  River  at  the  Place  called  Dragon, 
which  is  to  be  a Toll  Bridge,  and  that  they  never  had  any  Notice  of 
such  Application  of  the  Town  of  New  Haven  for  Liberty  not  to  support 
said  Bridge  And  shewing  that  the  Casway  and  Bridge  being  kept  in 
repair  will  greatly  Accomodate  many  of  the  People  who  have  Occasion  to 
Travel  to  New  Haven  to  Market  &c  And  Praying  for  Liberty  to  support 
said  Long  Bridge  and  Casway  at  their  own  expence  &c  as  per  Memorial 
on  file  * 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorialists  or  any  of  them  have 
Liberty  and  Liberty  is  hereby  granted  to  them  to  build  repair  and  keep 
fitt  for  Use  said  Bridge  & Casway  so  long  as  they  may  think  proper  at  their 
own  expence  and  permit  all  Persons  who  Choose  to  pass  over  said  Bridge 
and  Casway  free  from  any  kind  of  Toll  or  expence. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Sarah  Cyrus  of  Lyme  in  the  County  of  New 
London  Shewing  that  she  is  an  English  Woman,  and  about  thirty  five 
Years  ago  married  Cyrus  an  Indian  and  son  of  Cob  of  the  Tribe  of  In- 
dians to  whom  thirty  Mile  Island  in  Haddam  in  Middlesex  County  was 
reserved  in  the  Original  Grant  of  said  Town,  that  she  had  two  Sons  by 
him  said  Husband  who  died  whilst  they  were  very  Young,  That  her 
said  Husband  at  the  Time  of  his  Death  was  Seized  and  Possessed  of  about 
five  Acres  of  Land  lying  on  said  Island  in  fee  as  of  a native  Indian  Right 
which  said  Land  is  bounded  Northwesterly  on  Land  of  Joseph  Arnold 
& Hezekiah  Smith  North  Easterly  & Southwesterly  on  Connecticut 
River,  and  Southeasterly  on  Joseph  Smith,  And  the  said  Sarah  after  the 
Death  of  her  said  Husband  at  Great  Expence  educated  said  Children  who 
inherited  said  Land  from  their  said  Father,  that  her  said  Children  died 
without  Issue  during  the  late  War  and  that  she  inherited  said  Land  as 
Heir  at  Law,  And  that  she  afterwards  by  Deed  Bargained  and  Sold  said 
Land  to  Jabez  Brooks  of  said  Haddam  for  a valuable  Consideration 
Praying  the  General  Assembly  to  allow  and  approve  of  said  Sale  as  per 
Petition  on  file  dated  22d  Day  of  April  1791. 

Resolved  that  this  Assembly  do  allow  and  approve  of  the  said  Bargain 
& Sale  & that  the  Title  to  said  Land  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  confirmed 
in  sd  Jabez  Brooks  his  Heirs  & Assigns  forever  according  to  the  Tenor  of

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said  Deed  of  Bargain  & Sale  which  said  Deed  shall  be  good  and  Sufficient 
evidence  of  Title  in  any  Court  of  Law  or  Equity  in  this  State. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Samuel  Capron  of  Preston  in  the  County  of  New 
London  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  by  reason  of  the  depreciation  of 
the  late  Continental  Currency  in  which  he  received  the  Payment  of  all 
his  outstanding  Debts  due  to  him  at  the  Commencement  of  the  Late 
War,  and  by  various  Losses  in  his  Mercantile  Business  at  Sea  he  is 
thereby  rendered  unable  to  pay  all  his  just  Debts  unless  released  by 
this  Assembly  Praying  that  an  Act  of  Insolvency  may  be  passed  in  his 
favour  on  his  resigning  all  his  Property  both  real  and  Personal  excepting 
v^  earing  Apparel,  and  necessary  Household  Furniture  to  Commissioners 
to  receive  the  same  for  the  Benefit  of  his  Creditors  that  he  may  be  forever 
hereafter  be  discharged  from  all  Debts  due  from  him  before  the  Date  of 
said  Petition  as  per  Memorial  on  file  Dated  the  22d  Day  of  Septembr 
1791  &c  And  it  appearing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  Major  Part  of  his 
Creditors  are  willing  that  An  Act  of  Insolvency  should  be  passed  in 
favour  of  the  Petitioner  as  Prayed  for,  And  the  rest  of  said  Creditors 
being  legally  Notified  to  appear  and  Shew  Reasons  if  any  they  had  why

the  same  among  the  Creditors  of  the  said  Capron  in  proportion  to  the 
Debts  due  to  each  Creditor,  And  the  said  Trustees  are  hereby  Author- 
ized to  receive  said  Estate  and  to  convey  as  Trustees  aforesaid  as  Occa- 
sion may  require,  and  in  their  Own  Names  to  sue  for  and  pursue  to 
final  Judgment  and  Execution  all  the  Credits  of  said  Capron,  And 
said  Trustees  shall  be  under  Oath  to  make  a faithfull  and  Just  Distribu- 
tion of  said  Property,  and  to  render  to  the  Creditors  the  full  and  Just 
Statements  of  the  whole  of  said  Estate  and  Credits  &c,  And  they  shall 
advertize  at  least  three  Weeks  successively  in  the  New  London  Gazette 
the  Time  of  their  first  Meeting,  which  shall  be  held  at  the  Dwelling 
House  of  the  said  Capron  in  said  Preston  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  January 
next,  at  which  Time  the  Creditors  in  number  and  value  may  appoint  One 
or  more  Trustees  in  Lieu  of  those  hereby  appointed  to  finish  and  compleat 
said  Business,  who  shall  be  considered  as  vested  with  the  same  Power, 
which  is  hereby  Vested  in  the  above  Named  Trustees  for  the  purpose  of 
settling  and  Averaging  the  Estate  &c  of  the  said  Samuel  Capron,  And 
the  said  Trustees  shall  have  Power  to  receive  a reasonable  Sum  out  of 
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said  Estate  for  their  Ser^’ices  Expences  &c  And  a Certificate  under  the 
Hands  of  said  Trustees  hereby  appointed  that  the  said  Samuel  Capron 
hath  Complied  in  full  with  this  Resolve,  shall  forever  hereafter  be  an

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Body  of  the  Petitioner  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  Protected  from  all  Arrests  Executions  and  Imprisonments 
on  Civil  Process  on  Account  of  any  Debts  due  from  or  Contracted  by 
the  Petitioner  before  the  25th  Day  of  September  1787,  till  the  rising  of 
the  General  Assembly  to  be  holden  at  New  Haven  in  October  next,  And 
that  all  and  every  Attachment  or  Execution  for  or  on  Account  of  any 
Debt  due  or  Contracted  as  aforesaid,  which  shall  or  may  be  Levied  on 
the  Body  of  the  Petitioner  till  the  rising  of  said  Assembly,  is  hereby 
declared  so  far  as  respects  the  le\wing  of  the  same  on  his  Body  to  be 
void  & of  no  EflPect. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  George  Wells  of  Glastonbury  in  Hartford  County, 
Shewing  to  this  Assembly,  that  by  reason  of  Losses  and  Misfortunes  he 
is  unable  to  pay  his  Debts,  And  Praying  that  his  Person  and  Estate  may 
be  exempted  from  Arrest  and  Attachments  from  the  Date  of  said  Peti- 
tion untill  the  last  Day  of  December  in  the  Year  1793  as  by  Petition  on 
file.  The  Creditors  of  said  George  having  been  duely  Notified  and  called 
and  making  no  Objection 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Person  and  Estate  real  & Personal 
of  said  George  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  exempted  and  protected  untill 
the  last  Day  of  Decembr  1793  from  all  Arrests  Imprisonments  Attach- 
ments and  Execution  by  Virtue  or  on  Account  of  any  Debt  or  Demand 
due  from  or  Contracted  by  said  George  before  the  Date  of  said  Petition 
which  is  the  Twenty  first  Day  of  August  last  past. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Leonard  Chester  of  WTathersfield  in  the  County 
of  Hartford,  Representing  to  this  Assembly,  that  by  reason  of  Losses  & 
Misfortunes  he  is  unable  to  pay  his  Debts  and  Praying  this  Assembly 
that  on  surrendering  his  Property  to  Trustees  for  the  Benefit  of  his 
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Creditors  his  Person  and  future  Property  may  be  exempted  from  Arrest 
and  Imprisonment  and  all  liability  for  Debts  contracted  before  the  Date 
of  said  Petition  as  by  Petition  on  file.  The  Creditors  of  said  Chester  hav- 
ing been  duely  called  to  appear,  Perry  & Hays  Merchants  in  Company  by 
their  Attorney  David  Daggett  Esqr.  appeared  as  Respondents  in  said 
Petition  And  the  Parties  therein  being  fully  heard,  And  the  Facts  Stated 
in  said  Petition  appearing  to  be  true 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  That  Ralph  Pomeroy  and  John  H Lathrop 
Esquires  both  of  Hartford  in  the  County  of  Hartford  be  and  they  are 
hereby  appointed  Commissioners  to  receive  the  Estate  of  said  Chester 
for  the  Benefit  of  his  Creditors,  And  said  Commissioners  shall  give  Notice 
of  their  Appointment,  and  of  the  Time  and  Place  of  their  IMeeting  for  the 
Purpose  aforesaid  by  Publishing  the  same  in  the  News  Papers  Printed  in 
Hartford  and  New  Haven  three  Weeks  successively  at  least  two  Months 
previous  to  the  Time  of  their  Meeting,  And  said  Chester  shall  in  the 
Months  of  February  or  March  next  upon  Oath  surrender  up.  Assign 
Convey  and  make  over  to  said  Commissioners  all  his  Estate  real  and 
Personal  and  all  Debts  of  every  kind  due  to  him,  excepting  Charts,  and 
such  Articles  as  are  not  by  Law  liable  to  be  taken  in  Execution,  And 
said  Commissioners  are  hereby  Authorized  and  Impowered  to  receive 
said  Estate,  and  in  their  own  Names  to  Institute  proper  Suits  in  Law 
or  Equity  for  the  recovery  of  all  or  any  Part  thereof  from  the  Hands  of 
his  Debtors  or  others  withholding  the  same,  and  when  received  or  re- 
covered as  aforesaid  to  sell  dispose  of  & Convey  the  same  by  Deed  or 
otherwise  for  the  Benefit  and  satisfaction  of  his  Creditors,  exhibiting

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  upon  said  Ives  delivering  into  the 
Hands  of  Adino  Hale  Esqr.  & Major  Moses  Lyman,  who  are  hereby 
appointed  Trustees  for  that  purpose  all  his  Estate  real  and  personal  ex- 
cepting necessary  furniture  Wearing  Apparel,  and  all  his  Credits  on 
Oath  by  the  first  Day  of  Decembr  next,  to  be  averaged  among  his  Credi- 
tors, and  upon  his  obtaining  a Certificate  under  Hand  and  Seal  of  the 
said  Trustees  that  he  has  complied  with  this  Resolve  he  is  hereby  from 
and  after  the  Date  of  such  Certificate  discharged  from  all  Debts  and  de- 
mands against  him  in  favour  of  any  Person  or  Persons  Contracted  before 
the  Date  of  his  Petition,  And  the  said  Trustees  shall  be  under  Oath  for

paying  to  all  his  Creditors  an  equal  Proportion  of  all  the  Estate  both  real 
and  Personal  of  which  he  is  Possessed  Praying  that  Commissioners  may 
be  appointed  to  receive  all  the  Estate  of  said  Petitioner  into  their  Hands  in 
Trust  for  the  Benefit  of  his  Creditors  x^nd  that  such  Commissioners  may

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Zebulon  Waterman  Elias  Peck,  James  Ransom 
and  Jabez  Jones,  and  others  all  Inhabitants  of  the  Eclesiastical  Society 
of  New  Salem  lying  in  the  Towns  of  Lyme  Colchester  & Montville,  Shew- 
ing to  this  Assembly  that  said  Society  has  for  a great  number  of  Years 
been  destitute  of  a settled  Minister  And  that  their  Old  Meeting  House  is 
decayed  and  Tumbled  down  and  said  Society  has  been  greatly  divided 
into  Sectaries  since  the  last  Minister  left  said  Society  to  the  great  Grief 
of  said  Memorialists,  And  the  Memorialists  have  within  three  Years  last 
past  been  endeavouring  to  Collect  themselves  into  a Society  agreeable  to 
the  Laws  of  the  State  and  by  their  Exertions  have  made  considerable 
Advances  towards  building  a Meeting  House,  and  made  application  to  the 
County  Court  in  New  London  County  at  their  Adjourned  Sessions  in 
February  1789,  And  said  Court  appointed  the  Place  for  building  said 
House,  agreeable  to  the  Vote  of  said  Society  And  the  Memorialists  with 
their  Friends  have  by  free  Donation  gone  on  and  erected  agreeable  to  the 
Vote  of  said  Society,  a good  and  convenient  Meeting  House  at  the  Place 
established  by  said  Court  and  Covered  Glazed  and  Painted  the  same  which 
has  Cost  them  about  Two  Hundred  Pounds  lawfull  Money,  And  that  the 
Memorialists  and  Others  who  are  of  Presbyterian  Religion  within  said 
Society  would  be  glad  to  finish  said  House  and  settle  a Minister  agree- 
able to  the  Laws  of  this  State ; but  they  are  divided  and  much  troubled 
with  a number  of  Persons  Who  live  within  the  Limits  of  said  Society, 
who  are  Baptists,  and  others  who  adhere  to  said  Baptist  Church  and 
usually  attend  said  Baptist  Meeting  who  are  endeavouring  to  prevent 
said  Society  from  finishing  said  Meeting  House  or  settling  a Minister 
agreeable  to  the  establisment  by  the  Laws  of  this  State,  And  the  Me- 
morialists and  those  in  said  Society  who  are  not  Baptists  or  Dissenters 
from  the  established  Religion  of  this  State  have  been  prevented  from  pro- 
ceeding in  the  Legal  Way  to  finish  said  House  or  settle  a Minister  by 
those  Persons  who  are  of  a different  persuasion,  And  that  by  said  Per- 
sons appearing  and  Voting  in  Society  Meeting  they  have  by  the  Vote  of 
said  Society  appropriated  a Donation  in  Lands  given  to  said  Society  by 
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Samuel  Brown  formerly  of  Salem  now  Deceasd  for  the  Use  of  support- 
ing the  Gospel  in  said  Society  as  established  by  this  State  to  the  Use 
of  Schools  contrary  to  the  express  Intent  of  the  Donor  and  the  Right  of 
those  who  are  of  the  Presbyterian  Profession,  and  thereby  the  Memorial- 
ists are  wholly  prevented  from  reaping  the  Benefit  of  a Preached  Gospel 
among  them,  Praying  that  a Judicious  Committee  may  be  appointed  to 
enquire  into  the  Facts  stated  in  said  Memorial,  and  in  some  way  and 
manner  make  a discrimination  between  the  legal  Members  of  said  So- 
ciety who  have  a Right  to  Vote  for  the  purpose  of  finishing  said  House  or 
settling  a Minister  according  to  the  Constitution  of  this  State  or  in  some 
other  Way  Grant  Releif  in  the  Premisses  as  per  Memorial  on  file, 

Whereupon  it  is  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  Benjamin  Hunting- 
ton,  Elijah  Hubbard  and  Thomas  Avery  Esqrs  be  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed  a Committee  to  repair  to  said  Society  of  New  Salem  and  Use 
their  Endeavours  to  effect  a reconciliation  between  the  Parties  in  said 
Petition,  and  if  they  shall  fail  therein  to  enquire  into  the  Facts  contained 
in  said  Petition,  and  make  Report  thereof  to  this  or  the  next  Assembly 
at  the  Cost  of  the  Memorialsits. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Benjamin  Ellis  of  Franklin  in  New  London 
County,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  by  repeated  and  unavoidable

his  own  Right,  excepting  wearing  Apparel  and  necessary  Household 
Furniture,  on  Oath  into  the  Hands  of  Eli  Hyde  Esqr.  and  Capt  Silas 
Hartshorn  both  of  said  Franklin,  Who  are  hereby  appointed  Commis- 
sioners and  Trustees  to  receive  said  Estate  and  Credits,  and  average 
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among  all  the  Creditors  of  the  said  Benjamin  Elliss  in  proportion  to  the 
Debts  due  to  each  Creditor  and  the  said  Trustees  are  hereby  Authorized 
to  receive  said  Estate  as  aforesaid,  and  are  hereby  Authorized  and  Im-

are  hereby  allowed  to  retain  in  their  Hands  out  of  the  Avails  of  said 
Estate  a reasonable  Sum  for  their  Services  and  Expences,  And  a Certifi- 
cate under  the  Hands  of  said  Trustees  certifying  said  Elliss  fully  com- 
plying with  this  Act  shall  fully  exonerate  and  discharge  said  Elliss  from

And  that  after  the  Dam  shall  have  been  shut  three  Years, 
he  shall  once  every  Summer  open  the  Dam  and  draw  of  the  Water  giving 
Notice  to  the  Inhabitants  that  they  may  have  an  Opportunity  of  taking 
the  Shell  Fish  therein,  and  that  he  should  at  all  Times  keep  a good  Scow 
in  the  Mill  Pond  sufficient  to  carry  six  hundred  Bushels  of  Grain  which 
shall  be  free  for  the  Use  of  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Town  for  the  Pur- 
pose of  carrying  Grain  or  Merchandize  across  said  Pond,  and  that  he 
shall  Build  a good  Wharf  below  said  Dam,  and  also  that  he  said  Fitch 
shall  make  good  to  Individuals  who  have  Property  or  Estate  above  said 
Gut  which  will  be  Injured  by  erecting  said  Dam,  all  the  Injuries  they 
may  sustain  thereby  in  their  Property  at  the  Apprisal  of  three  Indifferent 
Judicious  Men,  And  the  Petitioner  further  represents  that  he  is  desirous 
of  erecting  a Dam  and  Mill  across  the  Creek  at  said  Noroton  Gut,  and 
as  the  Tide  Ebbs  & Flows  at  said  Gut,  he  is  unwilling  to  erect  a Dam 
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there  without  the  Consent  of  this  Assembly;  Praying  this  Assembly  to 
Grant  him  Liberty  to  erect  a Dam  across  the  Creek  at  said  Noroton  Gut 
upon  the  Conditions  Recited  the  said  Vote  of  said  Town  of  Stamford 
&c  per  Petition  on  file 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  Liberty  be,  and  it  is  hereby  Granted 
to  the  Petitioner,  to  erect  a Dam  across  the  Creek  at  said  Noroton  Gut 
so  as  to  Cross  the  lower  part  of  Black  Bar,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a 
Grist  Mill  there, 

Provided  the  Petitioner,  does  within  seven  Years  from  the  22d  Day  of 
August  last  erect  a Grist  Mill  at  or  near  to  said  Noroton  Gut  and  when 
the  said  Grist  Mill  shall  be  so  erected  the  Petitioner  his  Heirs  and  As- 
signs shall  at  all  Times  Grind  and  Bolt  for  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Town 
of  Stamford  at  said  Mills  for  the  same  Toll  that  the  other  Grist  Mills  in 
said  Town  of  Stamford  by  Contract  have,  And  that  after  the  said  Dam 
shall  have  been  Built  three  Years  he  shall  once  every  Summer  open  the 
Dam  and  draw  of  the  Water  giving  Notice  to  the  Inhabitants  that  they 
may  have  Opportunity  of  taking  the  Shell  Fish  therein. 

And  Provided  he  shall  keep  at  all  Times  a good  Scow  in  the  said 
Mill  Pond,  sufficient  to  carry  six  hundred  Bushels  of  Grain  which  shall 
be  free  for  the  Use  of  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Town  of  Stamford  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  Grain  or  Merchandise  across  said  Pond 

And  also  Provided  he  build  a good  Wharf  below  said  Dam  and  make 
good  to  Individuals  who  have  Property  or  Estate  above  said  Gut  all  the 
Injuries  they  may  sustain  thereby  in  their  Property. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  John  Lee,  Daniel  Lee  & Elijah  Lee  Daniel 
Dean  2d  & Mary  his  Wife,  Hezekiah  Smith  & Lydia  his  Wife  Stephen 
Bradley  and  Ruth  his  Wife  and  Eunice  Lee  Widow  and  Relict  of  Seth 
Lee  and  Mother  and  natural  Guardian  of  the  Children  of  the  said  Seth 
being  Minors  of  Ridgfield  in  the  County  of  Fairfield  in  said  State  & 
Daniel  Mallery  & Sarah  his  Wife  and  Elnathan  Sanford  & Hannah  his 
Wife  of  Reading  in  said  County  and  Henry  Sherwood  & Lois  his  Wife 
or  Kaats  Kiln  in  the  County  of  Orange  in  the  State  of  New  York,  only 
surviving  Children  of  William  Lee  late  of  said  Ridgfield  Deceasd,  Shew- 
ing to  this  Assembly  that  the  said  William  in  his  Life  Time  being  of  sound 
and  disposing  Mind  and  Memory  made  and  executed  a Will  wherein  he 
gave  all  his  Estate  both  real  and  Personal  to  his  Children  aforesaid,  and 
to  his  Son  Seth  Lee  Husband  to  said  Eunice  then  in  full  Life  after

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  the  said  William  & Charlotte  Jennings 
have  Liberty  and  Authority  and  to  them  Liberty  and  Authority  is  hereby 
Granted  to  sell  so  much  of  the  Lands  and  real  Estate  of  said  Charlotte 
as  will  be  sufficient  to  raise  the  Sum  of  four  Hundred  Pounds  L Money 
And  to  execute  a Deed  or  Deeds  thereof  which  shall  be  valid  and  effectual 
in  Law  they  the  said  William  and  Charlotte  taking  the  Advice  direction 
and  Consent  of  Joseph  Willson  her  Guardian  and  such  his  Consent  to  be 
endorsed  on  such  Deed  or  Deeds  and  by  him  acknoledged  before  lawfull 
Authority.

Alterations  may  be  made  and  do  everything  necessary  to  establish  the 
Alterations  they  may  think  proper  to  make  at  the  expence  of  the  Memo- 
rialists & Report  make  to  this  Assembly.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  said  Jabez  Rowland  Richard  Lacy 
John  Turney  & Lazarus  Beach  and  also  all  Persons  who  do  or  hereafter 
shall  dwell  within  the  Lines  hereafter  described  shall  belong  and  be  An- 
nexed to  the  8th  Company  in  the  4th  Regiment  of  Militia  viz  beginning 
at  a Point  on  the  Line  between  Weston  and  Newtown,  which  shall  be 
due  South  from  the  North  East  Corner  of  Joseph  Hydes  Farm  at  Greg- 
orys Orchard  so  called,  thence  running  due  North  to  the  North  East 
Corner  of  said  Hydes  Farm,  thence  Westerly  to  the  School  House  that

Upon  the  Memorial  of  William  Maxwell  of  New  York  Shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  at  the  Time  the  British  Army  took  possession  of  New 
York  in  Septembr  1776,  he  was  possessed  of  Bills  of  Credit  emitted  by 
this  State  to  the  Amount  of  £567.5.0  Lawfull  Money  which  he  hath  re- 
tained in  his  Possession  to  this  Time  and  was  unavoidably  prevented 
from  Lodging  them  in  the  T reasury  of  this  State  agreeably  to  the  require- 
ment of  an  Act  of  this  Assembly  passed  in  the  Year  1778.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  there  be  and  there  is  hereby  Granted 
to  the  Memorialist  the  Sum  of  fifty  Pounds  Lawfull  Money  out  of  the 
Treasury  of  this  State  in  Lieu  of  a Pension  as  Prayed  for  and  in  Com- 
pensation for  his  Sufferings  as  set  forth  in  said  Memorial  and  the  Comp- 
troller is  hereby  ordered  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  same  accord- 
ingly. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  John  Carter  of  Wallingford  in  New  Haven 
County  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  in  the  Year  1789  One  Daviss 
Jinks  & Tuttle,  falsely  and  maliciously  procured  Your  Memorialist  to 
be  Arraigned  before  Joseph  Hopkins  Esqr  on  a Charge  of  having  Counter- 
feited Money,  And  on  such  Arraignment  the  Memorialist  was  committed 
to  Prison  in  New  Haven  where  he  lay  closely  Confined  for  about  six 
Weeks,  That  before  the  Superior  Court  in  August  1789  he  was  acquitted 
of  said  Charge  in  Tryal  by  Jury  yet  the  same  Court  awarded  Cost  against 
him  to  the  amount  of  twenty  three  Pounds  for  which  being  unable  to 
pay  the  same  he  gave  his  Note  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  which  Note

* The  newspapers  contain  no  reports  of  debates  in  this  session.  At  the  end,  how- 
ever, three  of  them  offer  high  praise  to  the  General  Assembly  for  the  “candor, 
harmony,  and  liberality”  of  the  session  and  for  the  absence  of  party  spirit  or  per- 
sonal abuse.  The  tendency  of  legislation  had  been  “to  promote  and  encourage  the 
agriculture,  manufactures,  commerce,  and  literature”  of  the  State,  to  encourage 
enterprise  and  industry,  “and  to  communicate  to  every  class  of  people  the  full  enjoy- 
ment of  their  rights  as  men  and  citizens.”  Connecticut  Courant,  June  4,  1792; 
Connecticut  Journal,  June  6;  Connecticut  Gazette,  June  7.  Such  hearty  applause 
should  be  noted  against  the  background  of  two  communications  early  in  the  session 
signed  by  “mechanics”  and  manufacturers  complaining  bitterly  of  the  heavy  taxes, 
especially  the  poll  tax.  Connecticut  Gazette,  May  17 ; American  Mercury,  May  21.

* The  Litchfield  Monitor,  May  16,  1792,  reports  that,  while  Huntington  was  de- 
clared elected  governor  without  bothering  to  count  the  votes,  there  had  been  no 
majority  in  the  canvass  for  the  lieutenant  governorship.  Wolcott  received  2370 
votes ; Oliver  Ellsworth,  1894 ; and  660  votes  were  scattered.  In  the  voting  by  the 
Assembly  the  Council  unanimously  supported  Wolcott,  but  in  the  lower  house  there 
were  twenty  votes  against  him. 

fRev.  Timothy  Stone  (1742-1797;  B.A.  Yale,  1763)  was  pastor  of  the  church  in 
Lebanon.  His  sermon  was  printed  as  A Sermon  Preached  before  His  Excellency 
Samuel  Huntington,  Esqr.,  LL.D.,  Governor,  and  the  Honorable  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  Convened  at  Hartford,  on  the  Day  of  the 
Anniversary  Election,  May  10th,  1792  (Hartford,  1792).

An  Act  in  addition  to  and  alteration  of  an  Act  for  regulating  the  Election  of 

Senators  and  Representatives  of  this  State  in  the  Congress  of  the  United 

States.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled,  That  in  future  the  Freemen  of  this  State  shall  give  in 
their  Votes  or  Suffrages  for  a number  of  Persons  not  exceeding  fourteen 
instead  of  twelve,  at  the  same  Time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pro- 
vided in  the  second  Paragraph  of  said  Act,  which  Votes  shall  be  returned 
to  the  General  Assembly  as  Provided  in  said  Act;  And  that  the  four- 
teen Persons  who  have  the  greatest  number  of  Votes  shall  be  the  Per- 
sons whose  names  shall  be  returned  to  the  several  Towns  to  stand  in  the 
nomination  aforesaid;  And  each  Freeman  of  this  State  shall  give  his 
Vote  or  suffrage  for  a number  of  Persons  not  exceeding  seven  instead 
of  five  for  Representatives  in  Congress  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the 
same  Time  as  is  provided  in  the  third  Paragraph  of  said  Act;  and  the 
seven  Persons  who  shall  have  the  greatest  number  of  Votes  shall  be  de- 
clared to  be  Chosen  Representatives  of  the  People  of  this  State  in  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  as  is  directed  in  said  Act; 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  the  Votes 
or  Suffrages  returned  to  the  General  Assembly  as  is  prescribed  in  said 
Act  for  Persons  to  stand  in  nomination  for  Representatives  in  Congress, 
and  also  the  Votes  or  Suffrages  for  Representatives  in  Congress  shall  be 
kept  sealed  up  untill  the  eighth  Day  of  the  Session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly to  which  they  are  returned,  and  then  shall  be  publicly  Counted 
by  a Committee  of  both  Houses  of  the  Legislature  to  be  appointed  for  that 
purpose. 


* Passed  January  session,  1789.  Conn.  State  Rees.,  VI,  498-99.  As  a result  of 
the  census  of  1790,  Connecticut’s  seats  in  the  House  of  Representatives  had  been 
increased  from  five  to  seven. 
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An  Act  in  addition  to,  and  alteration  of  an  Act,  entitled  “An  Act  for  the  ad- 
mission of  Inhabitants  in  Towns,  and  for  preventing  Charge  on  account  of 
such  as  are  admitted  therein.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  that  the  Provisions 
in  said  Act  notwithstanding,  any  Inhabitant  of  any  Town  in  this  State 
may  remove  with  his  or  her  Family,  or  if  such  Person  has  no  Family 
may  remove  him  or  herself  into  any  other  Town  in  this  State,  and  con- 
tinue there  without  being  liable  to  be  warned  to  depart  or  to  be  removed 
therefrom  except  in  the  Case  hereinafter  provided ; and  shall  gain  a legal 
Settlement  in  the  Town  to  which  he  or  she  may  have  so  removed,  in  Case 
he  or  she  shall  reside  in  such  Town  for  the  full  Term  of  six  Years  next 
from  and  after  his  or  her  first  removal  into  such  Town  and  shall  during 
the  whole  of  said  Term  have  supported  him  or  herself  and  his  or  her 
Family;  if  such  Person  have  a Family  at  the  time  of  said  first  removal, 
or  at  any  Time  during  said  Term  without  his  her  or  their  becomeing 
Chargeable  to  such  Town,  or  to  the  Town  that  may  by  Law  be  Liable 
to  Charge  for  the  support  of  such  Person  and  Family;  but  if  any  such

And  be  it  further  Enacted,  that  any  Person  who  shall  bring  into  this 
State  any  Poor  and  Indigent  Person,  and  leave  him  or  her  in  any  Town 
within  the  same  of  which  Town  he  or  she  is  not  an  Inhabitant,  such  Per- 
son so  bringing  in  and  Leaving  such  Poor  and  Indigent  Person  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  person  so  brought  in  and  left  the  Sum  of 
Twenty  Pounds  lawfull  Money  to  be  recovered  in  any  Court  proper  to 
try  the  same  to  and  for  the  Use  of  such  Town. 


An  Act  in  alteration  of  an  Act,  entitled  An  Act  concerning  Delinquents,  t 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled,  That  the  Legal  Cost  and  expence  which  shall 
hereafter  arise  on  all  Public  and  Criminal  Prosecutions  before  the  Courts 
of  Common  Pleas,  be  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  this  State;  And  the 
said  Courts  are  hereby  Impowered  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  accord- 
ingly; And  that  such  Costs  if  recovered  of  any  Delinquent  on  any  such 
Prosecution  shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  this  State.

Provided  nevertheless  that  all  Matters  already  began  [sic\  in  any 
other  Court  of  Probate  for  any  of  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Town  shall  re- 
main and  be  finished  in  the  same. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  An  Act  to  prevent  the  Slave  Trade,  t 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled,  That  no  Citizen  or  Inhabitant  of  this  State  shall  trans- 
port out  of  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  selling  into  any  other  State  Coun- 
try or  Kingdom,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  or  buy  or  Sell  with  intent 
to  transport  out  of  this  State,  or  shall  Sell  if  transported,  or  shall  aid 
Assist,  or  abet  in  Buying  or  Selling  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  or  trans- 
porting into  any  other  State  Country  or  Kingdom  any  Negro,  Mulatto 
Slave  or  Servant  for  Years  upon  Penalty  of  £100  Lawfull  Money,  to  be 
recovered  by  Action  Bill  Plaint  or  Information,  the  One  half  to  the 
Plaintifif  and  the  other  half  to  the  Use  of  this  State.  And  all  Notes  Bonds 
Mortgages  or  Securities  of  any  kind  or  description,  made  or  executed 
in  Payment  or  part  payment  for  any  Negro  Indian,  Mulatto  Slave  or 
Servant  bought  or  Sold  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
Act  are  hereby  declared  Void  and  of  no  effect. 

Provided  that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  operate  to  prevent  Persons 
removing  out  of  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  residence,  from  carrying  or 
transporting  with  them  such  Negroes,  Indians  or  Mulattos  as  belong 
to  them,  or  to  Persons  living  within  this  State  from  directing  their 
Servants  out  of  this  State  about  their  Ordinary  & necessary  Business. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  and  alteration  of  an  Act  Concerning  Indian  Mulatto,  and 

Negro  Servants  and  Slaves,  t 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Court  Assembled,  That  if  any  Master  or  Owner  of  any  Slave 
shall  be  disposed  to  emancipate  and  make  free  such  Slave,  and  shall  apply 
to  any  two  of  the  Civil  Authority  or  One  of  the  Civil  Authority  and 
two  of  the  Select  Men  of  the  Town  to  which  he  belongs,  it  shall  be  the 
Duty  of  said  Authority,  or  Authority  and  Select  Men,  as  the  Case  may 
be  to  enquire  into  the  Health  and  Age  of  such  Slave,  and  if  they  find 
upon  examination  that  such  Slave  is  in  good  Health  and  is  not  of  greater

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Governor  Council  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Court  Assembled,  That  all  Moneys  which  may — hereafter  be 
received  by  the  Clerks  of  the  several  County  Courts  for  Duties  on  appeal 
& Continuances  shall  by  them  be  paid  Over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
County  to  which  they  respectively  belong  to  defray  the  Ordinary  ex- 
pences  of  the  several  Counties. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  a Law  of  this  State  Entitled  an  Act  for  the  direction  of 
Listers  in  their  Office  and  Duty.f 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Governor  Council  & Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled,  That  each  Stallion  or  Lead  Horse  of  more  than  three 
Years  old  shall  be  set  in  the  List  at  Twenty  Pounds  each,  each  Covering 
Jack  at  Ten  Pounds,  and  each  Coachee  X at  five  pounds. 


An  Act  to  revive  a Law  of  this  State  for  Instituting,  defining  and  regulating 
the  Office  of  Comptroller  of  Public  Accounts.  If 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled,  That  said  Act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  revived,  and 
to  continue  in  force  One  Year  from  and  after  the  rising  of  this  Assembly.

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled,  That  full  Power  and  Authority  be  and  hereby  is  Granted 
unto  the  Court  of  Common  Council  for  the  City  of  Middletown  or  the 
Major  part  of  them  to  make  By  Laws  relative  to  the  mode  of  Taxation, 
as  to  Taxes  Levied  by  said  City.

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  the  Town  of 
New  Haven  in  New  Haven  County  be  and  they  are  hereby  Authorized 
and  Impowered  to  make  such  By  Laws  as  said  Town  shall  Judge  neces- 
sary relative  to  the  Persons  who  may  be  committed  to  the  W ork  House  in 
said  New  Haven,  relative  to  the  manner  of  their  being  committed  and 
confined  therein,  and  relative  to  the  well  Ordering  and  Governing  said 
House  and  keeping  the  Persons  confined  therein  to  Labour, 

Provided  all  the  By  Laws  made  by  said  Town  by  virtue  of  this  Act 
shall  at  any  Time  be  Liable  to  be  repealed  by  any  Superior  Court  holden 
in  the  said  County  if  by  such  Superior  Court  on  a hearing  judges  to  be 
unreasonable  or  unjust. 

An  Act  incorporating  a Medical  Society,  t 

Whereas  well  regulated  Medical  Societies  have  been  found  to  Con- 
tribute to  the  defusion  of  true  Science  and  particularly  the  Knowledge 
of  the  Healing  Art  therefore. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Court  Assembled,  That  there  be  a Medical  Society  formed

fA  group  of  eleven  physicians  in  the  Norwich  area  organized  themselves  in 
October  1763  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a charter  for  a medical  society.  The 
effort  failed.  The  Litchfield  Medical  Society  was  probably  founded  in  1779  and 
the  New  Haven  County  Medical  Society  in  1784.  The  latter  group  led  in  the  long- 
unsuccessful  movement  for  the  incorporation  of  a State  society.  General  meetings 
were  held  in  Hartford  in  1784  and  1785.  The  lower  house  of  the  Assembly  granted 
a petition  for  a charter  in  October  1785,  but  the  Council,  suspicious  of  the  group’s 
motives,  turned  it  down.  The  New  Haven  Society  revised  the  bill  and  began  an 
educational  campaign  to  convince  the  public  and  the  political  leaders  of  the  value

respectively  dwell,  and  when  so  met  they  shall  have  Authority  by  their 
IMajor  Vote  in  such  respective  Meetings  to  determine  the  Qualifications 
and  admission  of  their  own  Members,  and  the  Persons  who  shall  thus 
be  admitted  shall  have  Authority  to  make  Choice  of  a Chairman  and 
Clerk  to  conduct  the  Affairs  of  such  Meetings. 

Be  it  further  Enacted  that  such  County  Meetings  formed  as  aforesaid, 
and  all  future  County  Meetings  which  the  Members  so  approved  and 
admitted  as  aforesaid  with  such  others  as  shall  hereafter  be  duely  ap- 


of  a State  society.  Again  in  1787  a bill  passed  the  Representatives  but  was  defeated 
in  the  Council.  Once  more  the  New  Haven  Society,  under  the  indefatigable  leader- 
ship of  its  president  Leverett  Hubbard,  went  to  work.  A new  petition  was  filed  in 
January  1791,  passed  the  lower  house  in  May  and  was  tabled  by  the  Council  for 
further  consideration.  In  January  1792  the  county  “committees  of  correspondence” 
were  urged  to  send  delegates  to  Hartford  to  a meeting  coinciding  with  the  session 
of  the  General  Assembly.  The  bill  proposed  was  cleared  of  objectionable  features 
which  had  hindered  its  predecessors.  It  gave  no  authority  to  impose  fines  for  mis- 
behavior and  was  framed  to  avoid  all  appearance  of  creating  a monopoly  of  medical 
practice.  At  last  the  proposal  received  the  approval  of  both  houses  and  became  law. 

A preliminary  organizational  meeting  of  physicians  took  place  in  Hartford  after 
the  adjournment  of  the  Assembly  and  the  first  meeting  of  the  new  society  occurred 
at  Middletown  in  October  1792.  Leverett  Hubbard  was  elected  president;  Eneas 
Munson,  vice  president;  Jared  Potter,  secretary;  and  John  Osbourn  (or  Osborne), 
treasurer.

fourth  Tuesday  in  September,  which  they  are  hereby  Authorized  to  do, 
and  at  such  Place  as  they  shall  appoint  the  said  future  Meetings,  having 
Organized  themselves  with  a Chairman  and  Clerk  as  aforesaid,  are  hereby 
Authorized  and  directed  to  Choose  by  Ballot  from  among  themselves 
five  Persons  for  each  County  except  for  the  County  of  Middlesex  and 
Tolland,  and  three  for  each  of  those  Counties  to  compose  a Convention 
of  said  Society,  which  Members  so  to  be  Chosen  for  said  first  Convention 
shall  meet  at  the  Court  House  in  Middletown  on  the  second  Tuesday 
of  October  next  at  10  of  the  Clock  in  the  forenoon ; and  for  the  future 
annual  Conventions  at  such  Time  and  Place  as  they  shall  appoint,  and 
being  so  met  they  are  hereby  Authorized  by  Ballot  to  Chuse  a President 
Vice  President  Treasurer  & Secretary,  and  such  other  Officers  as  they 
may  think  proper,  and  the  Convention  so  formed  shall  be  known  by 
the  Name  of  the  President  and  Fellows  of  the  Connecticut  Medical  So- 
ciety, and  shall  hold  their  Offices  for  the  Term  of  One  Year  and  shall  have 
full  Power  to  make  By  Laws  to  promote  the  ends  of  said  Society,  Pro- 
vided they  be  not  repugnant  to  the  Laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States,  and  may  expel  Members  from  said  Society  for  any  Misdemeanors 
as  relative  to  said  Society ; to  appoint  examining  Committees  in  the  re- 
spective Counties  who  shall  examine  such  Candidates  as  may  Offer  them- 
selves for  that  purpose,  and  Licence  such  as  shall  be  found  Qualified  for 
the  Practices  of  Phisick  or  Surgery,  and  to  receive  them  on  their  desire 
as  Members  of  said  Society  in  their  respective  Counties,  to  confer  Hono- 
rary Degrees  on  such  of  the  Faculty  as  they  may  from  Time  to  Time 
find  of  distinguished  Merit,  to  purchase  and  hold,  to  and  for  the  Benefit 
of  said  Society  Property  both  real  and  personal  to  an  Amount  not  ex- 
ceeding five  Thousand  Pounds  Lawfull  Money ; and  to  manage  Improve 
and  convey  the  same  for  the  Common  Good  and  Interest  of  said  Society ; 
and  may  have  a Common  Seal  and  the  same  alter  and  renew  at  their 
Pleasure ; And  the  said  Society  in  their  Corporate  Capacity  may  sue  and 
be  sued  as  other  Societies  and  Bodies  Corporate  may  by  Law,  as  rela- 
tive to  the  Contracts  Rights  and  Interests  of  said  Society ; Twenty  Mem- 
bers to  be  present  to  be  a Quorum  to  transact  the  Business  of  said  Society 

Be  it  further  Enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  Duty  of  the  several  Members 
of  the  Society  according  to  their  Ability  to  communicate  usefull  Infor- 
mation to  each  other  in  their  respective  County  Meetings,  and  such  Meet- 
ings shall  from  Time  to  Time  transmit  to  the  Convention  such  curious 
Cases  and  Observations  as  may  come  to  their  knoledge ; And  it  shall  be 
the  Duty  of  the  Convention  to  cause  to  be  published  such  extraordinary 
Cases  and  such  Observations  on  the  State  of  the  Arts,  and  on  epidemical 
and  other  Disorders  as  they  may  think  proper ; And  the  said  County 
Meetings  & Conventions  shall  have  Power  to  adjourn  from  Time  to 
Time  as  they  may  think  necessary  to  promote  the  Design  of  their  In- 
stitution. 

Be  it  further  Enacted  that  if  this  Act  or  any  thing  therein  Contained 
shall  be  found  inadequate  or  inconvenient,  it  may  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly be  altered  Amended  or  repealed. 
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An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Hartford  Bank.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council,  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Court  Assembled,  That  the  Subscribers  to  the  Hartford  Bank 
their  Successors  and  Assigns  shall  be,  and  hereby  are  Created  and 
made  a Corporation  and  Body  Politic,  by  the  Name  and  Stile  of  the 
“President,  Directors  and  Company  of  the  Hartford  Bank,  [”]  and  by  that 
Name  shall  be  and  are  hereby  made  capable  in  Law  to  have,  purchase 
receive  possess  and  enjoy  to  them  and  their  Successors,  Lands,  Rents 
Tenements,  Hereditaments,  Goods,  Chattels  and  Efifects  of  what  kind 
or  Quality  soever,  and  the  same  to  Sell  Grant  demise  aliene  or  dispose 
of ; to  Sue  and  be  Sued,  plead  and  be  Impleaded,  answer,  and  be  answered, 
Defend  and  be  defended  in  all  Courts  of  this  State,  or  other  Place  what- 
soever; And  also  to  have  make  and  Use  a Common  Seal,  and  the  same 
to  break  alter  and  renew  at  their  Pleasure ; and  also  to  Ordain  establish 
and  put  in  execution  such  By  Laws,  Ordinances  and  Regulations  as 
shall  be  deemed  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  well  Ordering  and 
Government  of  the  said  Corporation,  not  being  Contrary  to  this  Charter, 
and  the  Laws  of  the  State  or  of  the  United  States,  and  to  do  and  execute 
all  and  singular  Acts  Matters  & Things,  which  to  them  it  shall  or  may 
appertain  to  do,  subject  to  the  Rules,  restrictions  & Provisions  herein 
after  prescribed. 

* It  is  impossible  to  state  with  certainty  whether  the  Hartford  Bank  or  the  New 
London  Bank  is  entitled  to  be  called  the  first  bank  in  Connecticut.  Both  were 
chartered  at  this  session  of  the  General  Assembly  and  both  began  business  as  soon 
thereafter  as  possible.  The  only  other  banks  in  the  country  at  this  time  were : The 
Bank  of  North  America  (Philadelphia),  chartered  in  1782;  Bank  of  New  York,  1784; 
Bank  of  Massachusetts  (Boston),  1784;  Providence  Bank,  1791;  Bank  of  the  United 
States  (and  branches),  chartered  in  1791  by  act  of  Congress. 

The  leader  in  the  movement  for  the  establishment  of  a bank  in  Hartford  was 
Jeremiah  Wadsworth,  reputedly  the  city’s  wealthiest  citizen,  a large  stockholder 
in  the  Bank  of  North  America,  president  of  the  Bank  of  New  York  from  1785  to 
1786,  and  a director  of  the  new  Bank  of  the  United  States.  The  project  for  the 
Hartford  Bank  took  place  at  a meeting  on  Feb.  27,  1792,  and  by  May  14  plans  were 
completed,  articles  of  association  drawn  up,  and  capital  of  $100,000  subscribed.  Fol- 
lowing the  passing  of  the  act  of  incorporation  the  first  meeting  of  the  stockholders 
took  place  on  June  14.  Although  chosen  one  of  the  eight  directors,  Wadsworth 
declined  election  as  president.  That  office  went  to  John  Caldwell,  and  Hezekiah 
Merrill  was  named  cashier.  The  bank  opened  its  doors  for  business  on  Aug.  8,  1792, 
in  its  new  quarters  on  the  south  side  of  Prison  St.  (now  Pearl  St.),  a few  steps 
from  the  the  corner  of  Main  St.  The  bank  has  had  three  changes  in  name.  In  1865 
it  became  the  Hartford  National  Bank;  in  1915  it  merged  with  the  Aetna  National 
Bank  and  became  the  Hartford- Aetna  National  Bank;  and  in  1927  it  merged  with 
the  United  States  Security  Trust  Co.,  to  form  the  Hartford  National  Bank  & 
Trust  Co.  Francis  Parsons,  A History  of  Banking  in  Connecticut  (Connecticut

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2.  The  Capital  Stock  of  said  Bank  shall  consist  of  One  Hundred 
Thousand  Dollars,  to  be  divided  into  Two  Hundred  and  fifty  Shares, 
each  Share  being  four  Hundred  Dollars ; no  Person,  Copartnership  or 
Body  Politic  except  the  State  of  Connecticut  shall  subscribe,  or  at  any 
Time  hold,  in  his  her,  or  their  Names  a greater  number  than  thirty 
Shares,  Provided  always  that  the  Stock  Holders  in  a General  Meeting, 
may  hereafter,  if  they  Judge  the  increase  of  Trade  to  require  it  Open  a 
new  Subscription,  and  enlarge  the  Capital  Stock  of  said  Bank  to  such  an 
Amount  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  & expedient,  not  exceeding,  Five 
Hundred  Thousand  Dollars. 

3.  And  he  it  further  Enacted  that  for  the  well  Ordering  the  Affairs  of 
said  Corporation  there  shall  be  nine  Directors  Chosen  on  the  second 
Thursday  of  June  next  and  afterwards  on  the  second  Thursday  of  June 
Annually,  by  the  greatest  number  of  Votes  given  at  a General  Meeting 
of  the  Stock  Holders  of  said  Bank,  and  those  who  shall  be  duly  Chosen 
at  any  Election  shall  be  capable  of  serving  as  Directors  untill  the  second 
Thursday  of  June  next  ensuing  such  Election,  and  the  Directors  at  their 
first  Meeting  after  such  Election  shall  Chuse  One  of  their  number  for  a 
President. 

4.  The  number  of  Votes  each  Stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  in  the 
Choice  of  Directors  or  any  other  Business  respecting  the  Institution  shall 
be  according  to  the  number  of  Shares  he  shall  hold  in  the  following  Pro- 
portion viz  for  One  Share  and  not  more  than  two  shares.  One  Vote  for 
every  two  Shares  above  two  Shares  and  not  exceeding  ten  Shares  One 
Vote,  for  every  four  Shares  above  ten  shares  One  Vote,  but  no  Person 
Copartnership  or  Body  Politic  shall  be  entitled  to  a greater  number  than 
ten  Votes,  All  Stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to  Vote  by  themselves  or  their 
Agents  duely  appointed. 

5.  None  but  Stockholders  shall  be  eligible  as  Directors  and  not  less 
than  two  thirds  of  the  Directors  shall  be  actually  resident  in  the  City  of 
Hartford;  and  Public  Notice  shall  be  given  by  Order  of  the  Directors 
twenty  Days  previous  to  holding  an  Election  or  General  Meeting  of  the 
Stockholders,  in  a News  Paper  published  in  said  City  and  in  such  other 
Places  as  the  Directors  shall  Judge  necessary. 

6.  Not  more  than  three  fourths  of  the  Directors  in  Office  exclusive  of 
the  President  shall  be  Eligible  as  Directors  the  next  succeeding  Year,  but 
the  Director  who  shall  be  President  at  any  Election  may  always  be 
elected  a Director. 

7.  That  in  Case  of  the  Death  or  resignation  of  a Director  his  Place  may 
be  filled  by  a new  Choice  for  the  remainder  of  the  Year  Provided  a Ma- 
jority of  the  Directors  Judge  it  necessary;  All  Elections  for  Directors 
shall  be  by  Ballot  and  the  nine  Persons  who  shall  have  at  any  Election 
the  greatest  number  of  Votes  shall  be  declared  to  be  duly  elected. 

8.  The  Directors  for  the  Time  being,  shall  have  power  to  appoint  such 
Officers  Clerks  and  Servants  as  they  shall  Judge  necessary  for  executing 
the  Business  of  the  Bank,  and  to  allow  them  such  Compensation  for  their 
Service  as  they  shall  Judge  reasonable,  and  shall  be  capable  of  executing 
such  other  owers  for  the  well  governing  and  and  Ordering  the  affairs  of 
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said  Bank,  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  regulations  of  the  Stockholders 
but  no  Director  shall  be  entitled  to  any  Emoluments  unless  the  same 
shall  be  Ordered  by  the  Stockholders  at  a General  Meeting  except  the 
President  who  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  his  extra  attention  at 
the  Bank  as  the  Directors  shall  Judge  reasonable. 

9.  Not  less  than  three  Directors  shall  constitute  a Board  for  transact- 
ing the  Business  of  the  Bank  of  whom  the  President  shall  always  be 
One  except  in  Case  of  Sickness  or  necessary  absence,  in  which  Case  the 
Directors  present  shall  supply  his  Place  by  electing  one  of  their  number 
as  President  for  the  Occasion. 

10.  The  Directors  by  a Majority  of  Votes  shall  determine  the  manner 
of  Doing  Business,  and  the  Rules  to  be  pursued;  shall  dispose  of  and 
manage  the  Money  and  Credit  of  the  Bank  for  the  Interest  of  the  Pro- 
prietors, and  shall  from  Time  to  Time  at  least  once  in  every  six  Months 
make  such  Dividends  of  the  Profits  as  they  shall  think  proper;  Pro- 
vided that  they  shall  in  no  Instance  do  any  Act  contrary  to  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Stockholders,  And  the  Directors  shall  annually  at  the  expira- 
tion of  their  appointment  make  and  exhibit  before  the  General  Meeting 
of  the  Stockholders  for  their  information  a Statement  of  the  Debts  which 
shall  remain  unpaid  after  the  expiration  of  the  Original  Credits,  and 
the  surplus  of  Profit  if  any  be  after  deducting  Expences  Losses  and 
Dividends. 

11.  And  he  it  further  Enacted  That  the  Corporation  shall  not  trade  in 
any  Thing  except  Bills  of  Exchange  Gold  or  Silver  Bullion,  or  in  the' 
Sale  of  Goods  Pledged  for  money  Lent,  and  not  redeemed  in  due  Time, 
or  in  Lands  necessarily  taken  for  security  of  Debts  previously  contracted 
nor  shall  the  Corporation  take  more  than  at  the  Rate  of  six  per  Cent  per 
Annum  Premium  for  or  upon  its  Loans. 

12.  The  Stock  of  said  Corporation  shall — be  assignable,  and  transfer- 
able according  to  such  Rules  as  shall  be  instituted  in  that  Respect  by  the 
Laws  of  the  same. 

13.  The  Bills  or  Notes  Issued  by  said  Corporation  Signed  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  Counter- Signed  by  the  Cashier  or  Treasurer  thereof,  promissing 
the  Payment  of  Money  to  any  Person  or  Persons  his  her  or  their  Order 
or  to  the  Bearer,  shall  be  binding  and  obligatory  on  the  said  Corporation 
and  payable  on  demand  and  all  such  Bills  or  Notes  shall  be  assignable 
and  negotiable  according  to  the  Custom  of  Merchants;  and  the  Laws 
relating  to  inland  Bills  of  Exchange,  and  all  Notes  in  Writing  which 
shall  be  made  & Signed  after  the  first  Day  of  July  next  by  any  Person  or 
Persons  his  her  or  their  Servants  or  Agent,  who  is  usually  intrusted  by 
him  her  or  them  to  sign  such  Promissory  Notes  for  him  her  or  them, 
said  Notes  being  given  for  the  Payment  of  Money  only,  and  made  pay- 
able to  any  Person  or  Persons  his  her  or  their  Order  or  to  Bearer  and 
indorsed  over  to  said  Corporation,  shall  be  assignable  or  indorsable 
over  in  the  same  manner  as  inland  Bills  of  Exchange  are,  or  may  be 
according  to  the  Custom  of  Merchants,  And  said  Corporation  to  which  the 
same  may  be  indorsed  shall  and  may  maintain  their  Action  thereupon 
for  the  Money  promissed  in  said  Notes,  against  the  Person  or  Persons 
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who  or  whose  Agent  as  aforesaid  shall  Sign  the  same  or  any  of  the 
Persons  who  shall  indorse  the  same  in  like  manner  as  in  Case  of  Inland 
Bills  of  Exchange. 

14.  Every  Cashier  Treasurer  or  Clerk  employed  in  said  Bank  shall  before 
he  enters  on  the  Duties  of  his  Office  give  Bond  with  two  or  more  Sureties 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Directors  in  such  Sum  as  the  Directors  shall 
Judge  sufficient,  Conditioned  for  the  faithfull  Discharge  of  his  Trust. 

15.  And  be  it  further  Enacted  that  thirty  per  Cent  on  the  Sums  sub- 
scribed, exclusive  of  the  first  deposit  being  One  Hundred  and  Twenty 
Dollars  on  each  Share,  shall  be  paid  on  the  first  Monday  of  July  next, 
fiteen  per  Cent  on  the  first  Day  of  Septembr  next,  Twenty  five  per  Cent 
on  the  first  Day  of  March  1793  and  the  remaining  twenty  five  per  Cent 
on  the  first  Day  of  September  1793,  And  if  any  Person  Copartnership  or 
Body  Politic  shall  fail  to  make  and  compleat  said  payment  of  thirty  per 
Cent  on  or  before  said  first  Monday  of  July  next  such  Person  Copart- 
nership or  Body  Politic  shall  forfeit  to  the  Use  of  the  Bank  the  Sums 
by  him  her  or  them  before  deposited,  on  every  Share  whereon  such  Party 
shall  fail  in  making  and  compleating  said  payment,  and  shall  as  to 
every  such  Share  be  no  longer  considered  as  a Stockholder  in  sd  Bank 
and  every  Party  that  shall  delay  to  compleat  any  subsequent  Payment  at 
the  Time  when  the  same  shall  become  due,  according  to  the  regulations 
of  the  said  Corporation  shall  on  every  share  whereon  the  payment  shall 
be  so  delayed  forfeit  his  her  or  their  part  of  all  Dividends  accruing  during 
such  Delay. 

16.  Provided  and  it  hereby  is  Enacted,  That  in  Case  the  Directors  shall 
Judge  it  expedient  that  the  two  last  Payments  of  twenty  five  per  Cent 
each  be  delayed,  said  Directors  are  hereby  Authorized  to  suspend  such 
Payments  for  such  Time  as  they  shall  Judge  proper  giving  sixty  Days 
Notice  previous  to  the  Time  herein  fixed  for  said  Payments  respectively, 
And  the  Stockholders  shall  be  held  to  make  punctual  Payment  at  such 
Period  or  Periods  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Directors  having  sixty 
Days  Notice  of  the  Time  in  which  any  such  payment  shall  be  required, 
which  Notice  shall  be  given  in  One  of  the  News  Papers  of  said  City  of 
Hartford  and  such  other  Places  & manner  as  the  Directors  shall  Judge 
necessary. 

17.  And  be  it  further  Enacted  that  in  addition  to  the  Original  Capital 
Stock  of  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  before  mentioned  the  State  of 
Connecticut  shall  have  a Right  to  Subscribe  forty  Shares  to  the  said 
Bank  Provided  they  shall  by  Law  Authorize  any  Person  or  Persons  for 
that  purpose  before  the  expiration  of  twelve  Months  after  the  rising  of 
the  General  Assembly.  And  in  Case  the  State  shall  subscribe  said  number 
of  Shares,  in  the  Time  and  manner  aforesaid,  they  shall  have  a Right  of 
appointing  two  additional  Directors  of  said  Bank,  but  if  the  State  should 
Subscribe  not  more  than  Twenty  Shares  then  they  shall  appoint  One 
Director  only ; And  Provided  the  State  shall  be  Sub j ect  in  all  other  re- 
spects to  the  same  Regulations  as  other  Stockholders. 

18.  And  be  it  further  Enacted  that  the  Directors  may  and  they  are  hereby 
Impowered  to  Vest  in  the  Funds  of  the  United  Stat  [sic]  so  much  of  the 
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Capital  Stock  of  the  said  Bank  as  they  shall  Judge  expedient  and  for 
the  Benefit  of  the  Institution. 

19.  And  he  it  further  Enacted  that  after  the  first  Election  no  Share  or 
Shares  in  said  Bank  shall  give  to  any  Stockholder  a Right  of  suffrage, 
unless  said  Stockholder  shall  have  been  the  Legal  Proprietor  of  the  same 
agreeable  to  the  regulations  of  the  Bank  at  least  three  Calendar  Months 
before  the  Day  of  the  General  Meeting  at  which  such  right  or  suffrage 
may  be  Claimed. 

20.  And  he  it  further  Enacted,  That  the  Committee  appointed  by  the 
Subscribers  to  said  Bank  to  receive  the  first  Deposits  shall  be,  and  are 
hereby  Impowered  to  call  the  first  Meeting  of  the  Stock  Holders  for 
choosing  Directors,  by  giving  six  Days  Notice  of  the  same,  said  Meeting 
to  be  held  on  the  second  Thursday  of  June  next  at  such  Hour  and  in 
such  Place  as  said  Committee  shall  direct,  and  the  Stockholders  or 
Majority  of  them  being  convened  they  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to 
preside  at  the  Election,  who  shall  be  and  is  hereby  Authorized  to  receive 
and  Count  the  Votes  for  Directors  and  declare  what  Persons  are  duely 
elected,  according  to  the  Provisions  of  this  Act. 

21.  And  he  it  further  Enacted,  that  said  Corporation  shall  not  Issue 
their  Notes  or  Bills  to  an  Amount  exceeding  in  the  whole  fifty  per  Cent 
over  and  above  the  Capital  Stock  of  said  Bank,  and  beyond  the  amount 
of  Monies  actually  deposited  for  safe  keeping  in  said  Bank. 


An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Union  Bank  in  New  London.* 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Governor  Council  and  House  of  Representatives, 
That  the  Subscribers  to  the  Union  Bank  in  New  London,  their  Successors 
and  Assigns,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  made  and  Created  a Corpora- 


* A meeting  of  leading  citizens  of  New  London  and  Norwich  took  place  at  New 
London,  Feb.  10,  1792,  at  which  a plan  was  accepted  for  establishing  a bank.  At 
first  it  was  proposed  to  call  the  institution  “The  Bank  of  New  London  and  Norwich,” 
but  it  was  soon  agreed  that  the  name  should  be  “the  Union  Bank  in  New  London.” 
Capital  stock  in  the  amount  of  $100,000  was  voted  and  the  shares  assigned  to  New 
London  were  subscribed  in  a few  hours.  By  March  5 the  entire  issue  of  stock  had 
been  taken  and  the  first  meeting  of  stockholders  took  place.  Eight  directors  were 
elected  and  these  in  turn  chose  Jedidiah  Huntington  president  and  John  Hallam 
cashier.  LIuntington  had  been  a brigadier  general  in  the  Revolution,  deputy  from 
Norwich  at  several  Assembly  sessions,  probate  judge,  delegate  to  the  Constitu- 
tional Ratifying  Convention,  Treasurer  of  the  State  in  1788,  and  was  appointed 
Collector  of  the  Port  of  New  London  by  President  Washington  in  1789.  The  first 
meeting  of  the  board  of  directors  after  the  act  of  incorporation  took  place  on  June  5, 
1792.  The  exact  date  on  which  the  bank  opened  its  doors  for  business  is  not 
known.  On  the  question  of  priority  of  the  Hartford  and  New  London  banks  see 
above,  p.  384,  note. 

The  Union  Bank  in  New  London  has  continued  without  mergers  or  consolida- 
tions. In  1865  it  received  a charter  as  a national  bank  but  gave  this  up  and  resumed 
operations  under  its  original  charter  in  1882.

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tion  and  Body  Politic  by  the  Name  and  Stile  of  the  President,  Directors 
& Company  of  the  Union  Bank  in  New  London ; and  by  that  Name  shall 
be  and  hereby  are  made  able  and  capable  in  Law  to  have  purchase  receive 
possess  enjoy  & retain  to  them  and  their  Successors  Lands  Tenements 
Hereditaments,  Rents  Goods  Chattels  and  Effects  of  what  kind  or  nature 
soever,  and  the  same  to  Sell  Grant,  Aliene  demise  and  dispose  of  to 
Sue  and  be  Sued  Plead  and  be  Impleaded  Defend  and  be  defended  in  any 
Court  of  Record  or  other  Place  whatsoever ; And  also  to  have  and  make 
Common  Seal  and  the  same  to  break  alter  and  renew  at  Pleasure;  and 
also  to  Ordain  establish  and  put  in  Execution  such  By  Laws,  Ordi- 
nances and  Regulations,  as  shall  to  them  seem  necessary  for  the  well 
Ordering  the  Affairs  of  the  said  Corporation  not  being  contrary  to  this 
Charter  & the  Laws  of  this  State  or  the  United  States,  And  Generally  to 
execute  all  and  singular  Acts  Matters  and  Things  which  to  them  shall 
or  may  appertain  subject  to  the  Rules  Limitations  and  restrictions  herein 
after  Provided. 

And  Whereas  the  said  Subscribers  signed  certain  Articles  dated  at 
New  London  the  10th  Day  of  Eebruary  1792  which  are  as  follows  viz. 

1.  The  Capital  Stock  of  the  Bank  shall  consist  of  not  Less  than 
fifty  Thousand,  nor  more  than  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars,  divided 
into  Shares  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  each. 

2.  The  Subscriptions  shall  be  Payable  in  eight  equal  Parts  at  the  dis- 
tance of  three  Calender  Months  from  each  other  the  first  Payment  to  be 
made  on  the  first  Monday  of  March  next,  when  the  Subscription  shall 
Close  Provided  the  whole  Sum  proposed  is  then  Subscribed  for;  and  if 
there  shall  be  a failure  of  the  first  Payment  on  any  Share  the  Subscription 
for  such  Share  shall  be  void,  if  there  be  a failure  of  the  second  Payment, 
the  first  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Bank,  and  the  Subscription  be  void ; and 
in  Case  of  failure  of  any  Payment  subsequent  to  the  second,  the  Party 
failing  shall  loose  the  Benefit  of  any  Dividend  which  may  have  accrued 
prior  to  the  Time  of  making  such  payment  and  during  the  Delay  of  the 
same  on  such  Share,  And  at  the  Time  of  Subscribing  there  shall  be  payed 
two  Dollars  on  each  Share  Subscribed  for,  to  be  accounted  as  part  of  the 
first  Payment,  and  in  Case  of  Failure  in  such  first  payment  to  be  forfeited 
to  the  Bank,  And  if  at  a Meeting  of  the  Stockholders  after  the  second 
Payment  it  shall  be  found  expedient  to  make  the  subsequent  Payments 
in  two  eights  instead  of  One  eighth  Parts  of  the  Sums  subscribed  they 
shall  have  it  in  their  Power  to  direct  on  the  same  penalty  and  Condition 
as  is  above  expressed. 

3.  The  Capital  of  the  Company,  shall  not  be  employed  otherwise  than 
in  the  Ordinary  Course  of  the  Banking  Business,  and  the  Bank  shall  not 
take  more  than  at  the  Rate  of  six  per  Cent  per  Annum  upon  its  Loans 
or  Discounts. 

4.  The  Affairs  of  the  Bank  as  to  transfers  or  other  Matters  not  herein 
regulated,  shall  be  under  the  management  of  the  thirteen  Directors,  and 
there  shall  be  annually  on  the  first  Monday  in  March  a Choice  of  Directors 
to  Serve  for  one  Year;  and  the  Directors  at  their  first  Meeting  after  their 
Election,  shall  Choose  One  of  their  number  President. 
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5.  The  number  of  Votes  to  which  each  Stockholder  shall  be  entitled, 
shall  be  according  to  the  number  of  Shares  he  shall  hold  in  the  propor- 
tion following : for  One  Share  and  not  more  than  two  Shares,  One  Vote, 
for  every  two  Shares  above  two  Shares  and  not  exceeding  ten  Shares 
One  Vote;  for  every  four  Shares  above  ten  Shares  and  not  exceeding 
thirty  Shares  one  Vote;  for  every  six  Shares  above  thirty  Shares  One 
Vote,  No  Person  Copartnership  or  Body  Politic  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
greater  number  than  twenty  Votes,  Stockholders  actually  resident  in  this 
State  and  none  other  may  Vote  in  Elections  personally  or  by  Proxy  and 
be  eligible  as  Director. 

6.  One  fourth  part  of  the  Stockholders  or  more  being  Proprietors  of 
at  least  two  hundred  Shares,  shall  have  Power  at  any  Time  to  call  a 
General  Meeting  of  the  Stockholders  for  the  Purposes  relative  to  the 
Institution  giving  at  least  One  Weeks  Notice  in  the  Public  Gazette  of 
the  Place  where  the  Bank  is  kept  and  specifying  in  such  Notice  the  Object 
of  the  Meeting. 

7.  No  Director  shall  be  entitled  to  any  emolument  for  his  attendance 
on  the  Business  of  the  Bank  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  allowed  by 
the  Stockholders  at  a General  Meeting,  and  they  shall  make  such  com- 
pensation to  the  President  for  his  extraordinary  attendance  at  the  Bank 
as  shall  appear  to  them  to  be  reasonable ; not  less  than  three  Directors 
shall  Constitute  a Board  for  the  transaction  of  Business  and  in  Case  of 
the  Death  resignation  or  removal  of  a Director  by  the  Stockholders  his 
place  may  be  filled  by  a new  Choice  for  the  remainder  of  the  Year. 

8.  That  Yearly  Dividends  shall  be  made  of  so  much  of  the  Proffits  of  the 
Bank  as  shall  appear  to  the  Directors  adviseable  and  the  State  of  the  Bank 
shall  be  made  known  by  the  Directors  to  the  Stock  Holders  at  a General 
Meeting  whenever  they  are  thereto  required. 

Be  it  further  Enacted  that  said  recited  Articles  are  and  shall  be  Con- 
sidered as  the  fundamental  Articles  and  a part  of  the  Constitution  of  said 
Corporation. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  that  the  Bills  or  Notes  issued  by  said  Cor- 
poration Signed  by  the  President  and  Countersigned  by  the  Treasurer 
or  Cashier  thereof,  promissing  the  Payment  of  Money  to  any  Person  or 
Persons  his  her  or  their  Order,  or  to  Bearer  shall  be  binding  and  Obliga- 
tory on  the  said  Corporation ; and  all  such  Bills  or  Notes  shall  be  Assign- 
able and  negotiable  according  to  the  Custom  of  Merchants,  and  the  Laws 
relating  to  inland  Bills  of  Exchange,  and  all  Notes  in  Writing  which  shall 
be  made  and  Signed  after  the  first  Day  of  July  next  by  any  Person  or 
Persons  his  her  or  their  Servant  or  Agent  who  is  usually  intrusted  by  him 
her  or  them  to  sign  such  Promissory  Notes  for  him  her  or  them  said 
Notes  being  given  for  the  Payment  of  Money  only  and  made  Payable  to 
any  Person  or  Persons  his  her  or  their  Order,  or  to  Bearer  and  endorsed 
over  to  said  Corporation,  shall  be  Assignable  or  endorsable  over  and 
negotiable  in  the  same  manner  as  inland  Bills  of  Exchange  are  or  may  be, 
according  to  the  Custom  of  Merchants  And  said  Corporation  to  which  the 
same  may  be  endorsed  shall  and  may  maintain  their  Action  thereupon 
against  the  Person  or  Persons  who,  or  whose  Agent  as  aforesaid  shall 
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Sign  the  same,  or  against  any  of  the  Persons  who  shall  indorse  the  same 
as  in  Case  of  inland  Bills  of  Exchange. 

And  he  it  jvirther  Enacted  that  the  Stockholders  in  said  Bank  in  a 
General  Meeting  may  hereafter  if  they  Judge  the  increase  of  Trade  to 
require  it  Open  a new  Subscription  and  enlarge  the  Capital  Stock  of  said 
Bank  to  such  an  Amount  as  they  shall  deem  expedient  and  necessary  not 
exceeding  the  Sum  of  five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted,  that  the  total  Amount  of  the  Debts  which 
the  said  Corporation  shall  at  any  Time  Owe  whether  by  Bond  Bill  or 
Note  shall  not  exceed  fifty  per  Cent  over  and  above  the  Capital  Stock 
of  said  Bank,  and  beyond  the  amount  of  the  Moneys  at  any  Time  actually 
deposited  in  the  Bank  for  safe  keeping.  And  that  all  Notes  issued  at  the 
Bank  shall  be  paid  at  the  Bank  on  Demand  and  in  Silver  or  Gold  Coin. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  the  Captains  of  all  the  Military  Com- 
panies of  every  Description  in  this  State  shall  on  or  before  the  first  Day 
of  August  next  make  return  to  the  Commanding  Officers  of  the  several 
Regiments  of  the  Names  of  all  the  Persons  living  in  the  Limits  of  their 
respective  Companies  between  the  Ages  of  eighteen  and  forty  five  Noting 
those  Persons  now  exempted  from  doing  Duty,  And  also  of  the  Names 
of  all  Persons  between  the  Ages  of  sixteen  and  eighteen.  That  the  Field 
Officers  of  the  several  Regiments  shall  examine  adjudge  and  determine 
what  Persons  are  by  Law  exempted  from  doing  Military  Duty,  and  shall 
on  or  before  the  15th  Day  of  September  next  make  return  to  the  Brigade 
Majors  of  the  several  Brigades  of  the  number  of  Persons  in  each  Com- 
pany between  the  Ages  of  eighteen  and  forty  five  liable  by  Law  to  do 
Military  Duty,  And  also  of  the  number  of  Persons  between  the  Ages  of 
Sixteen  and  eighteen  within  their  respective  Regiments,  That  the  Brigade 
Majors  in  each  Brigade,  shall  on  or  before  the  first  Day  of  October  next 
make  return  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  number  of  Persons  in  each 
of  the  Companies  in  each  Regiment  between  the  Ages  of  eighteen  and 
forty  five,  and  also  between  the  Ages  of  sixteen  & eighteen  And  the  Ad- 
jutant General  shall  on  or  before  the  10th  Day  of  October  next  make 
return  of  all  the  Companies  and  Regiments  and  Brigades  distinguish- 
ing the  Ages  as  aforesaid  to  the  Commander  in  Chief  that  the  same  may 
be  laid  before  the  General  Assembly  to  be  holden  at  New  Haven  on 
the  second  Thursday  of  October  next, 

And  he  it  further  Resolved  that  if  any  Officer  of  the  aforesaid  Descrip- 
tions shall  neglect  to  perform  the  Duty  to  him  assigned  by  this  Act  he 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  the  Sum  of  Ten 
Pounds  Lawfull  Money,  And  it  shall  be  the  Duty  of  the  States  Attor- 
neys in  each  County  to  prosecute  all  Breaches  of  this  Resolve, 

And  it  is  further  Resolved  that  the  Secretary  be  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  Cause  this  Resolve  to  be  forthwith  published  in  the  several 
News  Papers  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Andrew  Kingsbury  Esqr.  Comptroller  of 
Public  Accounts  in  and  for  this  State  the  Year  ensuing. 
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An  Act  for  enlarging  the  Powers  and  increasing  the  Funds  of  Yale  College.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled,  That  Mr  William  Hart  Mr  John  Trumbull  & Mr 
Andrew  Kingsbury  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  Commissioners 
with  full  Power  and  Authority  to  receive  the  Ballances  now  due  and  pay- 
able on  all  the  Taxes  heretofore  laid  for  the  Payment  and  discharge  of  the 
Principal  and  Interest  of  the  Public  Debt  of  this  State  and  all  other 
Ballances  due  and  receivable  at  the  Treasury  in  any  Public  Paper  of 
this  State,  in  trust  and  for  the  purposes  in  this  Act  hereafter  mentioned, 
who  shall  give  Bonds  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  with  two  sufficient 
Sureties  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Treasurer  in  the  Sum  of  i20,000  L 
Money  Conditioned  for  the  faithfull  discharge  of  said  Trust,  And  that  the 
Receipts  of  any  One  or  more  of  said  Commissioners  shall  be  received  by 
the  Treasurer  of  this  State  & Credited  in  satisfaction  and  Discharge  of 
the  aforesaid  Ballances,  And  that  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  the  Treas- 
urer of  this  State  shall  not  receive  into  the  Treasury  any  Part  of  said 
Ballances  but  shall  proceed  to  enforce  the  Collection  thereof  for  the  Pur- 
poses of  this  Act  in  manner  as  by  Law  is  already  Provided. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted,  that  said  Ballances  which  shall  come  into 
the  Hands  of  said  Commissioners  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  appro- 
priated to  and  for  the  Use  and  Benefit  of  Yale  College  in  New  Haven 
to  be  applied  in  manner  following  viz  The  Sum  of  two  Thousand  five 
Hundred  Pounds  lawfull  Money  out  of  the  Avails  thereof  for  the  Pur- 
pose of  erecting  a new  Building  or  College  for  the  reception  & Accomoda- 


* On  the  background  of  this  act  see  above,  p.  335,  note.  The  Yale  Corporation 
met  with  the  legislative  committee  on  Jan.  11  and  12  and  discussed  fully  and  freely 
the  affairs  of  the  college.  The  committee  was  favorably  impressed  and  found  the 
college  in  better  condition,  both  financially  and  educationally,  than  they  had  expected. 
Nevertheless,  while  the  May  session  of  the  Assembly  was  in  progress,  President 
Stiles  confided  to  his  diary  his  dread  of  the  outcome.  He  feared  especially  that  the 
Assembly,  in  return  for  financial  assistance,  would  insist  on  packing  the  Corporation 
with  a majority  of  laymen.  Such  a proposal  would  leave  the  church-dominated 
trustees  the  unpleasant  alternatives  of  rejecting  the  offer  and  thereby  incurring  the 
anger  of  all  laymen  in  the  State  or  of  accepting  the  proposal  and  submitting  to  lay 
control  which  would  destroy  the  religious  foundations  and  purposes  of  the  college. 

When  Stiles  at  last  saw  the  new  act  as  passed  (it  was  said  to  have  been  drafted 
by  James  Hillhouse,  member  of  Congress  and  treasurer  of  the  college)  he  was 
delighted  to  find  that,  in  spite  of  the  addition  of  the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor, 
and  six  senior  Assistants  to  the  Corporation  of  the  college,  they  would  remain  a 
minority  of  the  whole  body.  The  action  of  the  Assembly  was  “liberal,  generous,  and 
condescending.”  The  Corporation  accepted  the  new  act  on  June  28.  Part  of  the 
funds  received  went  to  pay  the  salary  of  the  professorship  of  Mathematics  and 
Natural  Philosophy;  part  went  for  a new  building  named  Union  Hall  (later  South 
College,  torn  down  in  1893)  to  commemorate  the  union  of  the  college  and  the  State; 
and  part  provided  a much  needed  increase  in  the  salaries  of  the  tutors.  Subsequent 
amendments  of  the  college  charter  have  modified  the  representation  of  the  State  on 
the  University  corporation  so  that  at  present  the  only  members  ex  officiis  are  the 
Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor.  Literary  Diary  of  Ezra  Stiles,  HI,  entries  for

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tion  of  the  Students,  and  the  residue  shall  be  and  hereby  is  established  as 
a Fund  for  raising  an  annual  Revenue  forever  hereafter  to  be  applied  to  and 
for  the  support  of  necessary  Professors  in  the  various  Arts  and  Sciences 
for  the  Benefit  of  said  College, 

Provided  nevertheless  that  said  Commissioners  shall  not  pay  and  de- 
liver the  said  Ballances  or  any  part  thereof  to  the  President  and  Fellows 
of  said  College  untill  the  said  President  and  Fellows  shall  have  paid  or 
transferred  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  legal  Form  the  amount  of 
Fifty  per  Cent  on  the  Sum  collected  on  said  Ballances  in  some  kind  and 
Denomination  of  the  Public  Stock  of  the  United  States  which  now  is 
or  hereafter  may  be  Issued,  or  shall  have  Given  good  and  sufficient  Se- 
curity to  the  Satisfaction  of  said  Commissioners  Conditioned  for  the 
Payment  or  transfer  of  the  same  in  such  reasonable  Time  as  said  Com- 
missioners shall  Judge  Proper, 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  that  in  Case  this  Grant  shall  be  accepted  in 
manner  as  herein  after  Provided  the  Governor  Lieutenant  Governor  and 
six  Senior  Assistants  in  the  Council  of  this  State  for  the  Time  being 
shall  ever  hereafter  by  Virtue  of  their  said  Offices  be  Trustees  or  Fellows 
of  said  College,  and  shall  together  with  the  present  President  and  Fel- 
lows of  said  College  and  their  Successors  constitute  One  Corporation 
by  the  Name  and  Stile  mentioned  in  the  Charter  of  said  College  and  shall 
have  and  enjoy  the  same  Powers  Priveleges  and  Authority  in  as  full  and 
ample  a manner  as  though  they  had  been  expresly  named  and  included 
in  said  Charter,  And  that  in  Case  of  Vacancy  by  the  Death  or  resignation 
or  in  any  other  Way  of  any  of  the  present  Fellows  of  said  College  and 
their  Successors,  every  such  vacancy  shall  forever  hereafter  be  supplied  by 
them  and  their  Successors  by  Election  in  the  same  manner  as  though 
the  Act  had  never  passed.  And  that  the  said  Governor  Lieut  Governor 
and  Senior  Assistants  or  any  four  of  them  together  with  the  present 
Fellows  of  said  College  and  their  Successors  or  any  six  of  them  shall  at  all 
future  Meetings  of  said  Corporation  be  a Quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
Business. 

Provided  always  and  it  is  hereby  Enacted  and  declared  that  this  Act 
shall  not  have  any  force  or  effect  so  far  the  same  respects  the  appro- 
priating said  Ballances  to  the  Use  of  said  College  or  in  any  respect  adding 
to  or  varying  the  Charter  and  Constitution  thereof  unless  the  same  shall 
be  accepted  and  approved  by  the  present  Corporation  of  said  College  in 
legal  Meeting  Assembled,  and  that  as  soon  as  a Certified  Copy  of  such 
their  acceptance  and  approbation  in  Legal  Form  shall  be  lodged  with  the 
Secretary  of  this  State  for  Record  the  said  Commissioners  shall  proceed 
to  pay  over  and  deliver  said  Ballances  for  the  Use  of  said  College  accord- 
ing to  the  Directions  of  this  Act ; But  in  Case  the  said  President  and  Fel- 
lows shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  accept  of  said  Grant  upon  the  Terms  and 
(Conditions  aforesaid  for  the  Term  of  One  Year  from  and  after  the  rising 
of  this  Assembly  in  that  Case  the  said  Commissioners  shall  hold  and  retain 
the  Sums  they  shall  receive  on  said  Ballances  subject  to  the  future  Orders 
of  this  Assembly. 
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Provided  also  that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the 
General  Assembly  of  this  State  from  Abating  or  remitting  any  part  of 
said  Ballances  in  favour  of  any  Person  or  Town  from  whom  the  same 
may  be  due,  whenever  on  application  they  shall  Judge  reasonable. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  John  Chester  John  Caldwell  John 
Trumbull  Noadiah  Hooker  and  John  Morgan  be  appointed  a Committee 
to  superintendent  the  Business  of  erecting  and  finishing  a large  Convenient 
State  House  in  the  Town  of  Hartford  to  accomodate  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  this  State  and  for  other  Uses  the  same  to  be  Built  with  Brick  and 
upon  the  following  Conditions  viz  The  Inhabitants  of  the  City  Town  and 
County  of  Hartford  are  to  raise  and  pay  into  the  Hands  of  said  Com- 
mittee the  Sum  of  £1500  Lawfull  Money  by  the  first  Day  of  May  1793, 
to  be  applied  by  said  Committee  towards  erecting  and  finishing  said 
Building,  And  in  Case  the  said  Sum  should  be  raised  and  paid  over  or 
secured  to  be  paid  as  is  above  expressed,  then  the  said  Committee  are 
hereby  Authorized  and  Impowered  to  draw  from  the  Treasury  of  this 
State  a Sum  not  exceeding  £1500,  to  be  applied  by  them  for  the  same  Pur- 
pose, likewise  to  sell  at  Auction  or  otherwise  the  State  House  standing 
in  said  Town  of  Hartford  and  to  vest  the  Avails  thereof  in  the  new  Build- 
ing to  be  erected  as  aforesaid.  And  that  the  Committee  make  their  Con- 
tracts in  the  Premisses  for  money  only.* 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Richard  Law  and  Others,  Shewing  to  this  As- 
sembly that  the  Road  between  the  Towns  of  New  London  and  Norwich 
running  through  the  Mohegan  Lands  have  been  lately  put  in  a very  good 
State  of  repair  but  for  want  of  continued  attention  which  in  the  present 
System  of  Management  relative  to  Highways  is  not  likely  to  be  paid  to 
it  is  going  fast  to  decay  And  Praying  that  a Toll  may  be  Collected  on  said 
Road  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  same  in  repair  as  per  Memorial 
on  file 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  there  may  be  erected  and  established 
by  the  Commissioners  hereafter  in  and  by  this  Resolve  to  be  appointed 
and  at  such  Place  on  said  Road  between  the  Dwelling  House  of  George 
Williams  and  said  Mohegan  Lands  as  the  said  Commissioners  shall  Judge 


♦ The  building  here  authorized  is  now  known  as  the  “Old  State  House.”  Designed 
by  Charles  Bulfinch,  one  of  the  most  gifted  and  influential  of  early  American  archi- 
tects, the  building  was  at  its  inception  the  most  ambitious  edifice  yet  attempted  in 
New  England.  As  has  so  often  been  the  case,  the  undertaking  cost  considerably 
more  than  was  at  first  anticipated,  and  the  financial  problem  delayed  the  completion 
of  the  building  until  1796.  The  building  continued  to  serve  as  the  seat  of  the  State 
government  until  1878  when  the  present  Capitol  was  completed.  From  1879  to  1915 
the  Old  State  House  was  used  as  a city  hall.  By  the  latter  date  the  building  had 
fallen  into  disrepair.  Through  private  contributions  totalling  over  $100,000  and 
through  the  aid  of  the  Colonial  Dames  and  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution, 
means  were  found  for  the  restoration  and  refurnishing  of  the  structure  and  it  was 
opened  to  the  public  in  1921.  The  best  description  and  account  of  the  building  is  in

And  it  is  further  Resolved  that  the  Moneys  Collected  by  the  said  Toll 
shall  be  expended  in  mending  and  keeping  in  repair  the  said  Road  espe- 
cially that  part  of  the  same  which  runs  through  the  said  Mohegan  Lands 
under  the  Direction  and  at  the  Discretion  of  the  said  Commissioners. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved  that  the  said  Commissioners,  shall  Annually 
in  the  Month  of  June  Account  for  the  Receipt  & Expenditure  of  the 
Avails  of  the  said  Toll  with  the  County  Court  for  the  County  of  New 
London,  and  in  Default  of  such  Account  or  of  a due  application  of  such 
Avails,  they  may  be  Sued  by  the  Treasurer  of  said  County,  and  the  Sums 
recovered  from  them  shall  be  applied  under  the  direction  of  said  Court 
for  the  Benefit  of  said  Road,  And  in  Case  of  the  Death  or  refusal  to 
serve  of  any  or  either  of  the  said  Commissioners,  the  said  Court  are 
hereby  Authorized  to  appoint  another  or  Others  in  his  or  their  Place 
and  stead. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved  that  if  any  Person  shall  remove  or  Destroy 
any  Gate  or  other  Obstruction,  by  said  Commissioners  placed  in  said 
Road  for  the  purpose  of  Collecting  the  said  Toll,  such  Person  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  the  Sum  of  five  pounds  L Money,  and  such  further  Sum  as 
shall  be  adjudged  necessary  to  repair  the  Damage  done,  to  be  recovered 
in  an  Action  to  be  brought  in  any  Court  proper  to  try  the  same,  by  the  said 
Commissioners,  the  Sums  so  recovered  to  be  applied  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  Avails  of  said  Tolls; 

Provided  nevertheless  that  the  said  Commissioners  shall  provide  some 
Meet  Person  to  attend  constantly  at  said  Gate  so  that  Travellers  paying 
said  Toll  be  not  obstructed  thereby. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved  that  Messrs  William  Stewart  and  Samuel 
Wheat  of  New  London  & Joseph  Howland  & Ebenezer  Huntington  of 
Norwich  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  Commissioners  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  into  effect  the  Provisions  of  this  Resolve,  And  the  Act

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of  any  three  of  the  said  Commissioners  respecting  the  Subject  Matter  of 
this  Resolve  shall  be  valid  as  the  Act  of  the  whole  of  them, 

And  he  it  further  Resolved  that  said  Commissioners  shall  set  up  and 
maintain  on  the  post  of  said  Gate  or  Turnpike  and  in  Open  View  of 
the  Passengers,  an  Account  written  in  Capitals,  of  all  the  Fares  allowed 
by  this  Resolve  and  Payable  at  said  Gate  in  the  same  manner  as  is  directed 
by  Law  to  be  done  at  the  Ferries  within  this  State 

Provided  nevertheless  that  this  Resolve  shall  be  and  remain  in  force 
only  during  the  Pleasure  of  this  Assembly. 


Upon  the  Petition  of  Josiah  Huntington  of  Weathersfield  in  the  County 
of  Hartford  Shewing  to  this  Assembly,  that  he  hath  been  Arrested  by 
John  Dodd  of  Hartford  in  said  County  a Deputy  of  the  Marshall  of  the 
District  of  Connecticut  on  the  28th  Day  of  May  1792,  who  Levied  on  the 
Body  of  the  said  Josiah  Huntington  two  Executions  in  favour  of  Lewis 
Deblois  &c  amounting  in  the  whole  to  more  than  Twelve  Hundred  Dol- 
lars, and  Committed  him  to  Hartford  County  Goal  within  the  same  on 
said  Executions,  where  he  is  now  Imprisoned,  that  the  same  has  been 
done  in  Violation  and  Contempt  of  a Protection  Granted  to  said  Josiah 
by  this  Assembly  at  their  present  Session,*  which  he  now  holds  and  is 
now  in  force,  and  which  he  Shewed  to  said  Deputy  Marshall  before  and 
at  the  Time  of  the  Levy  of  said  Execution,  and  Claimed  Protection  there- 
by accordingly,  who  informed  him  that  it  would  not  avail  against  said 
Executions,  as  they  were  Issued  by  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United 
States,  but  committed  him  thereon  accordingly  Praying  the  Interposi- 
tion of  the  Legislature  to  make  their  Protection  to  him  effectual,  said 
Petition  being  Considered  by  this  Assembly  and  a Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus 
Ordered  and  Issued  in  due  form  of  Law  directed  to  the  Sheriff  of  the 
County  of  Hartford  and  Keeper  of  the  Common  Goal  in  Hartford  County, 
thereby  Commanding  him  by  Authority  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  that 
the  Body  of  Josiah  Huntington  of  Weathersfield  in  said  County  detained 
in  Hartford  County  Prison  within  this  State  under  the  Custody  of  said 
Sheriff  as  it  is  said,  together  with  the  Day  and  Cause  of  his  taking  and 
detention,  by  whatsoever  Name  the  said  Josiah  shall  be  Charged  in  the 
same,  he  have  under  safe  and  secure  Conduct  before  the  Governor  Coun- 
cil and  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  in  General  Assembly 
met,  forthwith  to  answer  do  and  receive  all  and  singular  the  Things,  which 
the  said  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General  Court  Con- 
vened shall  Consider  of  him  in  this  Particular,  and  to  have  before  them 
said  Writ  the  same  being  Signed  by  the  Secretary  of  this  State  by  Order 
of  said  General  Court  at  Hartford  the  28th  Day  of  May  in  the  Year  of 
Our  Lord  1792.  By  Virtue  of  which  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  the  Body 
of  the  said  Josiah  Huntington  was  brought  before  this  Assembly  to- 
gether with  the  Causes  of  taking  and  detention,  which  were.  That  John 
Dodd,  Deputy  to  the  Marshall  of  the  District  of  Connecticut  on  the  28th 
Day  of  Instant  May  tended  to  him  the  Sheriff  of  Hartford  County  the

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Body  of  said  Josiah  Huntington  to  be  Committed  to  said  Goal  as  a

and  seven  Cents  Debt  and  for  the  Sum  of  twelve  Dollars  and  thirty  three 
Cents  Costs  of  Suit,  the  other  for  the  Sum  of  six  hundred  and  fifty  Dol- 
lars and  ninety  five  Cents  Debt  and  for  the  Sum  of  twelve  Dollars  and 
sixteen  Cents  Costs  of  Suit  and  left  with  said  Sheriff  and  Keeper  of  said 
Goal  Attested  Copies  of  said  Executions,  by  Virtue  whereof  the  Body  of 
said  Josiah  Huntington  was  received  and  is  held  in  Custody  by  said 
Sheriff  and  Keeper  of  said  Goal  as  by  said  return  on  file  appears,  and  on 
full  hearing  it  further  appears  that  previous  to  the  Levy  of  said  Execu- 
tion and  at  the  Time  said  Huntington  was  arrested  thereon  he  shewed 
said  Protection  to  said  Dodd  and  demanded  to  be  released,  which  Pro- 
tection is  in  the  Words  and  figures  following  viz  At  a General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut  holden  at  Hartford  on  the  second  Thursday 
of  May  Anno  Dom  1792  Upon  the  Petition  of  Josiah  Huntington  of 
Weathersfield  in  the  County  of  Hartford  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that 
he  has  a Petition  pending  before  said  Assembly  in  which  his  personal 
attendance  is  necessary  Praying  for  protection  from  Arrests  etc 

Resolved  therefore  by  this  Assembly  that  protection  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  Granted  to  the  said  Josiah  Huntington  from  all  Arrests  or 
Imprisonments  upon  Civil  Process — in  comeing  to  attending  on  and  re- 
turning from  said  Assembly  during  the  present  Session  of  which  all 
Officers  are  directed  to  take  notice  and  Govern  themselves  accordingly, 
A true  Copy  of  Record  examined  by  George  Wyllys  Secretary.

be.  And  shall  return  their  Doings  to  this  Assembly  at  their  next  Session.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Comptroller  be  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  suspend  any  further  Proceedings  on  said  Execution  till  the 
rising  of  the  General  Assembly  in  October  next. 

Upon  the  several  Petitions  of  Timothy  Hale  as  Agent  for  the  Town 
of  Glastonbury,  of  Maneah  & Daniel  * Pratt  and  of  Josiah  Benton  and 
Dorothy  his  Wife  all  of  said  Glastonbury  preferred  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly in  October  last  Praying  to  have  and  keep  the  Ferry  called  Pratts 
Ferry  over  Connecticut  River,  from  said  Glastonbury  to  Weathersfield, 
the  said  Maneah  and  David  also  stating  that  said  Ferry  had  been  granted 
to  their  late  Father  Daniel  Pratt  of  said  Glastonbury  Deed  who  on  the 
ninth  Day  of  August  1790  with  his  Wife  Lucy  released  all  their  right  to 
said  Ferry,  together  with  a Dwelling  House  Barn  and  Priveleges  belong- 
ing thereto  belonging  built  for  the  accomodation  of  said  Ferry  unto  the 
said  Maneah  & David  their  Sons  &c,  whereupon  a Committee  were  ap- 
pointed to  enquire  into  the  several  Claims  Rights  and  Pretentions  of  said 
I^etitioners  to  have  and  keep  said  Ferry,  and  also  of  the  Place  where  it 
ought  to  be  kept  & to  make  Report  &c.  And  said  Committee  having  now

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Aaron  Austin  & Elias  Kellogg  late  Traders  in 
Company  of  New  Hartford  in  Litchfield  County  Shewing  to  this  As- 
sembly that  some  Years  since  they  Contracted  with  the  Town  of  New 
Hartford  to  discharge  said  Town  from  an  Execution  then  in  the  Hands 
of  Lynde  Lord  Esqr.  Sheriff  of  said  County  for  fourteen  Hundred  Pounds, 
that  they  are  now  ready  to  discharge  the  whole  of  said  Execution  except 
three  Hundred  and  fifty  Pounds,  that  a greater  Sum  than  is  now  due  they 
have  been  obliged  to  receive  from  the  Town  in  Lands  and  Debts,  out  of

Upon  the  Petition  of  Henry  Daggett,  James  Prescott,  and  Thomas 
Punderson  all  of  New  Haven  in  the  County  of  New  Haven,  Shewing  to 
this  Assembly ; That  by  sundry  Acts  and  Grants  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  this  State,  heretofore  made  in  favour  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town

great  difficulty  with  said  Town  &c  and  had  greatly  affected  the  Petitioners 
Praying  this  Assembly  to  Grant  a recompense  for  the  expence  of  erecting 
said  Bridge  and  keeping  the  same  in  repair  according  to  their  said  Con- 
tract and  in  Lieu  of  said  Toll,  and  that  thereupon  said  Bridge  be  made  a 
free  Bridge  &c  as  per  Memorial  on  file.  It  appearing  that  the  Inhabitants 
of  said  Town  of  New  Haven  are  fully  consenting  to  the  aforesaid  pro- 
posal respecting  said  Bridge

22d  Regiment  of  Militia  Subject  to  the  Same  Rules  & Regulations  as  the 
said  fifth  Company  of  Troop  or  light  Dragoons  are  by  Law. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  James  Wright  of  Weathersfield  in  the  County  of 
Hartford  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  is  the  Owner  and  possessor 
of  a certain  Peice  or  Parcell  of  Land  in  said  Weathersfield  commonly 
known  and  called  Wrights  Island  Bounded  West  North  & South  on 
Connecticut  River  & East  on  the  Town  of  Glastonbury,  containing  by 
estimation  about  two  Hundred  Acres,  that  he  has  for  a number  of  Years 
past  lived  on  said  Island  and  still  lives  on  the  same.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  further  Consideration  of  said  Peti- 
tion be  referred  to  the  General  Assembly  to  be  holden  at  New  Haven  on 
the  second  Thursday  of  October  next  and  the  Petitioners  Persons  and 
Estate  be  protected  from  all  Arrests  and  Imprisonments  for  and  on 
Account  of  any  Debt  due  from  the  Petitioners  at  the  Date  of  said  Petition, 
or  any  one  of  them  untill  the  rising  of  the  General  Assembly  in  October 
next.

& returning  from  this  Assembly,  and  all  Officers  are  to  take  Notice  here 
of  and  Govern  themselves  accordingly.

attend  on  all  Parish  Meetings,  and  wholly  prevent  them  from  Settling 
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a Minister,  or  Building  a Meeting  House ; And  further  Shewing 
that  Samuel  Brown  late  of  Salem  in  the  now  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  gave  by  free  Donation  for  the  Use  of  said  Society  about 
forty  Acres  of  Land  to  support  a Minister  in  said  Society,  and  that  said 
Land  has  been  Improved,  and  the  Rents  appropriated  for  other  Purposes 
by  means  of  Baptists  and  their  Adherents,  obtruding  themselves  in,  and 
Voting  in  all  Parish  Meetings ; Praying  that  some  discrimination  may  be 
made  between  Baptists  and  their  Adherents,  and  the  Memorialists,  and 
Others  who  are  of  the  Consociated  Churches  of  this  State ; that  the  Bap- 
tists and  their  Adherents  may  be  prevented  from  Voting  in  Parish  Meet- 
ings in  said  Society,  in  all  Questions  relating  to  Settling  and  supporting 
a Minister  and  Building  a Meeting  House  in  said  Society,  And  further 
that  the  Memorialists  had  by  free  donation  erected  a good  and  convenient 
House  in  said  Society,  and  covered.  Glazed  and  Painted  the  same  for  the 
Use  of  said  Society,  but  are  prevented  from  finishing  the  same  by  a Vote 
of  said  Society  as  per  Memorial  on  file : And  Whereas  there  has  been  a 
Committee  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  Facts  stated  in  said  Memorial, 
who  have  now  Reported  to  this  Assembly,  and  their  said  Report  being 
now  accepted  & approved 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorialists,  and  those  that  may 
hereafter  Join  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be  the  Eclesiastical 
Society  of  New  Salem,  and  shall  have  all  the  Rights  and  Priveleges 
that  the  said  Society  of  New  Salem  by  Law  Have  a right  to.  And  they 
shall  forever  hereafter  Have  and  enjoy  the  Use  Improvement  and  Profits 
of  the  Land  given  to  said  Society  by  said  Brown  appropriating  the  same 
for  the  purpose  of  Calling  and  maintaining  a Minister  and  Building  and 
finishing  a Meeting  House  for  the  Use  of  said  Society  of  New  Salem 
And  that  no  Person  but  the  Memorialists,  shall  have  a Right  to  Vote  in 
Society  Meeting  of  the  Memorialists  untill  he  first  inroll  his  Name  with 
the  Memorialists  to  be  lodged  with  the  Clerk  of  said  Society,  on  any 
Questions  relating  to  settling  a Minister  or  Building  or  repairing  a Meet- 
ing House,  but  the  Memorialists  are  hereby  restricted  from  Taxing  any 
Member  of  said  Society  except  the  Memorialists  and  those  that  hereafter 
may  Join  them  by  inrolling  their  Names  with  the  Clerk  as  aforesaid, 
and  the  Memorialists  and  such  Persons  as  shall  enroll  their  Names  as 
aforesaid  are  hereby  Declared  to  be  the  Eclesiastical  Society  of  New 
Salem,  and  shall  exercise  all  Rights  of  an  Eclesiastical  Society  except  Tax- 
ing those  that  have  not  Joined  and  shall  not  Join  the  Memorialists  by 
enrolling  their  Names  with  the  Memorialists  And  the  said  Society  of  new 
Salem  are  hereby  enabled  to  meet  in  Society  Meeting  to  be  warned  by 
Zebulon  Waterman  Jabez  Jones  and  James  Ransom  who  are  hereby 
appointed  a Committee  for  that  Purpose,  and  said  Zebulon  Waterman  is 
hereby  appointed  the  Moderator  of  the  first  Meeting  of  said  Society  which 
shall  be  before  the  20th  Day  of  September  next,  and  said  Jabez  Jones  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  Clerk  of  said  Society  untill  another  be  Chosen  and 
sworn,  and  at  said  Meeting  the  Memorialists  &c  shall  have  a right  to 
Choose  all  necessary  parrish  Officers  which  other  Eclesiastical  Societies 
have  a right  by  Law  to  Choose,  and  such  Officers  so  Chosen  as  aforesaid 
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shall  hold  and  exercise  their  respective  Offices  untill  others  shall  be  Chosen 
and  appointed  in  Decembr  next  as  the  Law  directs 

Provided  nevertheless  that  all  the  Inhabitants  within  the  Limits  of 
said  Society  who  by  Law  are  Qualified  to  Vote  in  Society  Meeting  shall 
have  a good  and  Legal  Right  to  Vote  in  the  Meetings  of  said  Society 
in  all  Matters  and  Questions  respecting  Schools  and  the  Moneys  of  the 
ancient  Society  of  New  Salem  heretofore  appropriated  or  that  shall  here- 
after be  given  or  appropriated  to  the  Use  & support  of  Schools  in  said 
Society. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Thomas  Sheldon  Shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  by  a variety  of  Misfortunes  he  is  reduced  and  unable  to  pay  his 
Debts  that  his  Creditors  would  discharge  him  upon  his  delivering  all 
his  Property  to  them,  but  they  suppose  some  others  are  holden  as  his 
Partners  and  liable  for  his  Debts  Praying  for  an  Act  of  insolvency  dis- 
charging him  and  leaving  his  Creditors  to  pursue  their  Claims  against 
any  Persons  whom  they  Claim  as  his  Partners  &c  as  per  Memorial  on 
file;  the  said  Memorial  appearing  to  have  been  duely  served  upon  said 
Sheldons  Creditors  & those  out  of  the  State  having  had  actual  Notice 
and  none  appearing  to  object  at  the  Session  of  Assembly  in  October 
last  nor  at  this  Session,  And  a Majority  of  his  Creditors  consenting  to 
the  Petitioners  taking  the  Benefit  of  an  Act  of  Insolvency  on  Condition  that 
their  Claims  on  others  as  Partners  to  said  Sheldon  be  not  altered  or 
oppugned  by  it. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  upon  said  Thomas  Sheldon  delivering 
into  the  Hands  of  Benjamin  Talmadge  and  Uriah  Tracy  Esqrs  all  his 
Estate  and  Credits  necessaries  excepted  on  or  before  the  first  Day  of 
August  next  to  be  by  them  Averaged  among  his  Creditors  and  said 
Trustees  being  satisfyed  he  said  Sheldon  has  complied  with  this  Resolve 
they  shall  give  him  a Certificate  of  the  same,  said  Sheldon  shall  be  and 
hereby  is  exonerated  from  any  and  all  Claims  & Demands  any  Person  or 
Persons  had  against  him  for  Debt  on  the  23d  Day  of  April  1791  the  Day 
his  Petition  was  Dated,  And  said  Trustees  shall  be  under  Oath  for  the 
faithfull  Performance  of  the  Trust  aforesaid,  and  if  said  Sheldon  deliver 
his  Property  to  them  in  such  Manner  as  they  Judge  Proper,  to  give  him 
a Certificate,  they  shall  then  advertize  in  the  NewsPapers  at  Litchfield 
and  One  of  the  NewsPapers  in  New  York,  and  in  such  other  Place  and 
in  such  manner  as  they  shall  Judge  Proper,  the  Time  and  Place  of  their 
first  Meeting  to  receive  and  examine  the  Claims  on  said  Sheldons  giving 
such  reasonable  Time  as  they  shall  Judge  expedient  for  Creditors  to 
produce  their  Claims,  not  exceeding  One  Year  from  the  first  of  June  next, 
and  not  less  than  six  Months  from  that  Time;  and  said  Trustees  are 
hereby  vested  with  the  full  Power  to  examine  and  allow  such  Claims 
as  they  Judge  proper  and  Just  against  said  Sheldon,  and  having  ascertained 
such  Claims,  shall  Average  said  Sheldons  Estate  among  his  Creditors  in 
due  Proportion,  after  deducting  a reasonable  Sum  for  their  Expences 
and  Trouble  in  the  Premisses;  And  said  Trustees  or  others  apointed  in 
their  room  as  hereafter  Provided  shall  be  and  are  hereby  vested  with 
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full  Power  to  receive  Sue  for  and  Collect  all  Debts  delivered  to  them  in 
said  Sheldons  favour  in  pursuance  of  this  Resolve,  in  their  own  Names 
and  to  transfer  in  such  manner  as  they  Judge  proper  and  Convey  by 
proper  Conveyance  all  such  Estate  as  they  may  receive  as  aforesaid,  And 
all  Claims  against  said  Trustees  by  any  Creditor  to  said  Sheldon  for  any 
Debt  due  from  him  before  the  Date  of  said  Petition  and  not  laid  in  and 
allowed  by  said  Trustees  before  the  Time  limited  by  them  pusuant  to  this 
Resolve  shall  be  forever  barred;  And  upon  failure  of  either  or  both  of 
said  Trustees  to  accept  of  said  Trust,  the  Creditors  holding  a Majority 
of  the  Debts  against  said  Sheldon  in  point  of  Sum,  may  appoint  one  or 
more  as  the  Case  may  be,  who  are  hereby  Vested  with  the  same  Powers 
as  the  Trustees  named  in  this  Resolve,  And  said  Sheldon  is  hereby  Pro- 
tected from  Arrest  or  Imprisonment  untill  the  rising  of  the  Assembly 
in  October  next. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Clarissa  Shepard  of  Brooklyn  in  Windham 
County,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  on  the  10th  Day  of  March  1784 
she  was  Married  to  Whitmore  Shepard,  under  expectation  of  enjoying 
in  Peace  and  Friendship  the  Blessings  resulting  from  a Marriage  State, 
but  to  her  great  disappointment  his  Love  was  turned  into  hatred,  and 
cruelly  neglecting  to  support  or  Assist  Your  Petitioner  when  in  the  great- 
est need  and  distress,  and  frequently  Guilty  of  Criminal  Connection  with 
other  Women  and  Acts  of  Cruelty  to  Your  Petitioner,  and  had  forfeited 
every  Right  to  the  Marriage  Covenant  as  per  Petition  on  file.  The  Peti- 
tionee being  three  Times  called  failed  to  appear  Whereupon  this  Assembly 
proceeded  to  hear  the  Petitioner,  and  the  Facts  above  stated  being  fully 
proved 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  a Bill  of  Divorce  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  Granted  to  the  Petitioner,  from  the  said  Whitmore  Shepard,  and 
the  Marriage  Covenant  between  the  said  Whitmore  Shepard  & said 
Clarissa  Shepard  be  dissolved  and  declared  null  and  void,  and  of  no 
effect ; 

And  be  it  further  Resolved  she  said  Clarissa  be  invested  in  her  own 
Right  of  all  the  Personal  Estate  of  which  she  is  now  in  Possession  of 
or  had  at  the  Time  of  her  intermarriage  with  said  Whitmore  Shepard 

Provided  the  same  hath  not  been  legally  disposed  of. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  Resolved,  that  the  said  Clarissa  have  and  hold 
the  Use  & Improvement  during  her  natural  Life  of  all  the  real  Estate  of 
which  the  said  Whitmore  Shepard  is  Owner 

And  it  is  further  Resolved  that  the  Petitioner  have  the  Guardianship  & 
Government  of  her  Youngest  Child  during  its  Minority,  and  said  Whit- 
more Shepard  is  hereby  prohibited  from  any  Authority  over  said  Child. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  George  Pitkin  Samuel  Flagg,  Daniel  Pitkin  and 
others  Proprietors  and  Owners  of  the  Lands  in  the  Meadows  in  East 
Hartford  in  the  County  of  Hartford,  abutting  West  on  Connecticut  River 
North  on  the  South  Line  of  the  Town  of  East  Windsor,  and  South  on  the 
Public  Post  Road  leading  from  the  Ferry  in  East  Hartford,  Shewing  to 
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this  Assembly  that  the  Waters  of  said  River  in  the  Time  of  Freshetts,  are 
wearing  and  taking  of  the  Earth  and  Soil  from  the  Banks  of  said  River, 
about  eight  feet  annually,  which  in  process  of  Time,  will  effect  the  Loss 
of  a large  Tract  of  very  valuable  Land  by  means  of  said  Banks  wearing 
off  as  aforesaid ; by  means  whereof  Flatts  and  Barrs  of  Land  are  formed 
in  and  by  said  River,  so  that  in  low  Water  no  Vessel  can  pass,  and  Flatt 
bottomed  Boats  often  obstructed  which  is  very  detrimental  to  Trade 
and  Commerce,  And  that  they  are  desirous  of  erecting  Wharfs  on  the 
East  Side  of  said  River,  and  on  the  Banks,  to  secure  the  Lands  from 
wearing  away,  which  will  effect  the  narrowing  the  River,  make  it  deeper 
and  more  commodious  for  Navigation,  Praying  said  Assembly  to  consti- 
tute and  appoint  a Judicious  Committee,  vesting  them  with  full  Power 
and  Authority  to  Tax  the  Owners  & Proprietors  of  Lands  adjoining  said 
River,  as  they  the  said  Committee  shall  Judge  Just  and  equitable,  for 
each  Proprietor  to  defray  the  necessary  expence  in  erecting  Wharfs  to 
secure  the  Banks  of  said  River,  and  Impower  said  Committee  to  erect 
as  many  Wharffs  in  said  Limits  as  they  shall  Judge  necessary  to  secure 
the  Banks  of  said  River,  with  Power  to  appoint  a Collector  or  Collectors 
to  Collect  the  Taxes  they  shall  lay  on  said  Proprietors,  with  the  same 
Powers  as  other  Collectors  of  Taxes  are  vested  with,  And  that  said 
Collectors  be  accountable  to  the  said  Committee,  And  the  Committee  be 
accountable  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  the  County  of  Hartford, 
And  said  Court  Impowered  to  supply  any  Vacancy  that  shall  happen  in 
said  Committee  And  that  all  aggrieved  Persons  have  Liberty  of  an  Appeal 
to  the  said  County  Court  at  their  own  expence,  as  per  Memorial  on  file 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly  That  Erastus  Wolcott  Junr,  Roswell  Grant 
Esqr.  and  Samuel  Wolcott  all  of  East  Windsor,  be  a Committee,  and 
they  are  hereby  appointed  a Committee,  with  full  Power  and  Authority 
from  Time  to  Time  at  the  Expence  of  the  Proprietors  and  Owners  of 
Lands  on  the  East  Banks  of  Connecticut  River  lying  between  the  South 
Bounds  of  East  Windsor  and  the  Road  leading  from  the  Ferry  as  afore- 
said, to  erect  so  many  and  such  Wharfs  and  Obstructions  in  said  River 
within  said  Bounds  as  they  Judge  necessary  for  the  purpose  aforesaid, 
and  to  defray  the  expence  thereof.  And  said  Committee  are  hereby  Au- 
thorized and  Impowered  from  Time  to  Time  to  xA^ssess  and  Tax  the 
Owners  of  said  adjoining  Lands  or  so  many  of  them,  and  in  such  Pro- 
portion as  they  Judge  Just  and  reasonable  having  regard  to  the  Benefit 
received  or  to  be  received  and  to  appoint  a Collector  or  Collectors  to 
Collect  said  Taxes  which  Collectors  shall  have  a Warrant  Signed  by  an 
Assistant  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  not  interested,  Impowering  and 
directing  said  Collectors  to  Collect  said  Taxes  and  pay  the  same  to  said 
Committee  or  their  Successors,  for  the  Use  and  purpose  aforesaid  which 
Collectors  shall  have  the  same  Power  and  Authority  to  Collect  said 
Taxes  as  other  Collectors  by  Law  have,  and  on  failure  thereof  said 
Committee  or  their  Successors  may  proceed  against  such  negligent  Col- 
lectors as  the  Select  Men  and  Societys  Committees  by  Law  may  against 
negligent  Town  & Society  Collectors,  and  said  Committee  shall  be  sworn 
to  a faithfull  discharge  of  their  Trust,  and  shall  receive  such  reward  for 
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their  Services  in  the  Premisses  as  the  County  Court  for  Hartford  County 
shall  appoint,  And  shall  make  up  and  Settle  their  Accounts  with  said 
Court  when  thereto  required. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved  that  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  the 
County  of  Hartford  shall  and  may  from  Time  to  Time  upon  removal  by 
Death  resignation  or  otherwise  of  said  Committee  to  appoint  others  in 
their  room  & stead  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  which  Committee  shall  have 
the  same  Power  and  Authority  in  the  Premisses  as  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed by  this  Resolve  have ; 

And  it  is  further  Resolved  that  if  any  Person  or  Persons  think  them- 
selves aggreived  with  the  Proceedings  of  this  Commitee  in  the  Premisses 
may  at  their  own  Cost  appeal  and  complain  to  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  for  the  County  of  Hartford  who  shall  grant  such  releif  as  they 
Judge  Just  & reasonable.  And  said  Court  of  Common  Pleas  may  pro- 
ceed to  discontinue  the  Power  and  Authority  of  this  or  any  future  Com- 
mittee in  the  Premisses  whenever  they  think  proper  & Just  on  Complaint 
& Information. 

On  the  Memorial  of  Joshua  Burt  and  Lydia  Burt  Wife  of  the  said 
Joshua  both  of  Ridgfield  in  this  State  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  in 
Consequence  of  the  Memorialists  remaining  within  the  Lines  and  pro- 
tection of  the  British  Troops  their  Estate  was  adjudged  forfeit  and  con- 
fiscate for  the  Use  of  this  State  Praying  this  Assembly  that  so  much  of 
their  said  Confiscated  Estate  as  hath  not  been  already  sold  and  disposed 
of  by  and  in  consequence  of  Orders  from  the  Judge  of  Probate  should  be 
restored  to  the  Memorialists,  and  that  the  said  Joshua  be  restored  to  the 
Rights  of  Citizenship  in  this  State  as  per  Memorial  on  file 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Seizen  and  Title  of  that  part  of  the 
Estate  of  the  said  Joshua  & Lydia  or  either  of  them  which  hath  been  ad- 
judged forfeit  and  confiscated  to  this  State,  and  which  hath  not  been 
already  sold  by  the  Administrator  appointed  to  sell  the  same  or  other- 
wise disposed  of  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  restored  unto  the  said  Joshua

Inform  your  Honors  he  was  while  in  the  Service  a single  Man,  and  never 
received  any  Family  supplies,  and  the  same  was  a wrong  Charge  and 
the  Sum  deducted  from  the  Ballance  due  him  was  by  mistake.  Praying 
to  have  the  same  so  deducted  from  his  Wages  by  mistake  be  refunded

Petition  Dated  April  13th  1792  on  file,  and  it  appearing  to  this  Assembly 
that  the  Creditors  of  said  Petitioner  have  been  Notifyed  of  this  appli- 
cation and  said  Creditors  having  been  three  Times  solemnly  called  in 
this  Assembly  to  appear  but  neglected  so  to  do,  said  Petitioner  hath  been 
fully  heard  upon  the  Merits  of  his  said  Petition  and  there  being  no  objec- 
tion to  the  Granting  the  same, 
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It  is  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Person  of  the  Petitioner  be 
ever  hereafter  and  the  same  is  hereby  protected  and  exempted  from 
Arrests  & Imprisonment  for  any  Debt  due  from  him  at  or  before  the  Date 
of  his  said  Petition,  On  Condition  that  he  deliver  upon  Oath  on  or  before 
the  first  Day  of  August  next  all  his  Estate  real  & Personal  as  aforesaid 
with  all  his  Credits  by  Bond  Book  Note  of  Hand  or  otherwise  excepting 
wearing  Apparel  & Household  Furniture  into  the  Hands  & Possession 
of  Messrs,  Ebenezer  Ledyard  & Jeremiah  Halsey  Esqrs,  & Majr  Simeon 
Avery  all  of  the  County  of  New  London  who  are  hereby  appointed 
Trustees  to  receive  said  Estate  & Credits  and  Average  and  dispose  of 
the  same  to  and  amongst  the  Creditors  of  said  Petitioner,  in  proportion 
to  the  several  Debts  due  to  each  of  said  Creditors,  and  the  sd  Trustees 
or  either  two  of  them,  are  hereby  Authorized  to  Liquidate  and  adjust  the 
Claims  of  the  several  Creditors  of  said  Petitioner,  and  to  receive  said 
Estate,  and  to  Convey  as  Trustees  as  aforesaid  as  Occasion  may  require, 
and  in  their  own  Names  to  sue  for  receive  pursue  to  final  Judgment  and 
Execution,  and  discharge  all  the  Credits  of  said  Petitioner  And  said 
Trustees  shall  be  under  Oath  to  make  a faithfull  & Just  distribution  of 
said  property  and  Estate  and  to  render  to  said  Creditors  the  full  & Just 
Statement  of  the  whole  of  said  Estate  Credits  &c,  And  said  Trustees  are 
to  Advertize  at  least  three  Weeks  successively  in  the  New  London  and 
one  of  the  Hartford  Newspapers  the  Time  of  their  first  Meeting  which 
shall  be  at  the  dwelling  House  of  Amos  Prentice  Jur  of  Groton  in  said 
New  London  County  on  the  first  IMonday  of  xA^ugust  next.  And  said 
Trustees  shall  have  Power  to  receive  a reasonable  Sum  out  of  said  Estate 
for  their  Services  Expences  &c,  And  a Certificate  under  the  Hands  of 
said  Trustees,  That  he  the  said  Joseph  Woodbridge  hath  fully  complied 
with  this  Resolve,  shall  forever  thereafter  be  an  ample  discharge  to  the 
said  Woodbridge  for  any  Debt  due  from  him  before  the  Date  of  his 
said  Petition,  and  his  future  Gains  shall  not  be  liable  to  be  taken  from 
him  to  satisfy  said  former  Debts  or  any  of  them,  and  also  during  the 
Time  said  Business  shall  be  transacting  his  person  shall  be  protected 
from  Arrest  on  Account  of  any  of  said  former  Debts. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Towns  of  Fairfield  & 
Norwalk,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  many  of  the  Inhabitants  of  said 
Towns  sufifered  great  Losses  by  the  Devastations  of  the  Enemy  during 
the  late  War  Praying  a Compensation  therefor,  and  on  Report  of  a 
Committee  appointed  by  this  Assembly  at  their  Sessions  held  at  Hartford 
in  May  1791,  to  ascertain  from  Documents  in  the  Public  Offices  the 
amount  of  the  Losses  of  the  said  Memorialists  and  others  under  simular 
Circumstances  which  had  been  estimated  conformably  to  Acts  of  this 
Legislature,  being  such  as  were  Occasioned  by  incursions  of  the  Enemy 
during  the  late  War,  distinguishing  the  Losses  of  Buildings  & necessary 
furniture  from  those  of  other  Articles  by  said  Documents  or  otherwise, 
and  also  to  ascertain  the  Advancements  which  have  been  made  to  the 
Sufferers  by  Abatement  of  Taxes  or  otherwise  And  to  report  the  same 
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with  their  Opinion  relative  to  the  Ways  & means  of  af¥ording  further  Re- 
leif,  as  per  Memorial  & Report  on  file  * 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  there  be  and  there  hereby  is  released 
& Quit  Claimed  to  the  Sufferers  hereafter  named  or  their  legal  Repre- 
sentatives where  they  are  Dead,  and  to  their  Heirs  and  Assigns  forever, 
Five  Hundred  Thousand  Acres  of  the  Lands  belonging  to  this  State  lying 
West  of  the  State  of  Pensulvania  and  bounding  Northerly  on  the  Shore 
of  Lake  Erie,  beginning  at  the  West  Line  of  said  Lands  and  extending 
Eastward  to  a Line  running  Northerly  & Southerly  paralel  to  the  East 
Line  of  said  Tract  of  Land  belonging  to  this  State  and  extending  the 
whole  width  of  said  Lands  and  Easterly  so  far  as  to  make  said  Quantity 
of  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Acres  of  Land  exclusive  of  any  Lands  within 
said  Bounds  if  any  be  which  may  have  been  heretofore  Granted  to  be 
divided  to  and  among  the  said  Sufferers,  and  their  Legal  Representatives, 
where  they  are  Dead  in  proportion  to  the  several  Sums  Annexed  to  their 
Names  as  follows  in  the  annexed  List.

Earlier  volumes  of  this  series  contain  many  references  to  the  losses  suffered  by 
inhabitants  of  various  Connecticut  towns  because  of  British  incursions  during  the 
Revolution.  In  many  instances  the  Assembly  granted  partial  relief  in  the  form 
of  abatement  of  taxes.  At  the  December  session,  179€,  the  legislature  appointed  a 
committee,  upon  the  memorial  of  inhabitants  of  Fairfield  and  Norwalk,  to  investi- 
gate the  losses  of  individuals  not  only  in  these  towns  but  elsewhere  in  the  State. 
See  above,  pp.  239,  273.  The  inquiry  apparently  took  longer  than  had  been  antici- 
pated and  only  now,  in  May  1792,  did  the  Assembly  act  on  the  committee’s  report. 

The  500,000  acres  here  granted  to  the  sufferers,  which  came  to  be  known  as  the 
“Fire  Lands”  or  “Sufferers’  Lands,”  constituted  the  western  part  of  Connecticut’s 
Western  Reserve  in  what  later  became  the  counties  of  Erie  and  Huron  in  the  State 
of  Ohio.  (On  the  origin  of  the  Western  Reserve  and  Connecticut’s  efforts  to  dispose 
of  the  land  therein  see  Conn.  State  Rees.,  V,  intro,  pp.  viii-ix,  and  p.  238  note.)  The 
grantees  were  incorporated  in  Connecticut  in  1796,  and  in  Ohio,  when  that  territory 
became  a state,  in  1803,  under  the  title  of  “The  Proprietors  of  the  Half-Million 
Acres  of  Land  Lying  South  of  Lake  Erie.”  The  lands  were  surveyed  into  120  tracts 
of  approximately  a quarter  of  a township  each ; the  shareholders  were  arranged 
in  120  “classifications”  with  each  “classification”  including  an  equal  part  of  the  total 
stock,  or  £1,343  7s.;  and  to  each  was  assigned  by  lot  one  of  the  120  tracts.  The 
drawings  took  place  Nov.  9,  1808.  The  participants  in  each  “classification”  were 
then  allowed  to  divide  their  tract  proportionately  among  themselves,  to  sell  the 
whole  in  undivided  form,  or  to  dispose  of  the  property  in  any  mutually  agreeable 
fashion.

* The  newspapers  contain  no  detailed  accounts  of  proceedings  at  this  session.  The 
MS.  Journal  of  the  House  of  Representatives  records,  among  other  things,  the  fol- 
lowing actions  : the  lower  house  negatived  a bill  to  repeal  the  act  forbidding  foreigners 
to  purchase  land  in  the  State  (Oct.  15).  The  Representatives  passed  a bill  (which 
presumably  failed  in  the  Council)  repealing  that  part  of  the  statute  respecting  mar- 
riages which  prohibited  a man  from  marrying  his  deceased  wife’s  sister  (Oct.  16).

An  Act  for  forming  and  conducting  the  Military  force  of  this  State,  conformable 
to  the  Act  of  Congress  passed  the  eighth  Day  of  May  A D 1792,  which  is 
as  follows: — An  Act  more  effectually  to  provide  for  the  National  Defence, 
by  establishing  an  Uniform  Militia  throughout  the  United  States.* 

Section  1.  ''Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  Uirited  States  of  America  in  Congress  Assembled,  That  each  and 
every  free  able  Bodied  White  Male  Citizen  of  the  respective  States  resi- 
dent therein,  who  is  or  shall  be  of  the  Age  of  eighteen  Years,  and  under 
the  Age  of  forty  five  Years,  except  as  is  herein  after  excepted,  shall 
severally  and  respectively  be  inrolled  in  the  Militia  by  the  Captain  or 
Commanding  Officer  of  the  Company  within  whose  Bounds  such  Citizen 
shall  reside ; and  that  within  twelve  Months  after  the  passing  this  Act ; 
it  shall  at  all  Times  hereafter  be  the  Duty  of  every  such  Captain  or  Com- 
manding Officer  of  a Company  to  enroll  every  such  Citizen  as  aforesaid 
and  also  those  who  shall  from  Time  to  Time  arrive  at  the  Age  of  eighteen 
Years,  and  under  the  Age  of  forty  five  Years,  except  as  before  excepted 
shall  come  to  reside  within  his  Bounds ; and  shall  without  delay  notify 
each  Citizen  of  the  said  enrolment,  by  a proper  non  Commissioned  Offi- 
cer of  the  Company,  by  whom  such  Notice  may  be  proved  . . That 
every  such  Citizen  so  enrolled  and  Notified  shall  within  six  Months 
thereafter  provide  himself  with  a good  Musket  or  Firelock,  a sufficient 
Bayonet  and  Belt,  two  spare  Flints  and  Knapsack,  a Pouch  with  a Box 
therein  to  contain  twenty  four  Cartridges  suited  to  the  bore  of  his  Musket 
or  Firelock  each  Cartridge  to  contain  a proper  quantity  of  Powder  and 
Ball;  or  with  a good  Rifle,  Knapsack  Shot  Pouch  and  Powder  Horn, 
twenty  Balls  suited  to  the  Bore  of  his  Rifle,  and  a quarter  of  a pound  of 
Powder,  and  shall  appear  so  armed  accoutred  and  Provided,  when  called 
out  to  exercise  or  into  Service  except  that  when  called  out  on  Company 
Days  to  exercise  only  he  may  appear  without  a Knapsack.  That  the  Com- 
mission Officers  shall  severally  be  armed  with  a Sword  or  Hanger  and 
Espositoon;  And  that  from  and  after  five  Years  from  the  passing  this 
Act,  all  Muskets  for  arming  the  Militia  as  herein  required  shall  be  of 
Bores  sufficient  for  Balls  of  the  eighteenth  part  of  a Pound,  and  every 
Citizen  so  enrolled  and  Providing  himself  with  the  Arms  Ammunition  and 
Accoutrements,  required  as  aforesaid,  shall  hold  the  same  exempt  from 
all  Suits,  distresses  Executions  or  Sales  for  Debt  or  for  the  Payment  of 
Taxes. 

Sec.  H And  be  it  further  Enacted,  That  the  Vice  President  of  the 
United  States ; the  Officers,  Judicial  and  Executive  of  the  United  States ; 
the  Members  of  both  Houses  of  Congress,  and  their  respective  Officers ; 
all  Custom  House  Officers,  with  their  Clerks,  all  Post  Officers,  and  Stage 
Drivers  who  are  employed  in  the  Care  and  Conveyance  of  the  Mail  of  the 
Post  Office  of  the  United  States,  all  Ferrymen  employed  at  any  Ferry  on 
the  Post  Road  ; all  Inspectors  of  Exports ; all  Pilots ; all  Mariners  actually 
employed  in  the  Sea  Service  of  any  Citizen  or  Merchant  within  the 
United  States,  and  all  Persons  who  are  or  may  hereafter  be  exempted

from  Military  Duty  notwithstanding  their  being  above  eighteen  and  under 
the  Age  of  forty  five  Years.” 

Sec.  III.  And  be  it  further  Enacted,  That  within  One  Year  after  the 
passing  this  Act,  the  Militia  of  the  respective  States  shall  be  arranged 
into  Divisions,  Brigades,  Regiments,  and  Companies  as  the  Legislature 
of  each  State  shall  direct;  and  each  Division,  Brigade,  and  Regiment 
shall  be  numbered  at  the  formation  thereof,  and  a Record  made  of  such 
numbers  in  the  Adjutant  Generals  Office  in  the  State;  and  when  in  the 
Field,  or  in  Service  of  the  State,  each  Division,  Brigade  and  Regiment 
shall  respectively  take  Rank,  according  to  their  numbers,  reckoning  the 
first  or  lowest  number  highest  in  Rank.  That  if  the  same  be  convenient 
each  Brigade  shall  consist  of  four  Regiments,  each  Regiment  of  two  Bat- 
talions, each  Battalion  of  five  Companies,  each  Company  of  sixty  four 
Privates.  That  the  said  Militia  shall  be  Officered  by  the  respective  States 
as  follows ; to  each  Division  One  Major  General,  and  two  Aids  de  Camp, 
with  the  Rank  of  Major  ; to  each  Brigade  One  Brigadier  General  with 
one  Brigade  Inspector,  to  serve  also  as  a Brigade  Major,  with  the  Rank  of 
a Major;  to  each  Regiment  one  Lieut  Colonel  Commandant;  and  to  each 
Battalion  One  Major,  to  each  Company  One  Captain,  One  Lieutenant 
One  Ensign,  four  Serjeants,  four  Corporals,  One  Drummer,  One  Fifer 
or  Bugler,  That  there  shall  be  a Regimental  Staff,  to  consist  of  One 
Adjutant,  One  Quarter  Master  to  rank  as  Lieutenant,  One  Pay  Master 
One  Surgeon  and  Surgeons  Mate,  One  Serjeant  Major,  One  Drum  Major 
& One  Fife  Major. 

Sec.  IV.  And  he  .it  further  Enacted,  That  out  of  the  Militia  enrolled 
as  is  herein  directed  there  shall  be  formed  for  each  Battalion  at  least 
One  Company  of  Grenadiers,  Light  Infantry  or  Rifle  Men;  and  that 
to  each  Division  there  shall  be  at  least  One  Company  of  Artillery  & one 
Troop  of  Horse  There  shall  be  to  each  Company  of  Artillery,  One  Cap- 
tain, two  Lieutenants,  four  Serjeants  four  Corporals,  six  Gunners,  six 
Bombardiers,  One  Drummer  and  One  fifer;  the  Officers  to  be  armed 
with  a sv/ord  or  Hanger  Fusee,  Bayonet  and  Belt,  with  a Cartridge  Box, 
to  contain  twelve  Cartridges ; and  each  Private  or  Matross  shall  furnish 
himself  with  all  Equipment  of  a Private  in  the  Infantry,  until  proper 
Ordinance  and  Eield  Artillery  is  Provided.  There  shall  be  to  each 
Troop  of  Horse,  One  Captain,  two  Lieutenants,  One  Cornet,  four  Ser- 
jeants, four  Corporals,  One  Sadler,  one  Farrier  and  One  Trumpeter; 
The  Commissioned  Officers  to  furnish  themselves  with  good  Horses  of 
at  least  fourteen  Hands  and  a half  high,  and  to  be  armed  with  a Sword 
and  pair  of  Pistols,  the  Holsters  of  which  to  be  Covered  with  Bearskin 
Caps,  each  Dragoon  to  furnish  himself  with  a serviceable  Horse  at  least 
fourteen  Hands  and  a half  high,  a good  Saddle  Bridle,  Mail  Pillion  and 
Valeise,  Holster,  and  a Breast  Plate  and  Crupper,  a Pair  of  Boots  and 
Spurs,  a Pair  of  Pistols  a Sabre  and  Cartridge  Box  to  contain  twelve 
Cartridges  for  Pistols,  That  each  Company  of  Artillery  and  Troop  of 
Horse  shall  be  formed  of  Volunteers  from  the  Brigade  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  State  not  exceeding  One  Company  of 
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each  to  a Regiment,  nor  more  in  number  than  One  eleventh  part  of  the 
Infantry;  and  shall  be  uniformly  Cloathed  in  Regimentals,  to  be  fur- 
nished at  their  own  expence,  the  Colour  and  Fashion  to  be  determined 
by  the  Brigadier  Commanding  the  Brigade  to  which  they  belong. 

Sec.  V.  And  be  it  jurther  Enacted,  That  each  Battalion  and  Regiment, 
shall  be  provided  with  a State  and  Regimental  Colours  by  the  Field  Offi- 
cers ; and  each  Company  with  a Drum  and  Fife,  or  Bugle  Horn,  by  the 
Commissioned  Officers  of  the  Company  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature 
of  the  State  shall  direct. 

Sec.  VI  And  he  it  jurther  Enacted,  That  there  shall  be  an  Adjutant 
General  appointed  in  each  State,  whose  Duty  it  shall  be  to  distribute  all 
Orders  from  the  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  State  to  the  the  [.fiV]  sev- 
eral Corps ; to  attend  all  Public  reviews  when  the  Commander  in  Chief 
of  the  State  shall  review  the  Militia  or  any  part  thereof ; to  obey  all 
Orders  from  him  relative  to  carrying  into  Execution  and  Perfecting  the 
System  of  Military  Discipline  established  by  this  Act;  to  furnish  Blank 
Forms  of  different  returns  that  may  be  required,  and  to  explain  the 
Principles  on  which  they  shall  be  made  to  receive  from  the  several 
Officers  of  the  different  Corps  throughout  the  State  returns  of  the 
Militia  under  their  Command,  respecting  the  actual  situation  of  their 
Arms,  Accoutrements  and  amunition,  their  Delinquencies,  and  every 
other  Thing  which  relates  to  the  General  advancement  of  good  Order 
and  Discipline;  all  which  the  several  Officers  of  the  Division,  of  the 
Brigades,  Regiments  and  Battalions  are  hereby  required  to  make  in  the 
usual  manner;  so  that  the  said  Adjutant  General  may  be  duely  furnished 
therewith ; from  all  which  returns  he  shall  make  Proper  Abstracts  and 
lay  the  same  Annually  before  the  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  State. 

Sec.  VII  And  he  it  jurther  Enacted,  that  the  Rules  of  Discipline, 
approved  and  established  by  Congress  in  their  Resolutions  of  the  29th 
of  March  1779,*  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Discipline  to  be  observed  by  the 
Militia  throughout  the  United  States,  except  such  deviations  from  the 
said  Rules,  as  may  be  rendered  necessary  by  the  requisitions  of  this  Act, 
or  by  some  other  unavoidable  Circumstances.  It  shall  be  the  Duty  of 
the  Commanding  Officer,  at  every  Muster  whether  by  Battalion  Regiment 
or  single  Company  to  cause  the  Militia  to  be  exercised  and  trained  agree- 
ably to  the  said  Rules  of  Discipline. 

Sec  VIII  And  he  it  jurther  Enacted,  That  all  the  Commissioned 
Officers,  shall  take  Rank  according  to  the  Date  of  their  Commissions, 
and  when  two  of  the  same  Grade  bear  an  equal  Date,  then  their  Rank  to 


* Joitr.  Cont.  Cong.,  XIII,  384-5.  I'he  General  Assembly  adopted  these  rules 
for  the  government  of  the  Connecticut  militia  at  the  May  session,  1782.  Conn.  State 
Rees.,  IV,  165-6.  They  had  been  drawn  up  by  the  German  inspector  general  of 
Washington’s  army,  Frederick  Wilhelm  von  Steuben,  and  were  first  printed  in 
Philadelphia  in  1779.  At  least  two  early  printings  in  Connecticut  are  known, 
both  bearing  the  title  Regulations  for  the  Order  and  Discipline  of  the  Troops  of  the 
United  States.  Part  I.  One  carries  the  imprint  “Hartford:  Printed  by  Hudson  &

Sec.  IX.  And  he  it  further  Enacted  that  if  any  Person  whether  Officer 
or  Soldier  belonging  to  the  Militia  of  any  State,  and  called  out  into 
service  of  the  United  States,  be  wounded  or  disabled  while  in  actual 
Service  he  shall  be  taken  Care  of  and  Provided  for  at  the  Public  expence. 
Sec.  X.  And  he  it  further  Enacted,  that  it  shall  be  the  Duty  of  the 
Brigade  Inspector  to  attend  the  Regimental  and  Battalion  Meeting  of  the 
Militia  composing  the  several  Brigades,  during  the  Times  of  their  being 
under  Arms,  to  Inspect  their  Arms  Amunition  & Accoutrements  super- 
intend their  Exercise  and  Manouvres,  and  introduce  the  System  of  Mili- 
tary Discipline  before  discribed  throughout  the  Brigade  agreeable  to 
Law,  and  such  Orders  as  they  shall  from  Time  to  Time  receive  from  the 
Commander  in  Chief  of  the  State,  to  make  Returns  to  the  Adjutant 
General  of  the  State,  at  least  Once  in  every  Year,  of  the  Militia  of  the 
Brigade  to  which  he  belongs,  reporting  therein  the  actual  situation  of 
the  Arms  Accoutrements  & Ammunition  of  the  several  Corps ; and  in  every 
other  Thing  which  in  his  Judgment  relates  to  their  Government  and  the 
General  advancement  of  good  Order  and  Military  Discipline,  x^nd  the  Ad- 
jutant General  shall  make  a return  of  all  the  Militia  in  the  State  to  the  Com- 
mander in  Chief  of  the  said  State  and  a Duplicate  of  the  same  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States.  And  Whereas  sundry  Corps  of  Artillery 
Cavalry  and  Infantry  now  exist  in  several  of  the  said  States,  which  by 
the  Laws  Customs  and  Usages  thereof  have  not  been  Incorporated  with 
or  subject  to  the  general  Regulations  of  the  Militia; 

Sec.  XL  Be  it  further  Enacted,  That  such  Corps  retain  their  accus- 
tomed Priveleges,  subject  nevertheless  to  all  other  Duties  required  by 
this  Act  in  like  manner  with  the  other  Militia.

In  pursuance  of  which  Act  and  to  carry  the  same  into  execution  agree- 
ably to  the  requirements  thereof. 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Governor  Council  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Court  Assembled,  That  the  Governor  of  this  State  for  the  Time 
being,  shall  be  Captain  General  and  Commander  in  Chief  of  all  the  Mili- 
tary force  in  this  State ; and  that  the  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be  Lieu- 
tenant General  of  the  same.  And  that  all  Citizens  in  this  State,  required 
by  said  Act  of  Congress,  except  Members  of  the  Council  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  for  the  Time  being;  the  State  Treasurer  & Secretary, 
Justices  of  the  Peace,  Field  Commissioned  and  Staff  Officers  Honourably 
discharged.  Ministers  of  the  Gospel ; the  President,  Professors  and  Tutors 
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of  College  and  Students,  till  the  Time  of  taking  their  second  Degrees, 
Phisicians  and  Surgeons ; Select  Men,  constant  School  Masters,  One 
Miller  to  each  Grist  Mill,  being  approved  by  the  Select  Men,  and  having  a 
Certificate  thereof ; Sheriffs  and  Constables,  constant  Ferrymen ; non  Com- 
missioned Officers  who  have  removed  out  of  the  Limits  of  their  Com- 
mand, and  are  not  reappointed,  or  such  as  have  been  Honorably  dis- 
charged ; and  such  non  Commissioned  Officers  and  Soldiers  as  inlisted 
during  the  War  during  the  late  War,  and  were  Honorably  discharged; 
and  all  such  as  are  exempt  by  Special  Act  or  Resolve  of  this  Assembly ; 
shall  be  enrolled  in  Companies  as  therein  directed  and  formed  into  Regi- 
ments Brigades  and  Divisions  in  the  following  manner  viz.* 

Those  in  the  Town  of  Hartford,  (the  Governors  Company  of  Horse 
Guards,  and  Company  of  Cadets  excepted,  which  shall  be  under  the  im- 
mediate Command  of  the  Captain  General),  those  in  the  Town  of  Wind- 
sor, exclusive  of  what  lies  in  the  Society  of  Turkey  Hills  in  said  Windsor, 
and  those  in  that  part  of  Farmington  lying  in  the  Society  of  Wintonbury, 
shall  constitute  the  first  Regiment — Those  in  the  Town  of  New  Haven, 
East  Haven,  North  Haven,  and  Hamden,  (except  the  Governors  Guard 
in  New  Haven,  who  are  under  the  immediate  Command  of  the  Captain 
General)  shall  Constitute  the  second  Regiment — Those  in  the  Towns  of 
New  London  and  Montville,  shall  constitute  the  third  Regiment — Those 
in  the  Towns  of  Fairfield,  Weston,  and  Redding,  shall  constitute  the 
fourth  Regiment — Those  in  the  Towns  of  Windham,  Hampton,  (ex- 
cepting the  former  Bounds  of  Canterbury)  Mansfield  and  Ashford  shall 
constitute  the  fifth  Regiment — Those  in  the  Towns  of  Wethersfield  and 
Glastonbury,  and  that  part  of  Berlin  formerly  Weathersfield,  shall  Con- 
stitute the  sixth  Regiment.  Those  in  the  Towns  of  Saybrook,  Killing- 
worth  and  Haddam  shall  constitute  the  seventh  Regiment — Those  in 
the  Towns  of  Groton  and  Preston,  except  those  in  that  part  of  Preston, 
that  was  formerly  part  of  Norwich)  shall  Constitute  the  eighth  Regi- 
ment— Those  in  the  Towns  of  Greenwich  and  Stamford  except  those 
in  the  Societies  in  Canaan  and  Middlesex  in  Stamford)  shall  constitute 
the  ninth  Regiment — Those  in  the  Towns  of  Wallingford  Cheshire 
and  Durham  shall  constitute  the  tenth  Regiment — Those  in  the  Towns  of 
Pomfret,  Woodstock,  Killingley  Thompson  & Brooklyn,  excepting  the 
South  Company  and  Artillery  Men,  shall  Constitute  the  eleventh  Regi- 
ment— Those  in  the  Towns  of  Lebanon  Hebron,  and  the  Company  in 
the  Society  of  Marlborough  in  Colchester,  and  those  in  the  Society  of 
Andover  in  Coventry  shall  Constitute  the  twelfth  Regiment.  Those  in 
the  Towns  of  Woodbury  Southbury  and  Bethlem,  except  that  part  of 

* The  territorial  assignments  to  regiments  which  follow  conform  in  large  part  to 
the  assignments  in  the  Militia  Act  of  1782  (Conn.  State  Rees.,  IV,  139-40)  and 
subsequent  amendments  to  that  act.  In  broad  outline  the  first  twenty-five  regiments 
in  the  new  organization  correspond  to  the  twenty-six  regiments  provided  for  in 
1782,  omitting  what  had  been  the  24th  Regiment  in  the  former  Connecticut  town 
of  Westmoreland  (Pennsylvania).  The  regiments  now  numbered  Twenty-Six 
through  Thirty-Five  either  had  been  created  since  1782  out  of  older  groupings  or 
were  here  set  up  for  the  first  time.  Six  brigade  organizations  were  provided  in  1782 
(compared  to  the  new  eight),  but  divisions  were  not  mentioned  in  the  earlier  act.

except  that  part  which  now  forms  the  South  Company  shall  constitute 
the  sixteenth  Regiment.  Those  in  the  Towns  of  Litchheld,  Harwington 
and  Torrington  shall  constitute  the  seventeenth  Regiment — Those  in 
the  Towns  of  Symsbury  and  Granby,  and  that  part  of  the  Town  of 
Windsor  lying  in  the  Society  of  Turkey  Hills  and  part  of  Suffield  lying 
West  of  the  Mountain,  shall  constitute  the  eighteenth  Regiment — Those 
in  the  Towns  of  East  Hartford  Bolton,  East  Windsor  and  that  part  of 
Ellington  lying  West  of  a Line  running  North  from  the  North  West 
Corner  of  Tolland  to  somers  shall  constitute  the  nineteenth  Regiment — 
Those  in  the  Towns  of  Norwich,  Bozrah,  Franklin,  Lisbon,  and  that  part 
of  Preston  that  was  formerly  part  of  Norwich,  and  that  part  of  Canter- 
bury in  Hanover  Society  shall  constitute  the  twentieth  Regiment — 
Those  in  the  Towns  of  Plainfield  Canterbury  Voluntown  and  South 
Company  with  the  Artillery  Men  in  Brooklyn,  and  that  part  of  Hampton 
formerly  in  Canterbury,  and  the  South  Company  in  Killingley,  except 
that  part  of  Canterbury  in  Hanover  Society  shall  constitute  the  twenty 
first  Regiment — Those  in  the  Towns  of  Tolland  Stafford  Willington, 
Union  and  part  of  Ellington  lying  East  of  a Line  running  North  from 
the  North  West  Corner  of  Tolland  to  Somers,  and  Coventry,  except 
Andover  Society,  shall  constitute  the  twenty  second  Regiment — Those  in 
the  Towns  of  Middletown  and  Chatham  and  part  of  Berlin  formerly 
Middletown,  shall  constitute  the  twenty  third  Regiment — Those  in  the 
Towns  of  Colchester  and  East  Haddam,  except  the  Society  of  Marlbor- 
ough in  Colchester  shall  constitute  the  twenty  fourth  Regiment — Those 
in  the  Towns  of  New  Hartford,  Hartland  Winchester,  Barkhempsted 
and  Colebrook,  shall  Constitute  the  Twenty  fifth  Regiment — Those  in  the 
Towns  of  Watertown  and  Waterbury,  except  that  part  of  Waterbury 
included  in  Oxford  Company  shall  Constitute  the  Twenty  sixth  Regi- 
ment— Those  in  the  Towns  of  Guilford  and  Branford  shall  constitute 
the  Twenty  seventh  Regiment — Those  in  the  Towns  of  Stratford  and 
Huntington,  shall  Constitute  the  Twenty  eighth  Regiment — Those  in 
the  Towns  of  Washington  New  Milford  Warren  Kent  and  New  Fair- 
field  North  Society  shall  constitute  the  twenty  ninth  Regiment — Those 
in  the  Town  of  Stonington  shall  Constitute  the  Thirtieth  Regiment — 
Those  in  the  Towns  of  Suffield  Enfield  and  Somers,  except  that  part 
of  vSuflield  lying  West  of  the  Mountain  shall  constitute  the  Thirty  first 
Regiment — Those  in  the  Towns  of  Milford,  Derby  and  Woodbridge, 
and  that  part  of  Southbury  and  Waterbury  in  Oxford  Company,  shall 
constitute  the  Thirty  second  Regiment — Those  in  the  Town  of  Lyme 
shall  constitute  the  Thirty  third  Regiment.  Those  in  the  Towns  of 
Norwalk  and  that  part  of  Ridgfield  that  now  includes  the  South  Com-

pany  and  those  in  the  Societies  of  Canaan  and  Middlesex  in  Stamford 
shall  constitute  the  Thirty  fourth  Regiment — Those  in  the  Towns  of 
Sharon,  Cornwall,  Goshen  and  part  of  Litchfield  and  Kent,  now  forming 
a Company  with  Goshen  & Cornwall,  shall  Constitute,  the  Thirty  fifth 
Regiment. 

And  when  by  the  Division  of  Companies  into  Regiments  which  hath 
or  shall  be  made  it  shall  so  happen  that  a Company  shall  be  divided, 
and  part  put  into  One  Regiment  and  part  into  another,  in  such  Case 
the  Minor  part  of  such  Company  shall  belong  to  the  Regiment  to  which 
the  Major  part  belongs;  any  descriptions  or  division  herein  before  con- 
tained notwithstanding  That  the  first,  eighteenth  nineteenth,  twenty 
second,  and  thirty  first  Regiments,  shall  Constitute  the  first  Brigade — 
That  the  second  seventh  tenth  twenty  seventh  and  thirty  second  Regi- 
ments shall  constitute  the  second  Brigade — That  the  third  eighth 
twentieth  thirtieth  and  thirty  third  Regiments  shall  constitute  the  third 
Brigade.  That  the  fourth  ninth  twenty  eighth  and  thirty  fourth  Regiments 
shall  Constitute  the  fourth  Brigade — That  the  fifth,  eleventh,  twelfth  & 
twenty  first  Regiments  shall  constitute  the  fifth  Brigade — That  the 
fourteenth  seventeenth  twenty  fifth  and  thirty  fifth.  Regiments  shall 
Constitute  the  sixth  Brigade — That  the  sixth,  fifteenth,  twenty  third,  and 
twenty  fourth  Regiments  shall  constitute  the  seventh  Brigade  That  the 
thirteenth  sixteenth  twenty  sixth  & twenty  ninth  Regiments  shall  con- 
stitute the  eighth  Brigade. 

That  the  first  Division  shall  be  composed  of  the  first  and  seventh 
Brigades — That  the  second  Division  shall  be  composed  of  the  second 
and  fourth  Brigades — That  the  third  Division,  shall  be  composed  of  the 
third  and  fifth  Brigades — That  the  fourth  Division  shall  be  composed 
of  the  sixth  and  eighth  Brigades. 

And  that  all  Companies  of  Artillery  Grenadiers  and  Light  Infantry 
that  now  are  or  shall  hereafter  be  raised,  and  Troops  of  Horse  hereafter 
to  be  raised,  shall  be  attached  and  annexed  to  the  Regiments,  Brigades 
& Divisions  from  which  they  were  raised,  And  that  the  establishment 
of  the  Companies  of  Light  Dragoons  shall  be  forty  exclusive  of  Com- 
mission Officers,  and  that  no  Officer  of  said  Company  shall  recruit  his 
Company  of  Dragoons,  from  any  Company  of  Artillery,  or  Troop  of 
Horse,  nor  from  any  Company  of  Infantry  unless  the  same  consist  of 
more  than  sixty  four  Rank  and  file,  but  may  Inlist  any  Exempt  from 
Military  Duty. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  That  each  Company  of  Artillery  shall  con- 
sist of  thirty  Matrosses,  exclusive  of  Commissioned  and  non  Commis- 
sioned Officers,  That  each  Troop  of  Horse  shall  consist  of  forty  exclusive 
of  Commission  Officers ; That  each  Barrell  of  the  Firelock  of  the  Infantry 
shall  be  at  least  three  feet  and  a half  long,  and  furnished  with  a Priming 
Win[.?fc]  & Brush  and  each  Serjeant  and  Corporal  of  the  Infantry  shall 
furnish  himself  with  a Screw  driver  and  Worm  more  than  is  required 
by  said  Act,  and  the  Sabres  of  the  Horsemen  shall  be  four  feet  long. 
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And  he  it  jurther  Enacted,  That  the  General,  and  Field  Officers,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Legislature,  and  Commissioned  by  the  Governor, 
That  the  Captains  and  Subalterns  shall  be  nominated  by  their  several 
Companies,  the  Commanding  Officer  first  giveing  three  Days  Notice  to 
the  Individuals  of  their  Companies  that  they  are  about  to  lead  them  to  the 
Choice  of  such  Commissioned  Officers ; and  if  approved  by  the  Legislature, 
shall  be  Commissioned  in  like  manner;  That  the  Non  Commissioned 
Officers  shall  be  Nominated  by  their  several  Companies,  and  shall  have  a 
Warrant  from  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Regiment  which  Com- 
manding Officer  of  the  Regiment,  has  Power  to  reduce  to  the  Ranks  any 
non  Commissioned  Officer  upon  Complaint  made,  and  due  Notice  given, 
if  he  finds  him  Guilty  of  misconduct  or  neglect  of  Duty ; That  all  Com- 
missions Granted  by  the  Governor  or  appointments  made  by  the  Legisla- 
ture of  Officers  at  One  Session  of  the  Legislature  bear  Date  the  same 
Day,  except  where  two  Majors  are  appointed  to  One  Regiment,  in  which 
Case  the  Dates  of  their  Commissions  shall  be  according  to  the  Priority 
of  their  Appointments. 

And  he  it  jurther  Enacted  That  the  Captain  General  of  the  State  shall 
appoint  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State,  who  shall  have  the  Rank  of 
Brigadier  General,  and  be  Commissioned  accordingly ; That  the  Captain 
General  shall  appoint  for  himself  two  Aids  de  Camp,  who  shall  have  the 
Rank  of  Lieutenant  Colonels;  the  Lieutenant  General  shall  appoint  for 
himself  two  Aids  de  Camp  who  shall  have  the  Rank  of  Major;  and  each 
Major  General  shall  appoint  his  two  Aids  de  Camp,  each  Brigadier  General 
shall  appoint  his  Brigadier  Inspector,  and  to  serve  as  Brigade  Major ; all 
which  appointments  from  Time  to  Time  as  may  be  necessary  of  Aids  de 
Camp  & Brigade  Majors  & Inspectors  shall  be  published  in  General 
Orders ; That  each  Commanding  Officer  of  a Regiment  shall  appoint 
his  Regimental  Stafif,  and  a Chaplain  whose  appointment  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  Brigade  Orders  And  non  Commissioned  Staff,  whose  appoint- 
ments shall  be  made  in  Regimental  Orders. 

And  whereas  some  Regiments  now  Constituted  have  more  Companies 
than  the  formation  directed  by  the  Act  of  Congress : 

Be  it  jurther  Enacted  That  the  Commanding  Officer  of  each  Regiment, 
constituted  by  this  Act  shall  form  the  Companies  in  their  Regiments 
as  near  as  may  be  to  an  Act  of  Congress  for  numbers  of  Men  and  Com- 
panies; And  that  where  the  Field  Officers  of  any  Regiment  shall  Judge 
best,  they  may  take  a Company  already  formed  to  serve  as  a light  In- 
fantry or  Grenadier  Company  to  each  Battalion  of  their  Regiment  or 
enlist  such  Companies  from  Exempts  or  others  not  reducing  any  Company 
by  such  Enlistment  under  the  number  of  sixty  four. 

And  he  it  jurther  Enacted  that  each  non  Commissioned  Officer,  Horse- 
man Matross  and  Private  of  the  several  Companies  of  Horse,  Artillery 
and  Infantry  of  the  Militia  of  this  State,  shall  furnish  himself  with  the 
Arms  Ammunition  and  Accoutrements  required  by  the  Act  of  Congress, 
and  by  this  Act,  upon  the  penalty  of  forfeiting  and  Paying  a fine  of 
twelve  shillings  lawfull  Money,  and  the  like  Penalty  for  every  four  Weeks 
he  shall  be  unprovided,  to  be  levied  and  Collected  by  warrant  of  Distress 
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as  hereafter  directed  And  that  a Horseman  or  Dragoon  who  shall  not 
furnish  and  Provide  himself  with  a Horse  and  furniture  as  required  by 
the  said  Act  shall  be  returned  to  enrolled  and  do  Duty  in  the  Infantry 
Company  in  the  limits  of  which  he  resides : That  the  Field  and  Commis- 
sioned Officers  in  each  Regiment  shall  be  Uniformly  Cloathed  in  Regi- 
mentals at  their  own  expence  and  to  be  agreed  upon  by  such  Officers: 
That  the  Field  Officers  of  each  Regiment  shall  furnish  State  and  Regi- 
mental Colours  for  their  Regiment  and  Battalions,  at  the  State  expence, 
not  exceeding  the  Sum  of  four  Pounds  two  shillings  lawfull  Money  to 
each  Regiment; 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  That  every  Commanding  Officer  of  a Com- 
pany of  Militia,  shall  Order  out  his  Company  or  Troop  three  Days  in 
each  Year,  and  Instruct  them  in  the  Use  of  Arms  and  Discipline  of  War ; 
and  the  Days  appointed  shall  be  in  the  Months  of  March,  April  May 
September,  October  or  November,  and  that  on  the  first  Monday  of  May 
and  October  annually,  such  Commanding  Officer,  shall  Cause  the  Arms 
Amunition  and  Accoutrements  of  all  under  his  Command  to  be  re- 
viewed and  Inspected;  That  the  Commanding  Officer  of  each  Regiment 
shall  Order  out  his  Regiment  by  Battalion  or  Regiment,  once  in  each 
Year  for  Regimental  Exercise,  Inspection  and  Review,  And  if  any  of 
the  Privates  belonging  to  any  Company  of  Horse  Artillery  or  Infantry 
shall  neglect  to  appear  compleatly  Armed  and  equipped  on  the  Place 
of  Parade  appointed  by  the  Commanding  Officer  of  his  Company  being 
duely  warned  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a fine  of  nine  shillings  for  each 
Day:  And  if  any  Non  Commissioned  Officer,  Drummer  Fifer  or  Trump- 
eter shall  neglect  to  appear  as  aforesaid  he  shall  forfeit  and  Pay  the  fine 
of  twelve  shillings  for  each  Day,  unless  any  such  Person  shall  appear 
before  the  Commanding  Officer  of  such  Company  within  twelve  Days 
after  such  Day  of  Exercise  or  review,  and  make  satisfactory  Excuse 
for  his  non  Appearance  on  said  Day,  And  the  Commanding  Officer  of 
each  Company,  Battalion  or  Regiment,  shall  Order  the  Correcting  and 
Punishing  Disorders  and  Contempts  on  Days  of  Company  Battalion 
or  Regimental  Exercise,  Inspection  or  Review ; the  punishment  not 
being  greater  than  riding  a wooden  Horse,  for  a Time  not  exceeding  One 
Flour,  or  a fine  not  exceeding  forty  shillings  lawfull  Money,  That  each 
Commanding  Officer  of  a Company  Battalion  Regiment  Brigade  or  Divi- 
sion, shall  have  Power  and  Authority,  and  full  Power  is  hereby  given 
to  ascertain  and  fix  certain  necessary  Uimits  and  Bounds  to  their  respective 
Parades,  within  which  no  Spectator  shall  have  right  to  enter  without 
Liberty  from  said  Commanding  Officer  And  in  Case  any  Person  shall 
so  intrude  or  Offend,  he  shall  be  subjected  to  be  confined  in  such  way 
and  manner  as  the  Commanding  Officer  shall  direct  during  the  Continuance 
of  the  Exercise. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted,  That  all  Warrants  Granted  by  the  Com- 
manding Officer,  of  any  Company  Battalion  or  Regiment  for  any  Time  or 
Times  [Fine  or  Fines?]  incurred  by  Virtue  of  this  Act,  or  any  breach 
thereof,  shall  be  directed  by  the  Officer  commanding  a Company  to  the 
orderly  Serjeant  of  his  Company;  which  Orderly  Serjeant  he  shall 
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from  Time  to  Time  appoint  from  the  Serjeants  of  his  Company;  and 
the  Officer  commanding  a Battalion  or  Regiment  to  the  Adjutant  or 
Serjeant  Major;  and  to  be  by  them  levied  on  the  Goods  or  Chattels  of 
the  respective  delinquents  if  upwards  of  twenty  One  Years  of  Age; 
And  for  want  of  such  Goods  or  Chattels  against  the  Body  of  such  de- 
linquent and  against  the  Goods  and  Chattels  of  the  Parents  Masters 
or  Guardians  of  such  delinquents,  as  have  not  arrived  to  the  Age  of 
twenty  One  Years;  and  for  want  of  such  Goods  and  Chattels,  against 
the  Body  of  such  Parent  Master  or  Guardian,  and  them  Commit  and  hold 
in  Goal  untill  such  fine  or  fines  shall  be  paid  and  satisfied  together  with 
lawfull  fees  for  service,  as  in  Cases  of  Execution  for  Debt;  which  fines 
and  forfeitures  shall  be  appropriated  for  the  Use  of  the  Companies  to 
v/hich  such  delinquents  respectively  belong  for  purchasing  and  maintain- 
ing Colours,  Trumpets  Drums  & Fifes;  and  should  there  be  any  over- 
plus of  fines  remaining  in  the  Hands  of  the  Commanding  Officers  of 
Companies,  they  shall  pay  it  over  to  the  Commanding  Officer  of  their 
Regiment  to  which  they  belong;  which  together  with  the  fines  Col- 
lected by  virtue  of  Warrants  Issued  by  the  field  Officers  shall  be  applied 
to  keeping  Colours  in  repair  and  for  Band  Music  for  the  Regiment ; 
That  whenever  any  Commanding  Officer  of  a Company  shall  impose 
any  fine  in  any  of  the  Cases  before  mentioned  in  this  Act,  he  shall  give 
Notice  to  the  Person  fined,  who  shall  have  Liberty  within  ten  Days 
to  apply  to  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Regiment,  who  on  giving 
Notice  and  hearing  the  Parties  may  abate  such  fines  or  any  part  thereof, 
and  if  such  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Regiment  thinks  not  proper  to 
abate  such  fine,  the  Officer  imposing  the  same  may  proceed  to  a Collection 
thereof ; 

Provided  nevertheless,  that  if  any  Soldier  shall  in  the  Judgment  of 
the  Select  Men  of  the  Town  to  which  he  belongs  be  unable  to  Arm 
and  Accoutre  himself  agreeable  to  the  directions  of  this  Act,  it  shall  be 
the  Duty  of  such  Select  Men  to  Certify  the  same  to  the  Commissioned 
Officers  of  the  Company  to  which  such  Soldier  belongs,  in  Order  that 
Execution  may  not  issue  against  him  for  deficiency  in  such  Arms  and  Ac- 
coutrements ; and  also  at  the  expence  of  such  Town  to  provide  such 
Soldier  with  Arms,  and  the  whole  or  any  part  of  such  Accoutrements 
as  may  be  necessary,  within  forty  Days  from  the  Time  of  Granting  such 
Certificate,  under  Penalty  of  the  value  of  such  Arms  and  Accoutrements, 
to  be  recovered  of  any  or  all  of  said  Select  Men  by  Warrant  from  an 
Assistant  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  upon  proper  Information,  and  proof 
of  such  neglect  by  said  Commissioned  Officers;  which  Warrant  shall 
be  directed  to  any  Sheriff  or  Constable  proper  to  serve  the  same,  re- 
turnable in  sixty  Days,  and  the  fine  payable  into  the  Treasury  of  such 
Town ; And  all  Arms  and  Accoutrements  thus  provided  shall  be  the 
Property  of  such  Town,  and  shall  by  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the 
Company  be  deposited  in  such  Places  as  he  shall  think  Proper,  to  be  ready 
for  such  Soldiers,  as  Occasion  shall  require,  and  such  Officer  shall  stand 
accountable  for  such  Arms  and  accoutrements,  and  shall  be  liable  to 
pay  for  the  same  if  lost  through  his  neglect  or  Default. 
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Provided  also  that  any  of  the  People  called  Quakers,  who  shall  produce 
to  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Company  in  which  he  resides  a Certifi- 
cate from  the  Clerk  of  the  Society  of  Quakers  to  which  he  belongs  cer- 
tifying that  such  Person  is  a Quaker,  he  shall  be  exempt  from  equipping 
liimself  or  doing  Military  Duty  as  required  by  this  Act,  on  his  paying 
the  Sum  of  twenty  shillings  to  such  Officer  at  the  expiration  of  each  Year 
during  such  exemption ; and  in  case  such  Quaker  refuse  to  pay  said  Sum 
of  twenty  shillings  the  same  shall  be  Collected  and  disposed  of  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  heretofore  Provided  for  fines  incurred  by  a breach  of  this 
Act. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  that  each  Rank  and  Grade  of  Officers  shall 
furnish  themselves  with  the  Rules  of  Discipline  approved  and  established 
by  Congress  in  their  Resolution  of  the  29th  of  March  1779  and  shall 
submit  themselves  to  the  Orders  and  directions  of  their  Superior  Officers, 
or  their  Senior  Officers  of  the  same  Grade ; and  all  Officers  in  the  Staflf 
and  Orderly  Departments  shall  be  vigilant  and  active  in  executing  and 
dispatching  Orders  in  their  respective  Stations,  That  General  Field  Com- 
missioned and  Staff  Officers  of  all  Grades  and  Ranks  shall  be  amenable 
to  and  subject  to  Tryal  by  Courts  martial  according  to  the  Usage  and 
Practice  of  War,  for  all  neglects  of  Duty,  for  Contempts  or  disrespects 
to  a Superior  Officer  for  disobedience  of  Orders,  and  for  all  unOfficerlike 
Conduct ; which  Court  Martial  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  nine  or  more 
than  thirteen  Members,  The  Senior  Officer  of  the  highest  Grade  to 
preside  That  another  Officer  of  the  Line  or  Staflf  to  do  the  Duty  of 
Judge  advocate  to  the  Court,  That  the  Members  composing  the  Court 
shall  take  the  following  Oath  before  they  proceed  on  the  Tryal  of  an 
Officer  viz. 

You  swear  that  You  will  well  and  truly  try  and  determine  according 
to  Evidence  the  Matters  depending  between  the  State  of  Connecticut 
and  the  Prisoner  or  Prisoners  now  to  be  tryed,  that  You  will  not  divulge 
the  Sentence  of  the  Court  untill  the  same  shall  be  approved  or  disapproved 
pursuant  to  Law;  neither  will  You  upon  any  Account  at  any  Time  what- 
soever, disclose  or  discover  the  Vote  or  Opinion  of  any  particular  Mem- 
ber of  the  Court  Martial  unless  required  by  a due  Course  of  Law, 

So  help  You  God. 

The  President  of  the  said  Court  Martial  is  hereby  Authorized,  and 
required  to  administer  an  Oath  to  the  Officer  acting  as  Judge  Advocate 
who  is  hereby  required  to  take  the  same  before  he  proceeds  further  on 
Business  viz  You  do  Swear  that  You  will  not  on  any  Account  at  any 
Time  whatsoever  disclose  or  discover  the  Vote  or  Opinion  of  any  par- 
ticular Member  of  the  Court  Martial  unless  required  in  a due  Course 
of  Law;  and  that  You  will  not  divulge  the  Sentence  of  this  Court  till 
the  same  shall  be  approved  or  disapproved  according  to  Law ; And  that 
You  will  well  and  truly  do  the  Duty  of  Judge  Advocate  in  this  Court 
impartially  and  uprightly  according  to  the  best  of  Your  Abilities. 

So  help  You  God. 
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And  no  other  Person  whatever,  shall  be  admitted  to  Solicit  prosecute 
or  defend  the  Officer  arrested ; which  Officer  arrested  if  under  the  Grade 
or  Rank  of  a Field  Officer,  shall  have  twelve  Days  Notice  of  the  Articles 
of  Charge  made  against  him  by  leaving  a true  and  attested  Copy  of  the 
Original  Articles  of  Arrest,  under  the  Hand  of  a Superior  Officer  ar- 
resting him,  and  the  Names  of  the  Witnesses  to  be  used  against  him 
minuted  thereon,  lodged  with  him  at  his  usual  place  of  abode  by  the 
Officer  arresting  or  the  proper  Orderly  Officer ; and  of  the  Grade  and 
Rank  of  a Field  Officer  twenty  Days  Notice ; and  of  the  Rank  of  a 
General  Officer,  thirty  Days  Notice  in  like  manner ; which  Court  Martial 
for  the  Tryal  of  an  Officer  under  the  Rank  and  Grade  of  a Field  Officer, 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Brigade  to  which 
he  belongs,  and  the  Sentence  approved  or  disapproved  by  the  Captain 
General  of  the  State ; For  the  Tryal  of  an  Officer  of  the  Rank  and  Grade 
of  a Field  Officer,  by  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Division  to  which 
he  belongs ; And  of  a General  Officer  by  the  Captain  General  of  the 
State,  and  their  Sentence  approved  or  disapproved  by  the  Legislature 
of  the  State,  That  no  Sentence  of  a Court  Martial  shall  inflict  other 
Punishment  than  a Reprimand,  Suspension  from  Office  for  a certain 
Term  of  Time  Cashiering,  and  Cashiering  with  a Disability  of  holding 
any  Military  Office  in  this  State;  two  thirds  of  the  Members  of  any 
such  Court  agreeing  in  such  Sentence. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted,  That  the  Captain  General  or  in  his  absence 
the  next  commanding  Officer  of  the  State  is  hereby  Authorized  and 
Impowered  as  he  may  Judge  necessary  upon  the  occasion,  on  an  Alarm 
Invasion  or  Notice  of  the  appearance  of  an  Enemy  either  by  Sea  or  Land 
to  Order  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  Military  Force  of  this  State,  to 
assemble  and  put  the  same  in  Warlike  Order;  and  the  same  to  lead 
Order  or  employ  for  the  Assistance  or  releiving  any  of  the  Inhabitants 
of  this  State,  attacked  by  an  Enemy  or  in  danger  thereof,  and  generally 
to  Issue  and  Publish  by  proper  Staff  or  Orderly  Officer  such  Orders 
as  he  shall  Judge  expedient  to  carry  into  Execution  the  intent  and  design 
of  this  Act;  And  all  subordinate  Officers  are  hereby  required  to  yield 
entire  Obedience  thereto;  and  the  Officers  severally  commanding  Divi- 
sions, Brigades  Regiments  Battalions  and  Companies,  are  hereby  vested 
with  the  same  Power  and  Authority,  within  the  Limits  of  their  respective 
Commands,  provided  that  when  they  or  any  of  them  find  it  necessary 
to  order  out  the  force  under  their  Command,  they  shall  forthwith  dispatch 
Intelligence,  and  the  Occasion  thereof,  together  with  their  movements 
and  Operations  to  the  Captain  General  of  the  State  or  any  other  their 
Superior  Officer  as  may  be  Judged  most  conducive  to  the  Public  Safety ; 
and  the  Officer  receiving  such  Intelligence  shall  observe  the  same  line 
of  Conduct  in  Order  that  it  may  in  the  most  expeditious  Way,  arrive 
to  the  Captain  General 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  that  the  Divisions  Brigades,  and  Regiments 
may  be  Ordered  out  for  Inspection  or  Review  by  their  Commanding 
Officers,  at  such  Times  as  shall  be  thought  expedient  and  necessary. 
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and  whenever  a Division  is  out  they  shall  be  reviewed  by  the  Captain 
General,  when  a Brigade  by  a Major  General,  and  when  a Regiment 
by  a Brigadier  General ; And  the  Captain  General  shall  direct  a Uniform 
& Badges  of  Office,  for  the  General  Officers  their  Aids  de  Camp,  and 
Brigade  Majors  and  Inspectors : 

And  he  it  further  Enacted,  That  a Private  Soldier  Matross  or  Horse- 
man or  non  Commissioned  Officer  of  either  of  the  Companies  of  Horse, 
Artillery  or  Infantry  shall  be  discharged  from  his  Company  and  Regi- 
ment, for  Inability  after  his  Inlistment  or  Inrollment  in  One  of  the  Com- 
panies without  a Certificate  from  his  Surgeon ; and  for  any  other  Cause 
by  applying  to  his  Captain,  and  the  Consent  of  the  Commanding  Officer 
of  his  Regiment,  And  that  no  Captain  or  Subaltern  Officer,  shall  resign 
his  Commission  without  Permission  of  the  Captain  General,  or  such 
General  Officers  as  he  may  Impower  for  that  Purpose;  And  that  no 
Field  or  General  Officer  shall  resign  his  Commission  without  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  Legislature,  and  no  Officer  shall  be  allowed  to  resign 
his  Commission  when  under  an  Arrest. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted,  that  any  Person  now  holding  and  sustaining 
any  Commission  by  virtue  of  any  Act  heretofore  made,  within  any  of 
the  Brigades,  Regiments  and  Companies  heretofore,  and  by  this  Act 
formed  and  established,  shall  continue  to  hold  and  receive  the  same,  with 
all  the  Powers  and  Authorities  vested  in  such  Office  by  virtue  of  this 
Act,  excepting  the  Officers  of  such  Companies  as  shall  be  reduced  by 
virtue  of  this  A.ct; 

Be  it  further  Enacted,  That  the  Laws  establishing  the  Cavalry  in  this 
State  be  and  continue  in  force,  untill  they  shall  be  annexed  to  the 
Infantry;  And  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  requested  and  Im- 
powered  to  annex  them  in  such  Proportion,  as  he  shall  Judge  proper  to 
the  several  Brigades  within  this  State  subject  to  the  Orders  and  Com- 
mand of  the  Brigadier  of  that  Brigade  to  which  they  shall  severally  be 
annexed;  and  thereafter  be  subjected  to  the  Acts  and  Regulations  of 
Congress  ; 

And  he  it  further  Enacted,  That  all  the  Laws  heretofore  made  by  this 
State  for  regulating  and  Governing  the  Military  force  thereof  be  and 
they  are  hereby  repealed. 


An  Act  for  the  support  of  Missionaries  to  preach  the  Gospel  in  the  Northern 
and  Western  parts  of  the  United  States.* 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Governor  and  Council  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  Assembled,  and  hy  Authority  of  the  same.  That 
there  be  Contributions  in  the  several  Religious  Societies  and  Congrega- 


* Connecticut’s  missionary  activity  under  Congregational  auspices  began  in  1774 
when  the  General  Association  appointed  two  men  to  visit  the  North  and  West. 
The  war  interrupted  further  activity  but  in  1787  and  1788  the  county  associations 
sent  men  on  brief  tours  in  New  York  and  Vermont.  Four  years  later  the  need  for 
better  organization  and  financial  support  became  apparent,  and  the  present  act 
was  the  Assembly’s  response  to  the  request  for  legislative  assistance.  The  Baptists

tions  in  this  State,  on  the  first  Sabbath  in  the  Month  of  May  annually 
for  the  Term  of  three  Years,  And  the  Minister  or  Clerk  of  such  Socie- 
ties or  Congregations,  shall  receive  and  Pay  over  such  Contributions  to 
the  Revd  Ezra  Stiles  Nathan  Williams  and  Jonathan  Edwards,  who 
shall  appropriate  the  same  to  the  support  of  such  Missionaries  as  the 
General  Associations  of  this  State,  shall  from  Time  to  Time  employ  in 
Preaching  the  Gospel  in  those  Settlements,  in  the  Northern  and  Western 
Parts  of  the  United  States,  when  the  Ordinances  of  the  Gospel  are  not 
established ; and  shall  annually  exhibit  to  this  Assembly  and  said  Asso- 
ciation an  Account  of  the  Receipts  and  expenditures  of  such  Contribu- 
tions. 


An  Act  in  alteration  of  an  Act,  entitled  an  Act  for  the  settlement  of  Testate 
and  Intestate  Estates. *  * 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Council  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  Assembled,  That  so  much  of  said  Act  as  is  in- 
cluded under  the  exception  viz  Except  the  Eldest  Son  then  surviving, 


were  very  angry  at  this  legislation  and  refused  to  contribute ; they  would,  they  said, 
have  given  gladly  on  a purely  voluntary  basis,  but  they  would  not  do  so  when  all 
societies  were  obliged  by  law  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  missions  that  were 
under  control  of  one  religious  body.  Meanwhile  the  work  under  the  (Congregational) 
General  Association  and  its  committee  went  forward.  The  first  collection  under  the 
act,  in  May  1793,  raised  £382  9^.  1 ($1,274.86)  in  gifts  from  165  churches. 

During  a six-year  period  the  Committee  on  Missions  sent  twenty-two  dilferent  men 
to  the  frontier.  In  1798  the  General  Association  voted  to  become  the  Missionary 
Society  of  Connecticut,  a body  which,  with  some  changes  in  organization  and 
affiliation  with  the  later  American  Home  Missionary  Society,  has  continued  ever 
since.

* The  Colony  of  Connecticut,  like  Massachusetts  and  Pennsylvania,  failed  to  fol- 
low the  general  English  rule  of  descent  whereby  the  lands  of  a person  dying  without 
leaving  a will  passed  to  the  eldest  son  exclusively,  while  personal  property  was 
divided  equally  among  all  the  children.  The  New  Englanders  and  Pennsylvanians, 
probably  under  the  joint  influence  of  the  Kentish  local  custom  of  gavelkind  and 
the  Old  Testament  system,  provided  that  both  real  and  personal  property  of  intestates 
should  be  equally  divided  among  the  children  but  with  the  eldest  son  receiving  a 
double  share.  This  system  was  supported  in  Connecticut  merely  by  custom  at 
first  but  received  legislative  sanction  in  1699.  Under  it  a large  portion  of  the  lands 
of  the  colony  passed  unchallenged  from  generation  to  generation  until  1728,  when 
the  people  of  Connecticut  had  a rude  shock  in  the  form  of  a decision  of  the  Privy 
Council  in  the  appealed  case  of  Winthrop  vs.  Letchmere  declaring  the  colonial  law 
contrary  to  the  law  of  England  and  so  null  and  void.  Further  appeals  were  taken  and 
in  1733  the  Privy  Council  by  a technical  decision  permitted  the  Connecticut  practise 
to  be  upheld.  Charles  M.  Andrews,  The  Connecticut  Intestacy  Law  (Connecticut 
Tercentenary  Commission,  New  Haven,  1933).  For  the  act  as  it  stood  prior  to  the 
1792  amendment  see  Acts  and  Laws,  1784,  pp.  51-56. 
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where  there  is  no  Issue  of  the  first  Born  or  of  any  other  Elder  Son, 
who  shall  have  two  Shares  or  a double  Portion  of  the  whole;  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed ; 

Provided  nevertheless  that  in  the  Settlement  of  the  Estate  of  any 
Person  heretofore  Deceased,  or  who  shall  Decease  before  the  rising  of  the 
Present  Session  of  Assembly,  the  Court  of  Probate  shall  proceed,  and 
the  Rights  of  the  Heirs  of  such  Deceased  Person,  shall  vest  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  this  Act  had  not  been  passed. 


An  Act  in  addition  to,  and  alteration  of  An  Act,  entitled  an  Act  for  the  Punish- 
ment of  Perjury.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor,  and  Council,  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  Assembled,  That  it  shall  be  the  Duty,  of  all  proper 
informing  Officers  in  this  State,  to  make  Presentment  of  all  Breaches  of 
said  Act,  to  any  Court  proper  to  hear  and  determine  the  same. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted,  that  upon  conviction  for  that  Offense  agree- 
able to  the  Provisions  of  this  Act,  the  whole  Sum  forfeited  by  said  Act 
shall  be  to  the  Public  Treasury  of  this  State. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act,  for  regulating  Trials  on  Writs  of  Error,  and  for 
limiting  the  Time  for  bringing  the  same.t 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Court  Assembled,  that  the  Courts  of  this  State,  having  Cog- 
nizance of  Writs  of  Error,  upon  their  Affirmance  of  any  Judgment  or 
Decree,  or  upon  any  Non  Suit  or  withdraw  made  by  the  Plaintiff  in 
Error,  may  according  to  their  discretion,  adjudge  and  decree  to  the 
Defendant  in  Error,  besides  his  Cost,  the  Interest  of  the  Money  delayed 
by  such  Writ  of  Error,  and  Grant  Execution  therefor  accordingly; 

And  be  it  further  Enacted,  That  the  Authority  signing  any  Writ  of 
Error,  shall  take  good  and  sufficient  Bond  with  surety  that  the  Plaintiff 
in  Error  shall  Prosecute  his  Writ  to  effect  and  answer  all  Damages,  if 
he  fail  to  make  his  Plea  good. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act,  for  regulating  Proceedings  in 
Equity,  f 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Council  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  Assembled,  That  the  Superior  Court  of  this  State, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  Authorized  as  a Court  of  Equity,  on  Petition 
brought  before  them  to  authorize  and  direct  the  taking  of  Depositions 
to  perpetuate  the  Evidence  of  Facts,  where  no  Suit  is  depending  agree-

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  New  Haven  Bank.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Council  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  Assembled,  That  the  Subscribers  to  the  New 
Haven  Bank  their  Successors  and  Assigns,  shall  be  and  are  hereby 
Created  and  made  a Corporation,  and  Body  Politick  by  the  Name  and 
Style  of  the  President,  Directors  and  Company  of  the  New  Haven  Bank ; 
and  by  that  Name  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  made  capable  in  Law  to  have 
purchase  receive  possess  and  enjoy  to  them  and  their  Successors,  Lands 
Rents,  Tenements  Hereditaments  Goods  Chattels,  and  effects,  of  what 
kind  or  quality  soever ; and  the  same  to  Sell  Grant  and  aliene  to  sue  and 
be  sued  Plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  Courts 
of  this  State  or  other  Place  whatsoever.  And  also  to  have  and  Use  a Com- 
mon Seal  and  the  same  to  break  and  afterwards  renew  at  their  Pleasure, 
And  also  to  Ordain  and  put  in  Execeution  such  Bye  Laws  and  Regula- 
tions, as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  well  Ordering 
and  Governing  said  Corporation,  not  being  contrary  to  this  Charter  and 
the  Laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States ; and  to  do  and  execute  all 
and  singular  Acts  matters  and  Things  which  to  them  shall  or  may  apper- 
tain to  do,  subject  to  the  Rules,  Restrictions  and  Provisions  herein  after 
prescribed.  The  Capital  Stock  of  said  Bank,  shall  consist  of  One  Hun- 


* In  Februar}’^  1792,  almost  simultancousiy  with  the  meetings  which  led  to  the 
organization  of  banks  in  Hartford  and  New  London,  a meeting  was  held  of  those 
interested  in  starting  a bank  in  New  Haven.  A petition  to  the  Assembly  was  drawn 
up  but  for  some  reason  the  New  Haven  group  was  much  slower  than  the  others  in 
putting  their  plans  into  effect.  No  further  organizational  activities  seem  to  have 
taken  place  before  the  passage  of  this  act  of  incorporation  at  the  October  session, 
1792.  Further  delays  occurred,  possibly  because  of  fever  epidemics  during  1793, 
1794,  and  1795,  which  may  have  interfered  with  the  subscriptions  of  stock.  An 
amendment  to  the  act  of  incorporation  in  October  1795  permitted  the  bank  to  reduce 
the  initial  capital  stock  from  $100,000  to  $50,000  with  the  privilege  of  increasing  it 
to  $400,000.  Subscription  books  were  formally  opened  on  Dec.  9,  1795,  and  shares 
amounting  to  $80,000  were  taken.  The  first  meeting  of  the  stockholders  took  place 
on  Dec.  22,  1795,  at  which  nine  directors  were  elected.  They  in  turn  chose  David 
Austin  president  and  William  Lyon  cashier.  The  bank  opened  for  business  in 
February  1796  in  quarters  rented  in  the  home  of  the  cashier  on  Chapel  St.,  between 
Orange  and  State. 

In  1865  the  bank  received  a national  charter  and  became  known  as  the  National  New 
Haven  Bank.  In  1915  it  merged  with  the  City  Bank  and  the  New  Haven  County 
National  Bank  to  form  the  New  Haven  Bank  National  Banking  Association.  The 
new  institution  was  at  that  time  the  largest  bank  in  the  State,  with  capital,  surplus, 
and  undivided  assets  of  $2,520,000  and  total  resources  of  over  $7,900,000.  Theodore  s!

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dred  Thousand  Dollars,  to  be  divided  into  five  hundred  Shares,  of  two 
Hundred  Dollars  each;  That  no  Person  Co-partnership  or  Body  Poli- 
tick, shall  subscribe,  or  at  any  Time  hold  more  than  sixty  Shares  That 
for  the  well  Ordering  the  Affairs  of  said  Corporation,  there  shall  be  nine 
Directors,  Chosen  on  the  first  Thursday  of  July  annually,  after  the  first 
Election,  by  the  greatest  number  of  Votes  given  by  the  Stockholders  of 
said  Bank,  at  a General  Meeting ; and  those  who  shall  be  duely  Chosen 
at  any  Election,  shall  be  capable  of  serving  as  Directors,  untill  the  ex- 
piration of  the  first  Thursday  of  July  next  ensuing  such  Election; 
And  the  Directors  at  their  first  Meeting  after  such  Election,  shall  Choose 
One  of  their  number  for  a President.  The  number  of  Votes  each  Stock- 
holder shall  be  entitled  to,  in  the  Choice  of  Directors,  or  any  other  Busi- 
ness respecting  the  Constitution,  shall  be  according  to  the  number  of 
Shares  he  shall  hold  in  the  following  Proportion  viz — For  One  Share 
and  not  more  than  two  shares,  One  Vote;  for  every  two  Shares  above 
two  Shares,  and  not  exceeding  ten  Shares,  One  Vote,  for  every  four 
Shares  above  ten,  and  not  exceeding  thirty  Shares  One  Vote ; and  for 
every  six  Shares  above  thirty,  One  Vote;  but  no  Person  Copartnership 
or  Body  Politick  shall  be  entitled  to  a greater  number  than  fifteen  Votes. 
All  Stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to  Vote  by  themselves  or  their  Agents 
duly  appointed ; none  but  Stockholders  shall  be  eligible  as  Directors ; and 
not  less  than  two  thirds  of  the  Directors  shall  be  actually  resident  in  the 
City  of  New  Haven;  and  public  Notice  shall  be  given  by  Order  of  the 
Directors  twenty  Days  previous  to  holding  an  Election,  or  General  Meet- 
ing of  the  Stockholders  in  a News  Paper  published  in  said  City,  and  in 
such  other  Places  as  the  Directors  shall  Judge  necessary,  not  more  than 
three  fourths  of  the  Directors  in  Office,  exclusive  of  the  President,  shall 
be  Eligible  as  Directors,  the  next  succeeding  Year;  but  the  Director  who 
shall  be  President  at  any  Election,  may  always  be  elected  a Director,  In 
Case  of  the  Death  or  resignation  of  a Director,  his  place  may  be  filled 
by  a new  Choice  for  the  remainder  of  the  Year  Provided  a Majority  of 
the  Directors,  Judge  it  necessary.  All  Elections  for  Directors  shall  be 
by  Ballot,  and  the  nine  Persons  who  shall  have  at  any  Election  the 
greatest  number  of  Votes  shall  be  declared  to  be  duely  elected.  The 
Directors  for  the  Time  being  shall  have  Power  to  appoint  such  Officers 
Clerks  and  Servants  as  they  shall  Judge  necessary,  and  shall  be  capable 
of  Executing  such  other  Powers  for  the  well  Ordering  and  Governing 
the  affairs  of  the  Bank,  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Regulations  of  the 
Stockholders ; but  no  Director  shall  be  entitled  to  any  emolument  unless 
the  same  shall  be  Ordered  by  the  Stockholders  at  a General  Meeting, 
except  the  President,  who  shall  receive  such  Compensation  for  his  extra 
attendance  at  the  Bank  as  the  Directors  shall  Judge  reasonable.  Not 
less  than  three  Directors  shall  constitute  a Board  for  transacting  the 
Business  of  the  Bank,  of  whom  the  President  shall  always  be  One, 
except  in  Case  of  sickness  or  necessary  absence  in  which  Case  the 
Directors  present  shall  supply  his  Place  by  electing  One  of  their  number 
as  President  for  the  Occasion  The  Directors  by  a Majority  of  Votes  shall 
determine  the  manner  of  doing  Business,  and  the  Rules  to  be  prescribed ; 
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shall  dispose  of  and  manage  the  Money  and  Credit  of  the  Bank  for  the 
Interest  of  the  Proprietors;  and  shall  at  the  end  of  the  first  Year,  and 
once  in  six  Months  afterwards,  make  such  Dividends  of  the  Profits  as 
they  shall  think  proper. 

Provided  that  they  shall  in  no  Instance  do  any  Act,  contrary  to  the 
regulations  of  the  Stockholders;  and  the  Directors,  shall  once  in  two 
Years  lay  before  the  General  Meeting  of  the  Stockholders  for  their  in- 
formation, a Statement  of  the  Debts  which  shall  remain  unpaid,  after 
the  expiration  of  the  Original  Credits,  and  the  surplus  of  profits,  if  any 
be  after  deducting  Losses  and  dividends.  The  Corporation  shall  not  trade 
in  any  Thing  except  Bills  of  Exchange  Gold  or  Silver  Bullion,  or  in 
Sale  of  Goods  Pledged  for  Money  lent  and  not  redeemed  in  due  Time, 
or  in  Lands  taken  for  Debts  previously  contracted,  nor  shall  the  Cor- 
poration take  more  than  at  the  Rate  of  six  per  Cent  per  Annum  for  or 
upon  its  Loans.  The  Stock  of  said  Corporation  shall  be  assignable,  and 
transferrable  according  to  such  Rules  as  shall  be  instituted  by  the  Laws 
of  the  same.  The  Bills  or  Notes,  issued  by  said  Corporation,  Signed  by 
the  President,  and  Countersigned  by  the  Cashier,  or  Treasurer  thereof, 
promising  the  Payment  of  Money  to  any  Person  or  Persons,  his,  her,  or 
their  Order,  or  to  their  Bearer,  shall  be  binding  and  Obligatory  on  said 
Corporation,  and  Payable  on  demand;  and  all  such  Bills  and  Notes  shall 
be  assignable  and  negotiable  according  to  the  Custom  of  Merchants,  and 
the  Laws  relating  to  InLand  Bills  of  Exchange;  And  all  Notes  in 
Writing,  which  shall  be  made  and  Signed  after  the  first  Day  of  December 
next  by  any  Person  or  Persons  his,  her,  or  their  Servants  or  Agent,  who 
is  usually  entrusted  by  him,  her  or  them,  to  Sign  such  Promissory  Notes, 
for  him,  her  or  them,  said  Notes  being  given  for  the  payment  of  Money 
only,  and  made  Payable  to  any  Person  or  Persons,  his  or  their  Order, 
or  to  the  Bearer,  and  indorsed  over  to  said  Corporation,  shall  be  Assign- 
able or  indorsable  over  in  the  same  manner  as  Inland  Bills  of  Exchange, 
are  or  may  be  according  to  the  Custom  of  Merchants  And  said  Corpora- 
tion to  which  the  same  may  be  indorsed,  shall  and  may  maintain  their 
Action  thereupon  for  the  Money  promised  in  said  Notes  against  the 
Person,  who,  or  whose  Agent  as  aforesaid  shall  sign  the  same ; or  any  of 
the  Persons  who  shall  indorse  the  same  in  like  manner  as  in  Case  of 
Inland  Bills  of  Exchange.  Every  Cashier,  Treasurer  or  Clerk,  employed 
in  said  Bank,  shall  before  he  enters  on  the  Duties  of  his  Office,  give  Bond, 
with  two  or  more  Sureties,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Directors,  in  a Sum 
not  less  than  Five  Thousand  Dollars  for  the  Cashier,  and  not  less  than 
One  Thousand  for  a Clerk  Conditioned  for  the  faithfull  discharge  of  his 
Trust.  David  Austin,  Isaac  Burr  and  Elias  Shipman  Esquires  are  author- 
ized to  open  a Subscription  for  the  Capital  of  said  Bank  at  such  Time 
and  Place  as  they  shall  think  best,  receive  the  first  Deposits,  and  after 
said  subscription  to  call  a Meeting  of  the  Stockholders  to  Choose  Direc- 
tors, five  per  Cent  on  the  Sums  subscribed  shall  be  paid  at  the  Time  of 
subscribing;  Twenty  per  Cent  on  each  Share  shall  be  paid  sixty  Days 
after  said  subscription;  twenty  five  per  cent  six  Months  after  the  Time 
of  the  second  Payment,  and  the  residue  in  six  Months  after  the  Time  of 
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the  third  Payment : If  there  shall  be  a failure  in  the  second  Payment  of 
any  Sum  subscribed  by  any  Person,  Copartnership  or  Body  Politick,  the 
Party  failing,  shall  forfeit  to  the  Bank  the  Sum  by  him  her  or  them 
previously  paid ; and  if  there  should  be  a failure,  in  any  subsequent  Pay- 
ment the  Party  failing  shall  forfeit  to  the  Bank,  his  her  or  their  Share 
of  the  Dividend,  during  such  Delay. 

Provided  that  in  Case  the  Directors,  shall  Judge  it  expedient,  they  are 
hereby  Authorized  to  suspend  the  two  last  Payments,  or  either  of  them, 
for  such  Time  as  they  may  think  proper,  giving  sixty  Days  Notice* 
Previous  to  the  Time  herein  fixed  for  such  Payment,  And  the  Subscribers 
shall  be  held  to  make  punctual  Payment  at  such  Period  or  Periods  as 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Directors  having  sixty  Days  Notice  of  * the 
Time  on  which  any  such  Payment  shall  be  required,  which  Notice,  shall 
be  given  in  One  of  the  News  Papers  of  said  City,  and  such  other  Places 
and  manner  as  the  Directors  may  Judge  necessary.  That  a General 
Meeting  of  the  Stockholders,  shall  be  annually  held  on  the  first  Thursday 
of  July,  at  such  Place  as  the  Directors  may  appoint,  That  the  first  Meeting 
of  the  Stockholders  being  called  by  the  Petitioners,  and  Convened,  the 
Stockholders,  or  a Majority  of  them,  shall  elect  One  of  their  number  to 
preside  at  the  Election,  who  shall  be  and  is  hereby  Authorized  to  receive 
and  Count  the  Votes  for  Directors,  and  declare  what  Persons  are  duely 
elected,  according  to  the  Provisions  of  this  Act. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act,  entitled  an  Act  for  rebuilding  New  Gate  Prison 
in  Granby,  and  for  regulating  and  Governing  the  same,  and  for  the  Punish- 
ment of  certain  Atrocious  Crimes.t 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Governor,  and  Council,  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives, in  General  Court  Assembled ; That  if  any  Male  Person  of  the 
Age  of  sixteen  Years  or  more,  shall  wilfully,  and  feloniously  Burn,  or 
attempt  to  burn,  by  setting  on  fire  any  Dwelling  House  Barn  Out 
House,  Shop  Store  Ship  or  other  Vessell,  and  no  prejudice  or  Hazard 
to  the  Life  of  any  Person  happen  thereby,  such  Person  so  offending,  may 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Superior  Court,  on  Conviction  thereof,  be  im- 
prisoned in  said  New  Gate  Prison  and  there  be  kept  to  Labour  not  ex- 
ceeding seven  Years;  and  if  any  Male  Person  of  the  Age  of  sixteen 
Years  or  more,  who  hath  already  been,  or  shall  be  hereafter  Convicted  of 
said  Offence;  shall  be  a second  Time  Convicted  of  an  Offence  of  the  same 
kind,  he  shall  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  Court,  be  Imprisoned  in  said 
Prison,  and  there  be  kept  to  Labour  for  any  Limited  Period,  or  during 
his  natural  Life,  as  the  Circumstances  of  the  Case  may  require ; 

And  he  it  further  Enacted,  That  the  Imprisonment  directed  to  be  in- 
flicted on  Persons  convicted  of  the  Crime  of  Perjury,  and  subornation 
of  Perjury,  in  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  the  Punishment  of  Perjury,

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shall  be  an  Imprisonment  in  said  New  Gate,  and  keeping  to  Labour,  if 
the  Person  so  Convicted  be  a Male  Person ; 

And  he  it  further  Enacted,  That  if  any  Person,  shall  with  force  and 
Arms  and  actual  Violence,  an  Assault  make  on  the  Body  of  any  Female, 
with  an  Intent  to  Commit  a Rape,  the  Person  so  offending,  on  Conviction 
thereof,  shall  be  Imprisoned  and  kept  to  Labour  in  said  New  Gate  Prison, 
during  his  natural  Life  or  for  such  other  Period  as  the  Superior  Court 
shall  determine. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act,  entitled  An  Act  for  encouraging  and  Regulating 

Fisheries.* 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Governor  and  Council  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  Assembled;  That  no  Person  or  Persons  shall 
draw  any  Sein,  or  other  Fish  Craft,  in  Willimantic  and  Natchaug  Rivers, 
except  between  the  setting  of  the  Sun  on  Tuesday  Evening,  and  the 
Suns  rising  on  Saturday  Morning  in  each  Week  in  the  Months  of  April 
May  and  June  annually  on  Penalty  of  forfeiting  Ten  Pounds  for  the 
Use  of  him  who  shall  Sue  for  and  prosecute  the  same  to  effect. 


An  Act  in  alteration  of  an  Act  entitled,  an  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act,  for  en- 
couraging and  regulating  Fisheries.t 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Governor  and  Council  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  Assembled,  That  so  much  of  the  said  Act  as  relates 
to  the  Fishery  in  New  Haven  East  River  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed ; 

Be  it  further  Enacted  That  no  Person  shall  at  any  Time  during  flood 
Tide  station  or  draw  any  Sein  or  other  Fish  Craft  in  said  River  below 
Mansfields  Bridge,  and  that  no  Person  shall  set  or  draw  any  Sein  or  other 
Fish  Craft  in  said  River  below  said  Bridge,  from  the  setting  of  the  Sun 
on  Wednesday  Evening  untill  the  setting  of  the  Sun  on  Thursday  Evening 
in  each  Week ; and  every  Person  that  shall  be  convicted  of  a breach  of  this 
Act,  shall  Pay  a fine  of  four  Pounds,  one  half  to  the  Use  of  him  who  shall 
Sue  for  and  prosecute  the  same  to  effect,  and  the  other  half  to  the  Treasury 
of  the  County  where  such  Offence  shall  be  committed,  and  shall  also  forfeit 
the  Sein  Ropes  and  other  Implements  for  catching  Fish  contrary  to  this 
Act  to  be  appropriated  as  aforesaid.

Amasa  Learned  (1750-1825)  was  born  in  Killingley  and  graduated  from  Yale  in 
1772.

He  served  in  the  Assembly  as  deputy  from  Killingley  or 
New  London  at  various  sessions  from  1779  to  1791,  at  which  time  he  was  elected  an 
Assistant.  He  served  in  Congress  until  March  1795.  He  was  a member  of  the 
Constitutional  Ratifying  Convention  of  1788  and  of  the  Connecticut  Constitutional

Stephen  Mix  Mitchell  (1743-1835)  was  born  in  Wethersfield  and  graduated  from 
Yale  in  1763,  where  he  served  as  a tutor,  1766-1769.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
of  Fairfield  County  in  1770  and  practised  law  both  at  Newtown  and  later  at 
Wethersfield.  His  judicial  career  began  with  appointment  to  the  Hartford  County 
Court  in  1779;  he  was  named  to  the  Superior  Court  in  1795,  and  became  Chief 
Justice  of  the  State  in  1807.  After  service  in  the  Assembly  he  was  elected  to  the 
Council  beginning  in  1784.  Following  the  death  of  Senator  Roger  Sherman  in 
1793,  Mitchell  was  elected  to  the  vacancy  but  apparently  never  took  his  seat.  He 
was  a member  of  the  Constitutional  Ratifying  Convention  of  1788  and  of  the  Con- 
necticut Constitutional  Convention  of  1818.

as  before  excepted  for  the  Benefit  of  his  Creditors  on  or  before  the  first 
Day  of  January  next  he  shall  forever  after  be  exonerated  and  discharged 
from  all  Debts  and  Demands  whatever  against  him  arisen  and  due  before 
the  third  Day  of  October  1792  being  the  Date  of  his  sd  Petition,  And  the 
said  Wadsworth  shall  some  Time  in  the  Months  of  November  or  Decem- 
ber next  before  said  first  of  January  Assign  Convey  and  make  over  to  said 
Commissioners  all  his  Estate  as  aforesaid  who  are  hereby  Authorized  and 
Impowered  to  receive  the  same  and  in  their  own  Names  to  Institute  proper 
Suits  in  Law  or  Equity  for  recovering  all  or  any  Part  of  the  Credits  or 
Effects  of  said  James  out  of  the  Hands  of  his  Debtors  or  any  others  with- 
holding the  same  for  the  Benefit  of  his  said  Creditors  and  the  net  pro- 
ceeds thereof  to  be  distributed  as  aforesaid,  And  the  said  Commissioners 
shall  be  under  Oath  to  make  a faithfull  & Just  distribution  of  all  the  Avails 
of  said  Estate  to  and  among  said  Creditors  in  manner  or  Proportion  as 
aforesaid  and  to  render  to  said  Creditors  as  full  and  Just  Statement  of  the 
whole  of  said  Estate  and  the  Avails  thereof  by  them  received.  And  they 
shall  advertize  in  the  Connecticut  Courant,  published  in  Hartford  at 
least  three  Weeks  successively  before  the  Time  of  their  first  Meeting 
which  shall  be  on  the  second  Monday  in  January  next  notifying  all  Per-

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sons  of  their  Appointment  and  to  bring  forward  their  Claims  and  Demands 
against  the  Estate  of  said  James  on  or  before  the  first  Day  of  April  next, 
or  be  debared  of  any  allowance  or  Claim  thereon,  And  the  said  Commis- 
sioners shall  be  allowed  to  retain  in  their  Hands  out  of  the  Avails  of  said 
Estate  a reasonable  Sum  for  their  said  Services  and  expence  in  the  premis- 
ses, And  a Certificate  under  the  Hands  of  said  Commissioners  signifying 
that  he  said  Wadsworth  has  complied  with  this  Act  shall  fully  exonerate 
and  discharge  him  from  all  Debts  oweing  and  due  from  him  at  the  said 
Date  of  said  Petition. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Ambrose  Collins  &c  Shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  the  public  Good  required  a Bridge  over  Ousatonuck  River  near  the 
dwelling  House  formerly  owned  by  John  Knickerbacker  late  of  said 
Salsbury  Deceasd  on  the  Highway  leading  from  Salisbury  to  Cornwall 
&c  Praying  for  a Lottery  to  assist  them  in  building  a Bridge  over  said 
River  at  said  Place,  as  per  Petition  on  file. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  that  Liberty  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
Granted  to  the  Memorialists  to  raise  the  Sum  of  One  Hundred  and  fifty 
Pounds  L Money  including  all  expences  attending  the  same,  to  be  appro- 
priated to  the  Use  of  Building  a Bridge  in  the  Place  mentioned  above. 
And  Messrs  Samuel  Lee  Ambrose  Collins  Samuel  Wadsworth  Tryal 
Tanner  & David  Waterman  or  any  three  of  them  are  hereby  appointed 
Managers  of  said  Lottery  who  before  they  enter  upon  the  Execution  of 
their  said  Trust,  shall  become  bound  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  with 
One  or  more  Sureties  in  the  Sum  of  five  Hundred  Pounds  L Money 
Conditioned  for  the  faithfull  discharge  of  their  Duty  in  said  Capacity, 
and  that  the  Money  raised  by  said  Lottery,  shall  be  appropriated  to  the 
Building  of  a Bridge  over  Ousatonuck  River  at  the  Place  mentioned  above 
And  that  they  will  pay  the  respective  Prizes  to  the  fortunate  Adventurers 
in  said  Lottery,  And  the  Attorney  for  the  State  in  the  County  of  Litch- 
field is  hereby  directed  and  Impowered  to  take  said  Bond  and  keep  the 
Same  untill  the  drawing  of  said  Lottery  and  compleating  the  Same,  and 
untill  the  Purposes  for  which  said  Bond  is  given  are  answered. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Curtiss  Hall  of  Southington  in  the  County  of 
Hartford  Shewing  to  this  Assembly,  That  from  various  misfortunes, 
which  could  not  have  been  forseen,  he  is  reduced  and  is  totally  unable  to 
pay  his  Debts,  and  has  a large  Family  of  small  Children  dependant  on 
him  for  support,  and  that  his  embarrasments  prevent  his  doing  any  kind 
of  Business,  and  that  he  Wishes  to  resign  up  his  Property  for  the  Benefit 
of  his  Creditors.  Praying  that  on  delivering  up  his  Property,  except 
what  is  exempted  by  Law  to  Trustees  appointed  for  that  purpose  his 
Body  and  future  acquirements  may  be  exempted  from  Arrests  as  per 
Memorial  on  file,  it  appearing  that  his  Creditors  in  Writing  have  con- 
sented to  the  Grant  of  his  said  Petition, 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  on  the  Petitioners  delivering  up  his 
property  excepting  what  is  exempted  by  Law  from  Execution,  and  pro- 
curing a Certificate  thereof  to  Trustees  hereafter  named,  the  Person  of 
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the  Petitioner  and  his  future  acquirements  shall  be  exempted  from  Ar- 
rests or  liability  for  any  Debt  due  at  the  Date  of  his  said  Petition,  And 
the  Petitioner  is  hereby  released  therefrom  on  his  complying  with  the 
aforesaid  Provision.  And  Asa  Barns  of  said  Southington,  and  Daniel 
Alcocks  & Samuel  Byington,  are  hereby  appointed  Trustees  to  receive 
under  Oath  all  the  Property  of  the  Petitioner,  And  said  Trustees  are 
hereby  Authorized  to  take  such  Measures,  for  the  disposition  of  said 
Property  as  to  them  shall  appear  most  advantageous  to  said  Creditors, 
and  to  make  a distribution  thereof  among  said  Creditors,  according  to 
their  respective  Demands  notifying  said  Creditors  thereof  And  upon  the 
Petitioners  delivering  his  said  Property  as  aforesaid,  said  Trustees  are 
also  Authorized  to  give  the  Petitioner  a Certificate  thereof  which  shall 
be  evidence  of  his  having  complied  with  the  aforesaid  Requisitions.

called  and  distinguished  by  the  Name  of  the  Narrows,  very  well  adapted 
for  a Tide  Mill,  and  that  they  are  the  Owners  of  the  Lands  on  each 
side  of  said  River  at  said  Place,  And  that  in  the  Year  1783,  they  erected 
a Dam  across  said  River  at  said  Place,  and  erected  also  a Grist  Mill  at 
the  same  Place  which  they  have  continued  ever  since  That  they  have  been 
perpetually  harrassed  with  Law  Suits  by  Philip  Nichols  and  Stephen  Bur- 
roughs Esqrs  of  Stratford  who  own  Lands  adjoining  said  River  at  the 
distance  of  about  half  a Mile  above  said  Mill,  and  that  a Tide  Mill  at 
said  Place  would  be  a Publick  advantage  as  per  Petition  on  file  * 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  said  Dam  be  established  and  the  same 
is  hereby  established,  and  Liberty  is  hereby  Granted  the  Petitioners  to 
keep  up  and  maintain  a Dam  across  said  River  at  said  Place  called  the 
Narrows,  in  such  manner  as  to  use  and  employ  said  Mills  now  there 
erected  or  that  may  be  there  erected  to  the  greatest  advantage.  And 
Aaron  Austin,  Elias  Shipman  & Liman  Storrs,  are  hereby  appointed  a 
Committee  to  view  and  examine  said  Dam  and  River,  and  they  or  any 


* William  Pixlee  received  permission  from  the  town  of  Stratford  in  1782  to  erect 
a dam  and  mill  on  what  is  now  Huntington  Road  in  Bridgeport.  Captain  Stephen 
Burroughs,  who  maintained  a store  above  the  dam,  and  Philip  Nicolls,  a neighbor, 
were  highly  vexed  because  their  commercial  interests  were  adversely  affected  by 
the  construction  of  the  dam.  It  is  perhaps  worthy  of  note  in  passing  that  Nicolls 
had  found  himself  in  trouble  with  the  court  a few  years  before  because  of  expres- 
sions of  Loyalist  sympathies.  The  Assembly’s  confirmation  of  the  petitioners’  dam 
privileges  led  in  the  end  to  the  driving  of  business  down  the  river  to  Newfield  Harbor. 
In  1800  the  village  of  Newfield  changed  its  name  to  Bridgeport  and  became  the 
first  borough  in  the  State.  The  city  of  Bridgeport  was  incorporated  in  1836.  W.  H.

365-366;  Samuel  Orcutt,  A History  of  The  Old  Town  of  Stratford  and  the  City  of 
Bridgeport,  Connecticut  (New  Haven,  1886),  I,  pp.  405-06;  Conn,  State  Rees.,  V, 
412,  424, 
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two  of  them  shall  determine  the  width  and  Construction  of  Flood  Gate  or 
Flood  Gates  that  shall  be  made  in  said  Dam  for  the  purpose  of  navigating 
said  River ; And  upon  the  Petitioners  erecting  and  building  in  said  Dam 
said  Gate  or  Gates  agreeable  to  the  directions  of  said  Committee  and  they 
or  any  two  of  them  giving  a Certificate  that  said  Gate  or  Gates,  are  Built 
agreeable  to  their  direction,  then  and  in  that  Case  the  Petitioners  or  any 
holding  and  possessing  said  Dam  under  them  shall  not  be  liable  to  any 
Prosecution  for  keeping  up  or  maintaining  said  Dam  as  aforesaid  nor  shall 
they  or  any  or  either  of  them  be  liable  to  respond  in  Damages  to  any 
private  Person  for  keeping  up  or  maintaining  the  Same. 

Provided  said  Gate  or  Gates  are  kept  in  like  repair  as  when  said  Certifi- 
cate was  given,  and  said  Gate  or  Gates,  shall  be  finished  by  the  first  Day  of 
August  next; 

And  it  is  further  Resolved  that  untill  said  Gate  or  Gates  shall  be  fin- 
ished and  compleated  as  aforesaid,  and  a Certificate  thereof  be  given  as 
aforesaid,  the  Petitioners  shall  not  be  liable  on  account  of  keeping  up 
said  Dam  in  Case  the  Gates  now  erected  in  said  Dam  be  kept  in  repair, 
and  said  last  mentioned  Gates  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  for  the  passing 
of  Vessels  Boats  & Scows  and  other  Water  Craft  through  the  same; 

Always  Provided  that  no  Person  or  Persons  shall  be  baned  from  main- 
taining any  Action  in  Case  they  are  damnifyed  by  the  overflowing  of 
the  Waters  occasioned  by  said  Dam; 

Provided  also  that  this  Act  shall  be  and  remain  in  force  twenty  Years 
next  following  the  first  Day  of  December  next,  and  from  that  Time  during 
the  Pleasure  of  this  Assembly. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Lemuel  Wentworth  of  Norwich  in  the  County  of 
New  London  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  by  means  of  Losses  and  Mis- 
fortunes and  the  expence  of  a numerous  Family  of  Children  which  he  has 
maintained,  and  Cost  of  Sickness,  he  is  now  reduced  and  unable  to  pay 
his  Just  Debts  Praying  for  an  Act  of  Insolvency  to  be  made  in  his  favour 
that  on  his  delivering  up  all  his  Estate  to  Trustees  for  the  Use  of  his 
Creditors  he  to  be  acquit  and  discharged  from  all  liability  for  and  on  Ac- 
count of  any  Debt  due  from  the  Petitioner  at  the  Date  of  his  Petition  as  per 
Petition  on  file.  And  the  said  Petitioner  having  given  Public  Notice  of 
his  presenting  said  Petition,  and  has  had  the  consent  of  all  his  Creditors 
to  the  Granting  of  said  Petition  and  the  same  being  entered  into  the  Office 
of  the  Secretary  of  this  State,  and  the  Creditors  of  said  Wentworth  being

It  is  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Person  and  future  acquirements 
of  the  Petitioner  are  hereby  exempted  and  released  from  all  Liability  for 
or  on  account  of  any  Debt  due  from  him  at  the  Date  of  the  Petition  afore- 
said, on  Condition  that  the  Petitioner  by  the  first  Day  of  January  1793, 
Assign  over  and  deliver  up  on  Oath  unto  Eliphalet  Huntington  and 
Benjamin  Tracy  both  of  said  Norwich,  who  are  hereby  appointed  Com- 
missioners and  Trustees  to  receive  said  Estate  and  distribute  the  same 
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among  all  the  Creditors  of  the  said  Lemuel  Wentworth  as  far  as  the 
same  will  go  towards  discharging  the  same  in  proportion  to  their  several 
Demands,  said  Commissioners  shall  be  under  Oath  for  the  faithfull  dis- 
charge of  said  Trust,  and  are  hereby  impowered  to  receive  all  the  Debts 
and  Credits  of  said  Wentworth,  and  in  their  own  Names  to  Sue  and  pursue 
to  final  Judgment  and  Collection  all  Debts  aforesaid,  and  are  hereby  Im- 
powered to  ascertain  all  Claims  that  may  be  brought  in  against  said 
Estate,  and  shall  advertize  by  the  first  Day  of  January  1793,  all  Persons 
to  bring  in  their  Claims  against  said  Estate  in  six  Months  from  the  first

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Comptroller  of  Public  Accounts  be 
and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  acquit  and  discharge  said  Cleaveland  from 
those  demands,  on  his  paying  the  expence  and  Charge  of  the  Suit  now 
pending  against  said  Cleaveland  in  the  County  of  Hartford  for  the  re- 
covery of  the  Sum  or  Sums  aforesaid. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  James  Stanley  of  Weathersfield  in  the  County  of 
Hartford,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  is  a Suitor  before  this  As- 
sembly and  Praying  Protection  from  Arrests  in  Civil  Cause  &c  as  per 
Petition  on  file 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  James  Stanley  be  and  he  is 
hereby  protected  from  all  Arrests  & Imprisonment  in  Civil  Process  in 
comeing  to  attending  on  & returning  from  this  Assembly. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Joel  Johns  Administrator  on  the  Estate  of  Ben- 
jamin Johns  late  of  Sharon  Deceased,  of  Auguile  in  Washington  County 
& State  of  New  York.  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  there  is  due  to  him 
as  Administrator  on  said  Estate  from  the  State  of  Connecticut,  the  Sum 
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of  thirteen  Pounds  fifteen  shillings  & four  Pence  L Money  for  the  for  the 
Service  of  the  said  Benjamin  as  a Soldier  in  Colo  Philip  Bradleys  Regi- 
ment in  the  Continental  Army  And  that  the  Comptroller  has  received  from 
the  Treasurer  a Note  for  the  above  Sum  in  favour  of  the  said  Benjamin

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  said  Gershom  Bulkley  Junr  Guardian 
to  said  Minor  shall  have  Liberty  and  Authority  and  to  him  Liberty  and 
Authority  is  hereby  given  to  sell  and  dispose  of  such  part  of  said  Mill 
& Mill  Dam  with  the  Priveleges  & Appurtenances  as  belongs  to  said 
Minor  to  the  best  Advantage  of  said  Minor  and  in  such  way  and  manner 
as  will  be  most  for  the  Interest  of  said  Minor  on  his  taking  Advice  and 
giving  Bond  to  the  Judge  of  Probate  in  and  for  the  District  of  Fairfield 
with  good  and  sufficient  Surety  in  a Sum  sufficient  to  secure  the  Pay- 
ment of  the  Moneys  the  said  Moiety  of  said  Mill,  Mill  Dam  shall  Sell  for 
and  Interest  thereof  unto  said  Minor,  when  she  shall  arrive  to  the  full 
Age  of  twenty  One  Years  and  to  execute  a Deed  of  Conveyance  thereof 
in  fee  simple. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  John  Eaton  of  Killingley  in  Windham  County 
Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  is  indebted  to  this  State  in  the  Comp-

Upon  the  Petition  of  Joseph  Pack  wood  of  New  London  in  the  County 
of  New  London  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  in  the  Year  1775  he  was 
employed  by  the  Agent  of  this  State  to  go  to  the  West  Indias  for  the 
purpose  of  procuring  Arms  and  Amunition  that  in  pursuance  of  said 
Appointment  in  Decembr  1775,  he  proceeded  on  a Voyage  to  the  West 
Indias,  and  there  procured  a large  Quantity  of  Arms  Ammunition  and 
other  Warlike  Stores  with  which  he  returned  in  August  1776,  that  in 
pursuance  of  said  Voyage,  the  Petitioner  had  to  encounter  great  Hard- 
ships and  difficulty,  was  taken  Prisoner  & Imprisoned  for  a Considerable 
Time,  by  means  whereof  he  has  lost  One  of  his  Eyes,  that  he  hath  re- 
ceived no  other  Compensation  for  his  Services  than  the  Usual  Commis-

Use  annually  the  Interest.

t Jeremiah  Learning  (1717-1804)  was  born  in  Middletown  and  graduated  from 
Yale  in  1745.  He  went  to  England  and  was  ordained  as  an  Anglican  priest  in  1748. 
He  served  churches  in  Newport,  R.  I.,  and  in  Norwalk.  In  1776  he  was  temporarily 
jailed  for  his  Loyalist  utterances.  In  Tryon’s  raid  on  Norwalk  in  1779  he  was  car- 
ried of¥  to  New  York.  He  became  rector  at  Stratford  in  1784  and  on  two  occa- 
sions was  asked  by  the  other  Episcopalian  clergy  to  go  to  England  for  consecration 
as  a bishop.  On  both  occasions  he  declined  the  honor  on  account  of  his  age  and 
impaired  health.  Upon  retirement  in  1790  he  lived  first  in  New  York  and  later  in 
New  Haven.  Columbia  conferred  on  him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  in  1789.

means  an  adequate  compensation  That  he  had  incurred  Expence  in 
receiving  Cattle  for  which  he  had  received  no  recompence,  that  mistakes 
from  his  want  of  Information,  and  from  the  Mode  of  Conducting  said 
Business,  had  probably  arisen  by  which  he  had  been  a great  Sufferer  and 
that  he  had  in  fact  discovered  sundry  mistakes  since  said  Settlement  and 
that  he  had  not  received  all  that  he  was  entitled  to  as  a Commission  ac- 
cording to  the  Rule  established.

Heirs  and  W est  by  Highway,  incumbered  with  the  Improvement  in  Right 
of  Dower  of  Sarah  Smith  Widow  & Mother  of  the  said  John  Smith  Deed 
Praying  this  Assembly  to  Grant  the  fee  Right  of  said  Land  to  her  Chil-

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Comptroller  be  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  deliver  to  the  said  Nathan  Fellows  the  aforesaid  Note  amount- 
ing to  £4.19.2,  any  Law  limiting  Time  of  Payment  notwithstanding. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Isaac  Morse,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  by  a 
variety  of  Misfortunes  he  is  become  unable  to  pay  his  Just  Debts  Pray- 
ing for  an  Act  of  Insolvency  as  per  Petition  on  file,  which  Petition  has 
been  duely  served  on  all  his  Creditors,  and  a large  number  of  them  have 
consented  to  the  Granting  his  Petition  and  the  others  being  three  Times 
Publicly  called  did  not  appear.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  Capt  Beach  Tomlinson  & Mr  John 
Beardsley  both  of  Huntington  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  Trustees 
to  receive  all  the  Property  real  or  Personal,  and  all  the  Credits  of  said 
Isaac,  and  who  are  to  be  under  Oath  for  the  faithfull  discharge  of  said 
Trust,  and  shall  be  accountable  to  the  Creditors  and  are  hereby  enabled 
in  their  own  Names  to  sue  for  and  pursue  to  final  Judgment  & Collection

and  Household  Furniture  as  is  exempted  by  Law  from  Execution,  he  the 
said  Patten  be  forever  after  exonerated  and  discharged  from  all  Debts  due 
from  him  before  the  19th  Day  of  September  1791.  That  Capt  Elijah 
House  and  Capt  Daniel  White  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  Commis-
